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PREFACE 


For offering this book to the profession, I have no 
apology to make, for I claim my right to do so; and if 
anyone finds imperfections in it, remember I lay no claim 
to perfection. I can offer severe criticism myself. 

I will, however, state in brief my object in writing as X 
have; 

First. —To fasten upon the mind of the reader the 
strongest points in each remedy. Good off-hand prescrib¬ 
ing can be done in simple uncomplicated cases if we have 
fixed in our minds, for ready use, the characteristic symp- 
toms. 

The elder Lippe was remarkable for such ability. 

Second. —To try to discourage the disposition to 

quarrel over Symptomatology and Pathology. Neither 

can be ruled out, and it is foolish for our school to divide 

on such a bone of contention. Every S 3 miptom has its 

pathological significance, but we cannot always give it in 

words; but the fact that it has such meaning is sufficient 

reason for prescribing on the Symptom or Symptoms

without insisting on, or trying to give, the explanation, 

Third. —To insist on the fact that the question of dose 
is still an open one, and so 1 have taken pains to give the 
dose I have found best, not insisting that anyone is bound 
to give the same; but it is fair to say that if they use a 
different one and fail, they must blame themselves, not me. 

Fourth. —To condemn the abuse of drugs, both in the 
old school and ours. 

If there is any one point in the Homoeopathic system of 
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Therapeutics that recommends it before that of the old 
school, it is that we have discovered a law by which we 
are able to apply remedies for the curing of the sick with¬ 
out entailing upon them drug effects, often more serious 
than the original disease. 

No honest man of either school ought to object to such 
an improvement in the science of therapeutics. 

Fifth. —I have hoped to so write as to induce any old 
school physician, who could overcome prejudice so far as 
to read any or all of this book, to experiment along the 
lines I have indicated, believing tliat any such physician, 
of sound head and honest heart, will be irresistibly led to 
give Homceopathy a large, and perhaps finally, the larg¬ 
est place in his confidence and practice. Finally to ex¬ 
press, after nearly forty years of conscientious experi¬ 
mentation, my firm and confirmed belief in the Similli- 
mum, the single remedy and the minimum dose. 

Thanking the profession in general for their help to 
me, I reciprocate by offering my humble contribution to 
an already valuable homoeopathic literature.

NUX VOMICA. 

For very particular, careful, zealous persons, inclined 
to get excited or angry, spiteful, malicious disposition, 
mental workers or those having sedentary occupations. 

Over-sensitiveness, easily offended; very little noise 
frightens, cannot bear the least even suitable medicine; 
faints easily from odors, etc. 

Twitchings spasms, convulsion, < slighest touch. 

Chilliness, even during high fever; least uncovering 
brings on chilliness. Very red face. 

Persons addicted to stimulants, narcotics, patent medi¬ 
cines, nostrums, debauchees, etc. 

Frequent and ineffectual desire for stool or passes little 
at a time, > after stool. 

Modalities: < uncovering, mental work, after eating, 
cold air, dry weather, stimulants, 9 a. m. ; > wet weather, 
warm room, on covering, after stool. 

Spasm (from simple twitchings to the clonic form);' 
sensitiveness, nervous and chilliness are three general 
characteristics of this remedy. 

Anxiety with irritability and inclination to commit sui¬ 
cide, but is afraid to die. 

Sleepy in the evening, hours before bedtime; lies awake 
for an hour or two, at 3 or 4 a. m., then wants to sleep 
late in morning. 

Awakens tired and weak and generally worse, with 
many complaints. 
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not alter the case tb say, “Well, I did not know what had 
been given,” for Nux vomica will neither antidote the ef¬ 
fects of the drug poison nor cure the disease condition 
unless it is homocopathically indicated, especially if given 
in the dynamic form. 

Here are two more of Hering’s card symptoms, in 
which are given the temperaments that are most sus¬ 
ceptible to the action of Nux: 

“Over-sensitiveness, every harmless word offends, 
every little noise frightens, anxious and beside them¬ 
selves, they cannot bear the least even suitable medi¬ 
cines.—(B.)” And, “For very particular, careful, zeal¬ 
ous persons, inclined to get excited and angry, or of a 
spiteful, malicious disposition.” 

This is a graphic picture of what is called the “Nervous 
temperament,” and practice corroborates the truth of the 
value of these tempcramatic indications for this remedy; 
but there are a number of remedies that have as markedlv 
this so-called nervous temperament, such as Chamomilla, 
Ignatia, Staphisagria, and others. 

So no physician would be justified in prescribing Nux 
vomica on temperament alone, be the indication ever so 
clear. The whole case must come in. There seems to be 
another kind of condition belonging to this nervous group 
of Nux vomica that has not so much of the excitable in it. 
“Hypochondriasis, with studious men, sitting too much 
at home, with abdominal comi^laints and costiveness.” 

Now, if you take a second look at these cases, you will 
find that a very little irritation will arouse this kind out 
of their hypochondriac gloom and make them angry or 
irritable similar to the first condition, so that on the 
whole the first proves to be the predominant one. 
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“a never-get-done” feeling. But it makes little differ¬ 
ence whether the patient is afflicted with constipation, 
dysentery, diarrhoea or other diseases, if we have this 
frequent ineffectual desire for stool present we always 
think of Nux zmnica first, and give it unless other symp¬ 
toms contra-indicate it. 

^‘Catamenia a few days before time, and rather too 
copious, or keeping on several days longer, zvith com¬ 
plaints at the onset, zvhich remain until after it is over.” 

This is also an oft-verified symptom of Nux vomica. 
Of course there are many other remedies for too early or 
too copious menstruation. Calcarea ostrearum is one of 
them, but the temperament of the Calcarea patient is not 
at all like Nux vomica. I have found that patients that 
required Nux vomica for this condition could hardly ever 
take Pulsatilla for anything. For instance, if the pa¬ 
tients had a green, bland, thick discharge and you gave 
them Pulsatilla it would often bring on too early and pro¬ 
fuse menstruation. In such cases I had to give Sepia, 
which would act like a charm on the catarrh and not 
aggravate the menses. 

These cases calling for Nux vomica often occur in 
young girls or women at the climacteric. We often have 
the characteristic rectal troubles also present, (Lilium 
tig.) The pains are pressing down and extend to the 
rectum and sometimes also to the neck of the bladder. 
Inefficient labor pains, extending to rectum, with desire 
for stool or frequent urination, are quickly relieved, and 
become efficient, after the administration of a dose of 
Nux vomica 200. 

If, in addition, your menorrhagic'patient is costive,*has 
gastric troubles, and especially if generally < in the 
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feverishness is of common occurrence and yields to Nux 
vomica with a promptness that would delight the heart of 
a Lippe. It makes no difference what the name of the 
fever, whether inflammatory, remittent, or fever accom¬ 
panying sore throat, rheumatism, or any other local 
trouble, if we have these indications, we may confidently 
give this remedy and will not often be disappointed in 
the result. It took me years to learn the value of this 
symptom, because I was a routinist and tliought that 
Aconite, Belladonna, or both in alternation, must be given 
in all cases where high fever was present. So I have 
some sympathy for young physicians now, who from 
false teachings have been led into the same error. But 
let me say here, for the benefit of all such, that there is 
a much better way: namely—^to closely individualize, 
which is not always difficult; give the single remedy in 
the potentized form, giving it time to act, and wait for 
reaction before repeating. 

Of course low potencies will often cure, and that in 
spite of alternation, over-dosing, and frequent repetition. 
But they will often fail, and, in the great majority of 
cases, will not accomplish anything like the satisfactory 
results of the true similUmum, the single remedy, and the 
minimum dose. 

“After eating: (Kali, hich., Nux moschata) sour taste, 
pressure in the stomach an hour or two afterward, with 
hypochondriacal mood, pyrosis, tightness about waist; 
must loosen clothing (Lachesis, Calcarea and Lycopo¬ 
dium), confused, cannot use mind two or three hours 
after a meal, epigastrium bloated, with pressure as from 
a stone in the stomach.’* 

This is a group of symptoms as given in “Guiding 
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Symptoms.” There are so many symptoms given under 
the digestive organs that it shows that Nux vomica has 
really a very wide range of action in gastric troubles. 
And there are no really characteristic and peculiar symp¬ 
toms to mention, unless it be the peculiar aggravation of 
stomach symptoms “an hour or two after eating/’ instead 
of immediately after, as is the case with Nux moschata 
and Kali bichromicum. The pressure as from a stone 
occurs also under Bryonia and Pulsatilla. 

More stress may be placed upon the cause of the stom¬ 
ach, liver, and abdominal complaints for which Nux 
vomica is the remedy. For instance, coffee, alcoholic 
drinks, debauchery, abuse of drugs, business anxiety, 
sedentary habits, broken rest from long night watching 
{Cocc., Cup. met., Nit. ac.), too high living, etc. So we 
find that Nux vomica is adapted to complaints arising 
from these causes, which is abundantly verified in prac¬ 
tice. 

One thing is very apt to be present in these cases: 
namely—the very characteristic rectal symptoms already 
noticed. 

We ought not to leave Nux vomica without speaking 
of its great efficiency in headaches and backaches. 

The headaches often occur in conjunction with the 
gastric, hepatic, abdominal and hsemorrhoidal affections. 
Here also the modalities, more than the character of the 
pain, decide the choice. The aggravations are: from 
mental exertion, chagrin or anger; in open air (opposite 
Pulsatilla), on awaking in the morning, after eating, 
from abuse of coffee or spirits, sour stomach, in the sun¬ 
shine, on stooping, from light and noise, when moving 
or opening the eyes {Bryonia), from coughing, high liv- 
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injf or highly seasoned food, in stormy weather, after 
drugging, from masturliation, from constipation or 
hffiinorrhoids. 

These headaches may or may not localize in any par¬ 
ticular part of the head. 

The patient is just as apt to say in one part of the head 
as another, and will often say, in no particular part, “it 
feels badly and aches all over." 

The pains in the hack are more peculiar. The patient 
is apt to have the backache in bed, and must sit up to turn 
over; as turning or twisting the body, aggravates when 
standing {Sulphur) (worse when sitting, Kobalt, Pulsa¬ 
tilla, Rhus toxic0(1., Zincum), or sitting is especially pain¬ 
ful. The pain is mostly located in the lumbar region, 
though it may be in the dorsa, and is often in connection 
(like .^sculus hipp.) with hjemorrhoids. AIsculus is es¬ 
pecially < from walking or stooping. Backache, caused by 
masturbation {Kobalt, < sitting; Staphisagria, lying at 
night) finds one of its best remedies in Nux vomica. We 
might here launch out into a description of the general 
action of Nux vomica upon the spinal cord, including the 
motor and sensory centers, etc., but that can all be found 
in other works. So now we will leave Nux, except as we 
refer to it in comparison while writing of other remedies. 
In reviewing what we have written, we are impressed 
that some may be led to think that we have narrowed 
down the sphere of this truly great remedy too much. 
Let us say here, that it is not our aim in this work to 
write exhaustively 4tpon any remedy, but to point out a 
few of the chief virtues and characteristic symptoms, 
around which all the rest revolve. 

To write exhaustively would be to write a complete 

Materia Medica. 
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In actual practice there are two kinds of cases that 
come to every physician. One is the case that may be 
prescribed for with great certainty of success on the 
symptoms that are styled characteristic and peculiar. 
(Organon, § 153.) The other is where in all the case 
there are no such symptoms appearing; then there is only 
one way, viz., to hunt for the remedy that, in its patho¬ 
genesis, contains what is called the *‘tout ensemble’" of the 
case. The majority of the cases, however, do have, 
standing out like beacon lights, some characteristic or key¬ 
note symptoms which guide to the study of the remedy 
that has the whole case in its pathogenesis. 

PULSATILLA. 

Mild, gentle, yielding disposition; sad and despondent, 
weeps easily, sandy hair, blue eyes, pale face, muscles 
soft and flabby. 

Changeable remedy, pains travel from one joint to 
another; haemorrhages flow and stop and flow again, no 
two stools alike, no two chills alike, no head nor tail to 
the case—^mixed. 

Bad taste in the mouth, < mornings, with great dry¬ 
ness, but no thirst. 

Stomach easily disturbed, especially by cakes, pastry 
or rich fat foods. 

Thick bland discharges from all mucous membranes. 

Catamenia too late, scanty or suppressed, particular¬ 
ly by wetting the feet. 

Modalities: < in warm room, wurm applications, 
abuse of Iron, chilliness with the pains, > by cool open 
air, walking slowly around, cold food or drink, tying up 
-tightly > the headache. 
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Pains accompanied with constant chilliness, and the 
more severe the pain the harder the chill (with profuse 
sweating, Cham.; with fainting, Hepar sulph.; with fre¬ 
quent micturition, Thuja; with delirium, Vcrat. alb.).

The disposition of Pulsatilla is almost the opposite of 
that of Nux vomica. Nux vomica is called the man's 
remedy and Pulsatilla the woman’s remedy. This means 
simply that the complaints of one are found oftener 
with men, while those of the other are found oftener 
with women. 

Now to call attention to another of Hering’s charac¬ 
teristics, and I know of no one who has expressed them 
better, we have— "Mild, gentle and yielding disposition; 
cries at everything; is sad and desponding; weeps about 
everything; can hardly give her symptoms on account of 
zveeping.’' And again; "Sandy hair, blue eyes, pale face, 
inclined to silent grief zvith submissiveness." (Silicea is 
its chronic.) Here we have a description of the Pulsar 
tilla temperament as near as words can express it, and it 
is a fact that when you find it in a patient, no matter what 
the pathological condition, Pulsatilla will almost surely 
help. There are few exceptions. So we learn not to 
put too much stress on pathological states to the neglect 
of symptomological conditions. 

Pulsatilla is a remedy of wide range of action. Far¬ 
rington mentioned its use in seventy-three different affec¬ 
tions, and has not by any means exhausted them all; and 
if you study Pulsatilla in Hughes’ Pharmacodynamics 
you will notice that, although he recommends it in many 
diseases, he does not, and evidently is not able to, talk as 
much from a pathological standpoint, especially from the 
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provings of the drug, as he does of many other remedies. 
It seems to me like folly to undertake to jxjse as either an 
exclusive pathologist or symptomatologist. Both pathol¬ 
ogy and symptomatology are valuable and inseparable; 
neither can be excluded. Pathology is what the doctor 
can tell (sometimes); symptomatology is what the patient 
can tell. 

There is another condition of Pulsatilla which may be 
considered characteristic, and which Hering does not 
mention in his cards, viz., cliangeableness of symptoms 
{Ignat., Nux mosch.). All that Hering said was “wan¬ 
dering pains shift rapidly from one part to another, also 
with szvelling and redness of the joints.” Now if this 
occurs in rheumatism (Manganum acet.. Lac caninum. 
Kali hichrom., Kahnia lat.), and especially if in the Pul¬ 
satilla temperament, we may perform a miracle of curing 
with this remedy. But this shifting or changeableness is 
not confined to the pains, which may be either rheumatic 
or neuralgic, but is found in the disiX)sitioii. The patient 
is now irritable, then tearful again, or mild and pleasant; 
but, even with the irritableness, is easily made to cry. 
The hccmorrhages flow, and stop, and flow again; con¬ 
tinually changing. The stools in diarrhoea constantly 
change in color; they are green, yellow, white, watery or 
slimy; as Guernsey expresses it—“no two stools alike.” 
{Sanicula.) This is often found in the so-called cholera- 
infantum or entero-colitis of children in hot weather. 

We sometimes have patients come into the office, and 
find, in trying to take their case, no “head or tail” to it. 
It is mixed. The suffering and pain is now here, now 
there. The symptoms .are contradictory, as we term 
them. This condition should always call attention to 
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Pulsatilla and it will often clear up and cure the case. 
Ignatia also has these ever-changing, hysterical and con¬ 
tradictory symptoms, both pre-eminently woman reme¬ 
dies. 

Pulsatilla like Nux vomica is a great remedy for dis¬ 
orders of digestion. Symptoms— “Bad taste in the 
mouth, especially early in the morning, or nothing tastes 
good, or no taste at all.” (Bryonia, had taste with coated 
tongue and thirst; Puhat., no thirst.) 

“Great dryness of the mouth in the morning, without 
thirst. Stomach disordered from cakes, pastry, rich 
food; particularly fat pork.” (I would say—fat meats 
generally.) These are reliable symptoms, as given in 
Hering’s cards, and are not very much like the symirtoms 
of Nux vomica, which is not disturbed by fats, hut on 
the contrary likes them and they agree. With Nux vom¬ 
ica warm food agrees best; with Pulsatilla, cold things. 

The bad taste in the mouth is persistent and the loss 
of taste is frequent, as is also the loss of smell. How 
peculiar that Pulsatilla should have dry mouth and no 
thirst, while Mercuritis should have characteristically 
moist mouth with intense thirst. There is no accounting 
for taste, as the man said when he saw a fellow kiss his 
mother-in-law. 

I do not know that I could give a satisfactory patho¬ 
logical reason for this. Is it not a good thing that we do 
not have to give the pathological explanation for such a 
symptom before we can use it to cure our patients? To 
be sure there is always a reason for these things, but we 
do not need to know what it is before we can utilize the 

i 

symptom. 

The merest tyro in prescribing could hardly mistake 
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the symptoms of Pulsatilla for those of Nux vomica, and 
yet I have found physicians prescribing these remedies in 
alternation, at intervals of two or three hours. 

Having called attention to the action of Pulsatilla on 
the digestive organs, which are lined with mucous mem¬ 
branes, we now wish to notice that it has a peculiar action 
on mucous surfaces generally. This peculiarity consists 
in the character of the discharges from them. They are 
thick, bland and yellowish green. These are found in 
nasal catarrh; leucorrhoea; expectoration; gonorrhcea; in 
ulcers; from the ears and eyes; in short, from every 
mucous outlet of the body. 

The expectoration of Pulsatilla, which is thick, green 
and bland, tastes bitter, while that of Stannum is sweet 
and that of Kali hydroiodicum and Sepia salty. One of 
Schuessler’s tissue remedies {Kali sulphuricmn) greatly 
resembles Pulsatilla in the character of its discharges, and 
not only that, but also in its wandering pains, evening 
aggravations and ameliorations in cool, open air. Kali 
hydroiodicum is also ameliorated in open air and worse in 
a warm room. Now that we are on the subject of green¬ 
ish discharges, especially the expectoration, we will men¬ 
tion also Carbo veg.. Lycopodium, Paris, Phosphorus and 
Sulphur. Of course, the other symptoms must decide 
the choice between several remedies having one symptom 
in common. 

A certain physician in Albany, N. Y., was called in con¬ 
sultation on a so-called case of phthisis pulmonalis. The 
case was in allopathic hands. After carefully examining 
the case, he was asked: “What is your diagnosis, doc¬ 
tor?” ‘"Stannum/* said the doctor. “What!” “Stan¬ 
num,** replied the doctor. Stannum was the diagnosis of 
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the remedy; not the disease. It was given and cured the 
patient. 

Now we come to the curative action of Pulsatilla in 
affections of the female genital organs. The fact that it 
has such a decided action upon these, added to the woman¬ 
ish disposition of this remedy, is additional reason why it 
is called the woman's remedy, as we said when writing 
upon the disposition and temperament. “Catamenia too 
late and scanty, dr suppressed, particularly by getting feet 
wet," and “Painful menstruation with great restlessness, 
tossing in every possible direction,” and we have already 
mentioned the changeable characteristics in the flow of 
the menses, viz., they stop, and flow, stop and flow again, 
etc. So, also, the menorrhagia. 

In these menstrual troubles of Pulsatilla the wetting or 
chilling of the feet is of prime importance, and acting 
upon it, you may save your patient from consumption as 
a result of such exposure and suppression. Now don’t 
pour down mother tincture of Pulsatilla by the ten-drop 
doses, as is the manner of those who do not believe in 
potentized remedies. You may give Pulsatilla in the 
high, higher, and highest potencies, and confidently ex¬ 
pect the best results. I have often seen the delayed 
menses of young girls of Pulsatilla temperament appear 
promptly and naturally under the m. m. of Swan and 
c. M. of Fincke (also with Kali carbonicum, Tubercur 
linum, and others). So also have I seen them restored 
after suppression, by the same. Now if you should try 
one of these very high potencies in a case of menstrual 
diflficulty, and it should not succeed, don’t jump to the 
conclusion that I have been mistaken, for Pulsatilla is not 
the only remedy for such cases. Homoeopathy is too 
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often blamed when the blame lies in the stupidity of the 
prescriber. Magnesia phos. will relieve more cases of 
painful menstruation than Pulsatilla, and that is not a 
cure-all, either. Study up your case. 

But after all, the prime characteristic of this wonder¬ 
ful remedy lies in its modality. “Better in cold air and 
from cold applications.” The patient is not only better 
generally in the open, cool air and worse in a warm, closed 
room, but local affections also, as, for instance, the ver¬ 
tigo; pain in head, eyes, ears; itching of eyelids; roaring; 
coryza; pain in face; toothache; colic; labor pains; sci¬ 
atica; ulcers, are all better in ojx;!! air. These affections 
that are in > in cold air are also especially > while walk¬ 
ing or moving slowly about (Ferruni) in oixin or cool air. 
Remember that Pulsatilla as well as Rhus io.vicodcndron 
is ameliorated by motion, but Pulsatilla in cold or cool 
open air, while Rhus tox. wants motion in warm dry air. 

With Pulsatilla warm applications aggravate, warm 
room oppresses; heat of bed aggravates itching (Mercn- 
rius) and chilblains; cold drinks retained, warm vomited. 

Other remedies have aggrav.ations from heat; but Pul¬ 
satilla leads them all. The relief from cold and cool, 
open air is as positive as that of warmth or heat is for 
Arsenicum. 

Now to close our remarks on Pulsatilla we will give a 
few choice symptoms without any particular comments 
upon them. 

“Affections consequent on the abuse of Iron.” 
“Chronic affections following cases of badly managed 
measles.” “Pressure, or tying up tightly, relieves the 
headaches.” (Argentum nit., Apis mellifica.) “In¬ 
creased inclination to micturate, zvhen lying.” “Metas- 
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tasis of gonorrhoea to testicles.” “Chilliness, with pains, 
yet wants cool room.” “One-sided sweats.” “Inflamed 
parts bluish.” (Lachesis, Tarantula Cub.) “Pulsa¬ 
tions through the whole body.” “Metastasis of mumps 
to mamma: or testicles.” In any of these local affections 
wc should expect to find the mind and modality of this 
remed)' present or not be very confident of a brilliant 
cure. 


BRYONIA ALBA. 

All complaints < on motion. 

Dryness of mucous membranes generally (lips, mouth, 
stomach, wants drink in large quantities, at long inter¬ 
vals; intestines, dry hard stools as if burnt). 

Effusions in .serous membranes (meninges, pleura, peri¬ 
toneum, etc.). 

Constipation (no desire) or diarrhoea, < mornings 
on beginning to move. 

Stitching pains, especially in serous membranes and 
joints. 

Sitting up causes nausea and faintness. 

Modalities: < from motions, warm weather after cold. 
> from quiet, lying on painful side. • 

Suitable to dry, spare, nervous, slender persons, of 
irritable disposition; rheumatic tendency. Complaints in 
hot weather, or exposure to dry, cold air, in wet weather 
{Rhus tox.). 

Cough, dry, hard, racking, with scanty expectoration; 
with splitting headache; delirium, about the business of 
the day; (typhoid) headache; < stooping; ironing; hot 
weather; coughing; motion; vertigo; with nausea, and 
faintness; < from sitting up after lying down. Pres- 
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sure, as from a stone, at pit of stomach, relieved by eruc¬ 
tation. 

Vicarious menstruation; nose bleeds when menses 
should appear (Phos.). 

Mammae heavy, of a stony hardness; pale, but hard; 
hot and painful. 

V Rheumatism of joints; with pale swelling, great pain, 
worse on touch or least motion.

As in Pulsatilla, so in Bryonia, the leading character¬ 
istic lies in its "modality.” Three words express it— 
aggravation from motion. 

What is aggravated on motion ? Sufferings of almost 
any and every kind. We will not undertake to enumer¬ 
ate them. All that Hering says in his cards on that line 
is —”Joints red, swelling, stiff, with stitching pain from 
slightest motion," and this so far as it goes is genuine, 
but it is only the beginning of all the ailments that are 
< on motion. 

Look in “Guiding Symptoms,” under "Motion,” and 
see the long list of symptoms aggravated by motion, and 
even these do not cover all. Now we begin to realize the 
value of this modality. 

It makes no difference what the name of the disease, if 
the patient feels greatly > by lying still and suffers 
greatly on the slightest motion, and the more and longer 
he moves the more he suffers, Bryonia is the first remedy 
to be thought of, and there must be very strong counter¬ 
indications along other lines that will rule it out. 

Nor does it make much difference what organ or tissue 
is the seat of the disease, mucous, serous or muscular, 
the same rule applies. 
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Another very valuable modality of Bryonia is again 
expressed in three words— amelioration from pressure. 
This is the reason the patient, much to the astonishment 
of the nurse, wants to lie on the painful side or part. 
(Opposite Belladonna, Kali carhonicum.) 

No one can realize the value of these two modalities 
until he has often met them at the sick bed and witnessed 
the prompt relief from the use of Bryonia. 

When writing upon Pulsatilla, we noticed the charac¬ 
teristic action of that remedy upon the mucous surfaces. 
Here Bryonia acts just as characteristically, but it is so 
different. With Bryonia it is excessive dryness or lack 
of secretion in them. It begins in the lips, which are 
parched, dry and cracked, and only ends with the rectum 
and stools, which are hard and dry as if burnt. The 
same condition is undoubtedly present in the stomach, 
which is evidenced by the excessive thirst; which can only 
be satisfied by large draughts of tvater; a little does not 
satisfy. 

The same condition obtains in the lungs and bronchia, 
which causes /rort/, dry cough with little or no expectora¬ 
tion, and with soreness and pain in the chest when the 
patient coughs. (Natrum sulphuricum has loose cough 
with soreness.) The urine is scanty and only exception¬ 
ally (or as I would express it reactionally) copious. We 
must remember that every remedy has a dual action. 
These two actions are termed primary and secondary, I 
think that the so-called secondary action is only the reac¬ 
tion of the organism against the first or primary (so- 
called) action of the drug. For instance—the real action 
of Opium is to produce sleep or stupor, the reaction is 
wakefulness; of Podophyllum, Aloes, etc., catharsis; the 
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reaction constipation, and 1 think that the truly homoeo¬ 
pathic curative must be in accord with the primary (so- 
called) effects of every drug in order to get the best and 
most radical cure, but if given for the secondary (so- 
called) symptoms, the primary ones having passed by, 
we should carefully inquire for all the symptoms which 
have preceded those which are present; and taking both 
past and present, let them all enter into the picture whose 
counterpart is to be found in the drug which is to cure. 
Any other method is only palliative and not curative. 

Bryonia has also a very decided effect upon the serous 
membranes. It is very useful in the second stage of in¬ 
flammation, after the stage of serous effusion has set in. 
In most of these cases the first stage has been attended 
by symptoms calling for the exhibition of such remedies 
as Aconite, Belladonna, Ferrum phos., etc., but not al¬ 
ways; and right here let me call attention to the most 
characteristic pains of this remedy. They are stitching 
pains. Now observe, the characteristic pains of inflam¬ 
matory affections of the serous membranes are stitching 
pains; this is the rea.son why Bryonia comes to be such 
a regal remedy in pleuritis, meningitis, peritonitis, peri¬ 
carditis, etc. The subjective symptoms corresponding to 
the remedy must go down l>efore it, and the objectives 
must as surely follow. Only one remedy can equal Bry¬ 
onia for stitching pains, viz.. Kali carbonicum. ( Stitching 
pains in chest are particularly found under Bryonia, Kali 
carb., Natrum mur., Squilla and Mercur. viv.) And 
there is this difference between them: The Bryonia 
stitches come on or are aggravated by the least motion, 
while those of Kali carbonicum will occur whether the 
patient moves or not. {Bryonia > by pressure. Kali 
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carh., not.) But in both remedies they cry out sharply 
with the pains. Apis has pains which cause the patient 
to cry out sharjjly, but they are stinging pains— like a bee 
sting. All these three are great remedies for effusions 
into serous ca,vities, and Sulphur precedes and follows 
equally well anyone of them. 

A word right here in regard to interpolating Sulphur, 
when, as we express it, "the seemingly indicated remedy 
does not act.” Some would stumble over that, and ask 
—as they would have a right to do—how about your 
similia, etc., in such a use of Sulphur? I answer— Sul¬ 
phur is a remedy of wide range of action, and covers 
more perfectly those conditions and symptoms which 
are the outgrowth of jisora than any otlier remedy; so it 
does meet the case complicated by psora very often, and 
either cures it or removes the com])Hcation so that the 
other remedies may act. But remember it will not always 
do it, and other antipsoric remedies must be chosen. It 
must be the simillimum for the psoric condition. 

Bryonia stands alongside of Nux vomica and Pulsa¬ 
tilla for disorders of alimentation. All three remedies 
have a sensation as of a stone in the stomach, Bryonia 
and Nux vomica more so than Pulsatilla. Bryonia leads 
in thirst, Nux vomica less, and Pul.mtilla little or none. 
All have bad taste in the mouth; Bryonia and Pulsatilla 
bitter and Nu^v vomica sour. All have nausea and vom¬ 
iting; Bryonia worse on motion, as rising up; Nux vom¬ 
ica in the a. m. and after eating, Pulsatilla in the evening 
and also after eating. 

The gastric derangements of Bryonia often occur as a 
result of dietetic errors, es]:)ecially when warm weather 
sets in after cold. Those of Nttx vomica more from 
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continued over-eating and inactivity, the abuse of drugs, 
coffee, tobacco or alcoholics; Pulsatilla from too rich 
foods, pastries, fat foods and ice cream (in excess); a 
little ice cream feels good in the Pulsatilla stomach, but 
much overdoes the matter, because it is too rich. 

All three remedies have attacks of diarrhoea, although 
constipation is most characteristic of Bryonia and Nux 
vomica, and is only exceptionally found under Pulsatilla. 

Bryonia diarrhoea is worse in the morning, on move¬ 
ment, and often occurs as an effect of over-eating in the 
heat of summer. Nux vomica diarrhoea is also apt to be 
worse in the morning, is mostly caused by over-eating 
and is apt to put on the dysenteric type. The Pulsatilla 
diarrhoea is more apt to occur in the night, from causes 
above mentioned, and is attended with great rumbling of 
the bowels. 

All have white, sometimes very thickly-coated tongue, 
but taking into account the causes of these gastric and 
bowel troubles, temperament and modalities there should 
not be much difficulty in choosing the right remedy for 
any case. 

So far as temperament is concerned, Bryonia is like 
Nux vomica, but Bryonia has much more of the “rheu¬ 
matic diathesis.” Both are easily irritated or angered, 
and are oftenest found indicated in spare, dark-complex¬ 
ioned subjects. Both are aggravated generally on mo¬ 
tion, but Bryonia very much the more so, while Pulsatilla 
is sometimes like Rhus toxicodendron relieved by motion. 

Now a few special indications for Bryonia and we 
will leave it: 

“Bursting headache, as if it would split the head open, 
aggravated by stooping; coughing; ironing; opening or 
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moving the eyes; moving any way; in hot weather. Nau¬ 
sea and faintness when rising up, relieved when lying 
still. 

“Epistaxis instead of menses (vicarious menstrua-^ 
tion), also blood spitting. 

“Mastitis; breasts pale, hot, hard, heavy and painful. 

“Suppression of lochia with bursting headache. 

“Suppression of milk, menses, measles or rash of scar¬ 
latina, or where all these are slow in appearing; of course 
the other Bryonia symptoms must be present. 

“Frequent desire to take long breath; must expand the 
lungs. (Cactus, Ignatia, Nat. sulph.) 

“Cough dry, < after eating, sometimes with vomiting;- 
< moving; < coming from open air into zvarm room. 
(Nat. carb.) 

“Cough hurts head and chest, holds them with hands.” 
(Eupatorimn pcrf:, Natrum sulph.) 

These are some of the peculiar symptoms which can¬ 
not be ranged under any general head, and are excellent 
leaders to the consideration of Bryonia, all and each of 
which will be found associated with the more general 
characteristics already noticed. 

The dominant school do not know what they have lost 
in not being acquainted with the virtues of this remedy, 
as developed in our provings and clinical use, but we 
know what we have gained. 

ANTIMONIUM CRUDUM. 

Thick, milky white coating on tongue (in many com¬ 
plaints). 

Derangements from overloading the stomach, es¬ 
pecially fat food; nausea. 
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Crushed finger-nails: grow in splits like warts and 
with horny s^wts. 

Corns and calosities on soles, with excessive tender¬ 
ness; can only walk with pain and suffering. 

Alternate constipation and diarrhoea' in old people, es¬ 
pecially with the characteristic tongue. 

Child cannot bear to be touched or looked at, fretful, 
cross. 

Feverish conditions at night. 

Headache; after river bathing; from taking cold; alco¬ 
holic drinks; deranged digestion; acids, fat, fruit; sup¬ 
pressed eruptions. Mucus; from anus, ichorous, oozing, 
staining yellow; mucous piles. Cannot bear heat of sun; 
< from exertion in sun; exhau.sted in warm weather.

This remedy, like the three of which wc have been 
writing, has a strong affinity for the alimentary canal. 
Its leading characteristic is in its thickly-coatcd, white, 
very white, white as milk, tongue. 

Many remedies have white tongue, but this one leads 
them all. It is also a great stomach remedy, and in dis¬ 
orders of this organ arising, from over-eating, where 
there is much nausea, distress, and especially the charac¬ 
teristic tongue, it is to be thought of before any of the 
three of which we have written. It is especially to be 
considered if the gastric derangement is of recent date. 
The process of digestion is hardly under way; the eruc¬ 
tations taste of the food as he ate it, and the sufferer 
feels as if he must “throw up” before there will be any 
relief. In such a case a few pellets of Antimonium cru^ 
dum on the tongue will often settle the business, save the 
loss of a meal, and all further suffering. 
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DiarrhcEa may oftew follow these dietetic errors, es¬ 
pecially during the heat of the summer season, and then 
the stools are peculiar in that they are partly solid and 
partly fluid, showing that digestion has been only j>ar- 
tially performed in the whole length of the canal. An- 
timoniuvi criidum and Bryonia sometimes present about 
equal claims in a case of summer complaint; but the case 
in its entirety must decide the choice between them. 

There is a fomi of diarrluna which alternates with 
constipation, oftenest found with old people, where An- 
timoniuin crudum is the only remedy. Then it is also 
one of the best remedies for mucous piles; there is a con- 
tinuons oozing of mucus staining the linen, very disagree¬ 
able to the patient. 

There are some mind symptoms that are very peculiar, 
“the greatest sadness and woeful mood with intermittent 
fever;’' again, “sentimental mood in moonlight, ecstatic 
love,” and again, “child cannot hear to be touched or 
looked at." 

Of the first two symptoms I can say nothing from ex¬ 
perience or observation, but of the last, that it is a gem. 
Many times in cases of gastric or remittent fever, for 
which Antimonum crudum is a very excellent remedy, I 
have been led to its use by this very condition of the 
mind: the child is cross, but not like CItamomilla wants 
to be carried and soothed, but will scream and cry, and 
show temper at every little attention. Another thing 
that I have noticed in many of these cases is, that the 
fever runs higher at night and is accompanied with 
great thirst; the white tongue is almost always present. 
Such children are quite apt, even when around the house, 
to have “sore, cracked and crusty nostrils, and corners of 
the mouth" and so this may appear when sick. 
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There is a peculiar constitutional condition found in 
some people which calls for this remedy. It is found in 
the extremities; finger-nails grow in splits, like warts, 
with homy spots (Silicca nails crippled, on fingers and 
toes; Graphites nails become thick, crippled; Thuja nails 
brittle, crumbling, distorted), and if by accident one be¬ 
comes injured or split, it does not repair as it should, 
but grows out of shape. Then the toe-nails are brittle 
and grow out of shape also, or shrivel up and do not 
grow at all. The feet are covered on the soles with 
corns and callosities which are very tender, can hardly 
walk on them on account of this tenderness. Some of 
the worst cases of chronic rheumatism have been cured 

m 

by this remedy, guided by the excessive tenderness of 
the soles of the feet. (Baryta soles get sore from foot 
sweat; Pulsatilla soles pain and are tender; Ledum 
heels and soles tender when walking; Medorrhinum 
couldn’t walk except on knees; Lycopod. soles swollen 
and painful.) Horny excrescences anywhere on the 
skin make one think of Antimonium crudum. The rem¬ 
edy is oftenest found indicated in the extremes of life, in 
children and old people. 

Now the peculiar modalities which deserve particular 
mention are: First, the troubles are often caused or ag¬ 
gravated by heat, and especially by the heat of the sun. 
(Bryonia, Glonoine, Gelsem., Nat carb.) The patient 
feels exhausted during warm weather; ■ the gastric 
troubles come on, or are worse, such as nausea, vomiting 
and diarrhoea. The cough is worse, and, like Bryonia, 
is worse on coming into a warm room from cold air. 
These affections are particularly worse in sunshine, but 
also from radiate heat of the fire, so that Antimonium 
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crudum takes a high rank as a hot weather remedy. 
Second, cold bathing aggravates or causes trouble. (Rhus 
tox., Sulphur.) “Child cries when washed or bathed in 
cold water.” Cold bathing causes headache, cold in the 
head, gastric catarrh, diarrhoea, suppressed menses, 
toothache, etc. When any case of long standing comes 
to us, and the patient dates the beginning of the trouble 
to going in swimming or falling into the water, we think 
of Anlimonium crudum and examine for further indica¬ 
tions for the drug. 

Now a few scattering symptoms that have found their 
remedy in Antimonium crudum: “Copious haemorrhage 
from the bowels, mixed with solid faeces; chronic redness 
of the eyelids; toothache in decayed teeth, worse at night; 
gastric trouble after acids, sour wine, vinegar,” etc. 

MERCURIUS. 

Swollen, flabby tongue, taking imprint of the teeth; 
gums also swollen, six)ngy or bleeding; breath very 
offensive. 

Sweats day and night without relief in many com¬ 
plaints. 

Creeping chilliness in the beginning of a cold, or 
threatened suppuration. 

Sliminess of mucous membranes. 

Moist tongue, with intense thirst. 

Glandular. swellings, cold, inclined to suppurate; 
ulcers with lardaceous ba.se. 

Modalities: < at night in warmth of bed, while sweat¬ 
ing, lying on right side. 

Bone diseases; pains worse at night. 
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Dysentery: stools slimy, bloody, colic, fainting; great 
tenesmus during and after, followed by chilliness, and a 
“cannot finish sensation.” 

The more blood and pain the better indicated. 

Affects lower lobe of right lung; stitches through to 
back (Chel., Kali c.). 

Intense thirst, although the tongue looks moist and the 
saliva is profuse. 

In low potencies, hastens suppuration; in high, aborts 
suppuration, as in quinsy. 

As in Antimoniuni enuimn, so in Mcrcurius, the lead¬ 
ing characteristic is found in the mouth, or, I might rather 
say, characteristic.s, for the gums arc swollen, spongy, 
sometimes bleeding; the tongue is also szuollen, flabby, 
taking the imprint of the teeth {Arsenicum., Chelidoniiim, 
Podophyllum, Rhus tox. and Stramonium), generally 
moist, yet with intense thirst; the whole mouth is moist 
with salivation which is soapy or stringy, and the odor 
from the mouth is very offensive; you can smell it all over 
the room. No remedy has this condition of mouth in 
any degree equal to Mercury. It is found in very many 
complaints, and if anything corroborative of the truth of 
“similia,” etc., were desired the curative power of Mer¬ 
cury, when indicated by these symptoms, ought to be sat¬ 
isfactory. Many a time have I given great relief to my 
patient, and great credit to Homoepathy, by brilliant 
cures of that painful affection, quin.sy, guided by these 
symptoms. Of course, in addition to the above symp¬ 
toms the tonsils were greatly swollen and often apparently 
on the verge of suppuration. Right here let me warn 
against giving Mercurius too low, for if you do, it will 
hasten suppuration in.stead of aborting it. If anyone is 
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skeptical as to the efficiency of the very high potencies, I 
invite him to a test in just such a case. Give a single 
dose, dry upon the tongue, or if you must seem to do 
more, dissolve a powder in four tablespoon fuls of water 
and give in half-hourly doses. Then zbait. I have done 
it many times and am convinced. If the patient has that 
other strong characteristic of Mercuritts, viz., profuse 
perspiration, without relief of the suffering, success is 
doubly sure. (Sweat relieves, Arsenicum, Natrum mur., 
Psorinum.) 

I wish right here, as ixirhaps the most appropriate 
place, to disclaim being an exclusive high-potentist. The 
question of dose is, and I believe must remain, an open 
one as long as different degrees of susceptibility are 
found in different diseases and persons. I have experi¬ 
mented along the whole line and know that both the high 
and the low are efficacious in certain cases. The pre¬ 
ponderance of evidence, however, is greatly in favor of 
the high and the highest. This is my opinion. You may 
differ, and are welcome to do so. 

The fever symptoms of Mercurius are notable, espe¬ 
cially in the sweats. The chill also is peculiar as I have 
observed it. It is not a shaking chill, but is simply 
creeping chilliness. Often when this creeping chilliness 
is felt it is the first symptom of a cold that has been taken, 
and, if left alone, the coryza, sore throat, bronchitis or 
even pneumonia may follow; but, if taken early, a dose 
of Mercurius may prevent all such troubles. The chill¬ 
iness is felt most generally in the evening and increases 
into the night if not removed by Mercury. It also al¬ 
ternates with flashes of heat; first chilly, then hot, then 
chilly, etc.,- like Arsenicum. It is often felt in single parts. 
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Then again it is felt in abscesses and is the harbinger of 
pus formation. If pus has already formed, especially much 
of it, the only thing Mercury can do is to hasten its dis¬ 
charge; but if little or none is actually formed a dose of 
Mercury high will often check the formation and a pro¬ 
fuse sweat often follows with a subsidence of the swelling 
and a rapid cure of the disease. 

Now the sweats. They are very profuse and do not 
relieve like the sweats of inflammatory diseases generally 
do, but on the contrary the complaints increase with the 
sweat. (Tilia.) In what diseases is this condition 
found? It may be found in almost every disease: In 
sore throat, bronchitis, pneumonia, pleuritis, peritonitis, 
abscesses, rheumatism, etc., to the end of a long list. In 
short, in any disease in which this profuse and persistent 
sweating without relief is pre.sent Mercurius is the first 
remedy to be thought of. 

Worse at night, and especially in the warmth of the 
bed, is another strong characteristic of Mercurius. {Led¬ 
um pal.) There is a long list of remedies that have ag¬ 
gravations at night, but not so many from warmth of the 
bed. I have cured many skin diseases of various names 
guided by this modality. The glands and bones also 
come strongly under the influence of this remedy. The 
glandular swellings are cold, inclined to suppurate, hav¬ 
ing these chilly creepings aforementioned. These with 
the bone-pains in the exostoses and caries are all aggra¬ 
vated at night in the warmth of the bed.

The mucous membranes are everywhere affected; the 
discharges from them are at first thin and excoriating, 
even from the catarrh of the nose to the diarrhoeic, or 
dysenteric, discharges. Afterwards they become thicker, 
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or more bland, like the Pulsatilla discharges. These are 
worse at night also, even the leucorrhcea. 

Hahnemann ranked Mercury (first) for syphilis, as he 
did Sulphur for psora and Thuja for sycosis, and no 
doubt justly so, for Mercury in its various forms symp- 
tomologically covers more cases of that disease than any 
other remedy. But it must be remembered that Mercury 
is no more a panacea for syphilis than is Sulphur for 
psora or Thuja for sycosis, else there would be no truth 
in similia similibtts. The case in hand must simulate 
Mercury, or that remedy is not “in it,” but some other 
remedy is. Experience abundantly corroborates this and 
proves the truth of the law, Similia Similibus Curantur. 

MERCURIUS CORROSIVUS. 

Most persistent and terrible tenesmus before, during 
and after stool; stool scanty, mucus tinged with blood. 

Tenesmus of the bladder and rectum at the same time; 
urine passed in drops with much pain. 

Throat intensely inflamed, swollen, burning, with swol¬ 
len gums, which bleed easily.

While we are on the subject of mercury we may as well 
notice the various combinations of the drug. Mercurius 
solubilis and vivus are so nearly alike that with the same 
indications some use one and some the other preparation. 
It is claimed by some that the vivus is better adapted to 
men and solubilis to women. I have not observed it, but 
do think that the solubilis works better in skin troubles. 
Of Mercurius corrosivus we have to say that it leads all 
other remedies for tenesmus of the rectum. This tenes¬ 
mus is incessant. Stool does not relieve it, and this is 
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what decides between it and Nux vomica in dysentery. 
It has also severe tenesmus of the bladder, and may here 
vie with Cantharis, Capsicum and Nux vomica, especially 
in dysentery. 

Other symptoms must decide the choice. 

This severe tenesmus may begin in the rectum and ex¬ 
tend to the bladder or vice versa. 

It is a very efficient remedy in gonorrhtea, in the second 
stage, when the greenish discharge has set in and the 
burning and tenesmus continues. It seems to have 
gained some reputation in Bright’s disease. I have no 
experience with it here, but would expect it to do good 
if it xvere indicated. 

It seems, according to the testimony of others, to be a 
useful remedy for catarrhal affections of the eyes and 
nose. Here also 1 have no testimony to offer, but would 
not cast doubt ujwn it for that reason. I do not desire 
to place my own experience ahead of that of others. We 
are co-laborers. Let each add to the general .store of 
medical knowledge, that all may draw freely from it as 
occasion demands. 

MERCURIUS CYANATUS. 

Dr. Beck, of Monthey, in Switzerland (I think it was), 
first brought this remedy to notice as of great value in 
that much-dreaded disease, diphtheria. Von Villicrs 
claimed to have had astonishing success with it in Ger¬ 
many, losing only two per cent, (if I remember correctly) 
of the cases treated with it. He recommended the 30th 
potency, but others have used the 6th and claim equally 
good results. There are, so far as I can find, no very 
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marked charactcri.stic .symptoms by which to choose it. 
It seems to spread its action all over the buccal cavity. 
Dr. T. F. Allen published a good cure with it, and then 
claimed that he chose this preparation of Mercury on 
account of the remarkable prostration, which he attrib¬ 
uted to the cyanogen element in it. This looks reason¬ 
able. But I think we must investigate further to bring 
out its true characteristics. There is a chronic condition 
of the throat in which T have found it very efficacious. 
It is in cases of public speakers. The throat feels raw 
and sore, and exaininalion reveals a broken down appear¬ 
ance of the mucous membrane bordering on ulceration. 
It is not granulated, but looks raw in spots, as if denuded 
of membrane. 1 have heli)ed this kind of throat, so that 
the patient wanted me to rememljcr what it was I gave 
him so that I coidd repeat the prescription if the trouble 
returned. I f(jrgot to state that it hurt the patient to 
speak, and there was also hoarseness. This is all I know 
of this remedy, but I liclieve it well worth proving and 
study. 

MERCURIUS PRQTOIODIDE. 

Tongue coated thickly yellow at the base; tip and edges 
red or pale; takes the imprint of tbe teeth. 

Swelling of the throat; begins on the right side (diph¬ 
theria) (left, Lachesis). 

Genuine Hunterian chancre (i,oooth clinical).

It is a preparation that has a very reliable and promi¬ 
nent characteristic. It is: “Tongue coated thickly, ycl- 
lozu at the base." The tip and edges may be red or pale 
and take the imprint of the teeth, like the other Mer¬ 
curies. Of course, other remedies have a yellow-coated

base of the tongue like Kali hichromicum, Natrum phos. 
and Chelidonium, so that this symptom would not indi¬ 
cate Mercurius protoiodide to the exclusion of all others, 
but I think I am safe in saying that this remedy has it 
in the greatest degree. 

In diphtheria the swelling of the throat and the forma¬ 
tion of membrane begins on the right side, like Lyco¬ 
podium, and the fcetid breath and flabby tongue, showing 
imprint of teeth, are generally present. Now if you have 
the thick yellow coating at the base of the tongue you 
need not hesitate to give this remedy. In regard to dose, 
I have seen good results from the 3d trituration to the c. 
M. potency. For myself I prefer the high, and have had 
abundant opportunity to test all the different latencies. 
If you are so prejudiced that you cannot give anything 
above the 12th because you cannot discover the drug with 
the microscope, don’t give it too long; withdraw it after 
a few doses and give the powers of reaction a chance. 

But diphtheria is not the only disease in which the yel¬ 
low base of the tongue is an indication for the use of this 
remedy. Stomach and liver troubles often produce this 
appearance of the tongue. It is also a good remedy for 
Hunterian chancre, and no secondary symptoms follow 
its proper use. Here it must be given high. 

CINCHONA OFFICINALIS. 

Debility and other complaints after excessive loss of 
fluids, blood-letting, etc. 

Haemorrhages profuse, with faintness, loss of sight 
and ringing in the ears. 

Great flatulence, with sensation as if the abdomen were 
packed full; not > by eructation or passing flatus. 
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Painless diarrhoea (yellow, watery, brownish, undi¬ 
gested ). 

Periodical affections, especially every other day. 

Excessive sensitiveness, especially to light touch, draft 
of air; hard pressure relieves. 

Modalities: < from slight touch, least draft of air, 
every other day. > by hard pressure on painful part. 

Dropsy following excessive loss of fluids; great debil¬ 
ity, trembling, aversion to exercise; nervous; sensitive 
to touch, to pain, to drafts of air; unrefreshing sleep 
after 3 a. m. 

Face pale, hippocratic; eyes sunken and surrounded by 
blue margins; pale, sickly expression, as after excesses. 

Haemorrhages; from all outlets (Crotalus, Sulphuric 
acid, Ferrutn). Blood dark, or dark and clotted, with 
ringing in the ears, loss of sight, general coldness and 
sometimes convulsions (Per. phos.). 

General shaking chill over whole body. 

Sweat, with great thirst; sweating during sleep, on 
being covered. 

♦ 

This remedy is used by both schools of medicine for 
conditions of great weakness and debility. The old 
school, as they always do, prescribe it for all cases of 
debility, on general principles, under the name of tonic. 
It remained for Homoeopathy to indicate its exact place 
here. Hahnemann expresses it: '‘Debility and other 
complaints after loss of blood or other fluids, particularly 
by nursing or salivation, bleeding, cupping, etc., or whites, 
seminal emissions, etc." I would add profuse suppura¬ 
tion and long continued' diarrhoea. If the depletion has 
been sudden, as from a haemorrhage from the womb, 
lungs, bowels or nose, there will be faintness, loss of 
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sight, ringing in the ears, etc. For this state of things 
we have a “friend indeed” in China, and it should be 
given in frequently repeated doses, not too low, until 
reaction is established; then at longer intervals, as occa¬ 
sion demands. If the debility is the effect of a slow and 
long-continued drain the symptoms that might indicate it 
must be sought in the Materia Mcdica; our .space forbids 
trying to note them here, but prominent among them are 
paie, sallow face, sunken eyes with dark rings around, 
throbbing headaches, night sweats, and s^veats easily on 
least motio7t or labor. It is always well when a ])atient 
comes to ns in a very debilitated condition to think of 
China, and to make careful inquiry for some debilitating 
waste that would account for it; for if it is a woman she 
may be suffering from a very profuse leucorrhrea, which 
from delicacy she will not mention, or if a young or even 
married man, he may be suffering from seminal los.ses, 
of which he would not speak if not encouraged to do so. 

Again this remedy has its sjdiere of usefulness in dis¬ 
orders of the alimentary canal. It has loss of appetite, 
but canine hunger is more characteristic. It is a great 
flatulent remedy, the clun'ce often remaining between it, 
Carbo veg. and Lycopodium. H. N. Guernsey expresses 
it about right in these word.s— "Uncomfortable disteiuion 
of the abdomen, with a 7vish to belch up, or a sensation as 
if the abdomen were packed full, not in the least relieved 
by eructation.” Such patients arc troubled with slow di¬ 
gestion, and as they express it: sometimes it seems as if 
the food all turned to gas. They feel so full and op¬ 
pressed they can hardly breathe and still will feel hungry 
at meal-time. 

That the process of digestion is seriously impaired is 
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shown by a tendency to diarrhcca, especially from eating 
fruit. The stools are watery, yellow, brownish, or light 
colored and undigested, and what is not generally found 
under other remedies they are painless. The stools are 
also accompanied with large discharge of flatulence. 
(Calcarea plws.) This is in accord with the windy con¬ 
dition of the bowels generally. This condition of abdo¬ 
men with attending diarrhcea is often found in children, 
and the child is weak, pale, with dark rings around the 
eyes. Here China is the remedy, not Cina on the theory 
of "worrums,” and it is astonishing what improvement 
follows in a short time. 

Now as to this remedy as an anti-periodic. The popu¬ 
lar use of it by the old school, and the laity under their 
instruction in this sense, or as a panacea for all so-called 
malarious diseases, is a curse to the race. That it is a 
great remedy, when indicated by the symptoms, for peri¬ 
odical affections, whether of malarial origin or not, is 
true, and so it is true of Eupatorinm perfoliatum, Ipe¬ 
cacuanha, Natrum muriatiemn, Arsenicum album, and a 
host of other remedies. Affections that do not come 
strictly under the head of malarial, if they are ivorse 
every other day, should call attention to Cinchona. 

I remember a bad case of inflammatory rheumatism, 
which had been treated by an eclectic physician with 
local applications until the disease had been driven to the 
heart, which I quickly relieved by China, being led to its 
choice by this every-other-day aggravation of the symp¬ 
toms. Of course, there were other indications for the 
remedy, but this was the key that helped to unlock the 
case. 

Those who depend on China or its alkaloid as a general 
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cure-all for intermittents will meet with disappointments 
all along the way, for while it may have the power to 
suppress the paroxysms in many cases it has the power to 
cure in comparatively few. I have seen a case suppressed 
time and 'again with it, return as often, for over a year 
and a half that I cured with a single prescription of Eupa- 
torium pcrfoliatum. And so with Natrum muriaticum 
and Arsenicum album. With all its vaunted power over 
malarial affections, especially intermittent fever, the in¬ 
dications for its use are not so clear cut as for many other 
remedies, 

I once had three cases of inteniiittent fever in one 
family, living in the same house and exposed to the same 
influences. Quinine failed to cure any one of them, and 
a different remedy, as indicated by the symptoms accord¬ 
ing to the homceopathic law of cure, was required for 
each case and promptly cured it. The respective reme¬ 
dies were Eupatorium perfoliatum, Ignatia and Capsicum. 
Now any good homoeopath can tell you the leading symp¬ 
toms for all three remedies. 

That is science. 

I once knew a druggist who told me that he had at last 
discovered one thing that mothers-in-Jaw were good for. 
Of course I asked him what it was. I wanted to knozv. 
He answered, to try patent medicines on. She died (the 
mother-in-law) shortly after. Well, there is one thing 
that quinine in the hands of the average old school phy¬ 
sician is good for, and that is to make patients for homoe¬ 
opaths, for we find more patients to treat coming from 
its abuse than we find calling for its use as a curative, 
and from a purely business standpoint we are greatly in¬ 
debted to them (the allopaths) for a good bit of practice. 
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But how in the name of gratitude we can ever pay them 
out of the poisonous results of our little pill practice I 
don’t know. 

Now what are the best remedies for what is called the 
Quinine cachexia? Here, as ever, we must answer, the 
indicated one. Ipecac., Arsenicum, Natrum mur., Pulsa¬ 
tilla and Ferrnm are often indicated, but they do not 
cover all cases any more than do Hepar stdph., Nitric acid 
or Kali hydroiodicum, all cases of chronic mercurial poi¬ 
soning. It is nonsense—worse than nonsense—it is old- 
schoolism to say I gave Nux vomica because the patient 
had taken pepper tea, or Pulsatilla for Quinine, or Kali 
hydroioid for Mercury. We do not prescribe Aconite 
because the jiatient has fever (the old school docs), but 
because the patient has with the fever other symptoms 
which enable us to choose between Aconite and many 
other remedies that have fever also, and this to the ex¬ 
clusion of all the rest. This is science again. 

China is one of the best remedies in chronic liver trou¬ 
bles. There is pain in the right hypochondria, and often 
the liver may be felt below the ribs, enlarged, hard and 
sensitive to touch. The skin and sclerotica are yellow, 
the urine dark colored and stools light, lacking the color 
due to a proi^)er secretion of bile. Now if in addition to 
all this we have in part or whole the abdominal symptoms 
so characteristic of this -remedy China will do excellent 
service. It is equally good in splenic diseases which 
closely resemble the splenic troubles resulting from the 
abuse of Quinine. I have found the 200th do better than 
lower potencies in these troubles. 

I wish to say in addition to what has already been said 
of China for haemorrhages, that the bleeding may come 
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from any or every outlet or orifice of the body. Carbo 
veg., Ferrum, Crotalus horridus, Phosphorus and Sul¬ 
phuric acid also claim attention here. 

China has excessive sensitiveness of the nervous sys¬ 
tem. The special senses seem too acute; the mind is un¬ 
pleasantly affected, and nothing is more characteristic of 
this remedy than its extreme sensitiveness to touch. 
{Asafoetida, Hepar and Lachesis.) It affects the skin 
all over the body, even the hair feels sore (so says the 
patient), because moving the hair hurts the sensitive 
scalp, and in addition to this, one peculiar thing is that 
while the lightest touch will increase to an extreme degree 
the pains of the diseased part, hard pressure relieves. 
That seems impossible, but is true nevertheless. The 
sensitiveness is so extreme that a current of air blowing 
on the part will cause great pain and suffering. 

Plumbum also has this excessive hypcracsthesia, and I 
once cured a very obstinate case of post-diphtheritic 
paralysis, being led to its administration by this symptom. 
Capsicum also has it. The patient can hardly bear to be 
shaved on account of it. 

CARBO VEGETABILIS. 

Vital force nearly exhausted; complete collapse. 

Blood stagnates in the capillaries; venous turgesceiice; 
surface cold and blue. 

Haemorrhages (nose, stomach, gums, bowels, bladder 
or any mucous surface), with indescribable paleness of 
the surface of the body. 

Mucous membranes break down, become spongy, bleed, 
ulcerate and become putrid. 

Excessive flatulence, pressing upward, stomach and 
abdomen. 
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Hunger for oxygen, decarbonized blood; cries, "fan 
me, fan me hard!” 

Anaemic, especially after acute diseases, which have 
greatly depleted the patients; chronic effects. 

Persons who have never fully recovered from the ex¬ 
hausting effects of some previous illness; has never re¬ 
covered from effects of typhoid, weak digestion; the 
simplest food disagrees; eructations give temporary re¬ 
lief. 

Bad effects from loss of vital fluids (Cqifst .); haemor- 
rhage from any broken-down condition of riiucous mem¬ 
brane. 

Looseness of teeth, easily bleeding gums. 

In the last stages of disease, with copious cold sweat, 
cold breath, cold tongue, voice lost, this remedy may 
save a life. 

Coldness of the knees, even in bed (Apis ); of left arm 
and left leg; very cold hands and feet; finger-nails blue. 

Persons who have never recovered from effects of 
some previous illness or injury; suppression by Quinine 
or drugging; typhoid or yellow fever. 

China is its great complementary. 

, ifi iti iti ^ 

In our remarks, upon China we said that for flatulent 
conditions the choice lay often between it, Carbo veg. and 
Lycopodium, Carbo vegetabilis also ranges alongside 
China for debilitated states. The weakness of Carbo 
vegetabilis is not surpassed by any other remedy. This, 
with Arsenicum and Muriatic acid, form a trio of reme¬ 
dies which according to well-known indications has 
snatched many a patient from the very jaws of death. 
Picture of Carbo veg.: Vitgl forces nearly exhausted. 
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cold surface, especially from knees dozvn to feet; lies mo¬ 
tionless, as if dead; breath cold; pulse intermittent, 
thready; cold sweat on limbs. This is truly a desperate 
condition. Then add to these symptoms, blood stagnates 
in the capillaries, causing blueness, coldness and ecchy- 
moses; the patient so weak he cannot breathe without 
being constantly fanned. Gasps: “Fan me! Fan me!” 
Carbo veg. has saved such cases. This is a picture of a 
case of typhoid fever, and in one case we saw added still 
to this, haemorrhage of dark, decomposed, unclottcd, 
blood; could not clot on account of its broken down con¬ 
dition; blood oozing from gums and nostrils, and an in¬ 
describable paleness, not only of the hippocratic face, but 
also of the skin of the whole body, yet Carbo veg. re¬ 
stored to health, and in an aged woman at that. I have 
here, as faithfully as I can, i>ortrayed the wonderful 
power of this remedy in such a desperate case. Of 
course no remedy can raise the dead, no matter how 
strong the indications before death; but no remedy can 
come nearer than this and the dominant school know little 
or nothing about it, and never can until they will consent 
to use it in the homoeopathic form and according to 
homoeopathic indications. 

The sphere of this remedy is not by any means limited 
to low or weakening states in connection with acute dis¬ 
eases. To give an idea of its use when indicated by the 
symptoms in chronic ailments, I can do no better than 
quote from Henry N. Guernsey: “No truer remark was 
ever written than that Carbo vegetabilis is especially 
adapted to cachectic individuals whose vital powers have 
become weakened. This remark is made particularly 
clear when considered in the light of those cases in which 
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disease seems to be engrafted upon the system by reason 
of the depressing influence of some prior derangement. 
{Psorinum.) Thus, for instance, the patient tells us that 
asthma has troubled him ever since he had the whooping 
cough in childhood; he has dyspepsia ever since a 
drunken debauch which occurred some years ago; he has 
never been well since the time he strained himself so 
badly {Rhus tox.. Calcarea ost.); the strain itself does 
not now seem to be the matter, but his present ailments 
have all appeared since it happened; he sustained an in¬ 
jury some years ago, no traces of which are now appa- 
lent, and yet he dates his present complaints from the 
time of the occurrence of that accident; or again, he was 
injured by exposure to damp, hot air and his present ail¬ 
ments result from it. It will be well for the physician to 
think of Carbo vegetabilis in similar cases which are 
numerous and may present very dissimilar phenomena, as 
these circumstances being suggestive of Carbo veg. it in 
all probability will be found to be the appropriate remedy, 
which the agreement of the other symptoms of the case 
witli those of the drug will serve to corroborate.” This 
is from the pen of one of the best prescribers that ever 
lived, and I feel justified in quoting it entire. 

This remedy seems to affect deeply the whole alimen¬ 
tary tract, and the same broken down, weakened condi¬ 
tion appears. The gunis break down, become spongy, 
bleed on touching or sucking them, or become retracted 
from the teeth, lower incisors, and are painfully sensitive 
or sore on chewing or even pressing the teeth hard to¬ 
gether. The stomach also becomes weak. Acidity and 
pyrosis is frequent; the plainest food disagrees, fat foods 
especially. Here Carbo vegetabilis succeeds when Pul- 
satilla fails. 
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The most marked and valuable place for this remedy is 
in its power to relieve complaints from excessive flatu¬ 
lence in the stomach. “Great accumulations of flatulence 
in the stomach.” “Stomach feels full and tense from 
flatulence.” Great pain in stomach on account of flatu¬ 
lence, worse especially on lying dozvn, should always call 
attention to this remedy. All this may occur in different 
affections ranging from a simple dyspepsia to incurable 
cancer of the stomach. In the latter case, and even in 
cases not so serious, we may have added burning in stom¬ 
ach. This flatulence is also generated in the abdomen, 
but, in the Carlo vcgctahilis cases, is most troublesome 
in upper part; yet may extend so far as to cause great 
meteoristic distension, especially in typhoid fevers, dys¬ 
enteries, etc. It is a remedy of inestimable value in 
liscmorrhage from any l>roken down condition of mucous 
membranes. This action upon the mucous membranes 
does not stop with the alimentary tract, but attacks those 
of the respiratory tract also. Beginning with the larynx, 
it causes and cures great hoarseness, which is character¬ 
istically zvorse in the damp air, especially of evening. 
It may be very bad even (if the air is damp) in the morn¬ 
ing; but morning hoarseness is oftener reached by Caus- 
ticum. This condition may go on extending and increas¬ 
ing until it reaches the bronchia. This is particularly 
true in case of elderly jjeople of broken down constitu¬ 
tions, venous system predominating. It is a great rem¬ 
edy for the bronchitis of old people; also for asthma of 
the same, in very desperate cases where the patient ap¬ 
pears as if dying. Here the choice must be sometimes 
made between this remedy and China. 

In the chest there is sometimes "burning as from glozv- 
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ing coal," and again, “weak, fatigued feeling in chest,” 
where the choice may fall between it and Phosphoric acid, 
Stannum and Sulphur. It has been found very effica¬ 
cious in desperate cases pf pneumonia, and comes in quite 
naturally after Tartar emetic has failed to assist the pa¬ 
tient to clear his lungs of the great quantities of loosened 
mucus, when cyanosis and paralysis threaten from weak¬ 
ness. Its sputa then is apt to be fatid with cold sweat 
and breath and the characteristic wanted-to-hc-fanned 
condition. 

Before we leave tliis remedy I want to emphasize its 
power over hacmorrliages, which may occur from lungs, 
nose, stomach, bowels, bladder or any mucous surface. 
No remedy can take its place in broken down, greatly 
debilitated constitutions where the surfaces from which 
the blood oozes seem too weak and six)ngy to hold the 
blood in them. Their vitality is gone with the patient’s 
nervous vitality. The patient’s face and skin is very 
pale, even before the h,Temorrhage has occurred. China 
and Carlo regetabilis are decidely complementary. 

LYCOPODIUM. 

Depression of mind and sensorium, stupid; lower jaw 
drops; chronic conditions, memory fails; uses wrong 
words to express himself; mixes up things; failing brain 
power. 

Right-sided complaints, or l>egin.s on right and travels 
leftward; throat, ovaries, uterine region, kidney and skin 
troubles; hernia. 

Sense of satiety, or hunger, but soon fills up. 

Great flatulence with rumbling, mostly intestinal and 
pressing downward. 
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Lithic acid diathesis; red sand in clear urine; > 
pains in back or kidneys after passing. 

Dark-complexioned people; emaciated in face and up¬ 
per parts, bloated or swollen in lower; keen intellectual, 
but feeble muscular development. 

Modalities: < 4 to.8 p. m., after eating, in warm 
room; > in cool open air, on motion. 

Irritable; peevish and cross on waking; ugly, kick and 
scream; ea.sily angered; cannot endure opposition or con¬ 
tradiction; seeks disputes; is beside himself. 

Complexion: pale, dirty, unhealthy; sallow; looks 
older than he is. 

One foot hot and the other cold. 

Great thirst after the sweat. 

Chill on left side of the body (Caust, Carbo v.). 

Sour vomiting between chill and heat; must uncover 
{Lack.). 

Perspiration immediately after the chill. Thirst after 
sweating stage. 

In intermittents, the flatulence, sour eructations, sour 
taste, sour sweat, sour vomiting. 

♦ ♦ ♦ * * 

This remedy with Sulphur and Calcarea forms the 
leading trio of Hahnemann’s anti-psoric remedies. This 
makes a good starting point, as the boy said when he set 
a pin in a vacant chair. They all act very deeply. Each 
finds its affinity in a certain class of people or tempera¬ 
ment. Lycopodium acts favorably in all ages, but par¬ 
ticularly upon old people and children. It acts upon per¬ 
sons of keen intellect, but feeble muscular development; 
lean people, leanirig towards lung and liver troubles. 
Such people are apt to suffer from lithic acid diathesis, 
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for which this is also a great remedy. The Lycopodium 
subject is sallow, sunken, with premature lines in the 
face; looks older than he is. Children are weak with 
well-developed heads, but puny, sickly bodies. They are 
irritable, and when sick awake out of sleep ugly and kick 
and scream and push away the nurse or parents. These 
temperament remedies are not always appreciated by 
those who do not understand the tnie spirit of our own 
art of healing; but when appreciated the skillful observer 
can often see the picture of the right remedy in the face 
and build of his patient before he speaks a word. A 
remedy must not only be well proven, but extended clin¬ 
ical use and observation is necessary to develop it and 
indicate its true sphere of usefulness. I have known 
temperaments so intensely Aconite or Belladonna that 
they could not take these remedies except in the high and 
highest potencies, and then only in single doses at long 
intervals. Why should this be thought incredible? Car¬ 
penter, in his Physiology, tells of a person who was so 
susceptible to Mercury that she was salivated by sleeping 
with her husband, who had taken Mercury. 

This is one of the leading trio of flatulent remedies, 
Carho veg. and China being the other two. With Lyco¬ 
podium there seems to be an almost constant fermenta¬ 
tion of gas going on in the abdomen, which produces a 
loud croaking and rumbling. Remember, while China 
bloats the whole abdomen Carho veg. prefers the upper 
and Lycopodium the lower parts. With Lycopodium 
this flatulent condition is very apt to occur in connection 
with chronic liver trouble. Again this rumbling of flatu¬ 
lence is often found particularly in the region of the 
splenic flexure of the colon or left hypochondria. 
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A feeling of satiety is found under this remedy which 
alternates with a feeling of hunger of a peculiar kind. 
The patient sits down to the table very hungry, but the 
first few niouthfuls fill him right up and he feels dis¬ 
tressingly full; in a Pickwickian sense “too full for utter¬ 
ance.” This alternation of liunger and satiety is not 
markedly found under any other remedy. 

Constipation predominates under Lycopodium, and 
like Nux vomica there may he frequent and ineffectual 
desire for stool, but while that of Nux vomica is caused 
by irregular peristaltic action that of Lycopodium seems 
to be caused by a spasmodic contraction of the anus, 
which prevents the stool and causes great pain. 

Lycopodium should be tliought of in anal troubles as¬ 
sociated with chronic liver Iruuldes, especially if with 
much flatulence. 

Lycopodium is of use in right-sided hernia. It has 
cured cases of long standing without the aid of a truss. 

The liver troubles of Lycopodium are more apt to be 
of the atrophic variety, while those of China are hyper¬ 
trophic, both being equally useful in their sphere. 

Lycopodium has almost, if not quite, as marked action 
upon the urinary organs as upon the liver. It is the chief 
remedy for “red sand in the urine.” This not simply 
the reddish sediment which is generally termed “brick- 
dust sediment,” and which is found under many remedies, 
but is an actual sandy, gritty sediment that settles at the 
lx>ttom of the otherwise perfectly clear urine. Unless 
this contlition is removed we have sooner or later renal 
calculi, or gravel forming, and terrible attacks of renal 
colic. In children this sand is sometimes found in the 
diaper after severe crying spells, and in adults much pain 
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in the back in region of kidneys, which is relieved after 
the discharge of urine containing the sand. ( See Borax, 

* 

Sarsaparilla and Sanictila.) No one remedy helps these 
cases more promptly or permanently than Lycopodium. 

Lycopodium is also one of our best remedies for impo¬ 
tence. (Agnus castus.) An old man marries bis sec¬ 
ond or third wife and finds himself not “equal to the oc¬ 
casion.” It is very embarrassing for the whole family. 
A dose of Lycopodium sets the thing all right and makes 
the doctor a warm friend on both sides of the house. 

Young men from onanism or sexual excess become im¬ 
potent. The penis becomes small, cold and relaxed. 
The desire is as strong as ever, and perhaps more so, but 
he can’t |)erform. {Selenium, Caladium.) I have 
known apparently hopeless cases of this kind cured by 
the use of this remedy, high single doses at intervals of a 
week or more. Give it low, however, if you want to, but 
do not blame me if vou don’t succeed. 

Lycopodium affects the right side most, or at least the 
troubles begin on the right side. Swelling and suppura¬ 
tion of the tonsils I have aborted more than once in old 
quinsy subjects by an early dose of this remedy. In fact, 
I have had such success with Lachesis, Lycopodium, Lac 
caninum and Phytolacca that some who employ me for 
nothing else come for those i>owders that "‘break up 
quinsy’’ so quick. In diphtheria, if the disease begins in 
the nose or right tonsil and extends to the left, you will 
think of Lycopodium, but remember that Mercurius pro¬ 
toiodide also begins on the right side, but there is no dif¬ 
ficulty in choosing between the two. (Bromine diph¬ 
theria begins below and comes upward, just the reverse 
of Lycopodium.') Pains in the abdomen, ovarian and 
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motion. Now is the time when Lycopodium does won¬ 
ders. Again, even when this stage is imperfectly passed, 
and the patient still coughs and expectorates much thick, 
yellow, purulent or greyish-yellow, purulent (sometimes 
foetid) matter, tasting salty, with much rattling in the 
chest. Lycopodium is indispensable. Here the choice 
may have to be made between this remedy and Sulphur, 
Kali hydroiod. or Silicea. The characteristic aggrava¬ 
tion as to time, of this remedy, is from 4 to 8 o’clock p.m. 
Colocynth has 4 to 9 aggravation of abdominal pains, and 
Hellehorus niger, of the headache, with coryza; but the 
4 to 8 aggravations of Lycopodium are general, not con¬ 
fined to any one, or one set of symptoms. 

Lycopodium profoundly impresses the sensorium. We 
see by studying its pathogenesis that it depresses. This 
is found particularly in typhoid. The patient lies stupid, 
eyes do not re-act to light; lower jaw drops; apparent 
impending paralysis of the brain. 

This condition may also be found in the advanced stage 
of many different acute diseases, such as cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, typhoid fever, pneumonia, etc. Now if you 
get the 4 to 8 p. m. aggravation this remedy surely comes 
in. But this depression of the sensorium is also found in 
chronic form. You remember what was said of this 
remedy in the impotence of old men. If you find cor¬ 
responding failure in the sensorium of old men, the mem¬ 
ory fails, they use wrong words to express themselves, 
mix things up generally in writing, spelling, and are, in 
short, unable to do ordinary mental work on account of 
failing brain power, remember Lycopodium. Here again 
Anacardium, Phosphorus, Baryta or Opium may come in 
for comparison. Also Picric acid and Agnus castus. 
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Many more things might be written of this wonderful 
polychrest, but I have given the most important. Its 
strongest curative powers are not developed below the 
I 2 th potency, hence neither tlie old school nor the ho¬ 
moeopaths who confine themselves exclusively to the low 
preparations know much about it. Like Carbo vegeta- 
bilis, Silicca and Sulphur its best powers are only devel¬ 
oped by Hahnemann’s j>eculiar process of potentization; 
“prove all things; hold fast that which is good.” 

SULPHUR. 

Hahnemann’s king of anti-psorics; combating all psoric 
manifestations, as descril>ed in Hahnemann’s chronic 
diseases. 

Itching eruptions on the skin everywhere; scratching 
is followed by burning. 

Burning everywhere, general and local, especially feet; 
has to stick them out of bed to cool them. 

Redne.ss of all orifices, as if pressed full of blood (lips, 
ears, nostrils, eyelids, anus, urethra, etc.). 

Exudations into serous sacs, following acute inflam¬ 
mations. 

Weak, faint, after hot flashes, followed by sweat, es¬ 
pecially at 11 A. M. 

Modalities: < 5 a. m. (diarrhoea), standing; ii a. m., 
close room, open air, bathing, cold damp weather; > 
doors and windows ojxjn, sitting or lying.

I now come to an attempt to give some idea of the cura¬ 
tive sphere of Hahnemann’s king of anti-psorics. I do 
not in this place feel it incumbent upon me to enter into a 
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defense of Hahnemann’s psora theory against those who 
discard it because they do not understand it. With those 
who do understand and profit by it there is no need of 
such defense. The truth stands confirmed (with those 
who have put to the test Hahnemann’s rules for the use 
of Sulphur) that it has power to meet and overcome cer¬ 
tain obstacles to the usual action of drugs when indicated 
by the symptoms, or least seemingly so. That is the 
recoil why the indication as laid down in the books 
reads: “When seemingly indicated drugs do not cure, use 
Sulphur/’ becarise psora is the obstacle to be overcome. 
If you now ask me, what is psora? I answer in true 
Yankee style, what is scrofula? Perhaps psora is scro¬ 
fula, or scrofula is p.sora. Call it cither or neither. Yet 
it is present, a something named i>r unnamed which must 
be recognized and complicates so-called acute diseases. 
Now there is nothing so very remarkable about this. 
Syphilis does the same. Once contracted or inherited, 
no matter what ordinary acute disease a2>pears, we are at 
times obliged to turn aside from its treatment to give a 
quietus to the old enemy before we can overcome the 
acute affection. So it is with Sulphur anjl psora. The¬ 
orizing and philosophizing, no matter how wise they 
sound, must go down when facts opjxjse them. (Sec 
case of gastralgia under Arsenicum and neuralgia under 
Causticum .) 

Now upon this symptom—“When carefully selected 
remedies fail to act favorably, etc.,” as we said when 
writing of a certain group under Nux vomica —this is 
putting it in too wholesale a fashion. Let no one under¬ 
stand that Sulphur is the only remedy capable of remov¬ 
ing psoric complications, but simply that Sulphur will be 
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likely to be oftcner indicated here, Ijecaiise it oftener cov¬ 
ers the usual manifestations of psora in its pathogenesis 
than any other remedy. There are anti-psorics, like 
Psorinnm, Cansticnm, (iraphites, etc., which may have to 
be u.sed instead of Sulphur. And wc know which one by 
the same law which guides us in tiic selection of the right 
I'emcdy any time. Another thing must not be forgotten. 
All the anti-psoric remetlies have their own individual 
sphere of action outside their anti-psoric powers; and 
often a close study of the case in hand, where-other reme¬ 
dies have failed, as we had supposed, on account of psora, 
will reveal that the anti-psoric remedy was the true similli- 
mum from the start, independent of any psoric element. 

To undertake to go over the whole range of action of 
Sulphur would be simply to give its whole symptoma¬ 
tology. That is not the object of these notes, but we can 
notice only the red line indications which lead the careful 
prescriber to its further study in the Materia Medica. 

One of the chief characteristics of this remedy is found 
under the head or rubric of sensation, viz., that of 
Burning. Burning on vertex (outer and inner head) ; 
burning in eyes, painful smarting; burning water from 
nose; burning in face without redness; burning pain in 
tongue; burning vesicles in mouth; sore throat with great 
burning and dryness, first right, then left; burning in 
stomach; burning and pressure in rectum; burning and 
itching in ha'morrhoids; burning in anus; burning in 
urethra; burning in vagina, scarcely able to keep still; 
nipples burn like fire; burning in chest, rising to face; 
burning between .scapulae (Phos. and Lycop .); burning of 
hands; burning of feet; puts them out of bed to cool 
them; hot flushes and burning all over; burning skin of 
whole body; itching eruptions bum after scratching. 
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After reading such a list of burning in the cured and 
characteristic symptoms of Sulphur one dews not wonder 
that hell is represented as being heated by this substance, 
for it seems by its pathogenesis as though it were ctcr- 
nally biirniny. . Irscnicuni album, Phospharus and Sul¬ 
phur lead the list in our Materia Modica f(jr hiiniris. 
These burning sensations are found in both acute and 
chronic diseases. Of course there are several other rem¬ 
edies that have this symptom in an intense degree, and 
must be chosen if the other symjjtoms cotuc in to com[)lete 
the picture of similarity. Among these of first im[K>r- 
tance may be named Aconite, /Ujariens, Apis, Bclhulonna, 
Cantharis, Capsicum, Carho animalis Phosphoric acid. 
I think Arsenicum leiuls in all acute tliseascs, while Sul¬ 
phur leads in chronic affections. We, as homccopa- 
thists, do not yet fully appreciate the value of sensations. 

The action of Sulphur myon the circulation is to cause 
and cure local congestions and a chronic tendency thereto. 
In other words, it seems to have the iwwer of equalizing 
the circulation in persons .subject to such k;cal conges¬ 
tions and inflammations. These, either acute or chronic 
congestions, may manifest them.selves in boils, swellings, 
felons, abdominal or portal congestions and inflamma¬ 
tions, and here it is especially indicated if caused by sup¬ 
pressed haemorrhoids; congestions to the head may result 
from the same cause; the chest becomes congested, when 
there is great .difficulty of breathing; feels so oppressed 
that he wants doors and tinitdoios open. This rush of 
blood .seems to fill the whole chest, the heart feels as if 
“too full,” palpitates and labors, as if trying to rid itself 
of a burden. 

The orifices of the body are red, as if pressed full of 
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blood. The li/’s are red as vet million; ears very red; 
eyelids red, anus red, urethra red. All tlie.se are manifest 
indications for Sulphur. I^specially is this true if these 
symptcjins follow, or are conseiiuent u{Kjn the suppression 
or retrocession of some eruption or skm trouble. If in¬ 
ward aff eel ions work outward towards the surface there 
is not usually cause for alarm, but if they jj[o the other 
wa}' look out for breakers, there is shipwreck ahead. No 
one need tell me that there is no relation of skin to inter¬ 
nal troubles. I haee seen too much of it, and have cured 
many cases of that character, where a restoration of the 
.skin disease relieved the internal which had followed its 
retrocession or sujiiiression. 

There is one thint;' about Sulphur that is often under¬ 
estimated by the profession in j^eucral, viz., its [xjwer of 
absorption. It is after the stage of effusion has set in or 
even later when this stag'e is passed and the results of the 
inflammatory process arc to be gotten rid o f; like the en¬ 
largement of the joints in rheumatism, e.vudalions into 
serous sacs, pleura, meninijeal uiemhrancs, peritoneum 
etc. Bryonia is one of the remedies first thought of in 
these cases, and we have another remedy that is making 
a record for itself here, viz.. Kali miiriaticiim; but when 
the case is complicate<l by jisora and, especially, when the 
characteristic burninps stand out prominently Sulphur is 
almost sure to be needed before the case is finished. Bry¬ 
onia and Stdphur complement each other;,but, of cour.se, 
the symptoms must decide and may decide in favor of 
neither of them. Right here it may be well to speak of 

that power possessed by Sulphur of arousing or exciting 

% 

■ defective reaction. Your former remedy was well chos¬ 
en and seemed to help the patient in a measure, but the 
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case relapses, lingers or progresses slowly to perfect re¬ 
covery. It is on account of a depression of the vital 
force; as Halmeniann would call it. It may be on ac¬ 
count of psora or not. Now give a dose of Sulphur and 
let it act a few hours if in an acute case, or a number of 
days if chronic. I'hcn you may return to your former 
remedy and get results which you could not before the 
Sulphur was given. It clears up the case and prevents 
its becoming chronic or a lingering unsatisfactory con¬ 
valescence. 

No remedy has more general, positive and persistent 
action upon the .skin than Sulphur. With or without 
eruption, itching and htn uing, are the characteristic .‘Sen¬ 
sations attending the .skin .symptoms. If any one doubts 
the itch-producing [Kiwer of Sulphur, let him work a day 
or two in the bleaching room of a broom factory. I have 
tried the experiment, and we all remember the fact that 
our mothers and grandmothers tused to cure or rather 
over-cure itch with it. 

So strong is this affinity of Sulphur for the .skin that it 
seems bent on pushing everything internal out on the 
surface. Especially is this true if it is something that 
naturally belongs there. Over twenty-five years ago i 
had a case that illustrates this. A lady (mai{lcn) had 
been an invalid for fourteen years. Her trouble seemed 
to centre in her stomach. So that for all that long period 
of time she cotild cat nothing but a little Graham bread 
and milk, hardly enough to .sustain life, and in the earlier 
part of her sickne.ss for a long time was able only to take 
a teaspoonful of milk at a time. She was an almost lit¬ 
eral walking skeleton. I found, after much questioning 
and several failures to relieve her much, that about fifteen 
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years before she had with an ointment suppressed an 
eczema of the najM: and occiput. She boasted that she 
had never seen a vestige of it since. I gave that lady 
Sulphur 20oth and in three weeks from that time had that 
eruption fully restored and her stomach trouble completely 
relieved. The deacon of her (Pres)iyterian) church ex¬ 
claimed as she came walking up a long hill to service, 

“Here comes Susan h'-, who has l>ccn dying for the 

last fourteen years and lo and behold, she is the bigge.st, 
fattest one among us!” Now how about the relation of 
skin to internal trouble ? I cati report a number of as con¬ 
vincing cases in my own practice cured with Sulphur, Ar¬ 
senicum, Causiicnm or other remedies. One thing ;must 
be recognized and never lost sight of, viz., that symptoms 
zucigh whether wc can give the pathological interpretation 
of them or not. Here are a few of that kind from the 
pathogenesis of Sulphur: 

“Particularly erticacioiis with lean, stoop-shouldered 
persons, who walk or sit stooped; standing is the mo.st 
uncomfortable ])osition.” 

“Dirty, filthy people, prone to skin affections.” 

* 

“Children cannot bear to be wa.shed or bathed.” 

“Voluptuous itching; scratching relieves; after it 
burning.” 

“Complaints continually relaj)sing.” 

“Congestion to single parts.” 

“Pain in heart, e.xtcnding to ))ack.” 

“Scrofulous (psoric) chronic diseases that result from 
.suppressed eruptions.” 

“Di.scharges from every outlet acrid excoriating and 
reddening.” 

“Offensive (xlor of body despite frequent bathing.” 
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"Hot flushes with spells of faintness, or debility pass¬ 
ing off with a little moisture, faintness or debility.” 

“Weak, faint spells frequently during the day.” 

"Burning in feet, wants to find a cool place for them', 
jmts them out of bed to cool them off.” (C/mmomilla, 
Mcdorrhimim, Saniciila .) 

"Feels suffocated; wants doors and windows open, par¬ 
ticularly at night.” 

"DiarrhcEa after midnight; painless, driving out of bed 
early in the morning, as if the bowels were too weak to 
retain their contents.” 

"Weak, empty, gone or faint feeling in stomach about 
II A. M.” 

"White tongue with very red tip and borders.” 

"Bright redness of lips as if the blood would burst 

through.” (Tuber culinum.) 

"Heat on crown of head; cold feet; frecpicnt flushing.” 

Fvery true homoeopath knows the value of these and 
many more symptoms of tliis remedy. No one else ap¬ 
preciates them. Again, none but those who use the 
potcntized Sulphur can ever know what it is capable of 
curing. 

CALGAREA OSTREARUM. 

Deficient or irregular bone development. (Fontiinelles 
ojien, crooked spine, deformed extremities.) 

Leucophlegmatic temperament. 

Fair, fat, flabby, obesic. 

Coldness, general and local, subjective and objective, 
especially as if had on cold, damp stockings. Affections 
from working in cold water. 

Sweats general (night sweats and on exertion). Lo¬ 
cal; head (children), axillae, hands, feet, etc. 
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Digestive tract sour (sour taste, eructations, vomiting, 
sour curds, diarrhoea). 

Great debility; cannot walk far or go upstairs for 
short breath; easily strained. 

Modalities: < cold air, ascending, or exertion; strain¬ 
ing from lifting. 

***** 

This is another of Hahnemann’s constitutional reme¬ 
dies which, as Farrington says, “may come into use, in 
almost any form of disease.” VVe may say come into 
use because it may be on account <if certain idiosyncrasies 
which come under the remedial ix>wer of Calcarca that 
the disease, whatever it is, is made less amenable to ordi¬ 
nary treatment. 

The temperament of Calcarca is altogether different 
from that of Sulphur. You remember the leaji. stoop- 
shouldered Sulphur subject. Calcarca is on the contrary 
what cannot be better expressed than in the term used by 
Henry N. Guernsey, viz., Leucophlegmatic tempera¬ 
ment. 

The Calcarea patient is constitutionally fat, over-fat or 
strongly inclined to obesity. I'lie color of the skin is 
white, watery or chalky pale. Of torpid disposition (es¬ 
pecially children), sluggish or slow in its movements. 
The Sulphur is almost the exact opposite, quick, wiry, 
nervous, active. There is none of the bilious, swarthy, 
yellowish appearance in Calcarca that we find in Lyco¬ 
podium. These three remedies, Calcarea, Sulphur, Lyco¬ 
podium, are a trio that find each their counterpart in 
many persons the world over. Of course we find the 
tendency to obesity under other remedies, as, for instance, 
under Graphites, but with this obesity we almost always 
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find accompanying it the peculiar skin troubles of Graph¬ 
ites. Sometimes we seem to find a condition that seems 
to simulate each remedy in some one feature; for in¬ 
stance, the obesic temperament of Calcarca and the erup¬ 
tive tendency of Sulphur. This may combine so as to 
make a case that will be covered by Hepar stilph. Such 
cases are more difficult to cover with a perfect simillimuni. 
But when we do find a purely Calcarea. Sulphur or Lyco¬ 
podium subject the fact is inestimable as a help to a brill¬ 
iant result in many cases. 

Malnutrition is one of the disorders calling for the ex¬ 
hibition of this remedy. 

"Tardy development of the bony tissues with lymphatic 
enlargements.” 

"Cuiwature of the bones, especially spine and long 
bones.” 

‘Ttxtrcmities deformed, crooked.” 

"Softening of the bones; fontancllcs remain open too 
long and skull very large.” 

These symptoms are (pioted from "Hering’s Guiding 
Symptoms,” and show the lack of, or imperfect, nutrition 
of bones. They are nouri.shed irregularly, or unevenly. 
One part of a bone, the vertebne for in.stance, is nour¬ 
ished, while the other is starved. While all this irregular 
bone development is going on the soft parts are suffering 
from over-nutrition. Thus we have recorded in the 
pathogenesis; “Tendency to obesity, especially in chil¬ 
dren and young people.” 

"Nutrition impaired with tendency to glandular en¬ 
largements.” 

“Granular vegetations; polypus (in nose, ear, bladder, 
uterus etc.).” 
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This is a fair picture of the general or constitutional 
use of Calcarea ost., and it remains to give some of the 
characteristic or peculiar symptoms guiding to its selec¬ 
tion. 

When writing of Sulphur we called particular atten¬ 
tion to the sensation of burning under that remedy. Cal¬ 
carea has characteristically the opposite, viz., Cold¬ 
ness. (Cistus.) 

“Cold, damp feet.” 

“Sensation in feet and legs as if she had on cold, damp 
stockings.” 

“Coldness of legs with night-sweats.” 

“Internal and external sensation of coldness of various 

jxirts of head as if a piece of ice were lying against it; 
with pale puffed face.” 

“She feels a sort of inward coldness.” 

“Aversion to ojicn air, the least cold air goes right 
through her.” 

All this is so directly opposite to Sulphur that any con- 
fu.sion between them seems impossible. 

Sensations of coldness in single jiarts should always 
call to mind Calcarea, as well as general coldness. {Cu;- 
tus and Helodcrma.) 

If Calcarea has one symptom that not only leads all the 
rest, but also all other remedies, it is found in the pro¬ 
fuse sweats on the head of large-headed, open fon- 
tanelled children. '^rhe sweat is so profuse that 
during sleep it rolls down the head and face, 
wetting the pillow far around. Many a little 
child has been saved from dyitig of hydrocephalus, 
dentition, rachitis, marasmus, eclam{>sia, cholera infant¬ 
um, etc., where this sweating symptom was the guiding 
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symptom to the use of Calcarca. It is also especially in¬ 
dicated, other symptoms aj^rceing, in sweats of male 
organs, nape of neck, chest, axilla, hands, knees, feet, etc. 
Partial snreats. It is also a remedy for night sweats 
generally, when they occur in connection with consump¬ 
tion or other debilitating diseases. 

In all these sweatings of Calcarca the surface is charac¬ 
teristically cold at the same time, and especially would 
we find the lower extremities cold. 

Calcarca has characteristic symptoms in the digestive 
tract. One is that everything in the whole length of the 
tract .seems SOUr. Kmctations .sour; .sour vanniting of 
large curds (JJlthnsa) ; sour diarrh(ea. And then there is 
a .sour smell of the whole body. This is not like the 
offensive odor of the body that Sulphur has. 

Then there is a ix^culiar .symptom of the appetite that 
has often been verified—“Longing for eggs, particularly 
in chililren, in sickness or during convalescence, even 
before they arc able to swallow. I'he stomach externally 
is swollen or seems distended, standing right out like an 
inverted saucer. Abdomen is also much di.stendcd from 
hard and swollen me.senlerv, even when the rc.st of the 
body is emaciated.” 

The diarrlaea, which may vary as to color and con¬ 
sistence. instead of being aggravated in the tuorning, like 
Sulphur, is 7Vorsc in the afternoon. The patient is gen¬ 
erally better when constipated. 

Calcarca has not so positive and unvarying action upon 
the skin as Sulphur, but is indispcn.s.able in skin affections 
which seem to depend upon sotnc constitutional dyscrasia 
that it covers in its general action, for instance, in eczema 
capitis or milk crusts in children of the Calcarca type. 
Here, of course, no remedy can take its place. Indeed all 
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skin troubles in Calcarea subjects disappear when through 
its action the system is set right, showing that the skin 
troubles after all were only secondary. The skin of the 
Calcarea subject is generally cold, soft and flabby. 

We must not omit to notice the action of Calcarea ost. 
on the respiratory organs, for the reason that it is of great 
importance in its use in that dread disease, pulmonary con¬ 
sumption. Whether, as Professor Bennet believes, this 
disease be essentially one of faulty nutrition, or as 
Virchow Ijelievcs, one of inflammation, or if Professor 
Rindflesch’s theory, relegating it to the class of diseases 
known as infectious, be true, or whatever its primary 
cause may be, we know that Calcarea ost. is one of the 
most effective agents, if indicated by tlic temperament and 
symptoms, in the cure of this malady, and if applied at a 
stage when a cure is at all possible. 

Very many cases in the incipient stage come within 
range of Sulphur or Calcarea. As we have already given 
the leading indications of Sulphur, we will now give some 
of them for Calcarea: 

“Leucophlegmatic temperament.” 

“Middle and upper portion of right lung.” (Siilph., 
upper left.) 

"Chest painfully sensitive to touch and on inspiration.” 

"Shortness of breath on walking, especially on ascend¬ 
ing.” 

“Painless hoarseness, < in the morning.” 

“Especially in women who have always been too early' 
and profuse in menstruation, and who have habitually 
cold feet to the knees.” 

“Tendency to looseness of the bowels, < afternoons.” 

“Appetite failing and emaciation progressing.” 
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Here are a few of the prominent indications, and on 
them many a case has been cured. Of course there is 
jrenerally cough, and it may be tight or loose, yet the case 
rests mainly on the symptoms outside the cough. This 
remedy in this disease and the success attending its use is 
one of the illustrations of the soundness of Hering’s ad¬ 
vice when he .says “treat the patient, not the disease.” 

CALCAREA PHOSPHORICA. 

Tardy closing or re-opening fontanclles in slim, ema¬ 
ciated children, with sweaty heads. 

Diarrhoea or entero-colitis; stoid passes with much 
flatulence and spluttering noise. 

Rheumatic troubles, which arc < in fall or .spring, 
when the air is full of melting snow. 

While on the subject of Calcarca we may as well notice 
this other combination. 

The Phosphorus element in this preparation seems to 
change the temperament, for while it retains its wonder¬ 
ful remedial ixjwer over tardy bone development it acts 
best in spare subjects instead of fat. So that if we find 
a sickly child with fontanelles remaining o[>cn tf)o long or 
reopening after once closed, the child being spare and 
anaemic, we think of this remedy. 

We would also think of Silicca in one of these i)oor .sub¬ 
jects, but in the Calcarea phos. the sweaty head is not a 
prominent symptom, while w'ith Silicca it is markedly so. 
Calcarea phos. also has a very peiniliar desire, the little 
patient instead of wanting eggs wants “ham rind,” a very 
queer symptom, but a genuine one. (Magnesia carb. 
craves meat in scrofulous children.)

Diarrhoea is very prominent, and the stools are green 
luid "spluttering;” that is, tlie flatulence (of which there 
is much) with the stool makes a loud spluttering noise 
when the stool passes. 1 have made some very fine cures 
in such cases where there seemed little hope for the child 
and hydnx’ejdialoid .seemed im[)cndiug. The little pa¬ 
tients were slirimken, emaciated and very anx-mic. Ma¬ 
rasmus. 

(Calcarca pitas, is an e.KCellent remedy in rheumatic 
troubles < siu'ing and fall, es])ecially when the air is cold 
and damp from mclling snuzv.) 

Calcarca pitas, is an e.xeelleuL remedy for broken bones 
where the bones refuse to knit. (Also Symphytum.) 

I have found Calcarca pitas, very useful in the head¬ 
aches of aniemie school girls. Here we sometimes have 
to choose between it and Natrum itttir. . 

Feels complaints more when thinking of them (Oxalic 
acid, Hclonias). 

SILICEA. 

Weak, puny children; not from want of nourishment 
taken, but defective assimilation. 

Inflammations tending to end suppuration or refus¬ 
ing to heal; becoming chronic. 

Coldness, lack of vital warmth, even when taking ex¬ 
ercise; must be wrappctl up, especially the head, which 
>. 

Suppressed sweat, e.specially of feet, which is profuse 
and offensive. 

Weak, nervous, easily irritated, faint-hearted; yield¬ 
ing. giving up disposition, "grit all gone.” 

Constipation; stool protrudes and then slips back again, 
again and again; weak expulsive power. 
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Modalities: < from cold or draft, motion, open air, 
at new moon; > in warm room, zvrappituj up head; mag¬ 
netism and electricity. 

Scrofulous, rachitic children with large heads; open 
fontanclles and sutures; much sweating al)out the head, 
which must he kept warm by external cawering; large 
l>ellies; weak ankles, slow in learning to walk. 

Diseases, caused hy su(>[)ressed f(^>t-swcat; exi>osing 
the head or back to any slight draft of air; from vaccina¬ 
tion (Thuja) ; dust complaints of stone cutters, with total 
loss of strength. 

Vertigo; spinal headache ascending from nape of neck 
to head, as if one would fall forward; worse looking 
upward. 

Unhealthy .skin; every little injury suppurates. 

Promotes expulsion of foreign bodies from the tissues, 
fish bones, needles, bone splinters. 

«|f 

Silicca is another of our invaluable constitutional reme¬ 
dies, and also one which is of little or no use except as 
developed by Hahnemann’s process of potentization. 
Like Calcarca, it is especially useful in sweaty-headed 
children (Sanicula) with defective assimilation. It is 
not in the fat, torpid, obcsic patients, over-nourished in 
one part and insulTiciently so in another, like Calcarca, 
that Silicca is indicated, but in the over-sensitive, imper¬ 
fectly nourished (generally), not from want of food, but 
from imperfect assimilation. The Silicca child is not 
larger tloan natural anywhere except in its “big belly,” 
which is due to diseased mesentery. Its limbs are 
shrunken, its eyes sunken and its face pinched and old 
looking. It does not increase in size or strength, learns 
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to walk late; in short, if not actually sick in bed, every¬ 
thing seems to have come to a standstill so far as growth 
or development is concerned. Now if this state of things 
continues the bowels become very constipated, and a pecu¬ 
liar constipation it is, too. The little fellow strains and 
strains, the stool partly protruding and then slipping back 
(Sanicula and Thuja), as though the general weakness 
of the patient affected the expulsive power of the rectum, 
or else the bowels become very pcr^istcntly l(X)se, espe¬ 
cially during dentition or the hot weather of summer. 
The stools arc changeable, but Pulsatilla does no good, 
almost every kind and color of loose stool appearing. 
The child takes nourishment enough, but, whether vomited 
or retained, goes on emaciating and growing weaker and 
weaker until it dies of inanition, unless Silicea checks 
this ])rocess. Many such cases have I saved with this 
remedy and made tlieni healthy children. I have always 
itsed the 30th and upwards, hence cannot speak of the 
lower preparations. (Silicea also has constipation < 
before and during menstruation.) 

Silicea ranks among the first of our remedies for in¬ 
flammations ending in suppuration. It seems to make no 
])articular difference whether the suppuration takes place 
in the soft or hard parts, for it is ecpially efficacious in 
glandular or bony ulcerations. It seems to come in at a 
later stage than TIepar sulph. or Calcarca sulphide 
which expedite the discharge of pus already formed, 
while Silicea comes in for healing after the discharge has 
taken place. Cellular tissues with deep-seated suppura¬ 
tions, including tendons and ligaments, also come within 
the range of its healing powers. In these cases the con¬ 
stitution of the patient has an important bearing in the 
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selection of this remedy. The Silicea subject is weakly, 
with fine skin, pale face, lax muscles. Even the mind 
and nervous symptoms come into the general picture of 
“weakness.” He is nervous and irritrdjle, weak, faint¬ 
hearted, yielding, giving up dis])ositibn, “grit all gone.” 
(Pulsatilla.) In such a case Silicea is graiid. I hate to 
use the term, but as the old school would say, “it builds 
them up,” and so it seems, for under its action the pa¬ 
tient’s spirits rise, hope revives, the weakness and depres¬ 
sion give way to a feeling of returning strength and 
health. It makes no difference whether the ulcerations 
are in the tissues already named, in the lungs, intestinal 
tract, or mammae, or elsewhere, the effect is the same, 
and the improvement in the local affection generally fol¬ 
lows the general constitutional improvement. This con¬ 
dition of wealmcss seems to attack the general nervous 
system, affecting the spine, and so we get tliose cerebro¬ 
spinal headaches, or headaches beginning in the nape of 
the neck and running forward over the head to the eyes, 
for which Silicea is so useful. Vertigo also ascends 
from the nape to head, < looking up. (Pulsatilla.) 

There seems to be lack of nerve power to resist out¬ 
ward depressing influences. He is cold, or, as Hering 
puts it, there is “ivant of vital warmth, even when taking 
exercise." He is sensitive to cold air, takes cold very 
easily, especially when uncovering the head or feet. On 
the contrary, he is relieved by "zvrapping up the head" 
(Magnesia mur.), or, in other words, by supplying arti¬ 
ficially the warmth that he lacks naturally. 

I have several times found a Silicea child suffering 
from epileptiform spurns which were always worse at 
nevv moon. A few doses of Silicea 200th set them all 

right. , I 
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Siliccd subjects are often afflicted with offensive foot- 
sweats (Saniciila, Fsoriniim, Graphites), which arc easily 
suppressed by .s^ettiug the feet cold. Such suppression 
must be remedied, the sweat restored and cured by proper 
medication or serious results often follow, such as con¬ 
vulsions and other spinal troubles, even loconitor ataxia. 
Silicca is the remedy to restore and cure such sweats by 
corrcctinfj the conditions upon which the sweats depend. 
(Baryta carb., GrapJiilcs, Psorinmn, Sanicula.) 

'File Silicca patient desires to l)c maf^nctized and is re¬ 
lieved thereby. (Phosphorus.) 

This is one of the remedies of which, like Sepia, Lachc- 
sis, Lycopodinui and others, the old school knows little or 
nothiufj, l)ccause their chief virtues arc only dcvcloi)ed in 
l)Otcncies above tlic i2th. 

Silicca is the chronic of Pulsatilla. 

ACONITUM NAPELLUS. 

Pear: of death: of crowds: of going out. Anything, 
always fearful. 

Complaints from e.xposure to coUl, dry cold. 

Congestions and innammations, acute, finst stage with 
great anxiety, heat and restlessness; tosses about in 
agony; throws off cov'cring. Inflammatory fever. 

Pains insup])rcssable < at night, especially in the even¬ 
ing; neuralgic. 

b'ace very red and flushed, but turns pale on rising up. 

I'avorite points of attack: T-arynx (croup), bronchi 
(bronchitis), lungs and pleura (pneumonia and pleurisy), 
joints (rheumatism), lieart and circulation (erethism). 

McKlalities: < in the evening (chest symptoms and 
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pains) ; lying on left side; in warm room or warm cover¬ 
ing. 

> uncovering; kicks the clothes off.

We will now take up what 1 call the trio of restless 
remedies, Viz.: Aconite, Arsenicum and h'hns to.vico- 
dendron. 1 

All are equally restless, yet all are so very dilTcrent that 
there is no difficulty in choosing between them. The 
Aconite restlessness is oftencst found in a high grade of 
synochal or inflammatory fevers, 'fhere is no better pic¬ 
ture in a few words of the Aconite fever than is given by 
Hering—'“Ileat, with thirst; hard, full and frequent 
pulse, anxious imj>atience, inap])easable, beside himself, 
tossing about with agony.” 

The custom of alternating Aconite and Belladonna in 
inflammatory affections, which so widely prevails is a 
senseless one. Both remedies cannot be indicated at a 
time, and if a goo<l effect follows their administration 
you may be sure that the indicated one cured in spite of 
the action of the other, which only hindered; or that the 
patient recovered without help from either. There are 
many cases of this kind where the doctor is congratulat¬ 
ing himself on a cure which was only a recovery, for 
which he deserves no credit at all. Let us look for a 
moment at some of the diagnostic differences of these 
two remedies. 

Both have great heat of the skin, but Aconite has char¬ 
acteristically dry, hot skin and no sweat; Belladonna has 
even greater surface heat, but sweats on coveied parts. 
Aconite tosses about in agony with great fear of death; 
Belladonna often has semi-stupor and jerks and twitches 
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in sleep. Aconite has great distress in heart and chest; 
Belladonna everything secins to centre in the head. 
Aconite fears death without much delirium; Belladonna 
fears imaginary things, with delirium. Thus we might 
continue to give points of dif'fcrettce. No man who un¬ 
derstands the hom(eopathic art of healing will ever alter¬ 
nate these two remedies. 

Aconite is also a great pain remedy. If we were to 
name the three leading renicdies in this respect it would 
be Aconite, Chamomilla and Coffca. The Aconite pains 
are always attended by the extreme restlessness, anxiety 
and fearfulncss of this remedy. The patient tosses about 
in agony, “cannot bear the pain, nor bear to be touched, 
nor to be uncovered.” Well, you say, all rcmedii-s have 
pain. Not all, and not many so intense pain. Opium 
and Stramonium have painlessness oftener than pain. 
The Aconite pains are intolerable and generally worse in 
the evening or at night. Then we have often alternating 
with or sometimes even in conjunction with the [>ains 
numbness, tingling, or formication. 

In this it resembles Rhiis tox., hut with Aconite the 
pains predominate, while with Rhus tox. the numbness, 
with dull aching and soreness, leads. "Jdie pains of 
Aconite arc tearing, cutting pains, which drive the patient 
to desperation. Right here we may as well speak of the 
leading characteiistic of this remedy, for it is almost 
always present when Aconite is clearly indicated. Just 
one word expresses it; Fear — fear of death especially, 
but fear to cross the street, fear to go into society, fear 
something is going to happen, ever present, undefinable, 
unreasonable fear. No remedy has it in such a degree as 
this one. It is the fear as much as the pain that makes 
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the patient so full of that agonized restlessness. The 
Arsenic restlessness goes with extreme prostration and 
reduced vitality. Rhus tax., on account of the aching 
pains, which make him wimt to move for the temporary 
relief he gets from the movement. Arsenic wants to 
move from place to place, but is not relieved. Neither 
Aconite nor Arsenic get such relief from movement, nor 
does Arsenic fejar like Aconite, or at least in any such 
degree. /Iconite, as a fever renietly, has been greatly 
abused. Even the old school, astonished at the results 
of homreopathic treatment, .so superior to their so-called 
anti-phlogistic treatment, and limling Aconite so highly 
recommended and fre(iuenlly used in innammatory aflfec- 
lions, concluded in accordance %vith their usual way of 
reasoning that Aconite C(juld be S(|ueezc(l into their patho¬ 
logical livery ami made to do service in all kinds of fever 
simply because it was feyer. Ihit they soon found that 
how^ever useful it might be in sr>me cases of inflammatory 
fever, it was of no tisc in typhoids, 'riius was generali¬ 
zation from a pathological standixiint again doomed to 
disappointment, as it always must lx^ Now many so- 
called homrcopaths have fallen into similar error by con¬ 
cluding that because Aconite did quickly cure in some 
cases having a high grade of fever, that therefore it was 
ahvays the remedy with which to treat cases having high 
fever. They even fell into the routine habit of prescrib¬ 
ing this remedy for the first stage of all inflammatory 
affections, and follow it with other remedies more appro¬ 
priate to the whole ca.se further on. If Aconite were the 
only remedy having inflammatory fever, perhaps we 
could do no better than to zig-zag the case to a cure this 
way. Dunham whites: "Aconite is never to be given 
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first to subdue the fever and then some other remedy ‘to 
meet the case,’ never to be alternated with other drugs for 
the purpose, as is often alleged, of ‘controlling the fever.’ 
If the fever be such as to require Aconite no other drug 
is needed. If other drugs seem indicated, one should be 
sought which meets the fever as well, for many drugs 
besides Aconite produce fever, each after its kind.” 

True words, and as one reads them who has proved 
tlieir tnithfulncss and remembers their great author, he 
feels like exclaiming, ‘‘Being dead, yet speaketh.” 
Aconite has two very important imodalities, viz., fright 
and dry cold air. We have already noticed the value of 
the fear of Aconite as a symptom, coimected with acute 
inflammatory ailments. It is no less a remedy for ail¬ 
ments brought im by fright, either immediate or remote. 
Tile patient has received a fright in the dark and is al¬ 
ways afraid in the dark afterwards. From fright vertigo 
comes on, or fainting; trembling; tbreatened abortion, or 
supjM'cssed menstruation. Jaundice may lie induced by 
it, and become cbronic. There are either remedies for 
fright, prominent among which are Opium, IgnatUi, Vera- 
irum album., etc. Now in regard to the dry, cold air. 
No remedy has more prominently acute inflammations 
arising from dry, cold air. Nineteen out of twenty cases 
of croup arising from exposure to dry, cold air will be 


cured by Aconite. I live in a locality where croup 
•alxiund.s and have had abundant opjxirtunity to verify 
ihi.s. Pleurisy, pncunionia and rheumatism also come 


under this head, and they are, as would lie expected, al¬ 
most invariably accompanied by the high fever, anguish, 
restlessness and fear so characteristic of this remedy. 
Any local congestion or inflammation coiming from such 
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exposure also comes under the same rule, always provid¬ 
ing the other symptoms correspond. The other leading 
dry air remedies are Bryonia, Causticnni, Jlcpar sulplt. 
and Ntix vomica. Here are some wet weather remedies: 
Dulcamara, Nnx moschata, Natritm siilptiiiricnm and 
R/uis toxicodendron. Such things are well to rcniemher, 
for one po.sitivc indication is worth two or tliree vague 
ones. 


ARSENICUM ALBUM. 

Great anguish and restlessnes.s, driving from place to 
place. 

Great and sudden prostration; sinking of vital force. 

Intense burning pains. 

Intense thirst; drinks often, hut little, as cold w'atcr 
disagrees. 

Dyspiima < on motion, especially ascending. 

\'omiting and st(K.)l simultaneous; < after eating or 
drinking. 

Modalities: < in cold air, from cold things, cold ap¬ 
plications; and I to 3 A. M. Movement. 

> by warm air or room and hot applications; relieved 
by sweat. 

^ 

No remedy is more restless than this one. The Aco¬ 
nite restlessness conies in the earlier stages of inflamma¬ 
tory diseases, with fever of a high grade. Arsenicum in 
the later stages, after the patient has become greatly re¬ 
duced in strength, or in low grades of fever like typhoids. 
The Aconite patient tosses to and fro in agony and fear. 
The Arsenic patient is too weak to toss as the anguish 
and restlessness would incline him to. He cannot mov'^e 
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himself around as he desires, but wants to be moved from 
place to place, or bed to bed, while tl\e least exertion on 
his own part exhausts terribly. He has fear of death, 
but not like the Aconite fear, but ratlier aii anxiety and a 
feeling that it is useless to take medicine for he is going 
to die; he is incurable. 

The mental restlessness is as great as the bodily. He 
has attacks of anxiety that drive him out of bed at night. 
Even when there is no pain at all he wants to be con¬ 
tinually changing place, walking about if strong enough, 
without any other reason than that he can’t keep still. 
Often the first beneficial effect to be observed in cases call¬ 
ing for this remedy is that the anxiety grows less, the 
patient lies still, his pain is not so .much less, but it does 
not make him so restless; he can bear it better. This 
is a good sign and is generally followed by amelioration 
of all the symptoms. It makes little difference what the 
disease, if this peristent rcstles.sness and especially if 
great weakness is also present, don’t forget Arsenic. 

Arsenicum leads all the remedies for burning sensa¬ 
tion, especially in acute diseases. It is not by any means 
confined to acute diseases, but is often found in chronic 
affections, especially of a malignant character or tending 
to malignancy. I think perhaps Snlphur outranks it gen¬ 
erally for burnings in chronic affections. There is hardly 
an organ or tis.suc in the human .system where these burn¬ 
ings of Arsenic are not found. This burning, strange as 
if may seem, is greatly ameliorated by heat. Hot appli¬ 
cations if they can be gotten in contact with the part, also 
heat of a warm stove or warm room. This is the exact 
opposite of Secede cornutum, for while the part is objec¬ 
tively cold, it still burns, but hot applications are intoler- 
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able; they cannot even bear to have it covered; with 
Arsenicum, in throat complaints, in connection with acute 
catarrh, the burnings in throat and from the excoriating 
nasal discharge are ameliorated by hot application. The 
burning in throat is better from eating or drinking hot 
things. This is the chief modality which enables us to 
choose between this remedy and Cepa and Mcrcurius, for 
all three have fluent coryza. I once had a case of very 
severe gastralgia caused by suppression of eczema on the 
hands. I knew nothing of the suppression, but pre¬ 
scribed Arsenicum because the pains came on at mulniglit, 
lasting until 3 a. m., during wliich time the patient had to 
walk the floor in agony, and there was great buining in 
the stomach. She had but one slight attack after taking 
Arsenicum, but, said she, when 1 visited her, “Doctor, 
would that I'emedy send out salt rheum?’’ Then I found 
out about the suppression which had been caused by the 
application of an ointment, and told her that she could 
have back the pain in the stomach any time she wanted it, 
l)y suppressing the eruption again. She did not want it. 

Arsenicum is one of our best remedies for fevers of a 
typhoid character. So useful is it that 13 aehr says— 
“Since Arsenic is, more than any other remedy, adapted 
to the worst forms of infectious diseases it seems wrong 
to delay its administration until the symptoms indicating 
it are developed in their most malignant intensity,” and 
further, "our advice, therefore, is, that Arsenic should be 
given more frequently than has been customary from the 
very beginning of the attack, and that we should not wait 
until the disease has fully developed its i>ernicious char¬ 
acter.” I do not think this is sound reasoning or good 
advice, for I have never found any rule by which I could 
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decide from the beginning that a case would later on de¬ 
velop into a case of the pernicious or malignant character 
which would ever call for the exhibition of Arsenic. 
While we need not wait for a case to develop to that 
“most malignant” intensity which calls for Arsenic, we 
would not on the other hand he justified in giving Arsenic 
or any other remedy in anticipatum of a condition which 
might never come. Arsenicum is not the only remedy 
capable of curing these malignant cases, and how do we 
know after all that it may not be Muriatic acid or Cacbo 
7'cgetnbnis that will be the remedy after the case is devel¬ 
oped. There is no safe or scientific rule but to treat the 
case with the indicated remedy at any and all stages of the 
di.sease, without trying to treat expected conditions or 
future ix>ssil)ilities. It would be out of place here to give 
all the indications for Arsenic in typhoids, as it would 
take too much simce, and they can be found in Raue, 
Idlienlhal or any good work mi jiractice. Arsenic is also 
one of our liest remedies in intermittents, especially after 
the abuse of Quinine. Close individualization is neces¬ 
sary here as elsewhere. 

Arsenic profoundh’- affects the alimentary canal from 
lips to anus. The lips arc so dry and parched and cracked 
that the patient often licks them to moisten them. The 
tongue is afifected in various ways. It may be dry and 
red, with rai.sed pajiilke: or red, with indented edges; or 
white as chalk or white paint; or lead colored; or ilrv, 
brown or black, especially in typhoids. The mouth is 
dry or aphthous, ulcerated or gangrenous. The throat 
the same. The thirst is inde.scribably intense and pecu¬ 
liar, in that notwithstanding its intensity the patient can 
take only a little zuater at a time. The stomach is so irri- 
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table that the least food or drink causes distress and pain, 
or immediately excites vomitinj;^, or stool, or lK)th to¬ 
gether. Cold drinks, ice-water, or ice-cream particularly, 
di.sagree and create distress. Vomits all kinds and 
grades of substances from water or mucus to bile, blood, 
and coffee ground substances. 

The jiains in stomach arc terrible and aggrax ated by 
the least food or drink, especially, if cold. 'J'he abdom¬ 
inal pains al.so arc inten.se. causing the patient to turn and 
twi.st in all possible shapes and directions. Diarrlitea of 
all kinds of .stixibs, from simple watery to black, bloody 
and horribly offensive, and finally the end of the tract is 
reached and we have biemorrlioids. Now in every one of 
thc.se affections, ranging along the whole length of the 
canal, and from the lighc.st grade of irritation to the 
most intense inflammatory and malignant forms of dis- 
ea.se, we will be apt to finil everyn liere jiresent the charac- 
teri.stic hitntintj of Ibis remedy, in greater or lesser de¬ 
gree; and the not less characteristic (witdioration from- 
heat, and also, though not (piitc so invariably, the mid¬ 
night aggravation. 

Arsenicum also has its sphere of usefulness in diseases 
of the respiratory organs. I'irst, for acute coryza it 
.stands in the front rank, the chcnce often having to be 
made between this remedy, Cefa and Mcrcurius. Ar¬ 
senicum has the fluent discharge which corrodes the lips 
and wings of the nose and more burning than the other 
two remedies. Tt often follows well after Mcrcurius, if 
that remedy only partially relieves. 

Arsenicum is particularly efficacious in many affections 
of the lungs, where the breathing is very much oppressed. 
Respiration is wheezing, with cough and frothy expector- 
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ation. Patient cannot lie down; must sit up to breathe, 
and is unable to move without being greatly put out of 
breath. 7 'he air passages seem constricted. It is espe¬ 
cially useful in asthmatic affections caused or aggravated 
by suppressed eruptions, like pneumonia from retrocedent 
measles, or even chronic lung troubles from suppressed 
eczema. I remember a case of asthma of years’ standing 
to which I was called at midnight, because they were 
afraid the patient would die l)efore morning. Found that 
her attacks always came on at i a. m. ' Gave Arsenicum 
alb. 30th, and she was completely cured by it. 

The symptom by Rollin R. Gregg, “Acute, sharp, fixed 
or darting pain in apex and through upper third of right 
lung,” is a gem, and has enabled me to cure a number of 
cases of obstinate lung troubles. In the last stage of 
pneumonia of old people, with gangrenous expectoration, 
if the other symptoms correspond, this remedy has often 
saved life. The burning is often found here as else¬ 
where. Arsenicum is also one of our Ijest remedies in 
pleuritic effusions. 

Arsenicum also affects profoundly the nervous system. 
To the characteristic restles.sness, of which we have .said 
.so much, is added great prostration. This prostration 
is present in most diseases, both acute and chronic, where 
Arsenic is indicated. For instance, in typhoids there is 
no remedy that prostrates more. Carlo veg. and Muri¬ 
atic acid equal it, the difference being that the Arsenic 
patient wants to move or be moved constantly, while with 
the other two remedies there is almost utter absence of 
any such .show of life. Even if not confined to the bed, 
in acute or chronic diseases the patient is so weak that he 
is “exhausted from the slightest exertion;” must lie down. 
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Sometimes this extreme degree of prostration conics on 
very rapidly. 

Here is a picture that shows a condition of things in 
chronic trouble calling for this remedy. “From climb¬ 
ing mountains, or other muscular exertions, want of 
breath, prostration, sleeplessness and other ailments.” 
This shows how weak the patient is, and this weakness 
may be coupled with various forms of disease. You may 
say it is common for sick people to lie weak, "i'rue, but 
the Arsenicum patient is weak out of proportion to the 
rest of his trouble, or apparently so; and it is a general 
prostration, not local like the sense of weakness in the 
chest of Phosphoric acid, Stannum and Sulphur; or in the 
alxlomen like Phosphorus; or in the stomach like Ignatia, 
Hydrastis and Sepia. Now T do not see how I can make 
plainer the value of prostration as an Arsenic symptom. 

When we come to the tissues we find our remedy al¬ 
most universally present. 

It attacks the blood, causing septic changes, exanthe¬ 
mata, ecchymoses, pctechiae, etc. 

It attacks the veins; varices burn like fire, < at night. 

It attacks the serous membranes, causing copious serous 
effusions. 

It attacks the glands, which indurate or suppurate. 

It attacks the periosteum. 

It attacks the joints; causing pale swelling.s, burning 
pains, etc. 

It causes inflammatory swellings with burning lancin¬ 
ating pains. 

It causes general anasarca; skin pale, waxy or earth 
colored; great thirst (Apis none). 

It causes rapid emaciation; atrophy of children. 
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It causes ulcerations, cjwistantly exleiuling in breadth. 
The ulcers burn like fire, pain even during sleep, dis¬ 
charge may be copious or scaiity, the base blue, black or 
lardaccous. 

Anthra.K biiniiiuj like fire; cold blue skin dry as parcb- 
nicnt, peeling off in large scales. 

“Si)hacclus,” parts look black or burn like fire. 

“Gangrene,” better from heat (worse, Sccalc). 

“Parchment” like dryness, or dry scaly skin. 

The .skin troubles (»f this remedy are mostly dry and 
scaly, and almost always burning. It is one of our best 
remedies for affections caused by retrocedent or sup¬ 
pressed e.vantheniata, al.so for su[)pressed chronic cc/e- 
mas, etc. 

But it is impf)ssible and outside the scope of this work 
to mention by name all the affections of the ti.ssues in 
which this reinedv is useful. 

Notwithstanding this, /Irscnlc is not a panacea. It 
mu.st, like every other remedy, be indicated by its similar 
.symptoms or failure is the outcome. Its great keynotes 
are Restlessness, Burning, Prostration, and Midnight 
Aggravation. 

RHUS TOXICODENDRON. 

Dry or coated *.)ngue with a triangular red tip. 

Great restlessness, cannot lie long in one position, 
changes often with temporary relief, tosses about con¬ 
tinually. 

Lameness and stiffness on beginning to move after 
re.st; on getting up in the a. m. > by continued motion. 

Erysipela.s or scarlatina with vesicular eruption and 
characteristic restlessness. 
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All diseases that put on the typhoid form with the 
characteristic, triangular red-tip tongue and restlessness. 

Stupor and mild, |K'rsistcnt delirium; continually toss¬ 
ing about, with laborious dreams. 

Modalities: < when (|uietly sitting or lying and on 
beginning to move; wet, cold weather; lifting or strain¬ 
ing; getting wet when perspiring. > by continued mo- 
tioti, by warmth, dry air or vv'cather; lying on hard fl(Kjr 
(backache). 

Mu.scular rheumatism, sciatica, left side (Col.)-, aching 
in left arm, with heart disease. 

Great sen.sitiveness to open air; putting the hand fnmi 
under the bed cov^er brings on the cough (Bur., 

Back; pain lx‘tween the shoulders on swallowing. 

Cough during chill; dry, te.'ising, fatiguing, but urti¬ 
caria over body during heat. 

This is the third remedy of our so-called restless trio. 
This restlessness of Rhus is on account of the aching 
}>ain and soreness which it temporarily relieved by move¬ 
ment. There is also an internal uneasiness which is 
purely nervous, which causes the p.'itient to w'ant to be on 
the move, even when there is no i)articular pain present; 
but not nearly to the degree that we find it under Aconite 
and Arsenicum. 

As in Bryonia, so in Rhfis, the leading characteristic is 
found in its modality. The aggravation on movement, in 
the former, is no less marked than the aggravation when 
quiet of the latter. The patient tosses and turns from 
side to side with R/ins the same as with Aconite and Ar¬ 
senicum. With Rhus the change relieves, while with the 
other two it does not. In Bryonia, the more the patient 
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moves the more he suffers, while with Rhus, the more and 
lonj^er he moves the better he feels, until he is exhausted. 
In acute affections, like scarlatina and typhoid fevers, and 
even in the hot sta^c of intermittent fevers, constant 
movement seems to be the patient’s only relief. With 
chronic diseases like chronic rheumatism the patient must 
move, suffers on first bej^mning to move, but as he con¬ 
tinues to move or be expresses it, “gets limbered up.” 
he feels better. P»ut be cannot long lie comfortably in 
either the acute or chronic trouble, for the aching comes 
on and he must move even if it docs hurt him at first. 
The trains causing the restlessness of Rhus are not so 
agonizing as they are under Aconite and Arsenicum, nor 
is the prostration so great as unflcr Arsenicum nor the 
excitement so great as under Aconite. Rhus and Arseni¬ 
cum are often indicated in typhoids, Aconite seldom or 
never, but all three arc equally restless remedies. 

. If in genuine tvphoid Arsenicuni, as some think, heads 
the list, because oftenest indicated, Rhus will put in 
e.(|ually strrmg claims in all other diseases that, take on 
typhoid symptoms. The literal meaning of the term or 
\vord typhus is smoke, stupefaction. Now in all forms 
of tvi>hus, known as cerebral, abdominal and pneumo¬ 
typhus, taking all together. Rhus will be as often indi¬ 
cated as any other remedy. Whenever in fevers or even 
inflammatory diseases the sensorium becomes cloudy 
(smoky) or stupefaction sets in, with low grade of mut¬ 
tering delirium, dry tongue, etc., we think of Rhus. Dry 
or dark coated tongue, with triangular red tip, is e.special 
indication for this remedy. This condition of sensorium 
and tongue may api>ear in dysentery, peritonitis, pneumo¬ 
nia, scarlatina, rheumatism, diphtheria, bilious, remittent. 
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typhoid fci'crs, etc. It makes no difference what the 
name or locality of the disease is if the symptoms are 
there. The stupefaction calling for Rhus in these dis¬ 
eases is not so profound as that calling for Hyoscyamus 
or Opium, but is more on a parallel with such remedies as 
Baptisia, Nu.v moschata, Lachesis or Phosphoric acid. 
Nor is the delirium so violent as that calling for such 
remedies as Bclladonmi, Hyoscyamus and Stramonium. 
Both stupefaction and delirium are mild in form, but 
regular and i>ersistent. Of course the Rhus restlessness 
is present and the patient tosses or turns from side to 
side, even without knowing of it, or of anything going on 
around her. She will answer questions and perhaps an¬ 
swer correctly, but afterwards does not know anything 
that transpired while .she was sick, may l)e for days or 
weeks. 

Rhus, Baptisia and Arnica closely resemble each other, 
and choice is somtimes difficult; but we will try to dif¬ 
ferentiate them when we come to write upon the two 
latter. 

Cough during chill in intermittents is a characteristic 
given us by Carrol Dunham, and is very reliable, as I 
lia\'e had occasion to prove. 

Rhus acts particularly on fibrous, mmscular and cellular 
tissues. The muscles are stiff and sore. This may be of 
a rheumatic character, or may have been induced by 
straining, by heavy lifting or severe muscular exercise of 
any kind, or it may have been brought on by exposure 
to cold, especially wet cold. 

This strained condition may not be confined to the mus¬ 
cles alone, but may involve the tendons, ligaments and 
membranes of the joints. Several affections of the mus- 
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cles of the back and even the spinal membranes (myelitis) 
may come on from sprain, or by exposure, by sleeping on 
damp ground, or in bed with damp sheets, or getting wet 
in a rain storm, especially while perspiring. Indeed Rhus 
is one of our best remedies in lumbago. But it makes no 
particular difference what muscles arc strained or exjxjsed 
so as to bring on this lameness and .soreness the remedy is 
the same, anti if the great characteristic— Lameness 
and stiffness and pain on first moving after rest, or On 
getting up in the morning, relieved by continued motion,” 
is present, Rhus is the first remedy to think of. 

Rhus is also often a remedy for glandular swelling of 
parotid or sxtbmaxillary glands during scarlatina, cellu¬ 
litis in diphtlieria, or orbital cellulitis. 

This is also one of our best remedies in skin diseases. 
No one who has been poisoned by it will doubt that Rhus 
has power to produce skin disease, and of course in ac¬ 
cordance with our law of cure we would expect cures by 
it. We have not been disappointed. The eruption of 
Rhus poisoning is vesicular. Erysipelas of the vesicular 
variety, accompanied by the restlessness and sensorium of 
this remedy, is quickly cured by it. So, also, is scarla¬ 
tina. If we find the skin red, smooth and shiny, with 
high grade of fever and delirium Rhus would not do any 
good, but Belladonna or some remedy having that kind of 
skin, etc. 

Apis, Cantliaris, Lachesis, Ailanthus and others have 
each their peculiar appearance of the skin in these acute 
exanthemata. Yet, notwithstanding this, it must be re¬ 
membered that in many cases the leading indication for a 
remedy will not lie in the skin symptoms, but outside of 
them. 
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If in variola the eruption turns livid and typhoid symp¬ 
toms supervene we may rely on Rhus for a ^sjood effect. 
Probably no remedy is oftener found useful in herpes 
zoster than this. 

Rhus is no less valuable in chronic skin troubles than 
in acute. Eczemas of the vesicular type arc often cured 
by it; there is much itching which is not greatly relieved 
by scratching. In all such cases of course the constitu¬ 
tional symptoms weigh as much as the local. So far as 
dose is concerned, I have used it both high and low, and 
find it useful all along the scale, but I have an m. m. 
potency made uix)n my own polcntizer which has served 
me so well, and so many times, that 1 cannot refrain from 
s^xiaking of it. 

BELLADONNA. 

All acute inflammatory diseases present prominent 
head symptoms, pain, red puffed face, throbbing carotids 
and delirium, and spasms, or jerks and twitchings. 

Eyes staring, red, blood-shot, and pupils first con¬ 
tracted, then greatly dilated. 

Mouth and throat 7'ery dry, red,' sometimes greatly 
swollen; all mucous .surfaces corresixjndingly dry and 
hot. 

Pains appear suddenly, and after a while disappear as 
suddenly as they came. 

Skin very red and hot, fairly radiates heat; burns the 
hand touching it, but sweats on covered parts. 

Several inflammations which streak out in radii from 
a center. 

Modalities: < after 3 p. m, or after midnight from 
uncovering, or draft of air, and lying down; > from 
covering and head high. 
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Great lial)ility to take cold; sensitive to draft of air, 
especially when uncovering the head; from having the 
hair cut (Ucp.) ; tonsils swell after riding in a cold wind 
(Aeon.). 

Iina^>ines he sees ghosts, hidetnis faces, and various in¬ 
sects (Strum.) ; black animals, dogs and wolves. 

Abtlonien tender, distended < by least jar, even the 
bed; oblige<l to walk with great care for fear of a jar. 

I’ain in right ileo-c.'ecal region, < by slightest touch, 
even the bed covers. 

Pressing downwards, as if the contents of ab(k)nien 
would issue from the vvilva; < standing and sitting erect; 
wor.se mornings (compare Lil., Mur., Sep.). 

Tongue: Red and dry, with red edges and white coat¬ 
ing in the middle; i)apilke bright and prominent, like scar¬ 
latina (Aeon., . lilt. t.)\ ofTeiisive, putrid taste in throat 
when eating or drinking, although food tastes natural.

We now come to consider what I call the trio of de¬ 
lirium remedies— licllaiionim, I/yoscyanius and Siramo- 
niiim. Many other remedies have delirium, but these 
three tleserve to head the list. BcIIadotina may also be 
called pre-eminently a head remedy. In most complaints 
where this remetly is indicated head .symptoms preponder¬ 
ate. I'he hlooii all seems to be rushing to the head. 
(Amyl nitrite, Glonoine, Mclilotu.w) The head is hot 
while the e.xtreniities are cool. The eyes are red and 
blood-shot. The face is also red, almost purple red. 
The carotid arteries throb so as to be plainly visible. 
There is either great pain, pressure or sense of fullness, 
or an almost stui>id condition. The wild, terrible de¬ 
lirium, if present, may be found with pain, or even with 
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no complaint of pain. In delirium the [)atient “imagines 
he sees ghosts, hideous faces and animals and insects.” 
Fears all sorts of imaginary things and wants to run 
away from them; breaks out into fits of laughter or 
screams and gnashes his teeth; bites or strikes those 
around him; in short, performs all sorts of violent acts 
and is controlled with great difliculty. No remedy has 
more persistently violent (idirinni tlian Belladonna. One 
of the cliaracteristic features of Belladonna in delirium 
as compared with the other two remedies is the decided 
evidence already mentioned of a surcharge of blood in 
the brain. When the throbbing of the carotids, the heat, 
redness and conge.stion of face and conjunctiva go 
away, the delirium subsides in proportion. Belladonna 
may have delirium with pale face as its alternate, but it 
is the exception. Itven the upper lip is congested and 
swollen. 

In inflammations, which localise. Belladonna is in the 
fir.st stage as often the leading remedy as any other. It 
does not make much dilfercnce where tliey localize, 
whether in head, throat, mammre or elsewhere, if they 
come on .suddenly, pursue a rai)id course, arc red, painful 
and esi)ecially throbbing. It is astonishing how many 
local inflammations, even a carbuncle or boil, will so dis¬ 
turb the general system and circulation, as to produce the 
general inflammatory fe\cr, with the characteristic head 
symptoms calling for Belladonna, and no less astoni.shing 
how this remedy controls the whole condition, both local 
and general, when indicated. What! exclaims the be¬ 
liever in local applications, give Belladonna internally for 
a boil on the hand or foot? Yes, indeed, not only Bella¬ 
donna, but Mercurius, Ilepar snlphnris, Tarentula Ciihen- 
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sis, and many others, and you will not have any need for 
local medication at all. It is only in the first or conges¬ 
tive or active inflammatory stage that this remedy is in 
place; Imt, if properly administered then, it will often 
abort the whole thing and never leave it to finish all its 
stages, or if not, so modify as to make it comparatively 
insignificant. 

Belladonna is one of our best remedies in the diseases 
of children, even vicing wdth Chamomilla. They come 
suddenly, almost without warning. This sudden and in¬ 
tense onset of fever is sometimes duplicated in Cina 
cases, but there is helminthiasis in connection with it. 
Child is w'cll one minute and sick the next, and one very 
characteristic symptom in these cases is, the child is very 
hot, with red face and semi-stupor, but every little while 
starts or jumps in sleep as if it might go into spasms. 
This condition is often found in children and then Bella¬ 
donna is like “oil upon troubled waters.” Remember 
Belladonna inflammations localize more than they do in 
Aconite. I drew the dilTcrencc between these two remedies 
in inflammations and inflammatory fevers when writ¬ 
ing upon Aconite. There is no use of confounding them. 
Some do so; but, in so doing, only exhibit their ignorance. 

There are, in every remedy, symptoms of sensation, 
circumstance, constitution or modality which are peculiar 
both to diseases and remedies. These symptoms are not 
always easily accounted for. The attempt to explain 
them from a pathokigical standpoint is not always possi¬ 
ble, or even necessary were it possible. A simple accept¬ 
ance of them as facts is often more sensible than to wait 
long to find the often unfindable. To act as a prescriber 
upon what w'c know is better than waiting, because we 
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cannot explain or account for it. For instance, it is not 
easy to tell why “the pains of Belladonna appear suddenly 
and after a time disappear as suddenly as they come/’ 
while those of Stannum “gradually increase to a great 
height and as gradually decline,” or Stdphuric acid “begin 
slowly and decline suddenly,” or “gradually increase and 
suddenly cease,” but so it is, and the acceptance of these 
facts enables the homoeopathic prcscribcr to cure his pa¬ 
tient, whether he can explain them or not. Guernsey 
says—“This medicine is imrticularly applicable, ;md in 
fact takes the lead over all others in cases in which quick¬ 
ness or suddenness of either sensation or motion is pre¬ 
dominant.” To be sure all these symptoms have their 
pathological explanation if we could give it; but, acting 
on our law of Similia, we can cure our patients and are 
not left at sea, without chart or compass, because we can¬ 
not explain. We know that these symi)toms are the nat¬ 
ural outcry of the pathological state, and that the adminis¬ 
tration of a ixjison which is capable of setting up a similar 
outcry cures the patient. What else is necessary? 
Either this is true, or I lomceopathy is a humbug. 

The simple fact, abundantly proven, that the remedy 
having the symptoms corresponding to the symptoms of 
the patient, cures him, no matter what the pathology, 
where a cure is at all possible, is one of the greatest dis¬ 
coveries of scientific investigation. Long live the name 
of Hahnemann, the discoverer. 

From our description thus far of this remedy you 
would expect it to be a good one for congestive headaches, 
and so it is, and not only so, but of neuralgic headaches. 
Throbbing pains, with the already described evidence of 
congestion of blood to the head. Belladonna headaclies, 
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whether congestive or neuralgic, are worse on stooping 
forward, bending do^vnzvard, or lying dozvn, anything 
that takes the patient out of the peri^endicular, ‘Worse 
on lying doivn," in fact, seems to be a very reliable gen¬ 
eral characteristic. The cider Lippe once told me of a 
case of suspicious enlargement or swelling and pain of 
the breast of long standing, which, as he expressed it, 
seemed likely to prove a case for the surgeon (cancer), 
which was entirely cured by a few dcjses of Belladonna, 
to which he was guided by this symptom of the pains 
being so much worse on lying down. Since then I have 
observed and verified this symptom in many cases of dif¬ 
ferent kinds. I will not stop to give all the symi>toms 
that might be i^resent in Belladonna headaches. 

No remedy has greater affinity for the throat, "llie 
burning, dryness (Sabadilla), sense of constriction (con¬ 
stant desire to swallow to relieve the sense of dryness, 
Lyssin), with or without .swelling of the palate and ton¬ 
sils, is sometimes intense. I once witnessed a case of 
poisoning in which these symptoms were terribly dis¬ 
tressing. 

There are two very characteristic symf)toms in the .ab¬ 
dominal region, viz.; “Tenderness of the abdomen, 
aggravated by the least jar, in zvalking, or stepping, or 
even the bed or chair, upon zvhich she sits or lies;’’ and 
“pressure dozvnward as if the contents of the abdomen 
zvoidd issue through the vulva, < mornings.” This last 
symptom is found under other remedies, notably Liliutn 
tigrinum and Sepia. With Belladonna there is often 
associated with this pressure downward a pain in the back 
“as if it would break.” “Starting and jumping,” or 
“twitching in sleep,” or on going to sleep is characteristic. 
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So also is ''sleepy, but cannot sleep," and "vioauing dur¬ 
ing sleep" 

With Belladonna the head likes wrapping up or cover¬ 
ing, takes cold when it is uncovered or from' cutting the 
hair (Silicea). ( 67 o«om^; can’t bear hat on.) 

Uniform, smooth, shining, scarlet redness of the skin, 
so hot that it imparts a burning sensation to the hand of 
one who feels of it, is vcr>' characteristic (H. N. 
Guernsey). 

Convulsions with other .symptoms of Belladonna are 
very fre(juently found under this remedy. 

1 have here endeavored to give an outline of this great 
remedy. A volume might be profitably written upon its 
virtues. No one remedy would be more greatly missed 
than this, if it were to be expunged from our great 
Materia Medica, but we must leave it here and proceed 
to notice 


HYOSCYAMUS NIGER. 

High-grade delirium, similar to that of Stramonium 
and Belladonna; alternating with low-grade delirium, 
with stupor, ecjual to that of Opium. Face pale. 

Grasping at flocks, picking the bed clothes and subsul- 
tus tendinum. 

Persistent cough, worse lying down, relieved on sitting 
up, especially in elderly ix:ople. 

Dementia senilis; fears imaginary thing.s, being poi¬ 
soned, etc.; .sees per.sons and things that are not present; 
foolish laughter. 

General twitching of all the muscles of the body; in 
spasms or convulsions. 

The mania often takes on the lascivious form. The 
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patient uncovers and exposes himself, sings and talks 
amorously. 

Fears being poisoned; suspicious and jealous. 

Constant staring at surrounding objects, self-forgetful 
(fevers). Pupils dilated; insensible; small objects seem 
very large. Sordes on teeth; grating the teeth. Alter¬ 
nates well with Rhus tox. (fevers). 

***** 

Hyoscyamus is delirious as Belladonna, but the high 
grade of delirium alternates with the low. With Bella¬ 
donna the violent form predominates, while the quiet or 
stupid form is the exception. With Hyoscyamus it is 
just the other way. The stupid muttering form predomi¬ 
nates, with occasional outbreaks of the violent form. 
The face of the Belladonna patient is red, that of Hyos¬ 
cyamus pale and sunken. The Hyoscyamus patient is 
weak and the weakness increases. His violent outbreaks 
of delirium cannot keep up long on account of weakness. 
This is not so much so with either Belladonna or Stramo¬ 
nium. The Hyoscyamus patients may begin with the 
violent form or outbreaks of delirium, but they grow 
more mild and less frequent, and the low or stupid form 
increa.ses until there is total unconsciousness; so much so 
that it sometimes liecomes difhcult to choose between it

and Opium. 

The case takes on typhoid symptoms fast. The tongue 
gets dry and unwieldy, tlie sensorium so cloudy that even 
if you can arouse the patient to answer questions correctly 
he imtnediately lapses right into stupor again. This un¬ 
conscious condition may continue even with the eyes wide 
open, staring around the room, but seeing nothing but 
flocks, at which the patient reaches and grasps; picks the 
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bed clothes, indistinctly nmttering^, or not saying a word 
for hours. The teeth are covered with sordes; the lower 
jaw drops; stools and urine pass involuntarily; thus pre¬ 
senting the most complete picture of great prostration of 

mind and body. This is a i)icture of llyoscyamiis as we 

• • 

find it often in typhoid fever, or typhoid pneumonia 
(where it is the best remedy I know of), scarlatina and 
other diseases. Tt is a wonderful remedy, but not of 
wide range, like Belladonna. 

Hyoscyamns is not only a great remedy in the acute 
affections of wdiich we have written, hut it is also one of 
the most useful in chronic manias. Tf acute delirium 
passes on into the settled form, called mania, this remedy 
is still one of our chief reliances. It is much oftener of 
use here than Belladonna. Again, if the mania comes on 
after an acute disease it is still one of our leadirig reme¬ 
dies. In these foi'ins of mania there are certain very 
marked .symptoms calling for its use, such as, the patient 
is very suspicious; will not take the medicine because he 
thinks you are trying to poison him, or thinks some plot 
is being laid against him. He is jealous of others, or the 
first cause of the attack is jealousy. Again, the mania 
often takes on the lascivious form. The patient uncovers 
and exposes himself, sings and talks amorously. Hyos- 
cyamits leads all the remedies for this form of mania. 

The patient, like the one in acute delirium of this rem¬ 
edy, is liable to alternate between the mild and violent 
manifestations; at one time so mild and timorous as to 
hide away from every one, and again so violent that she 
will attack, Ijeat, fight, scratch, and try to injure anyone 
within reach. 

The Hyoscyamns maniac is generally weak, and so this 
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remedy is found particularly adapted to mania consequent 
upon the infirmities of age. Of course it is useful in all 
ages if indicated by the symptoms. 

The nervous manifestations of this remedy are not con¬ 
fined to the cerebral symptoms; but seem to involve the 
whole system. As H. N. Guernsey says: "Every muscle 
in the body Piviiches, from the eyes to the toes.*' This is 
one of his chief indications for its use in convulsions, 
whclber ci)ileplic or not. The spasms are generally of 
the clonic, not the tonic order, as in Nux vomica or 
Strychnia. Nor are they so violent as those under Cicuta 
virosa; but the general twitching is characteristic in con¬ 
vulsions, as is the subsultus tendinum in typhoids. 

llyoscyamus is very useful in a form of dry cough 
which is aggravated 7t<heH lying doivn and relieved by 
sitting up. Here, too, it is particularly useful in old 
peo[)le. 1 have already referred to its great usefulness 
in pneumonia. I wish to emphasize it, and believe it to 
be the leading remedy in the typhoid form of the di.sea.se. 
At least it has performed wonders for me. 

It is also very useful in scarlatina of the typhoid form, 
and is comj)lcmcntary to Rims tox. in those cases. I 
never alternate the two, but if the depressed sensorium 
and delirium goes beyond the power of Rhus to control 
I susi>cnd the Rhus for a day or two and give Hyoscy- 
amus, which will so improve the case that Rhus may 
again come into use and carry it to a successful termina¬ 
tion. This is the only alternation I am ever guilty of. 
It is like that of Hahnemann when he alternated Bryonia 
and Rhus in fevers. 
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Wildly delirious, with red face and great loquacity. 

Loquacity. 

Pupils widely ililated; wants light and company; fears 
to be alone; wants hand held. 

One side paralyzed, the other convulsed. 

Awakens with a shrinking look; frightened; afraid of 
the first object seen. 

Painlessness with most complainl.s {Opium). Jerks 
the head suddenly from pillow in spasms.

The last of the trio is pre-eminently the high-grade 
delirium remedy, differs from the other two ehiefiy in 
the degree of intensity. 

The raving is something awful. Singing, laughing, 
grinning; whistling, screaming, praying piteoiusly or 
swearing hideously, and above all remedies loquacious. 
Again the patient throws himself into all shai)cs corrc- 
sfxmding to his changeable delirium, crosswise, length¬ 
wise, rolled up like a ball, or stiffened out by turns, or, 
especially, rejieatedly jerks up suddenly his head from 
the pillow. Things look crooked or oblique to him. 

The whole inner mouth as if raw; the tongne after a 
while may become stiff or paralyzed. Stixils loose, 
blackish, smelling like carrion, or no stool or urine. 
Later there may he complete loss of sight, hearing, and 
speech with dilated, immovable pupils and drenching 
sweat which brings no relief, and death must soon close 
the scene unless Stramonium helps them out. 

By way of still further comparison Stramonium is the 
most widely loquacious. 
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Hyoscyamus is the most insensibly Stupid. 

Belladonna, in this respect stands half way between. 

Stramonium, throws himself about, jerking head 
from pillow. 

Hyoscyamus, twitches, picks and reaches, otherwise 
lying pretty still. 

Belladonna, starts or jumps when falling into or awak¬ 
ing from sleep. 

All have times of wanting to cscai>e. 

The same state of mind and sensorium is found in 
chronic and acute manias. I have cured several such 
cases. One was a lady about thirty years of age, who 
was over-heated in the sun, on an excursion. She was a 
member in good standing in the Presbyterian church, but 
imagined herself lost and called me in six mornings in 
succession to see her die. r.ost, lost, lost, eternally lost, 
was her theme, begging minister, doctor and everybody 
to pray for, and with, her. Talked night and day about 
it. I had to shut her up in her room alone, for she would 
not sleep a wink or let anyone else. 

She imagined her head was as big as a bushel and had 
me examine her legs, which she insisted were as large as 
a church. After treating her several weeks with Glo- 
noinc. Lack., Natruni carb. and other remedies on the 
cause as the basis of the prescription, without the least 
amelioration of her condition, I gave her Stramonium, 
which covered her symptoms, and in twenty-four hours 
every vestige of that mania was gone. But for the en- 
covtragement I gave the husband that I could cure her she 
would have been sent to the Utica Asylum, where her 
friends had been advised to send her by the allopaths. I 
gave her the sixth dilution or potency. 
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.1 cured a case just as bad since then with the c. m. 
potency. I could relate otlier experiences, just as re¬ 
markable. cured with this remedy, but why do so? 

Aside from the uses of the remedy, which are the main 
ones, I will mention now a few symptoms that have been 
found very reliable guides: 

Staggers in the dark or with eyes closed. 

Eyes wide open; prominent, brilliant pupils widely 
dilated. 

Desires light and company. 

Face hot and red, checks circumscribed. 

Convulsions, aggravated in bright light. 

Mouth and throat dry. {Bell.) 

Fear of water and aversion to all fluids. 

Metrorrhagia, with characteristic mind symptoms. 

Great pain in hip disease, or abscesses. 

One side paralyzed, the other convulsed. (Bell.) 

Entire absence of pain. {Opium.) 

LACHESIS. 

Feels very sad and despondent; < after sleeping, or 
in the morning. 

Enemy of all constriction; must loosen everything 
(neck, chest, throat, abdomen, etc.). 

Left-sided affections generally, especially throat, chest, 
ovaries. 

Inflamed parts very tender to touch, and of bluish or 
dark color. 

Great weakness and trembling; tongue trembles when 
protruding it; catches under the teeth (lower). 

Blood decomposes, breaks down, hjemorrhages; blood 
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uncoagulable; ulcers and even slight wounds bleed pro¬ 
fusely. 

Modalities: < at climacteric; touch, constriction or 
pressure, sun-hcat, after sleeping; > after discharges 
(suppressed or delayed discharges). 

Many complaints connected with the menopau.se: hot 
flushes, hot sweat.s, burning vertex headaches, haenK)r- 
rhoids, hremorhages. 

Great jdiy.sical ami mental exhaustinn; trembling in 
whole body; would constantly sink from weakness.

To Dr. Constantine Hcring belongs the honor of intro¬ 
ducing and developing the wonderful medicinal pn^ijcrties 
of this snake poison. If he had never done anything 
beside this for medicine, the world would owe him an 
everlasting debt of gratitude. It alone would immortal¬ 
ize him. All this, and more; notwithstanding, Chas. 
ITcmpel wrote in his first volume of Materia Medica: 
“In spite of every effort to the contrary, the conviction 
has gradually forced itself upon my mind that the pre¬ 
tended pathogenesis of Lachesis, which has emanated 
from Dr. Hering's otherwise meritorious and highly 
praiseworthy efforts, is a great dclu.sion, and that with 
the exception of the poisonous effects with which this 
publication is abundantly mingled the balance of the 
.symptoms are unreliable." Hempel modified his views 

somewhat. I think, in later editions. 

Now, it is interesting to note that in Allen’s Encyclo- 

ixedia of Pure Materia Medica, the verified, and espe¬ 
cially the black-typed symptoms, almost all of them, are 
verifications of proving made with the 30th potency. It 
is also significant that the provings of Hahnemann’s poly- 
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chrest remedies, mostly made with the potencies, are 
among the most useful and reliable wc have to-day. 
Some have sought to destroy confidence in the provings 
of all remedies which are made with the 30th potencies 
and upwards; not only that, but in their power to cure 
even w^hen the provings were made with cruder prepara¬ 
tions. With us, who know the value of these potencies, 
all such el'forts only excite pity. But many who do not 
know' are misled and prejudiced so as to never dare to 
test for themselves. To all such wc say take no man’s 
ipse dixit, but prove all things, “hold fast that which is 
true.” 

Lachesis is a remedy of wide range of action. It has 
an alternate action on the mind and sensorium, that of ex¬ 
citation and depression. Illustrative of the former are 
the following .symptoms: “Ouick comprehensive, mental 
activity with almost prophetic perception, ecstacy, a kind 
of trance. Exceptional lorpiacity, with rapid change of 
subjects; juni]>.s abruptly from one idea to another.” 
I'his kind of excitation may be found in acute chronic 
complaints: in the delirium of fevers, or in mania of a 
setiled form. On the side of tlepression occur: “Weak¬ 
ness of memory; makes mistakes in writing; confusion 
as to time. Delirium at night; muttering; drowsy; red 
face; slow, difficult speech and drojiped jaw. Feels ex- , 
tremely sad, depressed, unhappy and distressed in mind,” 
and this condition is very apt to be worse on awaking in 
the morning, or indeed after any sleep, day or night. 
“Chronic complaints from depressing cause, like long- 
lasting grief or sorrow.” This depres.sed side of the 
remedy may also be found in both acute and chronic com¬ 
plaints. Again these opposite conditions may be found 
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alternating in the same person, and a notable fact is that 
the alternations are extreme. Of course the causes of 
these conditions of mind and sensorium are varied, but 
we will often find them in old topers, subjects of broken- 
do 7 vn constitution, and in the troubles incident to the 
climacteric age. Such cases arc subject to sudden attacks 
of giving away of strength, fainting, vertigo from rush 
of blood to the head causing apoplectic seizure, or oi>po- 
site symptoms arising from sudden anjcmia of the brain. 
In short, the circulation in Lachesis subjects is very un¬ 
certain. 1'his is what makes it so valuable in sudden 
flushes during the climacteric period. 

Lachesis has some prominent head symptoms where no 
other remedy can take its place. It is one of our best 
remedies for sun headaches; of course it does not com¬ 
pare with Glonoine for the immediate effects of sun¬ 
stroke, but does come in well after the first effects are 
overcome by that remedy. The patient is troubled with 
headache every time he is exposed to the sun’s heat, and 
the trouble has become chronic. {Nat. carb.) 

This is another characteristic symptom, namely, weight 
or pressure on the vertex. {Cactus, Glonoine, Menyan- 
thes.) This is found mostly in women suffering at the 
menopause, and coupled with it in such cases there is 
sometimes burning on the vertex. Sulphur has this 
.symptom, but if it occurred at the menopause the remedy 
would oftener l>e found in Lachesis, unless, indeed, there 
were some marked psoric complication. Lachesis has a 
variety of headaches, hut I know of only two character¬ 
istics that have been of very much value to me in pre¬ 
scribing for them, namely, with the headache very pale 
face, and the patient sleeps into the headache; dreads to 
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go to sleep because slic awakens with such a distressing 
headache. These two are very valuable indications, 
otherwise I would exiK’ct to get my iiulicalions outside of 
the headache itself. “Headache extending into the nose, 
comes mostly in acute catarrh, esiK'cially when the di.s- 
charge has been su])pressed or stops after sleep. This 
kind of headache is often found in hay fever, with fre¬ 
quent and violent paroxysms of sneezing. Now if the 
hay fever paroxysms of sneezing are decidedly worse 
after sleeping, even in the daytime, Lachesis 2000th 
may stop the whole business for the season.” Being 
an old hay fever subject myself, I am authority on 
that statement. 

We now come to the action of Lachesis on the alimen¬ 
tary tract; first the gums are often swollen and spongy, 
easily bleeding; when this is found lAichcsis often fol¬ 
lows Mercury well. If the gums turn purple the indica¬ 
tion is strengthened for Lachesis. One of the most char¬ 
acteristic symptoms of Lachesis is found in the tongue, 
especially in diseases of a typhoid type; namely, puts the 
tongue out 7 vith great difficulty; it is very dry; trembles 
and catches under hnver teeth. The tongue trembles and 
is protruded with difficulty under Gelsemium, but it is 
not so dry as in Lachesis. This is a sign of great weak¬ 
ness, but in Gelsemium it occurs in the very beginning of 
the fever, while in Lachesis it comes later. There is bad 
odor from the mouth in Lachesis, and it may be very dry 
throughout; or there may be an abundant accumulation 
of tenacious mucus. Here it again resembles Mercury. 
Lachesis is one of our best remedies for sore mouth in the 
last stage of consumption. This is sometimes a very dis¬ 
tressing symptom, and relief for it is often very difficult 
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to find. If Lachcsis should relieve it, niy experience has 
been that the patients are also greatly relieved in other 
ways; so nmeh so, indeed, that they think that they are, 
after all, going to get well. 'I’his brings me to notice 
what T belie\'c I have not spoken of before, that where a 
cure is no longer possible, and teni[)orary relief is the only 
thing left, we have the best means of giving it in the 
lionKeopathically indicated remedy. Narcotics, counter 
iirilants. .so-called tonics, stimulants, etc., do not and ctui- 
not compare with the simillinmm (if properly adminis¬ 
tered) in .smoothing the pathway to the inevitable termi¬ 
nation. f.acJicsis has won its chiefest laurels in affec¬ 
tions of the throat. 

“Throat ami nech sensitive to slightest loach, or exter¬ 
nal pressure (Sepia): ei’erything about throat distresses, 
even the weight of the bed co 7 rrs.'’ This is very charac¬ 
teristic. Another peculiarity is that empty swallowing, 
or swallowing of saliva or liquids, aggra\'atcs a great deal 
more than swallowing of solids, 'i'he pains in the throat 
run up into the ears. There is much mucus in fauces, 
with painful hawking. In tonsillitis and diphtheria, 
.swelling of tonsils Ix'gins on left side and extends to the 
right (Sabadilla). The pains arc aggravated by hot 
drinks (reverse, Sabadilla). All these symptoms are 
peculiar to Lachcsis, and arc all apt to be very much 
worse after sleep. In old quinsy subjects, where the 
trouble always began on the left side, I have often not 
only aborted the attack, but cured the predisposition 
thereto. 

Sometimes the throat assumes a gangrenous appear¬ 
ance, but if the other indications are present it is an addi¬ 
tional indication for its use. Lachcsis is always one of 
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the first remedies to lie tliouglit of in any disease, when 
it seems inclined to spend its main force in the throat, 
such as typhoid -fever, pneumouia, scarlatina, etc. 

If the skin turns purple or bluish, as if mortification 
were impending, there is no remedy like it. Not only is 
Lachesis an unusually efficacious remedy for these acute 
throat troubles, but for those of a chronic form, and the 
same symptoms are present, even in syphilitic throat 
troubles. We have placed great stress upon the great 
sensitiveness of the throat to all touch or pressure; but 
this docs not end it, for, as Lilientbal expresses it, Lache¬ 
sis is the great enemy of all constriction. “The pit of 
stomach sore to the touch, (jr c\ en to pressure of clothes.” 
“Cannot bear any pressure about the hypochondria.” In 
the abdomen there is “I’aiiiful distension, flatulence. 


which is very annoying, can bear no pressure; the surface 
nerves arc sensitive.” “Is obliged U) wear ckjtbes, espe¬ 
cially about stomach, very kiose; they cause uneasiness; 
even in bed, obliged to loosen and pull up night dress to 
avoid pressure; dare not lay the arm across the abdomen 
on account of j)ressure.” “Lherus does not bear contact; 
has to be relieved of all pressure; frctiuently lifts the 
clothes; they cause an uneasiness in the abdomen, even 
with no tenderness.” “Larynx sensitive to least touch, 
which causes suffocation and feeling of lump in the 
throat.” “During beat, as of an orgasm f)f blood, he is 
obliged to loosen clothes al>out the neck; sensjition as 
though they hindered the circulation of blootl, with a kind 
of suffocative feeling.” “Intolerance of tight neck 
bands.” T could no better e.xprcss the value of this symp¬ 
tom, or great modality of Lachesis, aggravation from 
pres.mre or constrictions, than by quoting entire from 
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Guiding Symptoms the above. It does not seem, after 
such an array of oft-verified symptoms, that more need 
be said to impress this upon the memory and confidence 
of any physician. Now, the why of this almost invari¬ 
able aggravation from pressure of Lachesis and almost 
as invariable amelioration from the same of Bryonia I 
leave for those to explain who pretend to be able to do 
so. Jt is, however, another proof of the value of mo¬ 
dalities. 

Lachesis has some peculiar symptoms of stool and anus. 
There is an urging, or rather a ])ressing down, in the rec¬ 
tum, but it is worse when he attempts a stool; hurts so 
that he must desist. It feels as if the anus were closed. 


I'his is somewhat like the constjuit or rather frequent, 
though ineffectual, urging to stool of Nux vomica; or like 
the painful constricticni of Lycopodium, which cither pre¬ 
vents stool, or follows after an incomplete and unsatisfac¬ 
tory one. Another marked symptom is that the stools are 
often very offensive, whether formed or not. Then, un¬ 
der Lachesis, we have Incmorrhages from the bowels, of 
decomposed blood, which occur mostly during the course 
of exhausting, acute diseases, like typhoid. Guernsey 
gave this: “Flakes of decomposed blood, having form 
and appearance of perfectly charred wheat straw, in 
larger or shorter flat pieces; ixjrtions more or less ground 
up.” I have met such cases and Lachesis was very effi¬ 
cacious, not only in changing the character of the stool, 
but bringing al>out general improvement, ultimating in 
perfect recovery. 


This remedy is often of great use in that very common 
malady, hsemorrhoids; and liere you have the constricted 
feeling, whether the piles are external or blind, and some- 
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times a beating or throbbing, or as the patient will per- 
haps express it, a sensation of “little hammers” beating 
in the rectum. All these symptoms and many more 
show the aflinity of this remedy for the anus and rectum, 
as they do also its power over disease of the whole ali¬ 
mentary tract. 

This is also one of our best remedies in diseases of the 
female generative organs. In the first place it is em¬ 
inently an ovarian remedy, and seems to choose by })refcr- 
ence the left ovary. It is of use in simple ovarian neural¬ 
gia, and from that to actual tumors or even cancer (jf the 
left ovary; or the trouble begins in the left and goes to 
right ovary. (Rever.se Lycopodium.) lJut we may 
have neuralgia, swelling, induration, suppuration, tumors 
or cancer of one or both ovaries. Its action in uterine 
troubles is also very marked. Here is a condition, as 
expressed in Guiding Symptoms, that 1 have often veri¬ 
fied during climaxis; “Pains in uterine region increase at 
times- more and more till relieved by flow of blood from 
vagina; after a few hours or days, the same again, and 
so on.” 

In these cases you almost always have the intolerance 
of least contact or pressure over the uterine region so 
characteristic of this drug. The womb jirolapses, is at 
times persistently congested, and obstinate uterine haem¬ 
orrhages repeatedly occur. There are hot flashes, hot ver¬ 
tex, pale face and fainting, uterine displacements of vari¬ 
ous kinds, and deranged capillary circulatit.n, all sej cf)m- 
mon in females at the menoi>ause and especially htemor- 
rhages. (See also Crotalus and Krcosotc.) Probably 
there are not three remedies in the whole Materia Medica 
so often indicated in troubles connected with this period. 
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as Lachesis. {Kreosote, post-climacteric diseases.) It 
is often of great use in cancer of either the breasts or 
uterus. In either ca.se the cancer puts on a bluish or 
purplish appearance, and if open or fungoid bleeds easily, 
a dark, decomposed blood. In case of bleeding, the imins 
and suffering, as in the case of uterine haiinorrhage, are 
temporarily relieved by it. We would be greatly crippled 
in the treatment of these various ovarian and uterine 
troubles without Lachesis. 

The respiratory organs and chest also come under the 
influence of this drug. Paralysis of the vocal chords, 
causing loss of voice; larynx is sensitive to least touch; it 
causes suffocation; it is one of our best remedies in des¬ 
perate cases of croup, where the child gets worse in sleep; 
seems to sleep into it. Spasm of the glottis; sensation of 
something running from neck to larynx, stopping the 
breath. It has great shortness of breath when walking, 
especially in old topers and in heart affections, when this 
condition is always the guide to its use. ‘'The least thing 
coming near the mouth or nose interferes with breathing; 
tears off the collar or everything about the neck, throat or 
chest, because it suffocates.” 

Asthma with the same symptoms, has sudden flushes of 
heat or orgasm of blood; must loosen clothes to prevent 
suffocation; threatened paralysis of the heart or lungs; 
dry hacking cough, aggravated by touching throat or 
larynx, also cough during sleep, without awakenitig or 
being con.scious of it. Here it often cures very obstinate 
cases of cough after Chamomilla has failed, which also 
has this symptom. For the short dry cough sympathetic 
with heart troubles, Lachesis is often useful. Cough 
with pain in anus, or stitches in pile tumors. One of our 
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best remedies in typhoid pneumonia or typhoid fever with 
lung complications. 

Now look out for the Lacliesis tongue in these cases. 
Lachesis is also one of our most useful remedies in heart 
troubles, acute or chronic, the peculiar suffocation, cougli 
and aggravation from constrictions being the guiding 
symptoms. 

No remedy more profoundly impresses the nervous sys¬ 
tem than this. In the first place it causes trembling, not 
from fright or excitement, but from extreme weakness. 
In this it resembles Gclsemiiim; both have great trem¬ 
bling of the tongue on trying to protrude it. With both 
remedies the whole body trembles; but with Lachesis she 
feels faint, as if .she must sink right down. 'J'his great 
prostration is both mental and physical, and she does not 
improve from rest or sleep, but on the contrary is worse 
in the mouiiny after sleeping. With this prostration 
there are often pain or other troubles with the heart; 
nausea, pale face and vertigo. Now if this thing goes 
on the next stage suj)crvcnes and paralysis is the end of it. 
The paralysis is generally left-sided, as arc the majority 
of complaints of Lachesis, which is pre-eminently a hft- 
sided 1 emedy. This paralysis may come on as a result of 
apoplexy or cerebral exhaustion; if the latter, there is still 
great hope of a jM^rfect cure by a judicious use of Lache¬ 
sis. Of course if the lesion is too extensive in apoplexy, 
and the extravasation of blood too great, there is little 
hope; but some apparently most dcsi>erate ca.ses do re¬ 
cover even then. It is recommended in epilepsy and loco¬ 
motor ataxia, but I have never seen good effects from it. 

There is, however, another place in which I have seen 
it accomplish much and that is in the languor, weariness 
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and prostration from hot weather. The head not only 
aches^ but the whole body seems prostrated by sun heat. 
(Antim. crud., Gclscminni, Glonoine, Natmm carb., 
Natrmn m.) 

Worse after sleep, or rather the patient sleeps into an 
aggravation, is a genuine characteristic of this remedy, no 
matter what the enemies of Lachesis say of it. On this 
line there is one particular symptom to which I wish to 
call attention, i. e., “As soon as the patient falls asleep, 
the breathing stops.” This is as Hering expresses it. I 
have oftencr found it tliis way; the patient cannot go 
clear olT into sleep, because just on the verge of it the 
breath stops and he wakens catching for breath. This is 
often found in heart troubles, functional or organic, and 
is very distressing. Grindclia robusta has a similar 
symptom. (Also Digitalis.) 

I once had a case of very obstinate constipation in an 
old syphilitic case. He was at last taken with very severe 
attacks of colic. The pains seemed to extend all through 
the abdomen, and always came on at night. After trying 
various remedies until I was discouraged, for he “got no 
l)etter fast,” he let drop this expression, “Doctor, if I 
could only keep awake all the time, I would never have 
another attack.” I looked askance at him. “I mean,” 
.said he, “that I sleep into the attack, and waken in it.” I 
left a dose of Lacncsis 200. He never had another at¬ 
tack of the pain, and his bowels became perfectly regular 
from that day and remained so. I could give more cases 
where this .symptom has led me to the cure of ailments of 
different kinds. It is enough to .say that I have no hesita¬ 
tion in adding my testimony to that of others as to the 
value of this symptom. I think I have said enough about 
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the different s 3 miptoms of Lachesis to indicate that it is 
one of the most useful remedies in typhoid fever. I will 
only add here that it is generally in the second or third 
week of the disease that it is found indicated. This is 
one of the differences between it and Gclscmmm. For 
the trembling and weakness of Celscmiuin come early, 
and if recognized then Celscmimn can abort the disease 
at once. Of course the sensoriurn, tongue, mouth, throat, 
abdominal and stot)l symptoms already spoken of, espe¬ 
cially the sleep symptom, help to decide the choice be¬ 
tween Lachesis and other remedies. 

Now upon the tissues. We have swelling on all parts 
of the body, and one of the most characteristic conditions 
is the color of them. They are bluish verging onto black. 
{Tarantula Cub., Anthracinum.) 1 never see a swelling 
of that color but Lachesis immediately comes to my mind, 
and then if I find that they cannot bear to have them 
touch-ed, they are so sensitive, even a poultice is unbear¬ 
able, becau.se it is so heavy, that settles it. I give Lachesis 
and am seldom di.sappointed. The blood decomjwses, or, 
as is sometimes said, “breaks down,” becomes uncoagula- 
ble. This often occurs in typhoid fever, and is of course 
very serious. The bleeding is easily started, and is very 
persistent. There seems to be a tendency to haimorrhagic 
trouble, so we find Lachesis one of our best remedies in 
purpura hsemorrhagica. Ulcers and wounds bleed pro¬ 
fusely; even “small wounds bleed much;” wounds easily 
become gangrenous. Here Lachesis is capable of doing 
great good. Cancers turned bluish or black, bleed much 
and often, and burn; blood appears in the urine in many 
affections, indicating its broken down condition. 

We find ourselves drawn out to a greater length on this 
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truly polychrest remedy than we had anticipated when 
we began writing. We have also found it a much more 
useful remedy than we had anticipated from our impres¬ 
sions of it when reading Charles Ilempel (for whom we 
have great respect) in-our studcnthood. It wears well 
for those who use it in the 30th potency and upwards. 
Don’t forget that Laclicsis is pre-eminently a left-sided 
remedy, as Lycopodium is a right-sided one. Left-sided 
paralysis, ovarian affections, throat troubles, lung trou¬ 
bles, headaches, etc., all make us think of this remedy first 
because of its [Xisitiveness in this respect. Of course, if 
the otlicr symptoms were present in right-sided alfections 
we would not hesitate to use it. Lachesis is often a rem¬ 
edy of great value in skin affections; in scarlatina ma¬ 
ligna, black measles, erysipelas, smallpox, malignant 
boils, furuncles, carbuncles, chronic ulcers, bed sores, 
fungus luematodes, etc. In all these, and many other 
affections appearing uiK)n the surface, the characteristic 
dark blue cf)lor is i)resent, or w'e need not expect much 
from this remedy. So far as stages of life and constitu¬ 
tion are concerned, I have found it efficacious in all ages 
and temperaments. Hut perhaps oftener indicated in 
thin than in fat people. 

Now we bid our old and tried friend an affectionate 
good-by for a time, and heartily recommend all who have 
not done so to .seek his acquaintance. 

NAJA TRIPUDIANS. 

Here is a blood relative of Lachesis, if serpent poisons 
may be called relatives, and according to the symptoms 
arising from the bite of the serpent it ought to be equally 
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valuable as a curative, but it has not yet been found so. 
Why not? On referring to Allen’s Encyclopccdia \ve 
find twenty-nine provers, poisonings and all, for fMchesis, 
and forty-five for Naja. Of course, Lachcsis has been 
longest in use; but has the difference in time been suffi¬ 
cient to account for the very great dilTerence in utility? 
Another thing is noticeable; the provings of Lachcsis 
were made mostly with potencies as Iiigh as the 30th, 
while those of IVoja are almost all with the lowest prepa¬ 
ration or the crude poison from the bile of the serj)enl. 
Does this account for it? 

We also notice on referring to the same authority that 
all the most marked verifications are of symptoms pro¬ 
duced by the provings of the 30th of Lachcsis. Docs this 
indicate that Naja must be proven in the potencies to de¬ 
velop its most efficient powers? Naja has been found of 
very decided use in affections of the heart, especially weak 
heart (Nux vomica, tired feeling); diphtheria, where 
there is impending heart failure or paralysis. Dyspntea 
and prostration from weak heart, .sympathetic cough in 
organic diseases with weak heart action. (Dry cough, 
sympathetic in heart affections, Spongia.) Palpitation 
and bad feeling in heart, < walking. In these troubles, 
as well as in chronic weakness of heart, there is no doubt 
of the value of Naja. Constantly dwells on suicide like 
Aurum. But further than this I do not know of very 
many marked successes from its use. Nevertheless, I 
feel convinced that with further proving and investiga¬ 
tion, along the same line as Lachcsis, it may rival if not 
outshine it.

CROTALUS HORRIDUS. 

Here is another snake poison which, although like 
Naja has been proven only in the low preparations, has a 
better clinical record. Yet it lacks the clear-cut indica¬ 
tions of Lnehesis. It lias shown enough, however, to in¬ 
dicate that it is a reineily of great value. It seems, so 
far, to have shown its greatest usefulness in diseases 
which result in a decomposition of the blood of such a 
character as to cause ha:inorrhages from every outlet of 
the body (Acetic acid) ; even the sweat is bloody. This 
occurs in the lower fevers of hot climates, such as the 
bilious remittent fevers, typhoids, and that dread scourge 
of tropical climates, yellow fever. It is also the chief 
remedy in diphtheria when the profuse epistaxis occurs 
which marks many cases of a malignant ty|x:. In haemor¬ 
rhages of the nose in an old man of broken down consti¬ 
tution, where none of the remedies usually applied did 
the least good, Crotahis acted promptly and no doubt 
saved the man’s life. This was a patient of my own, and, 
although he had freriuent attacks before, he never had 
another after the Crotalus. As would be expected with 
such a remedy, there is great prostration at such bleed¬ 
ings. Crotalus is right-sided. 

Malignant jaundice is set down as an indication for 
Crotalus, but the yellowness of the skin, so characteristic 
of Crotalus, is after all, I imagine, more of haematic than 
hepatic origin; yet there may be an element of both, as 
hepatic troubles are so common in hot latitudes where 
Crotalus has gained its greatest laurels. 

Crotalus richly deserves proving in the potencies in 
order to bring out its finer characteristics. 
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KALI CARBONICUM. 

Stitching pains, very characteristic. 

Pain in lower right chest through to hack. 

Aiucmia with bloating, esiKcially upper eyelids, which 
hang down like a bag of water. 

Backache, sweat, weakness very great; drops down iti 
chair. 

Flatulence great; everything turns to gas. 

hfeart w'eak, irregular, intermits. 

Modalities: < at 3 to 4 a. m. 

After loss of fluids or of vitality, particularly in ilie 
anaemic. 

Asthma, relieved when sitting up or bending forward, 
or by rocking (Ars.) ; worse from 2 to 4 a. m. 

Backache, before and dtiring menses. 

Complementary to Caibo vegetahilis.

This remedy, like .some others, finds its leading symp¬ 
tom in the character of its pains. It leads all the reme¬ 
dies for stitching pains. Bryonia stands next, but there 
is a very marked difference, 'fhe stitching pains of 
Byronia come on with every movement, and only excep¬ 
tionally when quiet, while tho.se of Kali curb, come on 
independently of movement. Again, the stitching pains 
of Bryonia arc oftenest located in serous membranes, 
while those of Kali carb. arc found anywhere and every¬ 
where, and in almost every tissue, even to the teeth. One 
of the favorite localities, however, for this remedy is in 
the lower right chest. This sharp stitching pain is likely 
to run right through to the back. If in pneumonia or 
pleuro-pneumonia your Bryonia has failed when you 
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thought it indicated, and further examination reveals 
that the stitching pains come on indepeiidently of the res¬ 
piratory movement, Kali carb. often helps, and follows 
well after Bryonia. Often the fact is, that Kali carb. 
was all the time the remedy and ought to have been given 
first. Now, these stitching pains of Kali carb. are not by 
any means confined to the right chest, but we may find 
them in the left, especially in pleuro-(meumonia, peri- or 
endocarditis. Remember, also, Mcrciirhts vivus in these 
loxver right-chest pains. If there should be present at 
the same time sweat without relief, and the mercurial 
mouth and tongue, neither Bryonia nor Kali carb. are 
“in it.” 

Another kind of case in which this remedy has achicvctl 
signal success, being indicated by the stitching pains, is 
puerperal fever. 

The pains are so sudden and so sharp as to make the 
patient cry out loudly, and then they are gone. Kali carb. 
has saved some desperate cases of this kind. But it 
makes no particular difference where the disease is lo¬ 
cated, if these stitching pains arc present, Kali caib. 
should not be forgotten. We cannot too strongly em¬ 
phasize this. 

Kali carbonicum exerts a profound influence over the 
blood-making processes. The blood lacks red corpuscles. 
The patient is anscmic, with great debility, skin watery 6r 
milky white. This condition is often found with young 
ladies at the age of puberty. They do not seem to be 
able to menstruate because of the poor quality of blood 
and general weakness. They incline to bloat, particularly 
in face, around eyes and especially upper eyelids, and 
have much pain and weakness in the lumbar region as 
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well as general weakness. Kali carh. is in such cases 
sometimes successful after Fcrrum or Pulsatilla have 
been wrongly prescribed. 

This anaemic condition is also found at the menopause, 
and in old age, when the same dropsical tendencies ap¬ 
pear, and the same characteristic hag-like swelling, or 
rather bloating, in the upper eyelids appears. In all these 
cases you will generally, or often, at least, find what is 
called “weak heart.” The heart action is irregular or 
intermittent from very weakness in correspondence with 
the general muscular weakness. One of the characteris¬ 
tic symptoms which makes us think of Kali carh. in these 
cases is the “constant backache of such a nature that the 
patient feels all the time that the back and legs must 
give out. She drops into a chair or throws her-self on 
the bed completely exhausted. This aching often ex¬ 
tends into the hips and down into the gluteal muscles. 
Patient sweats easily. Farrington says: “This particular 
sweat, backache and weakness as a combination is not 
found under any other remedy.” 

I have already spoken of this remedy somewhat while 
writing of its stitching pains as an indication for its use in 
diseases of the chest, but I did not there do it full justice. 
It is not only a great remedy for pneumonia, pleurisy and 
heart troubles, as there spoken of, but goes much further 
and becomes very useful in incipient and even with ad¬ 
vanced cases of phthisis pulmonalis. I have seen a case 
pronounced incurable by several old experienced and skill¬ 
ful physicians. Dr. T. L. Brown among them, get well 
under a dose once in eight days of Kali carh. The dis¬ 
ease was located mainly in the lower right lung, with pro¬ 
fuse expectoration of matter of pus-like appearance, pulse 
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120, greatly emaciated, no appetite, and quite a large 
cavity in the lung. This man is still alive (twenty-five 
years later), hale and hearty. Such service from any 
remedy makes a man fall in love with it. There is a time 
characteristic for this remedy which is very valuable in 
chest affections, viz., ayyravaiion at 3 a. m. It may be 
found in cough, consumption, hydrothorax, asthma, and 
dropsies attending heart disease. The father-in-law of 
Dr. T. L. Brown, an anaemic old man, was apparently 
near his end with hydrothorax and general dropsy. Dr. 
Brown was a skillful prescriber, but in this case had ut¬ 
terly failed to even relieve. In consultation with Dr. 
Sloan, after carefully reviewing the case, the fact ap- 
t>eared, through the daughter of the patient, who had 
been his nurse all the time, that all his symptoms were 
aggravated at 3 a. m. Now Kali carb. 200 was given, 
and with such miraculous results that in an incredibly 
short time the old man was well and never had a returh 
of that trouble. Tie lived for several years after, and, 
finally, did not die of dropsy at all. The day of miracles 
is not past yet. Nahnemannian ITomneopathy perfonns 
them still. 

I cannot persuade myself to leave this remedy yet, al¬ 
though I have given its chief uses. 

I rqust call att^'iition still further, even at the risk of 
repeating somewhat, to some very important symptoms 
In regard to the nervous system I have already spoken 
of the great debility which I have called muscular de¬ 
bility, but there is a weakened condition of the nerves 
which renders them very sensitive which is well described 
in the symptoms found in the Materia Medica. “Very 
easily frightened, shrieks about imaginary appearances; 
cannot bear to be touched; starts when touched ever so 
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lightly, especially on the feet.” These are valuable indi¬ 
cations for Kali carb. Then don’t forget the “bag-like 
aedematous swelling in the upper eyelids.” It goes witli 
many affections and is invaluable as a guiding symptom. 
“Sticking pain in the throat (pharynx), as if a fishbone 
were sticking in it” (sec Hepar sulphur., Dolichos, Nittic 
acid and Argentum nitricum). 

“Great sensitiveness of epigastric region, externally.” 
“Stomach distended, sensitive, feels as if it would burst.” 
“Excessive flatulency, everything he eats or drinks ai>- 
pears to be converted into gas.” “Fullness, heat and 
great distension in abdomen immediately after eating a 
little.” “Abdomen distended with -wind after eating.” 
All these stomach and abdomen symptoms indicate the 
value of this remedy in dysi>eptic conditions. They make 
us think of Carbo vegetabilis, China officinalis and Lyco¬ 
podium clavatum, but remember Kali carb. and that it is 
especially adapted to broken down, aged people who are 
aneemic. “Sitting up, leaning forward, relieves in chest 
affections.” The patient is also aggravated by lying on 
the affected side. Don’t forget this, for it may enable 
you to choose between it and Bryonia, which has the 
reverse. 

Now in what I have written I do not pretend to have 
told all, and if I thought that any young physician would 
be led to rely alone upon this work of mine or be led 
away from thorough study of the INTateria Medica instead 
of to it I would stop writing. 

KALI BICHROMICUM. 

Affections of the mucous membranes with discharge 
of tough, stringy, adherent mucus, which can be drawn 
out into long strings.

Formation of jelly-like mucus on mucous membranes. 

Round deep ulcers, as if cut out with a punch. 

Diphtheritic membranes on mucous surfaces. 

Migratory pains, which appear and disappear suddenly. 

Pains appear in small spots, which can be covered by 
a silver dollar or the point of the finger, especially in the 
sick headache, which is preceded by blindness. 

Yellow coating at base of the tongue; or dry, smooth 
glazed, cracked tongue. 

Rheumatism alternating with dysentery or diarrhoea. 

Gastric complaints; bad effects of beer; loss of appe¬ 
tite; weight in pit of stomach; flatulence. 

Nose; pressing pain in root of nose; discharge of 
“clinkers,” plugs. 

“Affections of any mucous membrane with discharges 
of tough, stringy, adherent mucus, which can be drawn 
out into long strings." No remedy has this more promi¬ 
nently thjm this one. Hydrastis comes near to it, and 
Lyssin may approach it when from the mouth or throat; 
also Iris versicolor. 

But Kali bich. produces and cures this kind of dis¬ 
charge from nose, mouth, fauces, pharynx, larynx, 
trachea, bronchi, vagina and uterus. 

And the action of the drug does not stop here, but goes 
on to the formation of tough membrane, on the same 
surfaces. Again it causes and cures ulcerations of the 
mucous membranes. These ulcers are peculiar, “deep as 
if cut out zvith a punch, edges regular." I remember one 
case of years ago in which such ulcers appeared in the 
throat of a woman. One had eaten up through the soft 
palate into the posterior nares, and the whole palate 
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looked as though it would be destroyed by the ulcerative 
process if not speedily checked. The case had a .syphilitic 
look to me and had been under the treatnient of two old 
school physicians for a long time. I gave Kali bicli. 
30th, and to say that I was astonished at the effect (for 
it was in my early practice) is putting it mildly, for the 
ulcers healed so rapidly, and her general condition, which 
was very bad, correspondingly improved, that in three 
weeks from that time she was well to all appearance and 
never had any return of the trouble afterwards, or for 
years, at least as long as 1 knew her. 1 forgot to state 
that she also had the stringy discharge, though not so pro¬ 
fuse as I have often seen in other cases. 

I once cured a dog that had a sore mouth and throat, 
from which the saliva hung in strings, and dragged on 
the ground as he staggered along. People who saw him 
said he was mad, but I think not, as he did not snap or 
bite or have suffocating spasms. 

Kali hichromiettm is one of our sheet anchors in the 
treatment of disease of the mucous membrane of the nose. 
Not only in inflammations of an acute character, which 
are attended with stringy discharges, but also of a chronic 
kind known as “chronic catarrh.” In these cases the 
patient often complains of much pressure at the root of 
the nose (Sticta pulm.), and especially if an habitual dis¬ 
charge becomes suddenly suppressed. Slugs and clinkers 
form in the nose, which form again and again after re¬ 
moval. Sometimes there discharge tough green masses 
or hard plugs. This process of chronic inflammation 
may go on from bad to worse, until ulceration sets in to 
such an extent that the whole septum may ulcerate away. 

I have known a case in which the apparently “punched

out” ulcers ate a hole right through the septum. This 
may be syphilitic or not. If in syphilitic cases the de¬ 
structive process should attack the bones Kali bich. may 
still be of use, though I should expect to be obliged to 
resort to Auruin met. or some more deeply acting remedy. 

I have likewise found in those troublesome cases of 
chronic post-nasal catarrh, where the dropping back into 
the throat is stringy, or those crusty or pluggy formations 
occur, this to be a good remedy, and it has gained me 
some fast friends. 

In its formation of metubrancs in the throat it is as 
positive as any other remedy, and when the membrane 
extends downward into the larynx, causing membranous 
croup, I believe no remedy excels it. I have with it cured 
many cases of diphtheritic croup, and of late years never 
give it below the 30th potency, because abundant experi¬ 
ence has convinced me that it does better than the low 
triturations. 

Kali bichromicum has been of use in the treatment of 
stomach troubles. The vomiting is often of the ropy 
character, and here also, as in nose, mouth and throat, we 
may have formed “round ulcers.” But short of actual 
ulceration we have a form of dyspepsia, in which this 
remedy is very useful. It is often found in drunkards, 
especially beer drunkards. There is great weight in the 
stomach, fullness, a distress immediately after eating 
(like Nux moschafa), hut not like Nux vomica, which 
comes on two or three hours after, nor like Anacardium, 
which also comes on two or three hours after eating, and 
then the pain continues until he eats again, which relieves. 

There are two appearances of the tongue which may be 
present in conjunction with these stomach troubles; one 
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is a yellow coating at the base {Mercunus prot. and Nai- 
rum phos.), the other a dry smooth glazed or red cracked 
tongue. This latter longue is found more often in con¬ 
nection with dysentery in which Kali bicli. has sometimes 
done good service. 

There is one kind of discharge which comes from mu¬ 
cous membranes of which I have not yet written, “jelly- 
like mucus.” (Aloe socotrina.) Tt may come from 
nose, posterior narcs, vagina or anus. This is especially 
found in dysentery where the stools have by stnnc other 
remedy changed from an appearance “like scrapings” to 
the jelly-like form. Of course leucorrluea'^ of Ix^th the 
ropy and jelly-like variety come under this reniedy and 
many fine cures have resulted from its use. It is no less 
so in affections of the respiratory organs, in coughs, 
croup, bronchitis, asthma, and even in C(jnsuinption. 'J'he 
chromic acid element in this combination of Kali seems 
responsible for the ropy mucus, as no other Kali has it in 
any such degree. 

There are a few more {wints about this remedy that 
ought not to be omitted. The pains arc peculiar. They 
appear in small spots, which can be covered with the 
point of a finger. 7 'his is markedly so with the pains in 
the head. In sick headache often .so. I''arrington says; 
“There are quite a number of remedies having blind 
headache, but Kali btchromicuiii is the best of them.” 
The blindness comes on lK*fore the headache; then, as the 
headache begins, the blindness disappears. (See Iris 
versicolor and Natrum mnr.) Then the pain settles in 
a small spot and is very intense. Again, the pains of 
Kali bichromicum appear and disappear suddenly. This 
is like Belladonna. Then, again, they fly from one place 
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to another like Pulsatilla. There are five remedies hav¬ 
ing markedly wandering or erratic pains, viz.: Kali 
bichromicum. Kali sulphnricnm, Pulsatilla, Lac caninum 
and Manganuni accticum. Kali bichromicum does not 
stay as long in a place as Pulsatilla does, nor is there so 
much disposition to swell. Kali sulphuricum is most like 
Pulsatilla in all its symiitoms (sec Boericke & Dewey’s 
Txifelve Tissue Remedies). The Manganum pains shift 
crosswise from joint to joint, while Lac caninum alter¬ 
nates sides, being worse on one side one day and on the 
other the next, etc. Then, again, Kali bichromicum alter¬ 
nates symptoms; for instance, rlieumatic and dysenteric 
symptoms alternate. (Also, Abroianum.) Platina al¬ 
ternates back symptoms, with general mind and bodily 
symptoms. 

Kali bichromicum is particularly adapted to fat, light- 
haired per.sons, or children di.sposed to catarrhal, croupy, 
scrofulous or .syphilitic alTections. Dr. Drisdale deserves 
much credit for what he has done for the profession by 
introducing this truly great remedy. 

KALI HYDROIODICUM. 

Cough with profuse, thick, green, salty expectoration, 
from deep down, as if from mid-sternum, with pain 
through to back; great weakness and night sweats. 

Stitches through the lungs; in middle of sternum; 
through sternum to back or deep in chest; < walking. 

Irresistible desire for open air; walking in open air 
does not fatigue; periosteal rheumatism. 

Intolerable bone pain, especially at night; syphilitics. 

Syphilitic affections, especially after the abuse of Mer¬ 
cury. 
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Glandular swellings; interstitial infiltration. 

Hepar sulphur, antidotes its over-use.

This is one of the drugs so greatly abused by the old 
school that I confess to not having prescribed it much; 
in the first place, from my prejudice against it, and, in 
the second, because it never had so thorough a iiroving as 
did Kali carh. by Hahnemann. 

There is one condition of the respiratory organs in 
which I have found it of great value. When after a liard 
cold a long-continued cough is the consequence, or it may 
be after an attack of pneumonia. The i)aticnt seems as if 
running into consumption. There is profuse expectora¬ 
tion from low down, deep in the chest, as if it came from 
mid-sternum, with pain through to between the shoulders 
(Kali bichrom.) (Kali caj'b., lower riglit chest through to 
back), and there are exhausting night-sweats and great 
general weakness. I have repeatedly cured such cases 
where consumption seemed inevitable. 

In the beginning of my practice I used to dissolve two 
to four grains of the crude salt in a four-ounce vial of 
water and direct to take a teaspoonful of this prepara¬ 
tion three times a day, until it is half used, and then fill 
up with water and continue taking the same way until 
cured; filling up the vial every time it was half used. But 
several years ago, having a marked case of this descrip¬ 
tion and feeling sure of my remedy, 1 gave it in the 200th 
potency as an experiment. This case also made fully as 
speedy a recovery as the others treated with the crude 
drug, so since then I often prescribe it in the potencies. 
There are two other remedies that may dispute the place 
with Kali hyd. in such cases, viz., Sanguimria and Stan- 
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num. In all the expectoration is profuse and thick, but 
in Stannum the matter tastes miect, in Sanguinaria the 
breath and sputa arc very fwlid, even to the patient (also 
Sepia and Psorinum), while in Kali hyd. it is salty to the 
taste (Sepia). With Kali hyd. and Stannum the expec¬ 
toration is often thick, green; not so much so with San- 
guinaria. Sometimes with the Kali hyd. there is a frothy 
or soap-suds-like appearance of the sputa, but the heavy, 
green, salty expectoration seems to me to be more charac¬ 
teristic. The frothy expectoration is found in oedema of 
the lungs and may occur in Bright’s disease. I have 
more than once gotten the reputation of curing consump¬ 
tion in such cases as I have been describing, and I don’t 
know but I deserved it, at least I was never known to 
deny it. 

Kali hydroiodicum as used by the old school is given 
either as a sort of specific against syphilis, or more often 
syphilis complicated by their abuse of mercury, or again 
as an alterative in scrofulous affections, without much 
reason. Now, what is an alterative? Here is the defini¬ 
tion: “A medicine which gradually induces a change in 
the habit or constitution, and restores healthy functions 
without sensible evacuation.” Isn’t that rather sweep¬ 
ing? How is that for a school of medicine that claims to 
be the custodian of all medical science? Isn’t that about 
what we would like to do in every case— restore healthy 
function, without sensible evacuation? How would Kali 
hydroiodicum do then for a panacea? There are, how- 
everj many so-called alteratives according to this defini¬ 
tion; which shall we give? It is just here that we homoeo¬ 
paths believe that such vague general terms as alterative, 
tonic, narcotic, etc., are too unmeaning for purposes of 
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close prescribing, and therefore misleading. They allow 
the doctor to prescribe too loosely a class of remedies, 
instead of the particular remedy of that class best adapted 
to the individual case. 

We claim, therefore, great superiority for our system 
of prescribing, which is based upon a system of close drug 
proving, which brings out the closest, finest shades of tlif- 
ference between remedies belonging to a class of reme¬ 
dies. There must be no substitution of one for the other, 
if we would do the finest prescribing {Kjssiblc. 

It requires but little compari.son l>etween the Materia 
Medicas of the two schools to show the wide difference in 
this respect. 

There is said to be a place for the use of this remedy in 
pneumonia. I have not had experience with it here, but 
on account of its reputation I give it, and may use it if 
occasion requires. 

I give you Farrington’s words for it: “Pneumonia, in 
which disease it is an excellent remedy when hepatization 
has commenced, when the disease localizes itself, and in¬ 
filtration begins. In such cases, in the absence of other 
symptoms calling distinctively for Bryonia, Phosphorus 
or Sulphur, I would advise you to select Iodine or Iodide 
of Potassa. It is also called for when the hepatization is 
so extensive that we have cerebral congestion, or even an 
effusion into the brain as a result of this congestion. The 
symptoms are as follows in these cases; 

“First they begin with a very red face, the pupils are 
more or less dilated, and the patient is drowsy; in fact, 
showing a picture very much like that of Belladonna. 
You will probably give that remedy, but it does no good. 
The patient becomes worse, breathes more heavy, and' the 
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pupils more inactive to the light, and you know then that 
you have serous effusion into the brain, which must be 
checked or the patient dies.” So far good. But now 
even Farrington dulls —all great men sometimes do. He 
says, “why did not Belladonna cure?” “He who pre¬ 
scribes by the symptoms alone in this case would fail, 
because he has not taken the totality of the case.” What 
does Farrington mean? Docs he mean that in his picture 
of Belladonna he had the totality of the case without the 
hepatization, or does he mean that the hepatization was 
the totality without the other symptoms. Here are the 
two horns of his dilemma—which would he take? I con¬ 
tend that all the other symptoms of the case, without the 
hepatization, was not the totality of the case. The hepa¬ 
tization was one, and only one, of the totality of symp¬ 
toms. Now he says—“Put your ear to the patient’s chest, 
and you will find one or both lungs consolidated.” Well, 
I should call that a very important objective symptom, 
and one that cotild not be left out of the totality of the 
case. Rem ember that both subjective and objective 
symptoms must enter into every case in order to make the 
totality complete. 

So after all, in true TIahnemannian fashion, I claim 
that he who prescribes, being guided by all the symptoms, 
will not and cannot fail where a cure is at all possible. 
These are and must be our infallible guide, or Sintilia 
Similihus Curantur is not true. (See Kafka’s case, 
Horn. Clinic, page 73, 1870.) 

Guiding Symptoms, Vol. VT, page 441, records this— 
“Distends all the tissues by interstitial infiltration; oedema» 
enlarged glands, tophis exostoses; swelling of the bones.” 
Then of course it cures such distensions of the tissues. 
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Great mistakes and abuses of the remedy, and irreparable 
injury to the patient, often follow the use of remedies on 
such vague or single indications, that is of course if we 
prescribe on them alone. That would be like trying to 
prescribe for pneumonia from the single indication hepati¬ 
zation. This is only one symptom, and that one may oc¬ 
cur under any remedies. If we say, or could say, inter¬ 
stitial distension of the tissues with certain other symp¬ 
toms peculiar to that remedy, then could we differentiate 
between it and other remedies. But to use a remedy sim¬ 
ply as an absorbent because it has secured absorption in 
some other ca.se, is simply to fall back into the indi.scrimi- 
nate generalization and routinism of the old school. Kali 
iodatmn is called an anti-syphilitic. So is mercury. Sul¬ 
phur is called anti-psoric, and Thuja anti-sycotic. That 
is well to begin with, bttt the “end is not yet.” There is 
a large class of remedies for each of these miasms and 
the one (indicated by all the .symptoms or the characteris¬ 
tic symptoms) out of the clo.'!s is the one to select for the 
cure of each individual patient. 

The very fact that Kali iodatmn has been too generally 
and indiscriminately used is the reason why it is a great 
question as to whether humanity has been most blessed or 
cursed by it. We homoeopaths have much to do in com¬ 
bating the evils produced by the abuse of both these 
drugs, and Hepar stdphur. is one of the best antidotes. 
Most of the reported cures with this remedy Kali iod. are 
made with the low or crude preparations of the drug. I 
think it can be used lower than most drugs without in¬ 
jury, and yet I believe we do not know half its remedial 
power as developed by our process of potentiation. 
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KALI MURIATICUM 

Is one of the so-called “Bio-chemic” remedies, or one of 
the twelve tissue remedies, claimed by Schucssler to be 
able to cure all the ills that flesh is heir to. It has not been 
proven enough to know half its real value. Clinical use 
in the potencies, ranging from the 3d to the 30th, has 
proven that it is a remedy of undoubted great value. It 
is of use in the second stage of inflammations or the stage 
of interstitial exudation in any part of the body, and here 
it is not, vSo far as yet known, attended with the danger of 
Kali hydroiodicum. If it had been used in the massive 
doses of the latter remedy, we might have had more dele¬ 
terious results than we now know of. I have seen en¬ 
larged joints after acute rheumatism rapidly reduced to 
normal size under its action, sometimes after they had 
resisted other remedies a long time; but I do not know of 
any characteristic symptoms for its use in preference to 
other remedies. It is also a remedy for tonsillitis after 
the acute inflammatory symptoms have been checked by 
Aconite, Belladonna, or Fcrrtim phos. I have found it 
very efficacious in deafness from inflammation and clos¬ 
ure of the Eustachian tube. I began using it in the 3d or 
6th, but have better success with the 24th ix>tency. A 
great many cases of chronic incurable deafness might 
have Ijeen cured by this remedy if used early. Mercurius 
dulcis may be mentioned in this connection, as it was not 
when we wrote of the Mercuries, as another remedy for 
these Eustachian troubles. Of course you would be apt 
to have some other mercurial symptoms which would per¬ 
haps enable you to choose between the two remedies. 
Kali mur. is likely to come into use more from a clinical 
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introduction than from provings. That is what Hering 
used to call a remedy born by breech presentation. It is 
possible, but not right or natural.

burning, stinging pains (like bee stings; eyelids; 
throat; panaritium or felon, haemorrhoids, ovaries (espe¬ 
cially right one), breasts (mastitis), skin (erysii>elas, 
urticaria, carbuncles). 

Great oedema; general or local (face, ears, eyelids, es¬ 
pecially lower); throat (diphtheria) ; genitals (especially

scrotum); skin (erysipelas and urticaria); everywhere; 
general anasarca, abdomen. These oedemas are accom¬ 
panied with the characteristic pains, or no pain at all. 

Stupor, with sharp, sudden, shrill cries in brain disease 
{crie enccphaliquc). 

Thirstlessness, especially in dropsies and during heat 
of intermittents. 

Skin alternately dry and perspiring. 

Suffocative; feels as if every breath would be his last, 
especially in dropsical conditions or hot stage of inter¬ 
mittents. 

Modalities: < after sleep, on touch (very .sensitive), 
from heat and warm room; > cold room or air and cold 
applications. 

Bad effects from suppressed or retrocedent exanthe¬ 
mata; measles, scarlatina, urticaria. 

Involuntary diarrhoea, with sensation as if anus were 
wide open.

It seems to me that in this remedy also the leading char¬ 
acteristic is to be found in its sensation— hurtling, stingf- 
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ing pains. They are sharp and quick, like the sting of 
the bee. These pains are as characteristic of this remedy 
as are the itching-like chillblains of Agaricus, or the burn¬ 
ings of Arseniciivi and Sulphur; but the burnings of Apis 
are relieved by cold, while those of Arsenic are relieved 
by heat. The stinging appears in many diseases, and 
kinds of tissue. In the serous membranes or the brain 
coverings, when we get those “shrill, sudden piercing 
screams”— “cri ccrcbralc,” which attend such dangerous 
affections as hydrocephalus, cerebro-spinal meningitis and 
typhus cerebralis. Apis is the remedy. Again we get 
these pains in the mucous membranes, as in the throat 
and hemorrhoids, and the burning is almost always more ' 
or less present at the same time. It is also found very 
prominent in the ovaries. It has proved a very valuable 
remedy in cancers, even open ones, when this stinging, 
burning pain was present; also in panaritium. I have 
seen rapid cures follow its exhibition in felon. Hering 
puts it— "redness and s 7 vcJling rvith stinging and burning 
pain in the eyes, eyelids, ears, face, lips, tongue, throat, 
anus, testicles.” (> by cold applications ought to be 
added.) 

So we see how generally the system comes under the 
action of this remedy. In skin affections, especially the 
acute exanthems, this is the grand leading symptom, and 
is especially indicated in affections of the brain and 
meninges caused by a sudden suppression of skin diseases. 

The next general condition for which this remedy 
seems to he as near specific as any remedy can be is an 
infiltrated cellular tissue; an oedematous or dropsical con¬ 
dition. This condition obtains almost from the begin¬ 
ning of inflammatory affections and extends to the stage 
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of exudation, and even to chronic dropsical states. In 

those intensely violent and rapid cases of diphtheria in 

which the whole throat fills right up with cedematous 

swelling, the vulva hanging down like a transparent sac 

« 

filled with water {Kali bichroiiiicitm, Rhus toxicod.), and 
the patient is in imminent danger of death by suffocation 
from actual closure of the throat and larynx, there is no 
remedy like Apis. The stinging, burning pains may be 
present in these cases; or what is more dangerous still, 
because there is no complaint until the case is far ad¬ 
vanced, is an absolutely painless condition. Baptisia has 
painlessness in throat affections, but the swelling is not so 
rapid as Apis, and there is no oedema. A number of 
years ago I was called to Watkins Glen, N. Y., in consul¬ 
tation in a very bad case of diphtheria. One had already 
died in the family and four lay dead in the place that day. 
Over forty cases had died in the place and there was an 
exodus going on for fair. Her attending physician, a 
noble, white-haired old man, and withal a good and able 
man, said, when I looked up to him and remarked I was 
rather young to counsel him: “Doctor, I am on my knees 
to anybody, for every case has died that has been at¬ 
tacked.” The patient was two rooms away from us, but I 
could hear her difficult breathing even then. Apis was com¬ 
paratively a new remedy then for that disease, but as I 
looked into her throat I saw Apis in a moment, and a few 
questions confirmed it. I told the doctor what I thought 
and asked him if he had tried it. He said, no he had not 
thought of it, but it was a powerful blood poison; try it. 
It cured the case, and not one case that took this remedy 
from the beginning, and persistently, died. It was the 
remedy for the genus epidemicus. See my report of this 
in Vol. XII., Hahnemannian Monthly.

APIS MELLIFICA. 


This ocdciiKitous condition of Apis may be found in al¬ 
most any part of the body, but is especially prominent in 
mouth and throat, eyelids and face, around the eyes 
{Phosphorus, whole face) ; lower lids hang down like 
bags of water. {Kali carl)., upper lids.) In erysijielas the 
swelling of the .skiti is of this (edematous appearance, and 
generally with stinging pains. Sometimes the oedema in¬ 
creases until it forms large blister-like bags of water. 

The dropsical effusion may be general or local. It is 
found in the thoracic cavity, in ovaries, in abdominal 
cavity, scrotum, and genitals of females. One peculiar 
symptom which helps to choose between it and other 
remedies in dropsy is the almost absolute absence of thirst 
(with thirst, Acetic acid, .Irsenic and Apocynuin). 

I will now, in addition to what I have written, call 
attention to some particular affections and symptoms in 
which Apis should be remembered. A very imixjrtant 
symptom not yet mentioned is tenderness or sensitiveness 
to touch, as if bruised. 'I'liis is particularly true in the 
abdominal, uterine, and ovarian regions, but is not by any 
means confined there, for we may find the whole surface 
of the body exceedingly sensitive to touch; even the hair 
seems .sore {China officinalis). This condition is often 
found in cerebro-s{)inal meningitis and is a strong indica¬ 
tion for Apis. In erysipelas this tenderness is often pres¬ 
ent, and is found under Ilcpar sulphur, as well as Apis. 

The sleep of Apis is either very restless, or in brain dis¬ 
eases there is deep stupor, interrupted occasionally by 
piercimj screams. Never forget Apis then. In all in¬ 
flammatory affections and in intermittent fevers, if you 
find the patient alternately dry and hot, or perspiring, 
think again of Apis. 
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No remedy has this alternation so strong as Apis. 
Sensation as if every breath would he his last is very 
characteristic, and occurs not only in dropsical troubles of 
the chest, but seems also to be a nervous symptom. In 
scarlatina Apis is especially indicated if tbc eruption is 
retarded or retrocedent and serious brain troubles result, 
and it is no less clhcacious in post-scarlatinal dropsies if 
the symptoms do not indicate some other remedies. 

CANTHARIS VESICATORIA. 

Frequent urging to urinate, with straining and cutting, 
burning pains. 

Small unsatisfactory quantity pas.scd at a time, or 
bloody urine. 

Excessive burning pains (eyes, mouth, throat, stomach, 
intestinal tract; all the mucous surfaces and .skin). 

Stringy and tenacious discharges from the mucous 
membranes. 

Nearly all complaints accompanied with the character¬ 
istic urinary symptoms. 

Erysipelas, with blebs or large blisters filled with water 
and burning pain; useful for surface burns (locally). 

Uncontrollable anguish, furious rage, frenzied de¬ 
lirium ; strong sexual desire, both sexes. 

Disgust for everything; drink, food, tobacco. 

Dysenteric stools, bloody and shreddy, like scrapings 
from intestines, with tenesmus in rectum and bladder. 


If I were to select the one remedy with which to prove 
the truth of the formula similia, etc., I think this would 
be the one. There is no remedy that so surely, and so 
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violently, irritates and inflames the urinary organs, and 
no renieily so promptly cures such irritation when it puts 
on the Cantharis type or form, which it often does. 

11. N. Guernsey wrote: "It is a singular fact, though 
known to most practitioners, that if there be frequent mic¬ 
turition attended with burning, cutting pain, or if not so 
frequent and the cutting burning pain attends the flow, 
Canthar'is is almost always the remedy for whatever other 
suffering there may be. even in inflammation of the brain 
or lungs.” He might have added in the throat, and mu¬ 
cous membranes all through the intestinal tract, even to 
the rectum and anus, and in the pleura or on the skin. 

He also wrote: “Cant/iaris should always be remem¬ 
bered and studied in treating affections of the air pass¬ 
ages when the mucus is tenacious.” {Hydrastis, Kali bi- 
chrom.. Coccus cacti, etc.) I had the pleasure of verify¬ 
ing the truth of this in the case of a lady who had suffered 
a long time wu’th bronchitis. The mucus was so profuse, 
and tenacious, and ropy, that T thought of Kali bichro- 
nticnin, and thought it must l)e the remedy; but it did not 
even ameliorate, and she got worse all the time, until one 
day .she mentioned that she had great cutting and burn¬ 
ing on urinating, wdiich she must do very frequently. 

On the strength of the urinary symptom, for I knew 
nothing of its curative powers on the respiratory organs 
at that time, I gave her Cantharis. The effect was 
magical. 

It is needless to describe the mutual delight of both 
physician and patient in such a case, for it was astonishing 
the rapidity with which the perfect and permanent cure 
of the case was accomplished. 

Let us notice still further the effects of this remedy 
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upon the urinary organs by calling attention to a few 
symptoms that have been both produced in proving and 
cured ab usu in morhis. I have learned to place the high¬ 
est estimate upon such symptoms. To be sure there are 
many symptoms in our great Materia Mcdica that have 
come to us through clinical sources only, and very valu¬ 
able ones, too. But they cannot be received with such 
implicit confidence on short acquaintance as those that are 
both pathogenetic and clinical. They should always be 
separated when possible, as they were in “Hull’s Jalir’’ of 
old. Here are a few of them. “Violent pains in blad¬ 
der, with frequent urging to urinate, with intolerable 
tenesmus” “Violent burning cutting pains in the neck 
of the bladder” “Before, during, and after urinating 
fearful cutting pains in the urethra.” “Constant urging 
to urinate; urine passed drop by drop with extreme pain,” 
“Urine scalds him; it is passed drop by drop” 

No homoeopathist meeting these symptoms in a case 
would fail to think of Cantharis at once, no matter what 
else ailed the patient, as it has cured the most diverse and 
varied diseases when occurring in conjunction with these 
urinary symptoms. How any physician of any school 
can deny the truth of similia similibus curantur in the 
light of such testimony or proof can only be accounted 
for on the principle of “none so blind as those who will 
not see.” 

Cantharis has also very decided action upon the skin. 
In erysipelas it is sometimes the best remedy, and choice 
has to lie made between it and Apis, which also sometimes 
has great urinary irritation in such cases. In the Apis 
cases there is apt to be more oedema; in Cantharis more 
blistering. In Cantharis the burning is more intense than 
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under the Apis, while in the latter there is more stinging. 
The urinary symptoms, if present, are very much more 
intense under CantJiaris. Again, the mind symptoms of 
the two remedies are quite different. In the Apis cases, 
aside from the stinging pains wliich make the patient cry 
out sharply at times, especially if the eruption inclines to 
“go in” and attack the membranes of the brain, the patient 
may not be so very restless and complaining; but in the 
Cantharis case the patient is uneasy, restless, dissatisfied, 
distressed, sometimes moaning or violently crying; wants 
to be moved about constantly. The mind symptoms actu¬ 
ally make one think of Arscniciirin album, and when we 
take into account the intense burning it is doubly so. So 
that it would be very easy to get confused between these 
two remedies, as well as Cantharis and Apis. If great 
thirst is also present it would make us think of Arsenic. 
And now we are upon the skin, Cantharis is a great rem¬ 
edy for bums, both locally as an application and internally 
for the more chronic conditions and sequelte. In all skin 
troubles where blebs or watery vesicles form, which burn 
and itch, or when touched burn and smart, we do well to 
remember Cantharis, and look further to find more symp¬ 
toms, if present, to corrolwrate it. Hering used to chal¬ 
lenge skeptics to burn their fingers, and then cure them 
by dipping the fingers into water medicated with Can¬ 
tharis. So great was his faith in it. 

I will call attention to a sensational symptom of Can¬ 
tharis which I believe is underestimated in practice. It 
is the sensation of Burning'. If any remedy deserves to 
be placed alongside Arsenicum for burning, it is this one. 
I will quote so as to bring all together, in a way to impress 
upon our memory the burnings of Cantharis. “Inflam- 
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mation of the eyes particularly, when caused by a burn.” 
“Burning in mouth, throat, and stomach.” “Great thirst, 
with burning pain in throat and stomach.” “Violent 
burning pain in stomach in region of pylorus.” ‘‘Violent 
burning pain and heat through whole intestinal tract.” 
“Passage of white or pale-red tough mucus with the stool 
like scrapings from intestines, with streaks of blood; after 
stool colic relieved, bimiingj biting, and stinging in the 
anus.” “Great burning pain in the ovarian regions.” 
"Peritonitis with burning pain, abdomen sensitive and 
tenesmus of the bladder.” “Burning and stinging of the 
larynx, esjiccially when attempting to hawk up tough 
mucus.” “Burning in the chest.” 

We have already siKjken of the burnings connected with 
affections of the urinary organs, and also of the burnings 
of the skin in erysipelas and other eruptions upon the 
surface. 

This seems to me to be sufficient t(j impress uixm the 
reader the value of this .symptom belonging to this rem¬ 
edy, 1 w'ill close by calling attention to its effect upon the 
membranes to increase their secretion. This action is 
positive and is a valuable indication for its use. 

TARENTULA HISPANIA. 

This spider poison has like other spider poisons very 
positive nervous symptoms. It acts upon the uterus and 
ovaries, and upon the fetnale sexual organs generally. 
"In case of hyperscsthesia or congestion of these organs, 
which set up a general hysterical condition, states simu¬ 
lating spinal neurasthenia, sensitive and painful back, ex¬ 
cessive restlessness, and impressibility to excitements, 
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music, especially, where there is constant inclination to 
keep the hands busy {Kali bromatum), and again espe¬ 
cially if accompanied by sexual desire or pruritus of the 
genitals, Tarentula is able to accomplish much.” Cho- 
reaic conditions, which arc often the outcome of an ad¬ 
vanced stage of the above descriljed nervous condition, 
are peculiarly amenable to this remedy. Twitching or 
jerking of the muscles in conjunction with other troubles 
should always call to mind this remedy, with which such 
jerkings are so characteristic. It has a restlessness in 
women similar to the restlessness in men of Phophorns, 
viz., cannot keep quiet in any position; must keep in mo¬ 
tion, though walking < all the symptoms. This remedy 
is not yet as thoroughly understood as it should be. An¬ 
other spider ought to be mentioned in this connection, 
viz., the 


TARENTULA CUBENSIS 

Or the hairy spider. It is one of the most efficacious 
remedies for boils, abscesses, felons, or swellings of any 
kind, where the tissues put on a bhUsh colors, and there 
are intense burning pains. We used to think we had two 
great remedies in Arsenicum and Anthracinum for these 
swellings; but Trrentula Cubensis is simply wonderful. 
I have seen felons which had kept patients awake night 
after night walking the floor in agony from the terrible 
pains so relieved in a very short time that they could sleep 
in perfect comfort until the swellings spontaneously dis¬ 
charged, and progressed to a rapid cure. This remedy 
should receive a thorough proving. It is a gem. 
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MYGALE LASIODORA 

Is also a spider poison, and has cured cases of chorea. 
The cases seem to have been of a very violent nature, and 
the twitching in the facial muscles is predominant.. This 
remedy also ought to be fully proven. 

ARANEA DIADEMA. 

Another spider which Grauvogl classed with his so- 
called hydrogenoid remedies, i. e., the patient always suf¬ 
fered, with whatever she had, most in ivct weather. It 
is well to remember such positive modalities, for it may 
narrow down the case to a few remedies from which our 
curative must be chosen; for instance— Aranea, Nairum 
sulphuricum. Dulcamara, Nux moschata, Rhus toxico¬ 
dendron, Rhododendron —all have these wet weather 
aggravations, and we will be apt to find our remedy there 
if the patient is characteristically worse in wet weather. 

THERIDION CURASSAVICUM. 

Vertigo, with nausea, on closing the eyes, or the least 
noise. 

Over-sensitiveness of nerves; scratching on linen or 
silk, or crackling of paper is unbearable. 

Pain running through upper left chest to shoulder. 

^ ^ 

Theridion curassavicum is another spider poison 
proven by Hering. There is one peculiar and character¬ 
istic symptom under this remedy, which has been verified 
by myself and otliers— '"Vertigo with nausea especially 
on closing the eyes." Allen puts it—^vertigo on closing 
the eyes {Lack., Thuja), on opening them, Tabacum; 
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on looking upward {Puls., Sil. ); from any even least 
noise; aural or labyrinthine (Meniere’s disease). 

Again “every sound seems to penetrate through the 
whole body, causing nausea and vertigo. ' ’ Asarmn 

has a somewhat similar symptom which is worth remem¬ 
bering. “Over-sensitiveness of nerves, scratching of 
linen or silk, crackling of paper is unbearable.” {Ferr., 
Tarax .) 

The vertigo occurs in different affections of the head 
or stomach, and cures the whole trouble when it is present. 

It seems like a small thing to “go by,” but no smaller 
than “vertigo, worse on lying down, and turning the 
head” (Conium), or “vertigo on looking upward” {Sili~ 
cea, Pulsatilla) and many other symptoms of other reme¬ 
dies which have been verified many times. Another 
symptom which seems to be very valuable in chest affec¬ 
tions is, “pains run through upper left chest to shoulder.’^ 
{Phthisis florida has been cured on this symptom for a 
guide, if given early.) This is like Myrlus communis, 
with which I have helped many cases having that peculiar 
local symptom. {Sulphur, Pix liquida and Anisum stel- 
latuni also have it.) 

Dr. Baruch says: “In rachitis, caries and necrosis it 
apparently goes to the root of the evil and destroys the 
cause.” 

COCCUS CACTI. 

We now leave the spider family, but as we are dealing 
with small fry of the insect order we will notice the 
Coccus cacti, a small bug or insect which infests the plants 
of the cactus species of Mexico and Central America. It 
has made its best record in curing affections of the respi- 
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ratory organs. Whooping cough with exi)cctoration of 
much tough, ropy white mucus. This mucus comes in 
large quantities and is often accompanied with gagging 
and vomiting, which seems to exi)el tlic mucus from the 
stomach. Sometimes a bronchial catarrh remains after 
whooping cough, which has this kind of expectoration. 
Here this remedy will sometimes clear up the whole case. 
This is all I know of its virtues ah nsii in tnorbis. Now 
we come to a little pest of womankind all over. 

CIMEX LECTULARIUS. 

It has one characteristic symptom which has been veri¬ 
fied. “vSensation as if the tendons were too short.” 
There is sometimes actual contraction as if the legs can¬ 
not be stretched out. This has been verified in intermit¬ 
tent fevers, and only the other day (a short time ago) Dr. 
Brewster, of Syracuse, told of a case in which he was 
guided by this symptom. 

A man was driving a fractious horse that started to run 
away with him. Thinking to give him enough of it he 
let the horse run, and when tired of running whipped 
him into running more until he had run him up a hill sev¬ 
eral miles long. The road over which he passed was very 
rough, and the man was so bruised and sprained about the 
buttocks and legs that he was confined to the house for a 
long time in consequence. It finally settled into what 
seemed likely to be a permanent contraction of the tendons 
of the lower limbs. No remedy relieved, until the good 
doctor Ijethought him of a case of intermittent fever 
which he had cured twenty years before, being guided by 
this symptom. He gave the patient a dose of Jenichen’s 
6ooth potency of Cimex, with immediate result, and cure 
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of the case. “Honor to whom honor is due,” even if it 
be a bed-bug. 

CHAMOMILLA MATRICARIA. 

Very irritable mood; snaps and snarls; will not speak 
or answer civilly; mad. 

Exceedingly sensitive to pain, which makes her mad; 
numbness alternates with, or attends, the pains; sweats 
with the pains. 

Excessive uneasiness; anxiety; agonized, tossing about; 
will only be quieted by carrying the child about. 

High fever with sweating, especially on the head; 
-thirsty; one check red and hot, the other pale and cold. 

Dentition diarrheea; green stools, foul odor like rotten 
eggs, much colicky pain, abdomen bloated. 

Cough dry < at night, "Jifhen asleep, from tickling in 
throat pit; < cold weather and every winter. 

Especially adapted to children and nervous, hysterical 
women. 

V'^iolent rheumatic pains drive him out of bed at night; 
compel him to walk about. 

Jlurning of soles at night; puts feet out of bed. 

Numbness with the pains.

Charles J. Hempel called this "the catnip of Homoeop¬ 
athy,” because it was particularly adapted to nervous af¬ 
fections, especially of children. This is one of the reme¬ 
dies that finds its leading characteristic symptoms in the 
mind of the patient. To “boil down” all the different 
ways in which the Chamomilla mind can be and is ex¬ 
pressed: ‘*The patient is cross, ugly, spiteful, snappish. 
She knows it, admits it, and so does every one else. She 
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will return mean, uncivil, spiteful answers to her best 
friends, and then confess her fault, to repeat it again and 
again, and stoutly alTirnis she cannot help it, she feels si>.” 
This state of mind is always present in the marked 
Chainomilla case, whether it be adult or child. 

Of course the young child cannot give vent to its feel¬ 
ings by talking, so it comes as near to it as it can by whin¬ 
ing and crying, sometimes it seems without cause, and 
also when it shows by fever, diarrheea, teething and many 
other complaints that it is actually sick and suffering. It 
wants this or that thing, puts out its little hand for it, and 
when it is offered pushes it away and points to something 
else, to reject it in turn. Now the child docs not know 
what it wants, but the homoeopathic physician does. It 
wants a dose of Chamomilla. This peevish disposition in 
which nothing pleases, takes possession of the child, 
mother, father or any and all grades and classes of sub¬ 
jects when Chamomilla is the remedy, and it is found in 
Connection with all kinds of diseases. It is also especially 
adapted to ailments brought on by fits of anger. In short, 
it is the leading anger remedy of the Materia Medica. 

The other leading anger remedies, or, for ailments 
brought on by anger, are Aconite, Bryonia, Colocynth, 
Ignatia, Lycopodium, Niix vomica, Staphisagria. 

It is also one of the leading remedies for pain, and 
there is this peculiarity about it, the pain is not always in 
proportion to the gravity of the case, and we often see, 
for instance, in labor, a great deal harder pains of which 
the patient does not complain half so loudly. But in the 
Chamomilla case the patient is exceedingly sensitive to 
the pain and exclaims continually, “Oh; I cannot bear 
the pain.” Many times have I met this condition in labor 
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cases, and in the majority of them the cross, peevish, 
snappisli, condition of mind accompanying, and seen it 
changed in a short time to a mild, uncomplaining, patient 
state, by a single dose of Clianiomilla 200th. 

This sensitiveness to pain is not confined to labor cases, 
but I have often observed it in neuralgias, toothache, 
rheumatism, etc., and the same happy results follow its 
use. 

This condition of sensitiveness is often found in coffee 
drinkers, or in those who have been addicted to narcotics. 
Chamomilla is very useful here. There is another sensa¬ 
tion which is often found in conjunction with, or some¬ 
times alternating with, this pain or sensitiveness, and that 
is numbness. 

It is found in rheumatism or paralytic states and is very 
characteristic. The pains of Chamomilla are oftencr ag¬ 
gravated by heat than otherwise, but are not on the other 
hand, like Pulsatilla, ameliorated by cold. In fact, the 
patient is often very sensitive to cold, and cold air brings 
on troubles for which this remedy is specific. I now call 
to mind a very painful case of rheumatism of the left 
shoulder in a middle-aged man. It was in my earlier 
practice, when I was prescribing for names more than I 
do now, and of course he got Aconite, Bryonia and Rhus 
toxicodendron, etc., but no relief. A wiser man was 
called in consultation, and the patient was quickly cured 
by Chamomilla. When I asked the counsel what led him 
to prescribe this remedy he answered numbness tvith the 
pains. 

Another condition which is met by this remedy is rest¬ 
lessness and sleeplessness. You will remember that we 
gave as the great trio of restless remedies Aconite, Arseni- 
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cum and Rhus tox. That was right, but we did not say 
that those were all the restless remedies. Here we have 
another in Chamomilla. Let me quote: '"Violent rhen- 
ntatic pains drive him out of bed at night, and compel him 
io walk about." (Rhus tox., Ferrum met., Verat. alb.) 
"F.xcessive uneasiness, anxiety, agonized tossing about, 
with tearing pains in the abdomen.” "The child can only 
be quieted by carrying if on the arms, 7 i'ill not be quiet un¬ 
less carried.” (Opposite Bryonia.) These symptoms 
represent in a few words the restlessness of this remedy. 
But some will ask, isn’t this similar to your trio of rest¬ 
less remedies? It is; hut there are shades of difference 
and concomitant synii)toms that decide between them all. 
And the true Hahnemannian is the man to recognize 
them. There is no ])articular overwhelming fear, fear of 
death, etc., under Chamomilla as there is under Aconite. 
The patient is maddened; driven to desperation under 
Chamomilla; does not care where she dies or not; had 
rather die than .mffer so, and so we might draw lines of 
differentiation between this and other restless remedies, 
but it would take too long. Each physician must get a 
habit of doing this for himself. In his ability to do this 
lies the superior skillfulness of the homrcopathic practi¬ 
tioner. Without tin's he can only hope for indifferent 
success at most, and will be driven to all sorts of experi¬ 
ments, adjuvants, surgical measures and so forth which 
might be avoided, much to his own credit, and the ad¬ 
vantage of his patient. The sleeplessness of the Chamo¬ 
milla patient is owing to the pain and excessive nerve 
sensibility, and this remedy procures sleep by overcoming 
these troubles, which make the patient sleepless. Now 
there are a few symptoms, when occurring in conjunction 
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with the peculiar mind and nervous symptoms of this 
remedy, that confirm the choice of it, such as 

‘‘Warm sweat on the head wetting the hair.” 

“Pressing earache in sikjIIs; tearing pain extorting 
cries.” 

“Ears particularly sensitive to cold air.” 

*'Onc check red and hot, the other pale and cold/' 

“Face sweats after eating or drinking,” 

“Tot)thache if anything warm is taken into the mouth.” 
(Pulsatilla.) 

“Tootliache recommences when entering a warm 
room.” 

“Teeth feel too long.” 

“Dentition with diarrhoea of green stools smelling like 
rotten eggs.” 

“Hot and thirsty with the pains; also fainting.” (Hep. 
suL ) 

“Gastralgna in coffee drinkers; constrictive pain, or as 
if a stone were in the stomach.” (Nux vom.) 

“Wind colic; alxlomen distended like a drum; wind 
passes in small cpiantities without relief.” 

“Stools green, water}"-, corroding (Sulph.), like stirred 
eggs.” 

“Stools hot, .smelling like rotten eggs.” 

Metrorrhagia dark coagulated blood, flowing in pa- 
roxy.sms.” 

“Menstrual colic, also following anger.” 

“Labor pains press upw'ard, or begin in back, and pass 
off down inner side of thighs.” 

“Rigidity of os, pains unendurable.” 

“After-pains also unendurable.” 

“Children have spasms, from fit of anger in the nurse.” 
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“Cough from tickling in throat pit.” 

“Cough dry, worse at night, especially ivhile asleep, 
does not waken when coughing. {Calcarea ost., Psori- 
nuvi .) 

“Chronic cough, worse in winter or cold weather.” 

“Body chilly and cold; face and breath hot.” 

“Heat and chill intermingled.” (Ars. alb.) 

“Skin moist and burning hot.” {Bell.) 

This docs not by any means cover all the symptoms 
which indicate Chamomilla, but when they do occur it is 
strongly intlicalcd and shows something of the range and 
usefulness of this remedy when given according to ho- 
mccopathic rules. 

COFFEA CRUDA. 

All scii.scs more acute; reads fine print easier; smell, 
taste and touch acute; unusual activity of mind and body; 
fttll of ideas, quick to act, no sleep on this account, etc. 

Affections from sudden surprises, especially joyful 
surprises; very emotional. 

Pains insupportable, drive to desi)air; exasperation, 
tears, tossing about in agony; great sleeplessness. 

Headache, from over-mental exertion, thinking, talk¬ 
ing; one-sided, as from a nail driven into tlie brain {Ign., 
Nux) ; as if the brain were torn or dashed to pieces; < 
in open air. 

Jerking toothache; relieved by holding ice water in the 
mouth; returns w^hen water becomes warm.

Cojfea cruda, like Chamomilla, acts strongly upon the 
nervous s)'^stem. Indeed in nervous troubles, where the 
patient has not been addicted to the coffee habit, it often 
takes precedence. If on the other hand he is a coffee 
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drinker, C/iamoinilla is the remedy. Doctor Teste, of 
Paris, used to say that coffee was rcsiwnsihle for a large 
prop(u'tion of the neuralgias of France. The Coffca 
patient is a subject of very great general exalted sensi¬ 
bility. Sec Ilcring’s characteristic cards. “All the 
senses more acute, reads fine p} hit easier, smell, taste, and 
touch acute, particularly also in increased perception of 
slight passive motions/’ “Unusiud activity of mind and 
body.” “Full of ideas, quick to act, no sleep on this ac¬ 
count." “Lively fancies, full of plans for the future/’ 

These S3miptonis pc^rtray, as plainly as words can, the 
nervous conditions calling for this remedy. 

It makes one think of Chamomilla, hut the mind of 
Chamomilla is not tlicre. On the other hand, it makes 
one think of Aconite, but the fear of death is not there. 
J lering used to recommend .'leonite and Coffca in alterna¬ 
tion in painful inflammatory affections, where the fever 
symptoms of the former and also the nervous sensibility 
of the latter w-erc present, and I know of no two remedies 
that alternate better, though I never do it, since 1 learned 
to closely individualize. Coffea is especially adapted to 
mental shocks, such as sudden surprises, especially joyful 
surprises, excessu'c laughter and playing, disappointed 
love, noises, strong smells, etc. It is also adapted to vari¬ 
able moods; first rying, then laughing, then crying again. 

Coffea also vies with Chamomilla and Aconite as a pain 
remedy. “Pains insupportable, drive to despair.’’ “Ex¬ 
asperation, tears, tossing about in great anguish." Here 
again we would not give Coffea in an habitual coffee 
drinker, hut Chamomilla rather. 

The particular localities where these pains mostly occur 
are in the head, where the pain is generally one-sided, feel¬ 
ing “as though a nail were driven into the head." Ignatia 
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has a similar headache, and it generally occurs in hys¬ 
terical subjects. Then the choice may have to be made 
between these two remedies. 

Prosopalgia, which is often traceable to bad teeth, and 
Coffca has a very peculiar toothache, in the fact that the 
tooth is easy as long as he holds cold water upon it. Re¬ 
member Cliainoinilla lootbache is often caused by taking 
warm things into the mouth, but^ is not relieved by taking 
cold things like Coffca. 

Dysmcnorrhoca, with excessively painful colic. If 
there are large black clots and Coffca docs not relieve, 
follow with Chamomilla. Pains tln-catcning abortion, or 
after-])ains, or very severe unbearable labor pains are 
often relieved by this remedy. In slujrt, f<n' iKiins any¬ 
where, which seem intolerable, and there are no other 
especially leading symptoms, Coffca is to he rcinembcrcd. 

The same over-excitability, so characteristic of this 

m 

drug, causes great sleeplessness, and Coffea has won to 
itself great credit as a sleep remedy. In my e.xpcrience 
and observation, it works best here in the 20f)th potency. 
And there is no more beautiful verification of the truth of 
Similia than just here, for it causes (jreat .decples.':ne.<!s in 
many people when taken in large quantities. Cough and 
sleeplessness after measles (a very common ixrcurrence) 
is wonderfully relieved by it, and it is sleep, not narcosis, 
and never injures or sickens the patient like the stupor of 
the opium preparations. 

IGNATIA. 

Remedy of paradoxicalities. Head better lying on 
painful side, moody, goneness not > by eating, sore 
throat < by swallowing, thirst during chill, face red dur¬ 
ing chill, etc. 
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Sad, sighing, changeable, moody disposition. 

Twitching or spasms, or convulsions from exciting 
or depressing emotions, fright, etc. 

All-gone, weak, empty sensation in stomach not > by 
eating. 

Anal troubles (piles, prolapsus, soreness and pain after 
stool, pains shooting up into abdomen). 

Adapted to emotional, hysterical subjects. 

Modalities: < slight touch, smoking, coffee; > lying 
on painful side; hard pressure; profuse watery urination. 

Cough; dry, spasmodic; not relieved by coughing; the 
longer he coughs the more the irritation to cough in¬ 
creases. 

Pain; in small circumscribed spots; over-.sensitive 
{Cof., Hep.). 

In most cases Ignatia should be given in the morning. 

Ignatia bears the same relation to the diseases of 
women that Nux does to bilious men.

Ignatia is another one of the long list of our nervous 
remedies. Its peculiar mental symptoms, like those of 
Aconite, Chanwmilla, Nux vomica and many others, are 
most characteristic. Like these remedies, it seems to ex¬ 
alt the impressionability of all the senses; but unlike the 
others, it has in it a marked clement of sadness, and dis¬ 
position to silent grieving. Anyone suffering from sup¬ 
pressed, deep grief, with long drawn sighs, much sobbing, 
etc., and especially if inclined to smother or hide that grief 
from others, is just the subject for this remedy. She 
desires to be alone with her grief. Sighs mttch and seems 
so sad and weak. The weakness is complained of right 
in the pit of the stomach. She feels weak, faint, and 
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“all gon^’ there. Another equally characteristic state of 
mind is a changeable mood. No remedy can ccjual 
Jgnatia for this. Aconite, Coffea, Nux moscluita and a 
few others have it, but Jgnatia in the greatest degree. 
And so this remedy becomes one of our best in the treat¬ 
ment of hysterical affections. The patient is at one time 
full of glee and merriment, to be followed suddenly with 
the other extreme, of melancholy sadness and tears, and 
so these states of mind rapidly alternate. Again, we 
have in Igtiatia an impatient, quarrelsome, angry mood 
(but not to the degree of Cliamoinilla) at times. Again 
the Igmitia patient is, because of her excessive impressi¬ 
bility, easily frightened. Here it becomes one of our 
best remedies for the effects of fright, vying with Acon¬ 
ite, Opium and Veratrum olhnm. In short, Jgnatia 
may justly be termed pre-eminently the remedy of 
moods. 

Aside from its mental symptoms, it is a great nervous 
remedy. It acts upon the spine as decidedly as Nux 
vomica, affecting both motor and sensory, nerves. It is 
one of our I)est remedies for spasms or convulsions, and 
is especially adapted to spasmodic affections originating 
in mental causes, as after fright, punishment of children 
or other strong emotions. In one case of puerperal con¬ 
vulsions, other remedies having failed to do any gootl, the 
consulting physician while observing the patient during 
one of the spasms noticed that she came out of it with a 
.succession of long drawn sighs. He inquired if the 
patient had had any recent mental trouble, and learned 
that she had lost her mother, of whom she was exceed¬ 
ingly fond, and whom she had mourned for greatly, a few 
weeks before. Jgnatia 30th quickly cured her. Again, 
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short of actual convulsions, Ignatia has, in a most marked 
degree, twitchings all over the body, hence it becomes 
one of our best remedies for chorea, es()ecially if caused 
by fright or grief on the mental side, or teething or 
worms on the reflex irritation side. There is only one 
remedy that comes near it for these twitchings and that 
is Zincum nictallicum. Of course, Agariens, Hyoscy- 
muis, Cuprum met., etc., come close, and some might 
think are equal. Veratrum viride, when better known, 
may lay claim to high rank here. Igmtia is sometimes 
recommended for paralysis, but will be found, T think, 
exceptionally useful, and that mainly in hysterical cases, 
which are not of a very dangerous character. Like Acon¬ 
ite, Cliamomilla and Coffen, Ignatia is over-sensitive to 
pain. 

Ignatia, like its male partner, Nu.v vomica, is a great 
remedy for headaches of nervous, especially hysterically 
nervous subjects. That would be al)Oiit the same as say¬ 
ing, that while A'u.v z'omiea is adapted to nervous men 
Ignatia is the same for women, which is quite true. You 
will remember that h\sterical. nervous headaches are 
often one-sided. 1 lence fgnalia is such an efl'icient rem¬ 
edy for headaches as expressed in these words: “Head¬ 
ache as if a nail zvere drk’cn out through the side of the 
head rcliez’ed hy lying on it.” These headaches come on 
in highly nervous and sensitive subjects, or in those w'hose 
nervous system have suffered from over-anxiety, grief 
or mental wajrk. The evcr-changeable and contradictory 
symptoms so characteristic of the drug show' here as else¬ 
where. Not only does the pain in head change locality, 
but at one time the pain will come on gradually and abate 
suddenly (like Sulphuric acid), or, like Belladonna, it will 
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come on suddenly and abate as suddenly as it came. Like 
/Aconite, Gclseminm, SUicca, and Vcratrimi album, the 
headache often terminates with a profuse floie of urine. 
That is often the case in headaches of nervous hysterical 
women. {Lac deflorattim, profuse flow during head¬ 
ache.) 

Finally the headaches are aggravated by coffee, smok¬ 
ing, the abuse of snuff, inhaling tobacco smoke, alcohol, 
close attention, from pressing at stool, and, while it is 
sometimes relieved while eating, is aggravated soon after. 
The Ignalia headache is stnnetimes accompanied by hun¬ 
ger like tliat of Psoriniini. It is also < by cold winds, 
turning head suddenly, stooping, change of position, run¬ 
ning, looking up long, moving the eyes, iu)isc and light. 

It is ameliorated by 71'annth, lying on it, soft pressure, 
external heat and profuse flow of limpid urine. Ignatia 
has some strong throat symptoms. In the first place it 
has the so commonly observed symptom called "globus 
hystericus;’ or as if a lump came up from the stomach 
into the throat as if she would choke. She swallow's it 
down but it comes right back and is very distressing. It 
is e.specially apt to come if she gets giievcd and wants to 
cry. These are of cour.se purely nervous sensations, but 
Jgiuitia goes further, and also cures real serious affections 
of the throat like tonsillitis and diphtheria. In these 
cases the real characteristic symjjtoni is, that the ])aiii and 
suffering in the throat is rclicz/ed by szvallowing or is 
worse between the acts of deglutition. {Capsicum.) A 
very peculiar symptom for such troubles, for such cases 
are generally aggravated by swallowing, hence we would 
not expect to frequently find a case in which this would 
be the remedy; but such cases do arise occasionally and 
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baffle us if we haven’t the remedy. Here is where Ho¬ 
moeopathy, as we say in base ball, “scores some of its best 
runs,” and the satisfaction of curing such a case with an 
unusual remedy is, to say the least, very gratifying to 
him who performs the cure. With Ignatia cases, in addi¬ 
tion to the aggravation when not swallowing, there is 
sometimes aggravation when swallowing liquids and re¬ 
lief from swallowing solids. This is like LacJiesis, you 
remember, but is the reverse of Baptism, which can swal¬ 
low liquids only; the least solid food gags. It is neces¬ 
sary to keep these correspondences and opposites in mind, 
for it often enables us to make what are called “snap 
shot” prescrqitions and save much time, study and suf¬ 
fering. 

Some of the particularly valuable “guiding symptoms” 
of Ignatia, in addition to those already noticed, are “ex¬ 
treme aversion to tobacco smoke.” This is a general 
aversion and aggravates many, many complaints. 
“Weak, empty, gone feeling at the pit of the stomach.” 
In the case of Ignatia this symptom is apt to be accom¬ 
panied by a disposition to sigh or take a long breath. 
Two other remedies have this symptom of goneness in 
the stomach as prominently as Ignatia. They are Hy¬ 
drastis and Sepia. The other symptoms must decide be¬ 
tween them. This weak feeling in the stomach in Ignatia 
is sometimes described as a feeling of flabbiness, as 
though the stomach hung down relaxed. Ipecacuanha 
has a similar feeling. Sometimes we come across very 
severe cases of gastralgia in women of hysterical tenden¬ 
cies. Here this remedy is the first to be thought of. 

Ignatia has as positive action upon the anus and rectum 
as does Nux vomica. Prolapsus of the rectum is marked.

(Rnta gravcoletis.) Like Nu.v vomica it has frequent 
desire for stool, but in place of stool, or with it, comes the 
prolapsed rectum. The patient is afraid to strain at stool, 
to stoop down or lift, for fear of the prolapsus. A con¬ 
tractive sore pain follows after a stool and lasts for an 
hour or two. This is like Nitric acid, which has the 
same symptom only after a loose stool. There is also 
some pain in anus without reference to stool. Dunham, 
that i>riiice of observers, gave us the characteristic: 
“Sharp pahis shooting upward into the rectum.” (Sepia 
has similar pains in uterus.) It is a gem, and has often 
been verified. So we see that Ignaiia is one of our im¬ 
portant anal and rectal remedic.s. 

This remedy is also very miicpie in its fever symptoms. 
There is no disease in which we arc better able to show 
the power of the potentized remedy to cure, than inter¬ 
mittent fever. Chronic cases that have resisted the Qui¬ 
nine treatment for years are often quickly and perma¬ 
nently cured by the 200th and upwards. The following 
symptoms indicate Ignatia: ist. Thirst during chill and 
in no other stage. 2d. Chill relieved by external heat 
3d. Heat aggravated by external covering. 4th. Red face 
during the chill. Here are four legs to the stool, and we 
may sit upon it in perfect confidence. No other remedy 
has thirst during chill and in no other stage. In Nux 
vomica, you will remember, the chill is not relieved by the 
heat of the stove, (jr the bed, and during the heat Niix 
vomica must he covered, as the least uncovering brings 
back the chill. So we see that notwithstanding the alka¬ 
loid of both drugs is strychina they differ widely when 
we come to apply them to the cure of the sick. The red 
face during chill led me to the cure of an obstinate case. 
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and after I noticed the red face I also noticed that the 
boy was behind the stove in the warmest ])lace he could 
find. The 200th promptly cured. Two other cases in 
the .same family, at the same time, and from the same 
malarious di.slrict, were cured, one by Capsicum, 200th, 
the other l)y Enpatorium pcrfoliatiim, same pcjtency. The 
former had chill beginning between shoulders, in the lat¬ 
ter the chill in the A. m., great pain in hones before, and 
vomiting of bile at the end of chill. I do not know hut 1 
have mentioned these three cases before; but it will bear 
repeating, for it illustrates the efficacy of potencies in 
obedience tf) our great law of cure. Can any reasonable 
man doubt such evidence?

Farrington .-^ays: “CocciUus acts on the cerebro-.spinal 
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system, producing great debility of these organs. * * * 
Tt causes a paralytic weakness of the spine, and especially 
of its motor nerves; thus we find it a certain ami frequent 
remedy in paralysis originating in disease of the si>inal 
cord. * * * It is especially indicated in tlie begin¬ 
ning of the trouble, when the lumbar region of the spine 
is affected: there is weakness in the small of the back as 
if paralyzed; the small of the back gives out when walk¬ 
ing. There is weakness of the legs, and by the legs I 
mean the entire lower extremities; the knees give out 
when walking, the soles of the feet feel as if llicy were 
asleep, the thighs ache as if they were iiomided; liisl one 
hand goes to sleep, then the other; .sometimes the whole 
arm goes to .sleep and the hand feels as if swollen. These 
symptc.-ms lie at the foundation of the symptomatology of 
the whole drug; they all .seem to depend upon spinal 
weakness.’’ Dunham says: ‘‘Us .sphere of action is pre¬ 
eminently the .system (»f animal life; the v<dnntary mus¬ 
cular system first, and then the sensorium arc the primary 
seats of action. iNausea extemling to the ])oint of vomit¬ 
ing and accom[)anied by faintness .and by severe vertigo 
when lifting the head is a characteristic .symptom.” 
Hughes says: “It influences the voluntary mn.scles rather 
than the intellectual powers; with this TTahnemann’s 
provings entirely agree.” I’arcira .says, “It acts rather 
on the voluntary muscles than the intellectual powers.” 
We have given these ipiotations from different authors, in 
order to find whether they afforded us much help from a 
practical standpoint. Dr. Hughes says the provings of 
Hahnemann corroborate these generalizations. We 
quote from the provings: 

“Weakne.ss of the cervical muscles with heavine.ss of 
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the head, muscles seem unable to support the head" 
{Calc, phos., Verat. alb.) “Paralytic pain in the small 
of the back, with spasnioclic drawing across the hips, 
which i)revents walking.” “His knees sink down from 
weakness, he totters while walking and threatens to fall 
to one side.” 

“At one time his feet are asleep, at another the hands.” 
“The hand trembles while eating, and the more the higher 
it is raised.” “Now one hand, now the other, seems in¬ 
sensible and a.sleep.” “The soles of the feet go to sleep, 
while sitting.” “General attacks of paralytic weakness, 
with pain in the hack.” 

All these are verified symptoms from Allen’s Encyclo- 
peedia of Pure Materia Medica. They are in the simplest 
terms, and while they do agree with the statements of the 
above quoted learned men, acting upon the spine and 
motor muscles, could he applied to the cure of the sick 
according to the directions of Hahnemann by any layman 
of ordinary intelligence. Thus is the practice of curative 
medicine simplified, being delivered from speculative 
theorizings of dreamers, and if it will cure the sick in the 
case of a Cocculns patient, it will by the same unerring 
law of “symptom covering” do it in every curable case. 

We might sum up the whole action of this remedy upon 
the nervous system in one word, viz., prostration, but 
what does that amount to for purposes of prescribing. 
Many remedies prostrate fearfully, but each one has its 
peculiar kind of prostration, and when men, like I heard 
a celebrated surgeon in a homoeopathic college do, make 
their boast that they prescribed on physiological ground, 
without any regard to symptomatology, • I can but feel 
that such know little or nothing of the art of homceo- 
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pathic prescribing, no matter what their other attain¬ 
ments. According to Hahnemann’s teachings symptom¬ 
atology leads in scientific prescribing, no matter what the 
pathological condition. 

Aside from the symptoms which attend the general 
prostration and spinal trouble, or coupled with them, we 
have the following which are characteristic: “Confusion 
or stupefaction of the head, increased by eating and drink¬ 
ing.” “Vertigo, as if intoxicated and confusion of the 
mind.” “Whirling vertigo on rising up in bed; which 
compelled him to lie down again.” “Sick headache with 
nausea and inclination to vomit.” “All these symptoms 
are made particularly worse by riding in carriage or boat.” 
Sea-sickness. (Sea-sickness > on deck in fresh cold air.) 
(Tabac.) The headaches and vertigo of Cocculus are 
different from Bryonia, notwithstanding the fact that 
both are made worse by rising up in bed. In Bryonia 
and some other remedies the sickness at the stomach pre¬ 
cedes the headache which in Cocculus is e.xactly the re¬ 
verse. Painful sensation of weakness or emptiness in 
the head is found under Cocculus and is in keeping with 
the general weakness. This sensatiem of emptiness, 
which is another name for weakness, is a general charac¬ 
teristic of Cocculus, and is found in head, abdomen, bow¬ 
els, chest, heart, stomach; in short, in all internal parts. 
The nausea of Cocculus, which is so constant a symi>tom 
of the headaches, is something like that which is so char¬ 
acteristic of Colchicum, viz.: “Extreme aversion to food, 
caused even by the smell of food, although with hunger.” 
With Colchicum there is more pronounced nausea, as well 
as aversion. The patient is nauseated even to faintness. 
There is with Cocculus a metallic taste in the mouth. 
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The scnsorium conies under the same profound depression 
that invades the general nervous system. The patient is 
sad, absorbed within himself, brooding, moody, silent, sits 
in a corner buried in sad thoughts, etc. This is particu¬ 
larly the case in nervous fevers. Depression, depression, 
depression. Coeeiiliis has some very im[)ortanl symptoms 
in the abdominal and uterine regions. 

One is f/reat distension of the abdomen. This is found 
in both flatulent colic and dvsmcnorrh(ea. In flatulent 
colic, for which it is so valuable a remedy, the patient 
complains of a sensation as if the abdomen were full of 
sharp sticks nr stones. The attacks arc often at mid¬ 
night. The flatus seems here and there, and passage of 
it docs not seem to relieve much, for new forms again 
take its place. 

Then again there seems to be great pressure in the 
inguinal region as if hernia woidd occur. In dysmen- 
orrha’a, in addition to the distension, there arc griping, 
crumping pains, which are very severe, and also a remark- 
able degree of teeakness. She is so n'cak that she can 
hardly stand, walk or talk. This is very characteristic 
and, so far as weakness goes, resembles Carho animalis, 
but in Cocciihis it is in line with the general prostration 
of the remedy, while in Carho animalis the flow weakens 
her. In Coccnlu-: the flow may not be at all excessive, 
but on the contrary may grow less and less and a leucor- 
rheea appear in its stead, or even between the menses also. 
This is the wav we have to differentiate between remedies 
if we are successful in practice. 

Now, if T were to give the four great characteristic 
symptoms of this remedy they would be these: 

I. Weakness of cervical muscles, with heaviness of 
head. 
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2. Affections caused or < by riding in cars, carriage 
or boat. 

3. Sensation of weakness, or hollowness in various 
organs. 

4. Ill effects from loss of .sleep, night-watching or 
over-work. {Caiisticnm, Cuprum met., lymilia, Nitric 
acid .) 

What would you add, my lirother? 

CONIUM MACULATUM. 

\'ciligo, es])ccially < (Jii turning the head, or looking 
around sidcwi.se, or turning in bed. 

Swelling and induration of glands, after contusions or 
bruises. 

Cancerous and scrofulous persons with enlarged 
glands. 

ITrine flows, stops and flows again intermittently, pros¬ 
tatic or uterine affections. 

Brea.sts stjre, hard and painful during men.strual period.

This is another of the so-called spinal remedies. I will 
not, as I did under Coccultis, quote what authorities .say 
from a pathological standpoint. All seem to agree that 
it paralyzes from below upwards, and the poisoning of 
Socrates with it is adiluced in illustration. It ought to be 
a remedy for locomotor ataxia. The strongest character¬ 
istic I know, from a homoeopathic standpoint, is its pecu¬ 
liar vertigo, which is much aggravated by turning the 
head sidewise. (Coloc., turning head to left.) Turning 
over in bed is the same. Some say lying down in bed and 
turning over. I have found that it is not so much the 
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lying dozvn as it is the turning of the head sidewise, 
whether in an upright or horizontal posture. 

I once treated a case of \Yliat seemed to be locomotor 
ataxia with this remedy. 

The patient had been slowly losing the use of his legs; 
could not stand in the dark; and when he walked along 
the street would make his wife walk either ahead of him, 
or behind him, for the act of looking sidewise at her or in 
the least turning head or eyes that way would cause him 
to stagger or fall. 

Coniiim cured him. It would always aggravate at first, 
but he would greatly improve after stopping the remedy. 
The aggravation w’as just as invariable after taking a dose 
of Fincke’s c. m. potency as from anything lower, but the 
improvement lasted longer after it. 

Taking an occasional dose from a week to four weeks 
apart completely cured him in about a year. It was a 
bad case, of years’ standing, before T took him. 

I have often verified this .symptom in the vertigo of old 
people, where it is most frequently found; but it also 
often accompanies various affections in all ages, and es¬ 
pecially is found in ovarian and uterine affections. I 
know of no remedy that has this symptom so strongly. 

There is a fonn of ophthalmia in strumous subjects 
which calls for Coniiim in preference to any other rem¬ 
edy, and the peculiar, prominent and uncommon (as 
Hahnemann says. Organon, paragraph 153) symptom is, 
photophobia, intense, out- of all proportion to the objective 
signs of inflammation in the eye. The pains are worse at 
night and terribly aggravated by the least ray of light, re¬ 
lieved in dark room and by pressure. 

There may or may not be ulcers on the cornea. Con- 
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ium is also one of our best remedies for falling of the eye¬ 
lids, as are three other remedies, viz.: Gelsemium, Causti- 
cuin and Sepia. “Swelling and induration of glands, 
with tingling and stitches after contusions or bruises.*’ 
Many cases of lumps or swellings in the breasts (for 
which Conium seems to have a particular affinity) have 
disappeared under the action of this remedy. Even can¬ 
cerous affections of breasts (Asterias rubens), uterus and 
stomach have been heli>ed or cured, especially if the 
trouble seems to have originated in a blow or injury to 
the part. It is perhaps the first remedy to be thought of 
in all cases of tumors, scirrhous or otherwise, coming on 
after contusions, especially if they arc of stony hardness 
and heavy feeling. Conium and Silicca both have hard¬ 
ness of mammae, Coninni right, Silicea left nodules 
(Carlo animalis, Conium, Silicea); acute lancinating 
pains. (Asterias.) Again it is to be c.specially consid¬ 
ered if at every menstrual period the breasts become 
large, sore and painful, aggravated by the least jar or 
walking. 

In all the scirrhous affections of the breast, womb or 
other parts the pains of Coniutn are burning, stinging, or 
darting, and may make one think of Apis mellifica. The 
other symptoms must then decide between them. 

Conium has marked action upon the sexual organs. 
In the male there is great weakness of the organs. He 
has intense desire and amorous thoughts, but is unable to 
perform. He has emissions at the very thought or pres¬ 
ence of a woman. The erections are insufficient, last 
only a short time, or “go back” on him in the act of em¬ 
brace, and he suffers with weakness and chagrin after- 
. wards. This affects the mind and hypochondriasis of the 
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bluest blue takes possession of him. This condition of 
mind may obtain in both sexes; as a result of too free, 
and also especially too infrequent indulgence; or, exces¬ 
sive abstemiousness. Hence Conium becomes a good 
remedy for old bachelors and old maids. If the vertigo 
is also present in such cases Conium is sure to be of great 
benefit. 

Intermittent flow of urine is very characteristic, (Cle¬ 
matis.) One might think that this was owing to a para¬ 
lytic condition of the bladder. T don’t know; but I do 
know that the symptom often occurs in the hypertrophy 
of the prostate gland incident to old age and Conium 
helps. “Sweats day or night; as soon as one sleeps or 
even when closing the eyes,” is a characteri.stic found 
under no other remedy that I know of. (Reverse 
Samhucus.) 

Dr. Adolph Lippe once made a splendid cure of a com¬ 
plete one-sided paralysis in a man 8o years of age with 
this remedy, and was guided to it by this symptom. I 
think it would be rather a difficult task to give a correct 
pathological explanation of such a symptom; but there is 
a reason, and whether we can give it or not we can cure 
it if we have a corresponding one appearing under a 
remedy; where a cure is at all possible. 

It is interesting to follow out the connections of symp¬ 
toms. Take for instance the single prominent symptom 
of Conium, vertigo.

A good understanding of such connection often starts 
the prescriber on the “short cut” route to the remedy in 
a case. 


AESOULUS HIPPOSCASTANUM. 

Sense of fullness and pulsation in various organs and 
veins (especially plethoric), as if too full of blood. 
Constant dull backache across sacrum and hips; < 
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walking or on stooping (piles,'leucorrhoea, displacements, 
etc.). 

Sense of fullness, and as of sticks in the rectum 
(haemorrhoids). 

Mucous membranes of mouth, throat, rectum are swol¬ 
len, burn, dry and raw. 

Coryza; thin, watery, burning; rawness and sensitive 
to inhaled cold air. 

Frequent inclination to swallow, with burning, prick¬ 
ing, stinging and dry constricted fauces (Apis, Bell.).

This is one of the remedies that is not so remarkable 
for its wide range of action as it is for positiveness within 
its range. Almost all its usefulness, so far as known, 
centers in its action in the lower back and pelvic region 
and ever prominent is this characteristic: Constant dull 
backache, affecting sacrum and hips, much aggravated by 
walking or stooping. It is one of our leading remedies 
for htemorrhoids, and in addition to this backache there is 
a feeling of fullness, dryness, and sticking as if the rec¬ 
tum was full of sticks. There is not the tendency to 
protrusion or prolapsus that there is in Ignatia, Aloe, 
Podophyllum and some other remedies, and the backache 
is often greatly out of proix>rtion to any external evidence 
of piles. This feeling of fullness seems to be a sort of 
general characteristic of JRscuhis, but is especially promi¬ 
nent in the pelvic cavity. 

These symptoms are often found in conjunction with 
other affections besides hemorrhoids, such as uterine dis¬ 
placements, and inflammations; and some very bad forms 
of leucorrhoea have been promptly cured by this remedy. 
There is another quite valuable symptom in these pelvic 
troubles, viz.: throbbing or heating sensations, that calls 
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for ^scuhis. I have seen equally good results from the 
use of this remedy in the 3d, and the potencies. 

I have used JEsculiis with very good results in coryza 
and sore throat. The coryza is very much like the 
Arsenic coryza, thin, watery, and burning, but what char¬ 
acterizes Aisculns here is sensation of rawness; sensitive 
to inhaled cold air. In the throat it has the same sensa¬ 
tion of rawness, both in the acute form, and also in 
chronic follicular pharyngitis, for which it is often a good 
remedy. It may be that age and use will develop mcjre 
uses for this remedy. 

ZINCUM METALLICUM. 

Inability to develop or hold out the rash in eruptive 
diseases, can’t expectorate or menstruate, is > if can. 

Cannot take stimulants, as they aggravate in general. 

Fidgety feet, must move them constantly. 

Twitching of single muscles all over the body. 

Violent trembling all over, so as to shake the bed; lost 
nerve control. 

Weakness and weariness in nape of the neck; < hold¬ 
ing head long in one position; backache < sitting. 

Modalities: < from wine; > by restoration or develop¬ 
ment of eruptions, during menses, restored expectoration, 
seminal emission, discharges generally. 

Defective vitality, brain and nerve power wanting; to 
comprehend, to memorize. 

Child cries out during sleep; rolls the head from side 
to side; face alternately pale and red. 

ifi i/i H/t ifi 

This metal seems to act principally upon the nervous 
system. I think it is Burt who says: “What Iron is to 
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the blood, Zinc is to the nerves.” If we examine the 
provings and clinical records of Zinc, we find that it seems 
to have the power to arouse or strengthen the nervous sys¬ 
tem in its inability to supply force to carry on functions 
necessary to health or the elimination of disease products 
from the system. This is speculation. What are the 
facts? 1st. If scarlatina or other eruptive diseases do 
not properly develop the eruption, on account of too great 
weakness of the patient, as evidenced by general depres¬ 
sion of pulse, temperature, etc., Zinc is very useful. 

Other remedies have such or similar trouble. Cuprum, 
for instance; but in Cuprum the eruption has been sup¬ 
pressed by some outward cause. Zinc, it has never come 
to the surface, or it has been out, and has receded from 
lack of vitality or strength to hold it there. Sulphur 
may be the remedy, but the cause is then more often apt 
to be traceable to psora. 

This weakness shows in other ways, as, for instance, in 
asthma. The patient can’t expectorate, but as .soon as he 
can he is relieved; or again she cannot mcnstniate, and is 
relieved of her suffering while menstruating. (Lachesis.) 

There is another peculiarity connected with this char¬ 
acteristic. The nervous weakness of the Zincum patient 
is that he can take no wine or stimulants. You would 
think that a little wine would at least temporarily re¬ 
lieve; on the contrary, it aggravates all the sufferings, 
even though taken in .small quantities. Of course other 
remedies have this aggravation from wines or stimulants, 
like Glonoine, Ledum, Fluoric acid, Antimonium crudum, 
etc., but I think Zinc stands first. 

The nervous debility of Zinc shows in other ways also. 
There is sometimes aching and weariness in the nape of 
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the neck, as if it had been held in one position too long, < 
by writing or other long continued labor. The backaches 
are worse while sitting and better when moving about. 
This would call to mind R/iiis toxicodendron, but with 
Zincum you would not get the general aching relieveil by 
continued motion, as is the case with Rhus. Rnlsatilla 
has it also, but generally in connection with menstrual 
irregularities. The remedy most resembling Zinc in this 
particular is Cohaltnm. Both these remedies have this 
symptom in consequence of sexual excesses or weak¬ 
nesses, but in Zinc an emission temporarily relieves the 
pain and in Cobalt it does not. The most characteristic 
of all the symptoms of Zinc in connection with its gen- 
real nervous weakness, is: “Ati incessant, violent fidgety 
feeling in the feet or lower limbs; must wove them con¬ 
stantly/’ This is present in many, if not almost all, of 
the affections for which Zme is par excellence the remedy. 

There is also sometimes present “burning along the 
whole length of the spine.” This burning is purely sub¬ 
jective, for there is no actual local increase of tempera¬ 
ture. Another characteristic of this remedy is, "twitch¬ 
ing and jerking of various muscles/’ I spoke of this 
symptom when writing upon Ignatia. I would place 
Zincum, Ignatia and Agariens in the van of all remedies 
for causing and curing these general twitchings. 

Another symptom for which this is one of our best 
remedies is, general trembling. This is also from pros¬ 
tration. 

' I 

The patient loses control over his motions, although he 
is. not yet paralyzed. Paralysis may come later if this 
condition is not remedied. 

A word or two about the importance of this remedy in 
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brain troubles. It makes little difference whether the 
affection of the brain arises from suppressed eruptive dis¬ 
eases, dentition, typhus fever or disease of any other 
name or nature, if the symptoms indicating the remedy 
are present. Allow me to relate a case from my own 
practice illustrating its curative value in typhoid. 

A young lady about 20 years of age complained, a week 
before I was called, of weakness, or feeling of general 
prostration; headache, and loss of appetite, but the great¬ 
est complaint was of prostration. She was a student and 
her mother, who was an excellent nurse, attributed all her 
sickness to overwork at school, and tried to rest and 
“nurse her up.” But she continued to grow worse. 1 
prescribed for her Gelsemium and followed it with Bry¬ 
onia according to indications, and she ran through a mild 
course of two weeks longer, and seemed convalescing 
quite satisfactorily. 

Being left in a room alone, while sleeping and perspir¬ 
ing, she threw off the clothes, caught cold and relapsed. 
Of course the “last state of that patient was worse than 
the first.” The bowels became enormously distended, 
profuse haemorrhage occurred, which was finally con¬ 
trolled by Altimen, a low form of delirium came on, the 
prostration became extreme notwithstanding the haemor¬ 
rhage was checked, until the following picture obtained— 
staring eyes rolled upward into the head, head retracted; 
complete unconsciousness, lying on back and sliding down 
in bed, twitching, or rather intense, violent trembling all 
over>, so that she shook the bed. I had nurses hold her 
hands night and day, she shook and trembled .so; hippo- 
cratic face, extremities deathly cold to knees and elbows, 
pulse so weak and quick I could not count it, and inter- 
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mittent; in short, all signs of impending paralysis of the 
brain. The case seemed hopeless, hnt I put ten drops of 
Zincum meialliaim in two drams of cold water, and 
worked one-half of it between her set teeth, a little at a 
time, and an hour after the other half. In about one 
hour after the last dose she turned her eyes down and 
faintly said, niilh. Through a bent tube she swallowed 
a half glass of milk, the first nourishment she had re¬ 
ceived in 24 hours. She got no more medicine for four 
days, and improved steadily all the time. She afterward 
received a dose of Nux vomica and progressed rapidly to 
a perfect recovery. So Zincum 200th can, like other 
metals, perform miracles when indicalcd. 

STANNUM METALLICUM. 

Sinking, empty, all-gone sensation in stomach (Chel., 
Phos., Sep.). 

Sad, despondent, feels like crying all the time, but cry¬ 
ing makes her worse; faint and weak, es[)ccially when 
going downstairs; can go up well enough. 

Colic > by hard pressure, or by laying alKlomen across 
knee or on shoulder {Col .); lumbrici; passes worms. 

Leucorrhcca; great debility; weakness seems to proceed 
from chest. 

Prolapsus, worse during stool, so weak she drops into 
a chair instead of sitting down. While dressing in the 
morning has to sit down several times to rest. 

Great weakness in chest, can hardly talk, with general 
debility, which centers in the chest. 

Loose cough; with heavy, green, sweet expectoration. 

Pains gradually increase to a great height, and as grad¬ 
ually subside.

Another metallic remedy. The leading characteristic 
is great weakness in the chest {Argentum met.) ; so weak 
cannot talk. No remedy has this symptom so strongly 
as tin. It is present, not only in the laryngeal and lung 
troubles for which Stannum is such a great remedy, but 
in great debility. So ivcak she drops into a chair, < 
going down stairs {Borax; Calc. ost. up stairs). It is' 
found in connection with uterine displacements and leu- 
corrhceas of thin, debilitated subjects and has made bril¬ 
liant cures in such cases. Of course in the lung, bron¬ 
chial, and laryngeal affections, this symptom is very 
prominent. In these troubles there is generally very pro¬ 
fuse expectoration with the cough, and the matter raised 
tastes very szveet, or it may be exceptionally salty. For 
the salty expectoration I would sooner think of Kali iod. 
or Sepia. In all three of these remedies the expectora¬ 
tion may be thick, heavy, and green or yellow in color. 
Both Stannum and Kali iod. have profuse night sweats, 
but the Stannmn has greater sense of weakness in the 
chest (cannot talk) than any of the others. Another 
very characteristic symptom of Stannum is that the pains 
gradually increase to a great degree of intemity and then 
as gradually decrease. {Set Platinum.) This pain is of 
course neuralgic, may be located anywhere in the tract of 
a nerve, but has been often verified in prosopalgia, gas- 
tralgia and abdominal colic. 

These pains are ameliorated by pressure, like Colocynth 
and Bryonia; so if Colocynth fails, which is generally first 
thought of in abdominal pains relieved by pressure, Stan¬ 
num may relieve, and esi^cially if the attacks have* been 
of long standing or the patient seems to have a chronic 
tendency thereto. If in children, the patient is relieved 
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by carrying it over the point of the shoulder, the shoulder 
pressing into the abdomen. The Stannum patient is gen¬ 
erally very sad and despondent, feels like crying all the 
time. {Nat. in., Puls., Sepia.) I have often verified the 
above symptoms and h;ive seen equally good effects from 
the I2th, 30th, 200th and 500th (Boericke & Tafel) 
potencies. 

PLATINA. 

Pride and over-estimation of one’s self; looking down 
on others; things look small to her. 

Genitals exceedingly sensitive, but excessive sexual de¬ 
sire; nymphomania, with ovarian troubles; prolapsus or 
Ijrofusc menses. 

Pains increase gradually and as gradually decrease 
{Stann.)\ sometimes attended with numbness (Cham.). 

s|c ^ l({ 

This remedy may be studied in three relations; in its 
relation to the mental, nervous and sexual systems. It 
has curious mental symptoms. Here are three of them: 
“Pride and over-estimation of one’s self; looking down 
with haughtiness on others.’’ “Illusion of fancy, on en¬ 
tering the hou.se after walking an hour, as if everything 
about her were very small, and all persons mentally and 
physically inferior, but she herself physically and men¬ 
tally superior.’’ “Changing moods, gay and sad alter¬ 
nately.” This last symptom is like lynatia. Crocus, Nux * 
moscliata and Aconite, and Platina has another symptom 
like Aconite —“fear of death.” Now the first two symp¬ 
toms above mentioned might appear to some as of no 
practical value in the treatment of the sick. There is no 
pathological explanation for them beyond the fact of a 
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generally disordered mind, which might take any other 
form of hallucination. But this is a valuable indication 
and found under no other remedy. I was led by it to pre¬ 
scribe the remedy in a very obstinate case of insanity 
which had resisted the skill of several allopathic physi¬ 
cians of note, and they had finally decided that the case 
must be sent to the insane asylum. The parents, how¬ 
ever, who were quite wealthy, could not consent to that, 
and were induced to try Homoeopathy. I gave her Pla~ 
tina on the strength of this mental indication, which was 
very prominent, coiqJed with another prominent symp¬ 
tom, which also appears under this remedy, viz., “physical 
symptoms disappear and mental symptoms appear,” and 
vice versa. The physical symptom was a pain the whole 
length of the spine. This was the symptom alternating 
with the mental one. It was one of the most brilliant 
cures I ever saw. Improvement began the first day and 
never flagged, and she remained well now 15 years, with 
never a sign of return. 

The nervous symptoms outside the brain symptoms 
callitig for Plalina are: Jst. “The pains increase gradu- 
dlly and as gradually decrease.” 2d. “The pains are at¬ 
tended with numbness of the parts.” This first symptom 
you will remember is like Stannum, but the Platinum 
patient is not characteristically so weak as the Stannum 
one. The second one is like Chamomilla, but the Platina 
patient is not so unvaryingly ugly as the Chamomilla one. 
Both are great mental remedies, however, and if any 
question arises (as there may) a close study of them in 
their entirety may be necessary. 

In regard to the gradual outset of the pains of Platina 
and Stannum, Belladonna has exactly the opposite; but 
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Belladonna more resembles the Platina in its brain 
symptoms. 

Sexual organs. “Nymphomania aggravated in the ly¬ 
ing-in; tingling or tittilation up into the abdomen.” 
“Excessive sexual desire, especially in virgins; premature 
or excessive development of sexual instinct.” “Genitals 
excessively sensitive; cannot bear to be touched; will al¬ 
most go into a spasm from an examination, and almost 
faint during intercourse.” “Metrorrhagia or profuse 
menses; blood black and clotted.” 

Ovarian trouble and prolapsus with the profuse menses 
and excessive sensitiveness of the genitals to touch or 
coition. All these are very strong indications for this 
remedy. All these symptoms, mental, nervous, spas¬ 
modic, sexual, etc., would indicate that Platina ought to 
be a good remedy for that protean malady, hysteria, and 
so abundant experience has proven it to he. Here again 
I have, as in the case of Zincuin and Stannum, found the 
higher preparation of the drug most potent for good, 
though in a case of insanity I used the 6th, not having it 
high at that time. 

Platina has a form of constipation similar to Alumina, 
i. c., the stools adhere to the anus like soft clay. 

SELENIUM. 

Here is another metal, that, like Stannum, has for its 
most characteristic condition, excessive weakness. But 
the weakness of Selenium does not, Wkt Stannum, seem to 
centre in any particular locality. It is more general. He 
is so weak that he is easily exhausted from any kind of 
labor, cither mental or physical. This debility may fol¬ 
low any exhaustive disease like typhoid fever, or may 
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come from seminal emissions. The weakness of Selenium 
shows itself as much in the male sexual organs, as it does 
generally. Erections are slow and weak, emissions of 
.semen too rapid in coition and he i.s cross and weak after¬ 
wards. Sexual desire strong, but he is physically impo¬ 
tent. lias seminal emissions two or three times a week, 
and gets up with weak, lame back after them. Prostatic 
fluid oozes while sitting, during sleep, when walking, or 
at stool. If this weakness has been of long standing, he 
begins to emaciate, especially in the face, luinds and 
thighs. (Acetic acid.) This is a picture of the Sclcjiium 
prostration. Aside from or connected with it are a few 
other characteristic symptoms, such as constii>ation, the 
stool being of such immense size that it cannot be dis¬ 
charged without mechanical aid. (Sanicula.) It must 
be picked away with the fingers. Involuntary dribbling 
of urine while walking, or after urinating or stool. (Sar¬ 
saparilla dribbles while sitting.) 

Bad effects from drinking too much tea; all complaints 
are aggravated by it. Irresistible longing for spirituous 
liquors. Hoarseness, must often clear the throat of 
mucus e.specially at the beginning of singing. Irresistible 
desire for .stimulants, wants to get dpunk but feels worse 
after it. Very forgetful in business, but during sleep 
dreams of what he had forgotten. I have never used this 
metal below the 200th potency. 

PHOSPHORUS. 

Tall, slender, narrow-chested, phthisical patients, deli¬ 
cate eyelashes, soft hair, or nervous, weak persons who 
like to be magnetized. Waxy, half anaemic, jaundiced 
persons. 
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Anxious, universal restlessness, can’t stand or sit still. 
< in dark or when left alone before a thunder storm. 

Burnings prominent in every place, as in mouth, 
stomach, small intestines, anus, between scapulae, intense, 
running up spine, palms of hands, heat begins in hands, 
spreads to face. 

Craving for cold things, ice cream, which agrees, or 
cold water, which is thrown up as it gets warm in the 
stomach. Must eat often or he faints. Must get up at 
night to eat. 

Sinking, faint, empty feeling in head, chest, stomach 
and whole abdominal cavity. 

Cough, < twilight till midnight, < lying on left side, > 
on right side. Right lower lobe most affected. 

Diarrhoea, profuse, [xniring out as from a hydrant; 
watery with sagolike particles or dysenteric, with wide 
open anus. 

Apathetic, unwilling to talk, answers slowly, moves 
sluggishly. 

Constipation: f.Tces .slender, long, dry, tough and hard 
like a dog’s; voided with difficulty. 

Haemorrhagic diathesis; slight wounds bleed profusely, 
haemoptysis; metrorrhagia worse; vicarious, from nose, 
stomach, anus, urethra in amenorrhoea. 

Cannot talk, the larynx is so painful; cough, going 
from warm or to cold air, laughing, talking, reading, eat¬ 
ing, lying on left side {Dros., Stan.), 

a(e 9|e aK 3|c 

As a general characteristic. Burning is almost as 
strong under this remedy as under Arsenicum and Sul¬ 
phur. There is no organ or tissue in which it may not 
be found, from the outer skin to the innermost surface 
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of every tract or parenchyma. It may be subjective only 
without actual rise of temperature, or it may attend or¬ 
ganic changes in malignant diseases, with great rise of 
temperature. The sensation of burning in an intense de¬ 
gree should always place Phosphorus in the front rank 
for consideration. Again, there is perhaps no remedy 
having stronger action on The Nervous System. It 
attacks it in its very citadel of strength, the brain and 
spinal cord, producing softening or atrophy with all its 
attendant symptoms in their order, as prostration, trem¬ 
bling, numl)ness, and complete paralysis. It does this in 
both acute and chronic form of disease. 

It will be found in acute typhoids as well as in that 
slowly progressive disease, locomotor ataxia. Its causes 
may be sudden, like pneumonia, typhus, exauthematic 
diseases, croup, bronchitis, when vitality reaches its lowest 
ebb, or may arise in a conditiem undermined by grief, 
care, or excessive mental exertion; excess in venery or 
onanism. 

Its action at the first may be characterized by a burning 
heat in various parts, and especially in the skin, with 
restless moving and anxiety, especially at twilight. Over¬ 
sensitiveness of all senses, such as external impressions, 
light, odors, noises, touch, etc., and later when organic 
changes have taken place, the other extreme, of loss of 
motion, sensation, and sensitiveness obtains. 

In the former state there is one very cliaracteristic 
symptom, the patient moves continually, can’t sit or stand 
still a moment. Instead of fidgety feet, like Zinciim, he 
is fidgety all over. Phosphorus aflects every tissue. The 
blood becomes broken down or impoverished. Chlorosis 
and pernicious anaemia obtain. Apis and Kdli carb. also 
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each have anaemia or a pale waxy or what is called blood¬ 
less appearance of the patient. They all have oedema or 
bloating, and there is one ijeculiar difference in the face 
between them. In Kali carh. the upper lids bloat and 
hang down like a bag of water. In A pis it is more in the 
lower lids, while in Phosphorus they bloat all around the 
eyes; and the whole face bloats. Under Phosphorus the 
blood becomes so broken down that it will not clot any 
more, and we have purpura hiemorrhagica. Even in ap¬ 
parently healthy tissues we have this strong characteristic 
discovered by Hahnemann, viz.: ‘‘Slight wounds bleed 
much." This is what is called the haemorrhagic diathesis, 
and much to he feared, as many persons having it may 
bleed to death from any slight abrasion; and this same 
tendency to bleed extends to fungoid growths like fib¬ 
roids, fungoids, cancers, etc., and are very dangerous and 
troublesome. 

Then again Phosphorus attacks the bones in the form 
of necrosis. It is so especially of the lower jaw, but is 
also true of other parts, as the vertebrje; and I once cured 
a very extensive and long standing case of caries of the 
tibia with it. 

Fatty degeneration of heart, liver and kidneys, with the 
characteristic anaemic condition, should call attention to 
this remedy. General emaciation, rapid or slowly pro¬ 
gressing like atrophy in children, also comes under its 
tissue destroying power. 

And so we find it to be a remedy of wide range and 
great power. But it is never enough for the homoeopa- 
thist to know simply the action in general upon any organ 
or set of organs. He must know how it acts differently 
from other remedies when acting upon the same tissue or 
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organs. Now while Phosphorus acts upon the mind, to 
cause “great anxiety and restlessness” as in other reme¬ 
dies, Aconite, Arsenicum, etc., it must be remembered 
that it is the anxiety and restlessness that precedes another 
state. 

It belongs to a stage of irritation in the brain and 
nervous system which if not checked will go on to or¬ 
ganic changes, which will he attended with a very different 
set of symptoms, such as come for instance from actual 
brain softening in which appears apathy, sluggishness; 
talks sloiidy, is indifferent or won't talk at all. There is 
one particular symi>tom worthy of note; the patient fears 
to he left alone; is afraid; afraid of the dark, in a thunder 
storm, etc. This is more during the irritable stage of 
which we have spoken. Phosphorus is a great remedy in 
typhoids, especially with lung complications, and here we 
often get stupor and low muttering delirium like JMchesis, 
but while Lachesis is worse after sleep, Phosphorus is 
generally better, if he can get to sleep. In the late stage 
of brain or nervous troubles, calling for this remedy, we 
find the patient losing all ambition to do anything; either 
mental or physical labor is shunned. There is great in¬ 
difference. He cannot think with his usual clearness; 
cannot apply himself to study or mental operations, ideas 
come slowly or ,iot at all. Again the patient is some¬ 
times amative, or like Hyoscyanius shamelessly exposes 
himself. 

There is no remedy that covers a greater variety of 
mind .symptoms arising from brain trouble than Phos¬ 
phorus. No remedy produces greater vertigo, with a 
longer list of various connections. I have found it one of 
the best and oftenest indicated for vertigo of the aged. 
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Chronic congestiori to the head is characteristic, and the 
sense of burning in the brain is prominent; the heat and 
congestion seems to covie up from the spine. 

Heat running up the back is more characteristic of this 
than any other remedy. Deafness is prominent, and is 
peculiar, in that it is especially deafness to the human 
voice, a common symptom in the aged. The most fre¬ 
quent use I have made of the remedy in nose affections 
is in a chronic catarrh, in which the patient frequently 
blows small quantities of blood from the nose; the hand¬ 
kerchief is aheays bloody. 

As I said when writing upon the tissue, the face of 
PhOsSphorus is characteristically pale and bloated around 
the eyes, but in pneumonia we often find circumscribed 
redness of the cheek upon the side of the lung inflamed. 
This is also true with Sangnimu ia. About the mouth and 
tongue I do not know anything particularly characteristic. 
It has a peculiar symptom of the throat. The food stoal- 
lozved comes up immediately as if it had never reached 
the stomach. This is supposed to be due to spasmodic 
stricture of the oesophagus. 

Under appetite and thir.st we have some very valuable 
indications for this remedy. 

Hunger is one, must eat often or he faints; right after 
or soon after a meal, is hungry; hungry in the night; 
must eat. He is relieved by eating, but is soon hungry 
again. This calls to mind Iodine, Chelidonium, Petro¬ 
leum, Anacardiunt, etc. 

The thirst is also peculiar. He wants cold things, like 
Pulsatilla, but as soon as they get zvarm in the stomach 
they are vomited. 

Some people have an abnormal craving for salt, or salt 
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food, and eat too much of it. Phosphorus is a good rem¬ 
edy to counteract the bad effects. {Nat. mur.) 

We have many kinds of vomiting under Phosphorus, 
but nothing characteristic except the one already men¬ 
tioned. 

We have already spoken of the hungry, faint feeling in 
the stomach. Sometimes this is described as an empty, 
gone feeling, and here again we think of such remedies 
as Ignatia, Hydrastis, Sepia and others; but Phosphorus 
does not stop here with this sensation, but extends through 
the whole abdomen. No remedy has this feeling in the 
abdomen so strong as Phosphorus. Under stool and 
rectum occur some very characteristic symptoms also, for 
instance: Stools profuse, watery, pouring away as from 
a hydrant, with lumps of white mucus, like grains of 
tallow. Stools bloody, with small white particles like 
opaque frog-spawn. Stools involuntarily oozing from a 
constantly open anus, or dysenteric stools with wide-open 
anus and great tenesmus. Constipation; faeces slender, 
long, dry, tough like dog stools. No remedy has a richer 
array of stool symptoms, and as we see by the above few 
select ones, some of them are very unique and have often 
been verified. It will repay any physician to carefully 
and frequently look them over. 

This remedy powerfully excites the sexual appetite in 
both sexes. It is almost irresistible, and leads the patient 
into a mania in which he will expose himself. This is 
succeeded by the opposite extreme of impotence, though 
the desire remains after the ability to perform is gone. Of 
course, these sexual symptoms are accompanied with 
concomitant symptoms of the drug. 

Upon the female sexual organs Phosphorus is true to 
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its general haemorrhagic tendencies; if the menses do not 
appear, there is often vicarious bleeding from the nose or 
lungs instead. Phosphorus is bound to bleed. It is so 
with cancer of the womb or breasts also. They bleed 
easily. Upon the respiratory organs also this is one of 
our greatest remedies. Beginning with the voice and 
larynx, it causes and cures great hoarseness. Patient can 
hardly make a loud noise, and is apt to be worse in the 
evening or fore-part of the night. There is pain in the 
larynx, worse by talking, or can’t talk at all on account of 
it. In croup, it sometimes comes in after Aconitum and 
Spongia have failed. The disease has progressed down¬ 
ward until it involves the bronchi and parenchyma of the 
lungs. It is of indispensable value here, and, also when, 
after the violence of the affection seems to have abated, 
the patient hoarses up every evening and seems to be 
inclined to relapse. 

In bronchitis the cough is tight, worse from evening to 
midnight, also from speaking, laughing, reading aloud 
(Argentum met.), cold, and lying on left side. The pa¬ 
tient suppresses the cough with a moan just as long as he 
can, because it hurls him so. The whole body trembles 
with the cough. 

It has great oppre.ssion of breathing in both acute and 
chronic affections of the lungs. There is heaviness, as 
of a weight on the chest. In pneumonia, for which Phos¬ 
phorus is one of our best remedies, it attacks by prefer¬ 
ence the lower half of the right lung. It is apt to be in¬ 
dicated by the symptoms, either at the beginning of the 
stage of hepatization, when it puts a stop to the further - 
progress of the disease, but its more frequent application 
comes in where the stage of hepatization is past and we 
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want to break it up and promote absorption or resolution. 
Flere it has no equal, as I am fully convinced by abund¬ 
ant experience. 

Now, do not misunderstand and give the remedy 
blindly on a pathological indication only. If you do you 
will sometimes fail, and ought to. Hut I repeat, this 
remedy will oftener be found the indicated one here than 
any other. After the hepatization begins to break up, 
other remedies like Tartar nnclic, Salplnir, and Lycopo¬ 
dium will come in. 

In pleuritis you will find stitches in the left side in¬ 
creased by lying ui>on the left side. Remember in both 
affections Phosphorus is characteristically increased by 
lying upon the left side. 

In tuberculosis, it is oftenest indicated in the incipient 
stage with the symi)tom of cough, oppression and general 
weakness already mentioned; but I have often found it in¬ 
dicated in the later stages, and if given very high and in 
the single dose and not repeated have seen it greatly 
benefit even incurable cases. If given too low and re¬ 
peated it will fearfully aggravate. 

One of the most characteristic symptoms of this rem¬ 
edy is, '‘feeling of intense heat running up the back.”' 
Again the burning may be in .spots along the spine. Also 
it has intense heat and burning between the scapulae. 
(See also Lycopodium.) 

These, like the rest of the burnings of Phosphorus. 
often occur in diseases of the spine and nervous system, 
but not necessarily so. Like Zinc, these burnings may be 
purely subjective, but are none the less valuable as thera¬ 
peutic indications. 

■■■>,^nother very characteristic symptom of Phosphorus is 
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burning of the hands. It is as strong as the burning feet 
of Sulphur, and is found both in acute and chronic dis¬ 
eases ; cannot bear to have the hands coverctl. The flashes 
of heat all over (which Pliosphoius has) begin in the 
hands and spread from there even to the face. It now 
remains to call attention to the Constitution of Phos¬ 
phorus. 

1. “Tall, slender persons of sanguine temperament, 
fair skin, blonde or red hair; quick, lively perception and 
sensitive nature.” 

2. “Tall, slender phthisical patients, delicate eye¬ 
lashes, soft hair.” 

3. “Tall, slender women disposed to stoop.” 

4. “Young people who grow too rapidly and are in¬ 
clined to stoop.” 

5. “Nervous, weak persons who like to be mag¬ 
netized.” 

Now, in number four there is not the tendency to grow 
fat, like Calcarca carbonica, but tall, and you will notice 
that the Phosphorus element in Calcarca phosphorica takes 
away the fat producing property of the Calcarca element. 

Now, in closing, we desire to say we have only touched 
upon the wonderful virtues of this drug, which must be 
studied in its entirety. Enough, however, we trust to 
convince of its great value. 

SEPIA. 

Bearing down pains, must sit close and cross her legs 
to keep something from coming down out of the vagina. 

Sense of fullness in the pelvic organs, and pressure 
down into the anus, as if a ball or weight; oozing of 
moisture. 
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Flushes of heat and j^erspiration at the climacteric. 

Painful sense of emptiness or goneness at the pit of 
the stomach. 

General relaxation, weak, faints wliilc kneeling at 
church; falling womb and pelvic organs; drooping eye¬ 
lids, weak back < on walking. 

Cachectic, yellow face, with yellow saddle across face 
and nose; moth patches; ringworms. 

Modalities: < standing, mental labor, sexual excess, 
jar, after sleep, laundry work; milk (diarrhoea), climac¬ 
teric, kneeling at church, > sitting with legs crossed, 
loosening clothes, open air. 

Sensation of a ball in inner parts; during menses, preg¬ 
nancy, lactation, great sadness and weeping. Dread of 
being alone; of meeting friends, indifferent, even to one’s 
family, to one’s occupation; to those whom she loves. 

Headache: in terrific shocks; pressing, bursting < 
motion, stooping, mental labor, > by pressure, continued 
fast motion. 

Urine: deposits a reddish, clay sediment, which ad¬ 
heres to the vessel; foetid, offensive, must be removed 
from room. 

Enuresis: bed wet almost as soon as the child goes to 
sleep; during first sleep, violent stitches upward in the 
vagina. 

Dyspnoea; < sitting, after sleep, in room, > dancing 
or walking rapidly. 

3|c ♦ ♦ ♦ 

This is another of our wonderful remedies of which the 
dominant school knows nothing, except they have learned 
it from us. Its chief sphere of action seems to be in the 
abdomen and pelvis, especially in women. No remedy 
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produces stronger symptoms here. We quote from differ¬ 
ent but equally good observers, 

“Sensation of bearing down in the pelvic region, with 
dragging pains from the sacrum; or feeling of bearing 
down of all the pelvic organs.” (Hahnemann.) 

“Labor-like pains accompanied with a feeling as though 
she must cross her legs and ‘sit close’ to keep something 
from coming out through the vagina.” (Guernsey.) 

“Pain in uterus, bearing down, comes from back to 
abdomen, causing oppression of breathing; crosses limbs 
to prevent protrusion of parts.” (Hering.) 

“Prolapsus of the uterus, of the vagina, with pressure 
as if everything would protrude.” (Lippe.) 

“Experience has shown its value in cases of ulceration 
and congestion of the os and cervix uteri. Its use super¬ 
cedes all local applications,” (Dunham.) 

No higher authority than the united testimony of these 
five of our best observers could be brought to show the 
action of Sepia upon the pelvic organs. 

Now when we come to examine the provings in Allen’s 
Ettcyclopadia, we find that these symptoms were mainly 
produced by Hahnemann and his provers, and Hahne¬ 
mann advocated proving remedies in the 30th, and some 
of them were produced by the 200th, especially those 
most strongly verified by black-faced type. 

We confess that we cannot understand how so many 
question the value of potencies for proving or curing, and 
most of all do we wonder at Dr. T. F. Allen himself 
“going back” on potencies above the 12th. Such a course 
looks very much to us like “kicking against the pricks” 
or, in other words, trying to fight the truth. But we 
must be charitable. 
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Sepia, like Sulphur, affects the general circulation in a 
very marked manner. Flashes of heat with perspiration 
and faintness is almo.st as characteristic of this remedy as 
of Sulphur. But there are, with Sepia, more ajit to be as¬ 
sociated with them the pelvic symptoms already given, 
and they are also more apt to occur in connection with 
the cUmactcric. Indeed, these flashes often seem with 
Sepia to s^art in the pelvic organs and from thence to 
spread over the hotly. 

But this irregularity of circulation extends as far as 
that of Sulphur. The hands and feet arc hot alternately, 
that is, if the feet are hot, the hands are cold, and rnce 
versa. There is not so much sensation of burning with 
Sepia as with Sulphur, hut there is actual heat, and the 
venous congestion, which seems to be the real state of the 
organs where the pressiv'e bearing down et cetera is felt, 
is also accompanied with much throbbing and heating. 

This local congestion to the jjelvic organs is not simply 
sensational. There are actual dis]>laccmcnts in conse¬ 
quence of it, and the long continued congestion results in 
inflammations, ulcerations, leucorrhccas and even malig¬ 
nant or cancerous disorganizations. Induration with a 
painful sen.u' of stiffness in the uterine region is charac- 
teri.stic. 

This pelvic cemgestion alsf) affects the rectum in a 
marked degree. The rectum prolai>ses, there is a sensa¬ 
tion of fullness, or of a foreign substance as of a ball or 
weight, and oozing of moisture from the rectum. Indeed, 
the rectal and anal symptoms are almost as strong as the 
uterine and vaginal. It is impossible to enumerate all 
the symptoms connected with the circulatory disturbances 
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of Sepia in such a work as this, only a general study of 
the Materia Medica can do it. 

The urinary organs come in for their share of symp¬ 
toms. The same pressure, and fullness consecpient u^ion 
the portal congestion reaches here. We will now proceed 
to give what we have found to he particularly valuable 
.symptoms under the various organs in this region. 
“Pressure on bladder and frequent micturition with ten¬ 
sion in lower abdomen.” “Sediment in the urine like 
clay;” as if clay was burnt on the bottom of the vessel; 
urine very offensive {Indium), can’t endure to have it in 
the room, it is reddish or may be bloody.” This is found 
mostly with women. With children there is one [peculiar 
symptom which has often been verified. “The child al¬ 
ways wets the bed during its first sleep.” 

Upon the male organs I have finind it particularly use¬ 
ful in chronic gleet. There is not much discharge, but a 
few drops, perhaps, which glue up the orifice of the 
urethra in the morning; but it is so persistent and the 
usual remedies will not “dry it up.” In my early practice 
I used to use a weak injection of Sulphate of Zinc, but it 
used to annoy me that I could not do it without resorting 
to local measures. Sepia does it in the majority of cases 
and Kali iodatum will do it in the rest. I have, where 
there w'as a thick di.scharge of long standing and the 
smarting and burning on urinating continued, several 
times finished the case with Capsicum. 

As a rule, this long continued slight, passive gleety dis¬ 
charge is a result of weakness of the male genitals, as is 
shown by a flaccidity of the organs and frequent seminal 
emissions. The emissions are thin and watery. Sepia 
covers all of this and often sets all to rights in a short 
time. , ' I 
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The mind symptoms of Sepia are like Pulsatilla, in 
that she is sad and cries frequently without knownig the 
reason why. So if in a tearful mind with uterine dis¬ 
turbances Pulsatilla should fail you, the next remedy to 
be studied is Sepia. But there is another condition of 
mind not found under Pulsatilla or any other remedy in 
the same degree, and that is, that, notwithstanding there 
is no sign of dementia from actual brain lesion, the pa¬ 
tient, contrary to her usual habit, becomes indijfcrent to 
her occupation, her house work, her family or their com¬ 
fort, even to those u'hom she loves the best. This is a 
very peculiar symptom and a genuine keynote for the ex¬ 
hibition of Sepia. 

Upon the head Sepia is one of our best remedies in 
hemicrania of women of the Sepia temperament, and who 
are suffering from uterine trouble which we have already 
described. Another peculiar headache is, that the pain 
comes in terrific shocks, so as to jerk the head in spite of 
the patient. 

There are three remedies that have prominently droop¬ 
ing eyelids (Causticum, Gelsemitim and Sepia). Of 
course, the other symptoms must decide which is the one 
indicated in the case at hand. So far as the nose is con¬ 
cerned Sepia is often of use in chronic catarrli. I had a 
case in which the discharge was thick, bland and in large 
quantities. Pulsatilla would relieve the catarrhal trouble 
but would, at the same time, increase the menstrual flow 
too much, but Sepia cured both. The choice will some¬ 
times have to be made between Kali bichromicum and 
Sepia in these chronic catarrhs, but it is generally easy, 
although the local symptoms are much alike. 

'‘Yellow saddle aeross upper part of cheeks and nose. 
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and yelloiv spots on the face/’ is a characteristic of great 
value, but the yellowness and yellow spots do not always 
stop here. You may find them in abundance on the ab¬ 
domen. The whole surface of the body may be yellow 
like jaundice. The face of the Sepia patient is the most 
"tell tale” face I know, and if you find it uixjn a woman 
you may always find her leading symptoms in connection 
with her menstrual and uterine functions. 

There is one symptom of Sepia upon the stomach that 
is also very characteristic, viz., a “painful sensation of 
emptiness, goneness or faintness.” The patient will call 
it an “all gone” feeling. Of course you remember that 
Ignatia and Hydrastis Canadensis have this symptom 
very strongly. Other remedies also have it in more or 
less marked degree but none so strongly in connection 
with uterine symptoms as Sepia, unless perhaps it be 
Murex purpurea, and you will not often have much diffi¬ 
culty in choosing between these last two if you carefully 
examine all the symptoms. I have often thought that this 
symptom, so persistent and severe, might be due to the 
actual emptying of the upper abdomen by the prolapsed 
womb, dragging everything after itself into the pelvic 
cavity. It is so in Stannum and Liliuni tigrinum, and the 
weakness of the natural supports (ligaments) of the 
uterus being remedied (not supplanted by the pessaries 
and artificial supports of various kinds) the distressing 
symptoms disappear. Vomiting in pregnancy with this 
“all gone” feeling is often cured by Sepia; also the thought 
or smell (Colch.) of food sickens her. I mentioned the 
“sense of weight or a ball in the rectum” when writing of 
the pelvic congestion of Sepia. This sensation is not re¬ 
lieved by stool. Sepia is a remedy for constipation, and 
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that of a very obstinate character. Like Selenium it has 
great straining; but manual aid is necessary to accomplish 
the stool. This is mostly in children. 

I once cured a very obstinate case of cntero-colitis (so- 
called cholera infantum), after the complete failure of 
two eminent allopaths, with Sepia, the leading symptom 
being, "aheays ivorse after faking milk." Oozing of 
moisture from the anus finds its remedy here sometimes, 
but oftener in Antimonium criidnm. Tlie Sepia patient is 
very weak. “A short walk fatigues her very much.” 
She faints easily from extremes of cold or heat, after get¬ 
ting wet, from riding in a carriage, while kneeling at 
church, and on other trifling occasions. This fainting, or 
sense of sinking faintness, may be found in pregnancy, 
child bed, or during lactation; or, again, it may come on 
after hard work, such as “laundry workso it has come 
to be called the “washer woman’s” remedy. Phosphorus 
has washer woman’s toothache. 

Skin. Itching often changes to burning when 
scratching.” (Sulph.) “Soreness of skin; humid places 
in bend of knees.” “Brown spots in face, chest, abdo¬ 
men; chloa.sma.” Herpes circinatus. “Large suppurat¬ 
ing pustules constantly renewing themselves.” “Acarus 
itch, pruritus; tottery eruptions, etc.” Sepia, like Sul¬ 
phur, has many forms of eruption on the skin, and indeed 
there is great general resemblance between these two anti- 
psorics. They follow each other well. Of course that is 
always providing they are indicated by the symptoms, 
which is often the ca.se. I do not believe in the so-called 
incompatibles as some do. T should give Causticum after 
Phosphorus, Silicea after Mercury, or Rhus tox. after 
Apis mel. if I found them indicated. 
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MUREX PURPUREA 

Is a remedy which, though not extensively proven, bids 
fair to become exceedingly useful. So far as we know, it 
comes nearer to Sepia than any other remedy and the 
characteristic difference between them is, that with 
Murex there is great, almost iincontrollahle sexual de¬ 
sire, while with Sepia there is a lack of or aversion to the 
same, especially with prolapsus. 

Both remedies have ‘‘sinking, all gone” sensation in 
the stomach; also “bearing down” sensation, as if in¬ 
ternal organs looidd he pushed out, must sit and cross 
limbs to ameliorate the pressure, but the sexual irritation 
and desire of Murex is excited by the least contact of the 
parts. (Orig., Zinc.) 

Again, Murex has a sore pain in uterus, something 
like Ilelonias, which is expressed as “conscious of a 
womb,” feels it more when she moves, it is SO SOre and 
tender. (Lyssin.)

Two other remedies must be remembered in nympho¬ 
mania, viz., Lilium and Platina .. 

LILIUM TIGRINUM. 

Great bearing down, as if pelvic contents would press 
out through the vagina; > by pressing up with the hand 
or sitting down (Sepia crosses the legs). 

Sensation of constriction in heart wdth uterine troubles. 

Frequent desire for stool and urine with uterine dis¬ 
placements, tenesmus. 

Tormented about her salvation. 

Listless, yet does not want to sit still; restless, yet does

not want to walk; hurried manner, desire to do some-. 
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thing yet no ambition, imperative duties, inability to per¬ 
form them. 

Depression of spirits: disposition to weep; aversion to 
food; indifferent about anything being done for her. 

'{c ^ ^ ^ ^ 

Liliuni tigrinuin is one of the remedies that closely 
resembles Sepia in its action on the uterine organs. This 
symptom, for instance, “ivcight, with feeling as if the 
pelvic contents wonld press out through the vagina if not 
prevented by pressure ivith the hand (pressing up against 
the vulva, Liliuni tig.), or by sitting down.” There is 
no remedy that is more efficacious for uterine displace¬ 
ment than Liliuni. The persistent bearing-down feeling 
in the uterine region of Liliuni is attended with a feeling 
as if the pelvic viscera, indeed the whole abdominal con¬ 
tents, were being dragged downward, even from the chest 
and shoulders, towards the vagina. 

The choice between Lilium and Sepia might not al¬ 
ways be easy. The Sepia case is more likely to be a 
chronic one. On the other hand, the Lilium case is more 
intense, painful and distressing. The Sepia cachexia, of 
course, would decide easily in its favor, if it is markedly 
present. There is more urinary irritation, or frequent 
desire to urinate, with Lilium; indeed this is sometimes 
so severe as to make one think of Cantharis. Again, 
rectal irritation and distress is often found in conjunc¬ 
tion with the urinary, in this respect reminding one of 
Merc, cor., Capsicum or Nux vomica. 

With the uterine we often have quite an array of very 
severe heart symptoms. There are sharp quick pains, 
and much fluttering of the heart. This remedy also has 
in a marked degree the great characteristic S3rmptom of

Cactus grandiflorus, "sensation as if the heart were con¬ 
stricted or held by an iron band.” This symptom, asso¬ 
ciated with the many other heart symptoms, has some¬ 
times led to a prescription of Cactus, when Lilium was 
the remedy and vice versa. The uterine symptoms are 
sometimes masked so as to be over-looked for the time 
by the violence of the heart symptoms. All these heart, 
urinary, and rectal symptoms seem to be mainly reflex, 
while the real trouble is centered in the uterus and its 
appendages. 

The mind is also very markedly affected under Lilium. 
TTere it may rQ9,ciVih\t Pulsatilla iov tearfulness; doubts 
her salvation, like Verati uni album, Sulphur and Lycopo¬ 
dium and a constant hurried fcelini^, as of imperative 
duties with utter inability to perform them. (See 
Argentum nitricnin.) 

VIBURNUM OPULUS 

Is a remedy of undoubted value in painful womb troubles. 
It has been used for painful dysmenorrhoca in different 
potencies to the 30th, and in tincture. It seems to be par¬ 
ticularly efficacious in the neuralgic form of the disease. 
I have found that the symptom, pain beginning in the 
back and going around to loins and to uterus, ending in 
cramps there, is the most remarkable indication. With this 
symptom present, I have seemingly checked an impending 
abortion, and in one case even after a slight flow of blood 
was present. 

Actcca racemosa, Chainomilla, Caulophyllum, Magnesia 
phos. and Viburnum are all excellent remedies in neural- 
gic dysmenorrheea. In Actcea, the pains are in back, 
through hips'and down the thighs. In Chamomilla, they 
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make the patient mad and she says she cannot bear them. 

With Caiilophyllum the pains arc very intermittent and 
spasmodic, screams with the pains. 

With Magnesia phos. hot applications to the hypo- 
gastriiim ameliorate more or less. 

Of course we have many other remedies for this pain¬ 
ful affection, among which are Pulsatilla, Cocculus, 
Cuprum, Cactus, Belladonna, Platina, etc. 

For particular indications, we must refer to our Ma¬ 
teria Medica. 


SECALE CORNUTUM. 

Passive lucmurrhage, everything open and loose, no 
action, in thin, scrazvny, cachectic women. 

Great coldness (objective) of the surface, yet the 
patient cannot bear to he covered. 

Numbness, crawling and paralysis; formication as of 
mice creeping there, all parts of body. 

3!c * ♦ 

Secale cormitum is a remedy capable of great good, but 
is, perhaps, as much missed as Quinine. Its power to 
contract the uterus is undoubted, and for this reason it is 
often given when other remedies would do better. It 
has power to control haemorrhages that few other reme¬ 
dies, if any, can surpass. It is said to do this by contract¬ 
ing the capillaries. But we must remember that other 
remedies control haemorrhages, and whether they do it by 
contracting the capillaries, by their action upon the blood 
itself, or other specific action, makes no difference. So long 
as they control it. Some physicians are always giving 
Ergot in post-partem haemorrhages on this contracted 
theory, without ever thinking of anything else. They 
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always give it in material doses to get, as they term it, 
the physiological effect. I have never, in a practice of 
thirty-five years, used it in this way, but have always been 
able to control such haemorrhages. Sccale is not often 
indicated in active posl-partem ha;morrhage.s. If there 
is a tendency to passive haemorrhage, everything open and 
loose, no action, in thin, scraivny, cachectic womenX^ms- 
cles flabby), there is no remedy like it, and the potencies 
are much better than the tincture or wine of Ergot in 
massive doses. This is also true in menorrhagias and 
metrorrhagias unconnected with pregnancy. The blood 
is dark, liquid and flowing worse on the slightest motion. 

The constitution, temperament and age of the patient 
are of great importance, for it is particularly adapted to 
feeble, thin, scrawny, carhcctic women of lax muscular 
fibre, subject to passive hemorrhages from all outlets of 
the body; also old, decrepid persons. 

This remedy (Secale) is often abused on account of its 
power to produce muscular contractions of the womb. 
Now in regard to this as with hjemorrhages, it is capable 
of doing all that it ought to be called upon to do, in the 
potencies. 

I fully agree with Cowperthwaite, who says: “To give 
it in parturition to hasten delivery, as is the practice of 
the old school, is simply inexcusable.” On the other 
hand, I agree with Dr. H. N. Guernsey, “that it is useful 
when labor pains are weak, suppressed or distressing, in 
weak, cachectic women, in the 200th dilution,” and have 
verified it beyond question. 

The practice of giving the fluid extract in such cases, 
as is done by some physicians calling themselves homoeo¬ 
pathic, ought to be sufficient cause for expelling them 
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from a homoeopathic society. It seems to me to be con¬ 
fession of either inexcusable laziness or ignorance. 

We have a long list of remedies of undoubted value for 
weak labor pains with specific indications for their use, 
and when so indicated they are more efficacious and less 
dangerous than Sccale in massive doses of fluid extract 
with no other indications than uncontracted uterus or 
weak pains. The men who prate learnedly of getting the 
physiological effects of Sccale in massive doses had better 
ask themselves if the same result gotten with the poten- 
tized remedy homoeopathically applied, is not just as 
much in accordance with the physiological law, and much 
more scientific from a homoeopathic standpoint. Weak 
pains remedied by the indicated homoeopathic drug bring 
on natural labor, while large doses for the same purpose 
of an unindicated one do not and never can produce nat¬ 
ural labor. It is nothing more or less than drug poison¬ 
ing. 

Here is one symptom of Sccale that is of inestimable 
value: ‘‘Great coldness (objective) of the surface yet 
the patient cannot bear to be covered.” This is oftenesl 
found in cholera and cholera infantum; but it is also 
found in senile gangrene. The feet and toes may be 
objectively as cold as an iron wedge, but the patient is 
distressed beyond endurance by having them covered. I 
saw one marked case of this kind. All the toes were 
attacked with dry gangrene. A few doses of Secale 
(high) afforded great relief, and checked the progress 
of the disease for a long time. 

Cantphora has the same symptom in a marked degree 
in choleraic disease. Camphora seems to be most effica¬ 
cious for the first stage or early collapse in the course of 
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the disease, before the discharges have become offensive, 
putrid or dark colored. Secale has burning in the feet 
(Sulpimr) and cramps in the calves {Sulphur). 

If, however, we should prescribe on this alone it would 
make no difference which we prescribed, but they are very 
unlike in their entirety. Sulphur does not have the de¬ 
gree of collapse of Sccalc, nor the icy coldness of surface 
with subjective burning. So we see the folly of one 
symptom prescribing after all. 

VVe must have the keynote symptom, of course, but it 
must harmonize with the rest of the case. Secale has 
“burning of all parts of the body, as if sparks were falling 
on them.” It also has numbness, crawling and paralysis 
of the extremities. This is due to its action on the spinal 
chord. In addition to the coldness of the skin already 
noticed, we must state that the skin looks dry, wrinkled 
and is insensible often or there may be much formication 
under, as if mice were creeping there. 

CAULOPHYLLUM THALICTROIDES. 

Is another very valuable “woman remedy,” because of its 
specific action upon the uterus. It deserves a thorough 
reproving. I cannot better show its virtues than by re¬ 
porting a case or two. 

A married lady, aged 40, with wry neck of long stand¬ 
ing, was seven months’ pregnant. She was attacked with 
severe pains and stvelling of all the finger joints. The 
only way she could get relief from the intense pain so that 
she could rest or sleep at all was by enveloping her fingers 
in mustard. I prescribed Caulophyllum 3d, which re¬ 
lieved the finger pains, but brought on such severe labor 
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pains that I was obliged to discontinue it for fear of pre¬ 
mature labor. Then the bearing-down pains ceased, and 
the finger pains returned and continued in full force until 
she was delivered of her child, when they also ceased for 
two or three days. Then the lochia, instead of decreas¬ 
ing, gradually or normally, increased until it amounted to 
a metrorrhagia. The flow was of .a passive nature, dark 
and liquid. There was great sense of weakness and in¬ 
ternal trembling (not visible externally) and now, to 
crown her suffering, the terrible finger pains returned 
again. I was afraid of the Caulophyllnm, although it 
seemed indicated, because it brought on the hearing-down 
pains when I gave it before. But after giving Arnica, 
Sabina, Secale and Sulphur, without the least improve¬ 
ment, I concluded to try Caulophyllum high. I did so in 
the 200th potency and cured the whole case promptly and 
permanently. Now this was a i)erfect Caulophyllum 
case, and if I had given it properly in the first place I 
have no doubt I would have saved that woman all unnec- 
e.ssary suffering. 

I have given this remedy in long-continued passive 
haemorrhage from the uterus after miscarriage when I 
had the characteristic weakness and sense of internal 
trembling present. It has often regulated irregular spas¬ 
modic labor pains, and has also often relieved pains of 
the same character in dysmenorrhoca. I repeat, this 
remedy deserves a careful reproving. 

ACTAEA RACEMOSA. 

Nervous .symjrtoms, twitchings, spasms, convulsions, 
neuralgias; chills without shaking < at menstrual period. 

Muscular rheumatism; stiff neck, drawing head back; 
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can’t turn the head; rheumatism of the belly of muscles, 
by preference. 

Headaches pressing outward; or upward, as if top of 
head would fly off, or into eyes (ciliary neuralgia), or 
down najie into spine. 

Gloomy, sad, sleepless; thinks she will go insane. 

Menorrhagia; pains run through hips into thighs, pass¬ 
ing down. 

Climacteric; infra-mammary pains left side, persistent. 

Modalities: > menstrual j^riod and during climacteric.

Acteca racemosa is another remedy which e.xerts :i 
strong influence upon the female organism. The nervous 
system manifests its action in a multitude of symptoms, 
many of them being what is known as hysterical in char¬ 
acter. There are twitchings, spasms, convulsions, neu¬ 
ralgias and mental symptoms in abundance. She shivers 
(nervous chill without coldness), faints, talks incessantly, 
frequently changing subjects; is grieved and troubled, 
with sighing, or is very gloomy with sleeplessness; thinks 
she is going insane, etc. 

In the head there are severe pains, pressing outzuard, 
as if the top of the head would fly off, or running into the 
eyes, which ache fearfully; or the pains settle in the occi¬ 
put and shoot dozen the neck. There are very few, if 
any, remedies that have worse ciliary neuralgia than 
Actcea racemosa. 

In the female sexual organs it cures “pains in tlie 
uterine region, darting from side to side.” The men¬ 
strual function is performed irregularly. Sometimes the 
flow is scanty, but more generally profuse, and we have 
the mental and nervous symptoms above enumerated in 
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abundance, with these irregularities. It is one of our best 
remedies in menorrhagia, when there is '^severe pain in 
the back, dozvn the thighs and through the hips, with 
heavy pressing dozvn,” as I have often proven. It is also 
excellent in infra-mammary pains in the left side during 
the climacteric, as I have also proven. 

Also in backache and spinal irritation sympathetic with 
uterine troubles. It cures sharp lancinating pains in 
various jxirts, either nervous or muscular, if they are con¬ 
nected with uterine disturbances. In rheumatism the 
affection attacks the belly of the muscle by preference. 
Actcca is a many-sided remedy and adaiitcd to nervous 
troubles of many forms. 

SABINA 

Is one of our best remedies for profuse flowing from the 
female genital organs, as in menorrhagia, metrorrhagia, 
abortions, or after labor. 

These haemorrhages arc apt to occur in paroxysms. 
Worse from motion {Secale), blood dark {Kali nit. and 
Cyclamen), and clotted (Crocus), or partly clotted and 
partly fluid and watery (Perrum), the clots being black; 
from loss of tone in the uterus; (Caulophyl.) after abor¬ 
tion or parturition, with pain from back to pubes. This 
pain from back to pubes is its grand keynote, and may be 
found, not only in flooding, but in threatened abortion 
and menstrual troubles generally. There is sometimes 
present the general characteristic of Pulsatilla, "aggrava¬ 
tion from warm air and in a warm room, and ameliora¬ 
tion in open, cool, fresh air,” and in cases of too profuse 
menstruation; but you cannot give Pulsatilla because it 
increases the already too profuse flow. Here is where

Sabina conies in, for it has the same aggravation and 
amelioration 7 v-itli the profuse flow. This is an impor¬ 
tant diagnostic difference between the two remedies and 
is reliable. 

Sabina is indicated in threatened abortion at the third 
month, e.specially if the characteristic pain from back to- 
pubes is present. If the pains begin in the back and go 
around from there and end with cramps in the uterus. 
Viburnum opiilus is the remedy. This kind of pain 
seems as characteristic for Viburnum as is the other for 
Sabina. 

Sabina has arthritic swelling of the wrist joint; also of 
the toe joints. This, if occurring in conjunction with its 
profuse flow from the genitals, may make the choice of 
remedy lie between it and Caulophyllum in some cases. 
The ovaries sympathize very much with the uterine 
troubles of Sabina, especially after abortion, or suppressed 
gonorrhoea, or leucorrhmas. 

HELONIAS DIOICA. 

Anaemic women, with prolapsus; wmrn out with hard 
work, mental or physical. 

Heaviness in pelvic region, languor, pain or burning 
in back, wuth continual consciousness of a zvomb, sore 
and tender. 

Tetter wdien mind is off herself. 

«l# ^ ^ ^ 

I have found this remedy of use in a generally debili¬ 
tated condition of women, with many and various com¬ 
plaints or symptoms in the region of the uterus, for in¬ 
stance: Prolapsus from atony, enervated by indolence 
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and luxury; ivorn out zvith hard zvork, mental or physical; 
muscles burn and ache; so tired cannot sleep (Dr. H, C. 
Allen). 

There is almost always associated with it a more or less 
arucmic condition. This anaemia may seem to be conse¬ 
quent upon too profuse menstruation or flooding, or it 
may exist entirely independent of any such cause. In 
these cases I have often found albumen present in the 
urine, sometimes in large quantities, especially in preg¬ 
nant women, and seen rapid improvement and disappear¬ 
ance of the albumen under the action of this remedy. 

The fact that these anaemic and debilitated states are 
found, both under profuse and scanty discharges of the 
uterine organs, seems to indicate that the local symptoms 
are secondary, or a consequence of general debility and 
improvished blood. Again, the fact that Hclonias cures 
both conditions equally well seems to corroborate it. 

What are the symptoms? The leading symptoms are 
anaemia, great general weakness and languor, and great 
lowness of spirits or profound melancholy. This condi¬ 
tion of mind is temporarily relieved by diversion. She is 
always better if she can get her mind off herself; dragging 
weakness in sacral region; various displacements of 
womb, but more especially prolapses; pain in the back, 
with lameness, stiffness and weight, and heat or burning 
in lumber region; back feels tired and weak; continual 
consciousness of a zvomb, it is so sore and tender {Pyro¬ 
gen —distinct consciousness of a heart). N(jw this con¬ 
dition and these symptoms are often found at the age of 
puberty, during pregnancy and after labor, and here 
Helonias is indeed a blessing. I have found it efficacious 
in the 2d and the 30th, according to susceptibility of the 
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patient. Ilelonias deserves a thorough proving in the 
potencies. Compare with Aletris. 

ERIGERON, TRILLIUM, MILLIFOLIUM 

Are three remedies having a reputation for their power 
to control haemorrhages. Erigerofi has cured epistaxis, 
with congestion to the head, red face {McliloUis) and 
febrile action. Hacmatemesis, with violent retching and 
burning in the stomach. Bleeding with h.'cmorrhoids, 
with burning. Haemoptysis and blood spitting. Haema- 
turia, with stone in the bladder and uterine haemorrhage. 
The only marked symptom in addition to the haemor¬ 
rhage that should lead to its selection over other reme¬ 
dies of this class, especially in its haemorrhages from the 
pelvic organs, is the marked violent irritation of the 
rectum and bladder. Here we must remember also Can- 
tharis, Lilium tig. and NtLV vomica. 

Trilliuntj from clinical use, seems to be a genuine 
haemorrhage remedy. The blood is bright red, whether 
of the active or passive kind of haemorrhage. Tt is espe¬ 
cially useful in menses every two weeks, lasting a zveek 
and very profuse. Here a choice may have to be made 
between it and Calcarea ost. and Nn.v vomica. 

It resembles China in flooding, zvith fainting, dim sight, 
and noises in the ears. Of course, Chim would be the 
best for the after effects of such a haemorrhage. 

There is sometimes with such flooding a relaxed sensa¬ 
tion as if the hips, sacro-synchondroses and small of back 
would all fall apart; wants to be hound together. This 
should doubly indicate it in post-partum haiinorrhage. 

It is also especially useful at the climacteric with the 
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above symptoms. It has cured liacmcrrbagcs from other 
organs, but I have no experience with it there. 

Millifolium is the only one of the three that has seemed 
to have produced haimorrhages in its pathogenesis. 
Hahnemann savs of it: "It causes nose-bleed. It causes 
hainiaturia.” Clinical use has verified it. 

The blood from the different organs is generally bright 
red, like that of Aconite, but the anxiety of that remedy 
is not there. In fact, no great fear is present in the cases 
where I have used it. Sometimes the blood in the urine 
forms in the bottom of the vessel a bloody cake. When 
a young man I was troubled for a long time with frequent 
attacks of profuse e]>istaxis. Dr. T. L. Brown pre¬ 
scribed for me several times, but without success. I be¬ 
came weak from loss of blood. Finally my old graml- 
mother told me to chew yarrow root, and showed me the 
plant growing in my father’s yard. I did so and was 
quickly cured. While on my vacation at Blue IMountain 
Lake, in the Adirondacks, I met a man there in the last 
stage of consumption. He had his medicine from his 
doctor in New York with him. He was spitting daily 
large quantities of blood, with severe cough, and his 
Secale was not able to control it in the least. He finally 
said to me: “Doctor, can you do anything to stop this 
bleeding?” I stooped down (I did not want that patient 
on my hands) and pulled up a little root of yarrow grow¬ 
ing at our feet, handed it to him and told him to chew it. 
He looked surprised, but did so, liked the taste of it and 
kept on chewing. It stopi>ed his bleeding and soothed 
his cough so much that he dug up a basket of yarrow 
and took it home w'ith him. That controlled the bleed¬ 
ing. He went to Florida for the winter, but died the 
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next spring. It is especially recommended for hremor- 
rhages after a fall or other injuries. Tf Arnica failed in 
such a case I would think of Millifolinm. 

DIGITALIS PURPUREA. 

Extremely slow, intermittent pulse; weak heart; or 
rapid, very irregular pulse. 

Respiration; irregular, difficult, slow, deep or per¬ 
formed by frcipient deep sighs; sometimes stops on drop¬ 
ping off into sleep. 

Excessive jaundice, with slow, weak heart, and ashy- 
white stools. 

Faintness or sinking at the stomacli; feels as if he 
would die if he moved. 

Blueness of skin, eyelids, lips, tongue; cyanosis. Dis¬ 
tended veins on lids, ears, li[:s and tongue. 

Very much has been said and written upon this as a 
heart remedy. Tt is called a cardiac tonic, but Homccop- 

athy knows no such thing as a tonic in medicines. The 
only tonic, in the seu.se of something to impart strength 
or tone to the human organism, is nourishing food. If 
Digitalis is capable of correcting a diseased condition, it 
does so by opposing its own power to cure to the power 
that is making the patient sick, which is called disease. 

The leading characteristic of Digitalis is a very slozv 
pulse. This may alternate with a very quick pulse, and 
between the two zve may sometimes get a very irregular 
or intermittent pulse. 

One day I saw an old but very strong man staggering 
across the road toward my office. I thought he was 
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drunk, but on closer observation I noticed that his face 
looked purple, his lips bluish, and I stepi)ed out and helped 
him in. He sat down and could not for a few minutes 
speak a word, but sat and struggled for breath. His 
pulse was very irregular and intermittent. When he 
could sjxiak, he told me that for a number of weeks past 
he had been having these spells, had fallen several times 
and been obliged to go into the stores and sit, before he 
could go along the streets. Auscultation revealed hard, 
blowing sound with first beat of the heart. He had had 
inflammatory rheumatism in his younger davs. He ha/l 
been obliged to give up all manual labor and dared not go 
away from home on .his business, that of bridge builder. 
Said he expected to die with this heart disease. I gave 
him Digitalis 2, a few drops in water. In a few days I 
saw him shovelling snow from the walk in front of his 
dwelling. “Hello,” he said. “I have no heart disease;” 
and I saw him often after that and he told me that that 
medicine cured him of “those spells.” 

A young man of good habits was taken with nausea 
and vomiting. He was drowsy, and after a couple of 
days he began to grow very jaundiced all over. The 
sclerotica were as yellow as gold, as was, indee<l, the skin 
all over the body, even to the nails. The stools were 
natural as to consistence, but perfectly colorless, while the 
urine was as hroivn as lager beer, or even more so. 
Where you could see through it, on the edge of the recei>- 
tacle, it was yellow as fresh bile. Tlie pulse was only 
thirty beats per minute, and often dropped out a beat. 

This was a perfect Digitalis case of jaundice, and this 
remedy cured him ix'rfectly in a few days, improvement 
in his feelings taking place very shortly after beginning 
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it; the stools, urine and skin gradually taking on their 
natural color. The characteristic slow pulse was the 
leading symptom to the prescription, for all the rest of 
the symptoms may be found in almost any well-developed 
case of severe jaundice. 

In dropsies, consequent on heart disease, Digitalis is 
often the remedy, and in these cases the skin is more apt 
to be bluish, as from venous stagnation, than in those 
cases dependent on renal disease. 

Among the troubles consequent upon weak heart action 
with slow pulse that are particularly amenable to Digi¬ 
talis are vertigo (this is often found in the aged); dropsy 
of brain, chest, abdomen or scrotum; passive congestion 
of the lungs. 

Among the more characteristic symptoms, aside from 
the slow pulse, are: 

“Blueness of skin, esi>ecially eyelids, lips, tongue, and 
nails; cyanosis.” 

“Faintness or sinking at stomach; feels as if he were 
dying.” 

“Sensation as if the heart would stop beating if she 
moved.” (Gclscmitim, if she did not keep moving. Lo¬ 
belia, as if it would cease any way.) 

“Respiration irregular, difficult, performed by frequent 
deep sighs.” 

“Great weakness and general sudden sinking of 
strength.” 

When going to sleep the breath fades away and seems 
to be gone; then wakes up with a gasp to catch it, cannot 
get to sleep on this account. (Grindelia and Lachesis.) 
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CACTUS GRANDIFLORUS. 

Constriction of the heart, as if an iron band prevented 
its normal movement; < lying on left side. 

Constriction, general; of heart, chest, bladder, rectum, 
uterus, vagina, etc. 

Iltemorrhages in connection with heart troubles; nose, 
lungs, stomach, rectum, bladder. 

Palpitation; day or night; worse when walking and 
lying on left side; approach of menses. 

Fear of death; believes the disease incurable.

Cactus cjrandiflo) ns is another great heart remedy, and 
its grand characteristic is not at all like Digitalis. It is a 
“sensation of constriction of the heart, as if an iron band 
prevented its normal movement.” {Iodine has a sensa¬ 
tion as if heart was squeezed together. Liliiim tigrin., as 
if grasped and released alternately. Lachesis, constric¬ 
tion on atoaking. throws off covering; Arsenienm alb., 
constriction or opj>ression on ^calking.) This sensation 
of constriction is not confined to the heart, hut is found 
in the chest, bladder, rectum, uterus, vagina; in short, it 
seems to be a general characteristic for this remedy, as 
does that of fullness for xliscnlns hippocastanum. 

The heart troubles of Cactus are cpiite apt to he caused 
by inflammatory rheumatism, where it is one of our best 
remedies. Among the symptoms found, more or less 
connected with heart troubles, for which Cactus is indi¬ 
cated, are: 

Heavy pain on vertex like a weight {Glonoine; Lache¬ 
sis at climacteric), a frequent symptom in persons suffer¬ 
ing with heart troubles, cerebral congestion, profuse epis- 
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liLxis, luematcinesis, luemorrhages from anus, liieniaturia 
or haemoptysis. In any Juemorrhages, seeming to be in 
sympathy zuiih heart trouble, think of Cactus. 

Now, besides the leading characteristic of Cactus on 
the heart, we have other chest and heart symptoms which 
are very valuable. Oppression of chest or difficult 
breathing, as if the chest could not be expanded, with 
this sense of band-like constriction. 

“Periodical attacks of suffocation, with fainting, cold 
perspiration on face and loss of pulse.” 

“Fluttering and palpitation of heart, increased when 
walking or lying on left side.” 

“Great irregularity of heart’s action, intermittent pulse, 
valvular murmurs in organic diseases of heart.” 

“Palpitation < lying on left side {Nat. mur.). 

“(Edema of left hand, foot and leg.” 

“Rheumatism of all joints, beginning in upper ex¬ 
tremities.” {Ledum in lower.) 

“Numbness of the left arm.” {Aconite; aching, Rhus 
toxicod.) 

“Cactus is a remedy of not very wide range; but of 
paramount importance in its sphere.” 

SPIGELIA ANTHELMINTICA.

Violent beating of the heart, shakes the chest; some¬ 
times audible several inches away. 

Left-sided neuralgias of head, face and eyes; pains in¬ 
crease and decrease with the rising and setting sun; water¬ 
ing of the eye, on affected side. 

Modalities: < from motion, noise, inspiration, moving 
eyes, cold, damp, rainy weather; rising sun; > quiet; dry 
air, setting sun. 
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In this we liave another valuable heart remedy. The 
pains in the heart in this remedy are as severe as those 
under Cactus, and the action is more violent than under 
either Cactus or Digitalis. It is so violent as often to be 
visible to the eye through the clothes, shaking the tvholc 
chest, and the sounds arc often audible several inches 
azvay. It is not only a very valuable remedy in acute 
attacks of the heart but in chronic valvular affections 
following the acute attack, where we have the loud blow¬ 
ing sounds and attacks of violent palpitation. I have 
seen the violent attacks of palpitation quickly relieved, 
and not only that, but the valvular troubles gradually and 
perfectly cured under the action of this remedy. In these 
troubles the jxitient can often only lie on the right side 
(Phos., Nat. nmr.), or zvith the head very high; least 
motion < (Naja). It is one of our best remedies for 
neuralgic affections of the head, face, and eyes. 

The headaches are generally one-sided, beginning in 
the occiput and extending forward, and settling over the 
left eye (right, Sang, and Silicca). They are aggravated 
by the least noise or jar. They increase zoith the rising 
of the sun and decrease zvith its going dozun (Nairum 
mur., Tabacum), and the eye on the alTecled side often 
runs clear water. {Chelidon. maj., right side with water 
gushing out.) 

Spigelia is very useful in ciliary neuralgia, the pain 
being of the same character as the headaches. The pains 
are also stabbing, running through into the back of the 
head, or like Actcea, they press outward, as if the eyeballs 
were too large for the .sockets (Conwcladia). 

In any or all of the above-named affections, for which 
Spigelia is so efficacious, the patient is made worse from 
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motion, noise, inspiration or moving the eyes, and espe¬ 
cially cold, damp, rainy weather. It makes us think of 
Bryonia, Kalmia and Natrmn mnr., and AcUca (motion), 
Belladonna (noise), and China (touch, especially light 
touch). It is certainly a very valuable remedy, though 
not one, so far as known, of very wide range of action. 

KALMIA LATIFOLIA 

Ought to Ijc noticed just here, because it seems, at first 
sight, so much like Spigelia, and Hering says it follows 
Spigelia well in heart disease. 

73oth remedies have severe neuralgia of the face, but 
Kalmia is oftenest right-sided, Spigelia left. Both have 
pains in eyes, worse on turning them, but Kalmia has a 
sense of stiffness {Rhus to.v. and Natrum mur.). Spi¬ 
gelia eyes hurt as if too large for the orbit. Both affect 
strongly the heart, and are useful in heart troubles of 
rheumatic origin. Both have violent, visible, tumultuous 
action of heart; Spigelia is invariably so, while Kalmia 
has at times remarkable sloumess of the pulse (like Digi¬ 
talis). The Kalmia form of rheumatism, like Cactus, 
goes from above downward (Ledum from below up¬ 
ward), and the pains in Kalmia shift suddenly. If we 
were called to a case of migratory rheumatism, and the 
heart seemed to be suffering, we would think of Kalmia 
before Pulsatilla, of course all the other symptoms taken 
into consideration. The pain of Kalmia often extends 
down to left hand ( Rhus). 

So far as the neuralgic sjTuptoms of Kalmia are con¬ 
cerned, they arc not much like Spigelia, except that they 
locate in the iace, and are very violent. The sides and 
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time of aggravation are different, and Kalniia is not often 
found involving the whole head, like Spigelia. Hering 
mentions that with Kahnia “weakness is the only general 
symptom with neuralgia.” The neuralgic pains of Kal- 
mia are sometimes attended with, or followed by, numb¬ 
ness of the parts affected, in this resembling Aconite, 
Chamomilla, Gnaphalhim and Platiiia. It is to study up 
the points of resemblance of remedies having a particular 
affinity for the same region or organ, and to note also 
more particularly the differences, that perfects the true 
homoeopathic prescriber. No kind of labor will bring 
better returns. 


IPECACUANHA. 

Persistent nausea, which nothing relieves, in many 
complaints. 

PTeadache as if bruised, all through the bones of the 
head, down into root of tongue, zoith nausea. 

Stools as if fermented, or as green as grass, with colic 
and nausea. 

Haemorrhages from uterus; profuse, bright blood and 
heavy breathing, zvith nausea. 

Spasmodic, or asthmatic cough; great depression and 
wheezing breathing; child becomes rigid and turns blue. 

Backache, short chill, long fever,. heat usually with 
thirst; raging headache, nausea; and sweat last; nausea 
during pyrexia. 

Better than Quinine, in intermittents, or after its abuse, 
the symptoms agreeing. 

4c ^ 

Ipecacuanha leads all the remedies for nausea. Any 
complaint accompanied with persistent nausea, the patient 
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not being at all relieved by vomiting, just as sick after as 
before—this is what we mean by persistent nausea. This 
should at once call attention to this remedy. It is often 
found in connection with gastric troubles from dietetic 
errors, and the choice will sometimes be between Ipeca¬ 
cuanha and Pulsatilla, because both are useful in gastric 
disturbances caused by indulgence in mixed diet—pastry, 
ice-cream, pork, fatty food, etc. Pulsatilla may be con¬ 
sidered the better, while the food is in the stomach. 
Ipecacuanha after it is out, but the nausea persists not¬ 
withstanding. 

Again, with Pulsatilla the tongue is often coated, like 
Antimoniuni cnidmn, while with Ipecacuanha there may 
be a slight coating, or the tongue may be perfectly clean. 
This vomiting with clean tongue, however, is not an in¬ 
fallible indication for Ipecacuanha, for we sometimes find 
it in connection with worm symptoms, where Cina has it 
just as prominently, and is the remedy. Digitalis also 
has it in heart disease. Ipecacuanha affects the whole 
intestinal tract. One very characteristic symptom is that 
the stomach and bowels feel as if relaxed and hanging 
down. 

There are three kinds of looseness of the bowels, or 
rather three characteristic stools: 

1. Fermented stools—foamy, like yeast. 

2. Grass-green stools—mucou-s or watery. 

3. Slimy stools—dysenteric, with more or less blood. 

All these stools are found very often in children, espe¬ 
cially in summer time, often as a consequence of overeat¬ 
ing or wrong eating, when a dose of Ipecacuanha 200th 
will set matters to rights, and prevent the little patient 
from running into so-called cholera-infantum or entero- 
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colitis, which often becomes a very serious and obstinate 
affection. The characteristic nausea is a .sure indication. 

We will also find this nausea present, where this rem¬ 
edy is the “proper caper,” in headaches. Headache, as if 
bruised, all through the bones of the head, and down into 
the root of the tongue. This kind of headache may be of 
rheumatic origin, but the nausea is there just the same, if 
Ipecacuanha is to cure. Then we have a sick headache 
of gastric origin, the nausea beginning before the pain in 
the head, and continuing all through. In what seems to 
be hydrocephaloid with this nausea, Ipecacuanha has often 
cleared up the whole case in a few hours. 

Again, we find the nausea accompanying the cough in 
the affections of the respiratory organs. Also in the 
haemorrhages and in the fevers in which it is often indi¬ 
cated. In short, we cannot do better than to use Hering’s 
expression: "Nausea, distressing, constant, with almost 
all contplainls, as if from the stomach, with empty eructa¬ 
tions, accumulation of much saliva, qualmishness and 
efforts to vomit,” nothing relieves. 

During the nausea, the face is generally pale, eyes 
sunken, with blue margins, and often there is more or 
less twitching of face and lips, and sleepiness after vomit¬ 
ing. We have a great many remedies that are powerful 
emetics, like Antimonium tartaricum. Zinc sulphate. Lo¬ 
belia and Apomorphine; but, so far as I know, the nausea 
is not so persistent, nor is it found in connection with so 
many other affections. Of course, no single symptom, 
however strong, would justify a prescription, if there 
were other symptoms just as strong in the same case. 

For instance, if there were burning in the stomach, in¬ 
tense thirst, but could not drink, great restlessness and 
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prostration, we would think of Arsenicum album, and it 
is often the best remedy to follow Ipecac., if the case 
goes from bad to worse. 

Ipecacuanha affects the mucous lining of the respira¬ 
tory organs, almost as prominently as it does that of the 
iilimentary tract. 

There is a great accumulation of mucus, which loads 
up the air cell and bronchi, until there seems to be great 
danger of suffocation. Note tbe symptoms: 

‘‘Violent degree of dyspnoea, zvith wheesing and great 
zveight and anxiety about tlw proecordia." (Antimon. 
tart., coarse rattling.) 

"Threatened suffocation from accumulation of mucus." 

This excessive accumulation of mucus in the air pass¬ 
ages seems to excite spa.sin like a foreign body, and an 
asthma, or spasmodic cough, or both together, ensue. 
But the spasmodic cough and asthma do not seem to all 
depend upon accumulation of mucus, for Ipeeacuanha is 
often our best remedy in the first stage of both asthma 
and whooping cough, 1>efore the stage when the mucus is 
present. 

Again “Suffocating cough, zvhereby the child becomes 
quite stiff and blue in the face.” 

"Whooping cough, with nosebleed {Indigo), bleeding 
from the month, z’oiniting, loses breath, turns pale or 
blue, and becomes rigid.” 

Infantile pneumonia, with chest loaded with mucus, 
rapid, wheezing respiration, surface blue, face pale, finds 
a very effectual remedy in Ipecacuanha. Old people with 
emphysema from chronic asthma are also > by Ipecac. 
So that we might narrow down the respiratory troubles 
to two conditions; 
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1st. Those in which excessive accumulation of mucus 
characterized the case. 

2d. Those in which spasm was the characteristic 
feature. 

Of course, all the symptoms must be taken into con¬ 
sideration, in order to differentiate between Ipecacuanha 
and other remedies having the same objective states and 
conditions. 

The control that this remedy has over haemorrhages de¬ 
serves honorable mention. It has haemorrhages from the 
nose, stomach, rectum, womb, lungs and bladder; from all 
the orifices of the body. So does Crotalns, but the blood 
in Ipecacuanha is bright red, not dt‘Composcd. Sidphtiric 
acid also has haemorrhages from all the outlets of the 
body, but the other attending symptoms are different. 
With Ipecacuanha, the haemorrhages are active, profuse, 
bright red. It is a better remedy than Secalc ever was or 
can be, for post-partum haemorrhages, and it is not neces¬ 
sary to use it in large and poisonous doses, for it will stop 
them in the 200th potency, and is quicker in its action 
than Sccale. Let us notice a few remedies for haemor¬ 
rhages : 

Ipecacuanha-. Bright red, profuse, with heavy breath¬ 
ing and nausea. 

Aconitum. Active, bright, with great fear and 
anxiety. 

Arnica. From injuries, bodily fatigue, physical exer¬ 
tion. 

Belladonna. Blood hot, throbbing carotid, congestion 
to head. 

Carlo vegetabilis. Almost entire collapse, pale face, 
wants to be fanned. 
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China. Great loss of blood, ringing in ears, faintness. 

Crocus. Blood clots, in long, dark strings. 

Ferrum. Partly fluid, partly solid, very red face, or 
red and pale alternately. 

Hyoscyamus. Delirium, and jerking, and twitching 
of muscles. 

Lachesis. Blood decomposed, sediment like charred 
straw. 

Crotalus, Flaps and Sulphuric acid. Black fluid blood, 
the first and last from all outlets. 

Nitric acid. Active haemorrhages of bright blood. 

Phosphorus. Profuse and persistent, even from small 
wounds and tumors. 

Platinum. Partly fluid, and partly hard black clots. 

Pulsatilla. Intermittent haemorrhages. 

Secale. Passive flow in feeble, cachectic women. 

Sulphur. In psoric constitutions; otlicr remedies fail. 

Other remedies and indications might be added here, 
but haemorrhage is only one symptom, and never alone 
furnishes a reliable indication for any remedy. But 
Ipecacuanha is one of the best if indicated. 

Ipecacuanha is a well-known intermittent fever remedy 
in our school. Jahr recommends it in the beginning of 
all cases, unless there are special indications for some 
other remedy, and says, “By pursuing this course I have 
cured many cases of fever and ague by the first prescrip¬ 
tion, thus saving myself a good deal of unnecessary seek¬ 
ing and comparing.” Whatever may be said in condem¬ 
nation of this loose prescribing, it is certainly preferable 
to the inevitable Quinine pre.scription of the old school, 
and some self-styled homoeopaths, for the reason that it 
will ctire more cases than Quinine, and do infinitely less 
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harm. Ipecac, can cure more cases than Quinine, but 
both can cure the case to which they are homoeopathic, 
and that in the potentized form of the drug. We have 
such clear-cut indications for the use of many remedies 
that we need not fail once where the allopaths do twenty 
times, with their indiscriminate Quinine treatment. 

1'he whole case generally revolves around one to three 
guiding symiitoms, for instance; 

Ipecac. I'he persistent nausea in one or all stages. 

Ar^seniciim alb. Irregularly developed paroxysm; 
thirst intense during heat, for small quantities. 

Eupator. perf. Bone pains; vomits bile at end of chill; 
7 to 9 A. M. 

Ignatia. Chill, with red face, > by external heat; fre- 
(juent sighing. 

Capsicum. Chill begins between shoulder blades and 
spreads. 

Niix z’omica. During heat can’t uncover in least, with¬ 
out chill. 

Nat. mur. Chill lo to ii a. m. ; bursting headache 
during heat; sweat >; after Quinine. 

Rhus to.v. Cough in chill; restless and dry tongue in 
heat; tossing about. 

Podophyllum. (Ireat Ifxpiacity during chill and heat; 
jaundice. 

Antimoniuin tart. Great sleepiness during heat and 
sweat, with pale face. 

These characteristics are genuine and reliable, and 
many more might be added if we had time and space, 
but they can all be found in H. C. Allen’s work on 
Peroers. They show how different the remedies, and how 
particular the true prescriber must be, when selecting his 
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remedy for this, as well as other diseases. Remittents 
also often come under the control of this remedy. 

ANTIMONIUM TARTARICUM. 

Great accumulation of mucus in the air passages, with 
coarse rattling with inability to expectorate; impending 
paralysis of lungs. 

Face very pale or cyanotic from unoxidized blood. 

Great coma or sleepiness in most complaints. 

Vomiting, intense nausea, with prostration; general 
coldness, cold sweat and sleepiness. 

Trembling; internal, head and hands. * 

Thick erui)tions like pocks, often pustular; as large 
as a pea. 

Modalities: > from expectoration. 

Both ends of life, childhood and old age; clings to 
those around; wants to be carried; cries and whines if 
any one touches it; will not let you feel the pulse. 

Aniinioniiiui tariaricnm is another powerful emetic. I 
can remember the time when the old allopaths used it 
almost as generally as the botanies did Lobelia inflata, to 
“clean out the siomacli.” Now-a-days, w'^ashing out the 
stomach by lavage, and the recluni and colon by enemas, 
according to ‘T Jall’s met hod,” is quite fashionable, and is 
withal much more sensible, inasmuch as they are so lame 
in their therapeutic.s. 

Notwith.standing these improvements, there is still a 
great deal of “gut scraping’ going on in the name of 
“cleaning out the system,” as though the alimentary canal 
was not a self-cleaning institution, if kept, or put into a 
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healthy condition, but must be regularly “gone through” 
once in about so often, on the “house cleaning” principle. 
To be sure it is folly, but they do the best they know. 
Neither Antimonium tart, nor any other emetic is used 
by us for emetic purposes from a therapeutic standpoint. 

Our therapeutic uses of it are the same as those of 
any other remedy, on the principle of siniilia similibus 
curantur. The nausea of this remedy is as intense as 
that of Ipecacuanha^ but not so persistent, and there is 
relief after vomiting. I have found it nearest a specific 
(of course we know there is no absolute specific for any 
disease) for cholera morbus of any remedy. For more 
than twenty-five years, 1 have seldom found it necessary 
to use any other, and then only when there were severe 
cramps in the stomach and bowels, when Cuprum metal- 
licum relieved. 

It has the nausea, vomiting, loose stools, prostration, 
cold sweat, and stupor or dt'owsiness found in almost all 
bad cases of this disease, and 1 have seldom been obliged 
to give more than two or three doses, one after each vom¬ 
iting, before the case was relieved. It is not generally 
recommended in the text-books for this ailment, but is a 
gem, as I know from abimdant experience and observa¬ 
tion. 

If Antimonium tart, possessed only the one power of 
curing, that it does upon the respiratory organs, it would 
be indispensable. No matter what the name of the 
trouble, whether it be bronchitis, pneumonia, whooping 
cough or asthma, if there is gr eat accum u lation of mucu s 
with coarse rattling, or filling _up ^^ it, but, at the same 
time, there seems to bejmibility to raise it, Tartar eme tic 
is the first remedy to be thought of. This is true in all 
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ages and constitutions, but particularly so in children and 
old people. 

There is one symptom that is very apt to be present 
in these cases, and that is, great drowsiness or sleepiness, 
sometimes amounting to coma. This is found, not only 
in diseases of the respiratory organs, but in cholera in¬ 
fantum, cholera morbus and intermittent fever. In pneu¬ 
monia, both Tartar emetic and Opium may have great 
sleepiness; but there is no need for any confusion here as 
to choice, for in Opium the face is dark red or purple, and 
there may be sighing or stertorous respiration. With 
Tartar emetic the face is always pale, or cyanotic, with 
no redness, and the breathing is not stertorous. 

Three remedies are remarkable for sleepiness, viz.: 
Opium, Tartar emetic and Nux moschata, but aside from 
this one symptom they are not alike. Antimonium tart. 
is also one of our best remedies for hepatization of lungs 
remaining after pneumoniii. There is dullness on percus¬ 
sion, and lack, or absence of respiratory murmurs, and 
shortness of breath, and patient continues pale, weak and 
sleepy. 

If Stdphur should not promote absorption in such a 
case, Tartar emetic will often do it. I have used it from 
the 200th to the c. m. potencies with equally good results. 

IRIS VERSICOLOR. 

Burning of mouth, tongue, throat, clear down into 
stomach, and of anus if there is diarrhoea. 

Vomiting of stringy, glairy, ropy mucus; hangs in 
strings down to receptacle on the floor. 
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Gastric or hepatic sick headaches with blur before the 
eyes at the beginning. Vomiting sour, or bitter. 

♦ * ♦ ♦ * 

Iris is another remedy which causes great nausea and 
vomiting. It is sometimes very serviceable in cholera 
infantum. The substance vomited is generally very sour, 
so sour that it excoriates the throat. 

The gastric troubles of this remedy arc often accom¬ 
panied with a burniiu/ of tongue, throat, ccsophagus and 
stomach, and, if diarrhcea is present, with burning of the 
anus. This burning of the alimentary canal is very char¬ 
acteristic of this drug. 

The vomiting is not always sour, but may be bitter or 
sweetish. There is also profuse flow of saliva. I once 
had a case of stomach trouble in a middle-aged lady. She 
had frequent attacks of vomiting of a stringy, glairy 
mucus which was very ropy, would hang in strings from 
her mouth to the receptacle on the floor. Then the sub¬ 
stance vomited became dark-colored; like coffee grounds. 
She became very weak, vomited all nourishment. She 
also had profuse secretion of ropy saliva. Thinking she 
had cancer of the stomach, she made her will and set her 
house in order, to die. Kali biclironiiaim was given with 
no benefit whatever, but Iris cured her completely in a 
short time and she remains well ten years since. 

Iris is also one of our best remedies for sick headache. 
These headaches seem to be of gastric or hepatic origin, 
and often begin with a blur before the eyes. I used to 
give the remedy in the 3d; but of late years have given 
it in the 50m. and am better pleased with the result, be¬ 
cause it is more prompt and lasting. It is recommended 
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in sciatica, but I have had no experience with it in this 
affection. It seems to act most powerfully upon the ali¬ 
mentary tract. I have never used it in skin troubles. 

SANGUINARIA CANADENSIS. 

Pain beginning in occiput; spreads over the hc^nl ancl 
settles over the right eye, with nausea and vomiting. Sen¬ 
sitive to noise and light. 

Loose cough with badly smelling sputa; the breath and 
sputa smell badly to the patient himself. 

Pain in right arm and shoulder; worse at night in bed; 
cannot raise the arm. Also pain in places where the 
bones are the least covered. 

Heat and tension behind sternum. Cough day and 
night with great emaciation. 

Burning and pressing in breast, followed by heat 
through abdomen and diarrlieea. Acts intensely on right 
lung and chest. 

Sick headache: Pain commences in the back of the 
head, rises and spreads over the head, and settles down 
over the right eye (left eye, Spigelia), with nausea and 
vomiting; patient wants to be in a dark room and per¬ 
fectly quiet. I have made some fine cures in long-standing 
cases of habitual sick headaches of this kind with this 
remedy. It will probably cure, or greatly relieve, the 
ordinary American sick heailache as often as any other 
remedy. I use the 200th. Loose cough, with badly smell¬ 
ing sputa; the breath and sputa smelling badly to the 
patient himself. Inhere is sometimes a pain behind the 
sternum (Kali hydroiod). This kind of cough usually 
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conies on after a severe bronchitis or pneumonia, and it 
looks as though the patient were fast running into con¬ 
sumption, There may also be flushes of fever with cir¬ 
cumscribed redness of tlie cheeks, like hectic fever. Many 
a case of this kind has been helped by this remedy. Dr. 
T. L. Brown used the first trituration of the alkaloid with 
fine effect. The 200th has made just as good cures. In 
typhoid pneumonia with great dyspnoea and circum¬ 
scribed redness of the cheeks, Sanguinaria has in my 
hands, done good service. The right lung seems to come 
markedly under its influence, cither in acute or chronic 
troubles. "Rheumatic pain in right arm and shoulder, 
zvorse at night in bed, cannot raise the arm.” This con¬ 
dition has often been relieved by this remedy in my hands 
and has won me much credit. 1 have seen one dose of 
the first trituration cure such cases of long standing. I 
have seen the c.m. do the same thing. Flashes of heat, 
with hot palms and soles, at the climacteric find a remedy 
in Sanguinaria. Sometimes indicated after Sulphur and 
Lachesis have failed, especially if the circumscribed red¬ 
ness of the cheeks appears. 

PHOSPHORIC ACID. 

Drowsy, apathetic; unconscious of all surroundings, 
but can be aroused to full consciousness. 

Chronic effects of grief; hair turns gray; hopeless, hag¬ 
gard look. 

Grows too fast and too tall; young persons with grow¬ 
ing pains in bones. 

Great physical and mental weakness from ovarian or 
sexual excesses. 
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Diarrhoea white^ watery, painless, with rumbling; 
meteorism; but not so much weakness as would be ex¬ 
pected. 

Very profuse, watery, or milky urine. 

Modalities: < bad news, depressing emotions; mastur- 
bation or sexual excess; draft; wind; snowy air; > after 
short sleep. 

Headache of school girls from eye strain, or overuse 
of eyes, occipital. Chest, weak from talking or cough¬ 
ing; cough, purulent, offensive expectoration, and pains 
in chest. Salty expectoration in proving.

The leading characteristic of this remedy lies in its 
effects upon the sensorium. “lie lies in a stupor or in a 
stupid sleep, tinconscious of all that is going on around 
him, but tvhen aroused is fully conscious/' This is Phos¬ 
phoric acid in its intensest degree, as found in typhoid 
fever, in which it is one of our best remedies. But it is 
not alone here that the sensorial depression appears. It 
may be found in a lesser degree, in the results of depress¬ 
ing emotions, like grief at the loss of a friend, lover, 
proi)erty or position, and the effect seems to be even 
deeper rooted than in those cases which call for Ignatia. 
(See also Lachesis.) The subject seems stupefied with 
grief. There is not the nervous twitching of Ignatia, but 
a settled despair, general weakness or prostration. The 
hair turns gray, and a weary, worn and haggard, hopeless 
look obtains. I have succeeded in curing such a case 
when Ignatia failed. In such a case the patient sometimes 
complains of a pain like a crushing weight on the vertex, 
or, again, of pain in the occiput or nape of the neck, and 
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with both they appear physically weak, or exhausted, 
want to lie down, don’t want company, or to be noticed 
or six)ken to. We often find this sensorial depression in 
conncctif)!! with the effects of onanism or excessive coi¬ 
tion, The patient is disturbed by the culpability of his in¬ 
dulgence, grieves over it, is inclined to sink into despair. 
This is true of both sexes, and the depression is much 
worse if the patient is growiny too fast, or is overtaxed 
mentally or pliysically. With Calcarca carh. they grow 
too fat, with Phosphoric acid too fast and tall. We have 
in Phosphoric acid a remedy for the headache of students, 
c.spccially of those who are growing too fast. It is a sin 
to keep such young ]>eople bowing down to hard study, 
and while it is true that youth is the time to get an educa¬ 
tion it is also true that it is the time when too great a 
strain in that direction may utterly wreck and forever in¬ 
capacitate a mind which might, with more time and care, 
have been a blessing to the world. 

Now Phosphoric acid, proj)erly exhibited, may be of 
incalculable benefit in such cases. It will sometimes be a 
choice between Phosphoric acid and Natrnm mnriaticum 
or Calcarca phos., the otlier symptoms must decide. 

In regard to the use of Phosphoric acid in typhoids, 
there are no other remedies exactly like it in its depressing 
effect on the sensorium. Arnica has its apathy or indiffer¬ 
ence ; but the Arnica depression is more profound, as is 
also that of Bapiisia, for they both go to sleep while an¬ 
swering a question, showing how .overpowering is the 
stupor. Then with the former we have petechiae or ecchy- 
mosis, which is not found under Phosphoric acid, and 
under the latter the tendency to decomposition of the 
fluids as found in the terribly offensive stools and urine. 
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Opium surpasses them all in its stupefying powers, and 
the face, breathing and general appearance, is not at all 
like Phosphoric acid. 

Rhus tox. and Ilyoscyamus are very stupid also, but in 
other respects are very different. The description of 
these remedies is found under each, as vve have written of 
their use in typhoids. Nnx moschata ought also to be 
mentioned in this connection. 

We must not forget the action of Phosphoric acid upon 
the bowels. It does not exhibit any peculiar character¬ 
istic action upon the stomach, but does in the abdominal 
region, as the following well-verified symptoms show: 
“Mcfcoistic distension of the abdomen; rumbling and 
gurgling and noise as from watery, painless stools.” 
"Diarrhoea white, or yellow, zuatcry, chronic or acute 
zoithont pain or any marked debility or exhaustion.” Now, 
it seems very singular that, after so much talk alx)ut the 
general depression or weakness of this remedy, we should 
be obliged to record that tlic profuse and .sometimes long- 
continued diarrhcca should not debilitate, as a character¬ 
istic symptom. Well, there are a good many unaccount¬ 
able things, in both disease and tlierapeutics, and this is 
one of them, but the fact remains and we act upon it. Let 
us remember that the profound weakness and dc])ression 
of Phosphoric acid is upon the sensorium and nervous 
system, and will be there whether diarrhcca is present or 
not. It is markedly so in typhoids, as I can fully attest 
from abundant observation. China debilitates by its diar- 
rhrea or loss of fluids generally. Phosphoric acid attacks 
the nervous system primarily, even in onanism, and its 
results or effects are not so much the loss of semen as a 
vital fluid, as under China, the nervous system suffering 
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very much, even though the emissions be neither very 
frequent nor profuse. 

Young boys even suffer from the effects of the orgasm 
of onanism before there is much or any semen secreted. 
This is well to remember in a choice between these two 
remedies. There is a condition in which I have found 
this remedy very valuable, especially in men. The lead-, 
ing^symptom is a “weak feeling in the chest from talk¬ 
ing.’' You remember Stannum has this symptom very 
strongly (also Sulphur) and may lead us into a wrong 
prescription if only the one symptom were considered. 
If the patient is a young man, married or single; if, 
again, he seems weak in mind, listless, apathetic, reticent; 
if he is growing fast; all these things would indicate 
Phosphoric acid, and the proper use of it might save him 
from consumption, for many go into it in this way. If 
he has cough with cxjxictoration, under Phosphoric acid, 
it will be copious, purulent, offensive; under Stannum, 
thick, heavy and of sweetish taste. All this condition of 
things may, when Phosphoric acid is the remedy, find its 
cause in one or both of two things: Onanism or sexual 
excess, and too rapid growth. Phosphoric acid has two 
very marked peculiarities in the urine; vis. very profuse 
and clear, zvaterv, or milky urine. 

The first is found with general nervous depression, and 
if there is headache it is like Gelsemium relieved by the 
flow of urine. The other is from excess of phosphates in 
the urine, indicating nerve waste. We must distinguish 
between the profuse urine of Ignatia and Phosphoric acid, 
for the first is hysterical, the latter not at all so. 
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MURIATIC ACID. 

Moaning or sliding down in bed from excessive weak¬ 
ness. (Typhoid.) 

Tongue dry, leathery and shrunken; oiie-third its 
natural size. (Typhoid.) 

Hsemorrhoids: Swollen and blue, and so saisilive to 
touch that they cannot bear the contact of the sheet. 

Great debility; as soon as he sits down his eyes close; 
lower jaw hangs down; slides down in bed. 

Malignant affections of mouth: Ulcers, deep, dark 
base bluish, offensive, foul breath. 

Diarrhoea: Stool involuntary while urinating. Cannot 
urinate without having bowels move at the same time.

This remedy, also one of our best remedies in typhoids, 
is found useful in cases of lower grade than in the Phos¬ 
phoric acid case. It comes nearer to Carlo vegetabilis 
than any other remedy. 

Its indications are given in “Hering's Guiding Symp¬ 
toms” as well as anywhere. There is decomposition of 
fluids; the stools are involuntary while passing urine; 
stools dark, thin, or haemorrhage of dark liquid blood. 
Mouth full of dark-bluish ulcers; unconscious. Moaning 
and sliding down in the bed from excessive weakness; 
lower jaw fallen, tongue dry, leathery and shrunken to a 
third of its natural size, and paralyzed; pulse weak and 
intermittent. It is hardly possible to draw a picture of a 
more desperate case of typhoid than this. It is not neces¬ 
sary to resort to quinine, brandy or any other fashionable 
so-called stimulants. Broth, milk or oatmeal gruel for 
nourishment, and Muriatic acid will do all that can be 
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done for the saving of the life of such a patient, and will 
do it quicker and with less liability to relapse than any 
other course of treatment. Of course the friends are 
anxious, even desperate, and a show of ivork must be 
made. If much pressure is brought to bear in the way of 
suggestions or demands for counsel, all sorts of wonder¬ 
ful prescriptions that cured a great many cases like this, 
let Sac. lac. be given every five minutes. It is a wonder¬ 
fully quieting medicine (to friends and meddlers) and 
should never be omitted. Send the most rampant howler 
off on horseback miles away, if you can, for something, 
no matter what. That is indispensable to the patient’s 
recovery. The greatest danger to the patient is, that the 
physician losing his presence of mind, will suffer himself 
to be led or driven away from the only true helpful 
course. This advice i.s given only to those who need it. 
Many a patient has died because his physician “lost his 
head” under this kind of pressure. 

Muriatic acid is very useful in haemorrhoids, swollen 
and blue, and so sensitive to touch that they cannot bear 
the contact of the sheet. 

Rectum prolapses easily (Ignatia, Riita), cannot uri¬ 
nate without it coming down. Also when wind is passed 
or bowels move. 

Bladder weak, urine passes slowly or must press until 
rectum protrudes. 

Cannot bear the least touchy not even sheet on genitals 
(Mwex). 
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NITRIC ACID. 

Has a particular affinity for mucous outlets, where skin 
and membranes join; cracks; rhagades, fissures. 

Pricking pains as of a splinter in the parts. 

Urine strong smelling; like horse urine. 

Hamiorrhages from all outlets of the body; blood 
bright red. 

Pricking ulcers; excrescences; condylomata; figwarts 
(sycosis). 

Nervous, irritable, dark complexioned persons. 

Modalities: > riding in carriage.

Nitric acid is one of our most effective antidotes to the 
effects of allopathic dosing with mercury in syphilis. For 
the other bad effects of the abuse of mercury other reme¬ 
dies are better, notably, Hepar sulphur, calc. Nitric acid 
has a particular affinity for the outlets of mucous sur¬ 
faces, where the skin and membrane join, such as the 
mouth (corners), nose and anus. In the mouth we find 
the corners cracked, ulcerated and scabby; also aphthae, 
stomatitis with ptyalism, swelling of the gums, foctor oris, 
etc. 

If Mercurius has already been used without avail Nitric 
acid follows well and will often cure. 

This ulcerated, swollen and spongy condition of the 
gums will extend into the throat, and if it is the result of 
combined syphilis and mercurialization of the old school 
Nitric acid is the first remedy. The action of this rem¬ 
edy is just as positive upon the other outlet of the alimen¬ 
tary canal. 

The anus is cracked and fissured similarly (Ratanhia), 
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and haemorrhoids protrude, crack, bleed and are very 
sore. No remedy lias more decided action upon the anus, 
and one very characteristic symptom is, “great pain after 
passage of stool, even soft stool.” He walks the floor in 
agony of pain for an hour or two after a stool (Ratan- 
hia). In dysentery this symptom distinguishes this rem¬ 
edy from Nux vomica, which is relieved after stool and 
Mercurius, which has tenesmus all the time, or before, 
during and after stool. 

Another very strong characteristic of this remedy in all 
these affections is, “Pricking pain as of a splinter in the 
part.” Nitric acid has hsemorrhages from all outlets of 
the body, and the blood is generally bright red. It is 
especially so in typhoid and haemorrhoids. Nitric acid is 
one of our best remedies in chronic diarrheea. It is one 
of the celebrated trio, viz.: Thuja, Staphisagria and 
Nitric acid for condylomata. It is one of three remedies 
having very offensive odor to the urine, viz.: 

Benzoic acid. Nitric acid and Sepia. 

Benzoic acid, urine is very dark with very intense urin¬ 
ous odor. 

Nitric acid, dark, smelling like horse urine. 

Sepia, offensive and sourish. 

SULPHURIC ACID. 

Extreme weakness, with sense of internal trembling, 
which is not observable to others. 

Haemorrhages from every outlet of the body, with 
ecchymosed spots under the skin. 

Child smells sour all over, despite the actual cleanli¬ 
ness. Sour, acid vomiting. 
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Adapted to the light haired, old people, especially 
women; flushes of heat in climacteric years. 

Aphthae, of mouth, gums, or entire buccal cavity, gums 
bleed readily; ulcers painful; offensive breath. Bad 
effects from mechanical injuries, with bruises, chafing 
and livid skin; prostration. 

Sensation as if the brain was loose in forehead and fall¬ 
ing from side to side {Bell., Bry., Rhus, Spig.). Often 
very useful in the stomach troubles of old whiskey topers.

Sulphuric acid is anotlier remedy of value in aphthous 
affections of the mouth. It is particularly efficacious in 
greatly debilitated subjects, and in children with maras¬ 
mus with this kind of mouth. There is often present sour 
stomach {Iris vcrsicol. and Rohinia, sour eructations and 
vomiting) with sour vomiting, and the child smells sour 
all over despite the greatest care in regard to cleanliness. 
{Rheum, Hepar and Magnesia.) One of the strongest 
characteristics, perhaps the strongest, in weakened sub¬ 
jects in which this is the appropriate remedy, is a sense of 
internal trembling. This is a subjective symptom, for, 
notwithstanding this jx^sitive sensation, to a degree that 
is very distressing, there is no visible trembling. This 
symptom is frequently found in old topers (see Ranun- 
cidus bulb.), who are broken down or almost wrecked 
in health by strong drink. The symptom, however, is 
not confined to such subjects, but is often found in 
other cases when the debility is traceable to other causes; 
when markedly present from whatever cause. Sulphuric 
acid should never be forgotten. We have already 
spoken of the value of this remedy in purpura haemor- 
rhagica. Like Croialus, it has haemorrhages from every 
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outlet of the body {Acetic acid, Thlaspi), and the blood 
also settles in cuhymoscd spots under the skin. This 
last symptom would indicate that Sulphuric acid might 
be useful in black and blue spots in the skin, as the 
result of bruising, and practice corroborates it, and it 
follows well after Arnica. Ledum palustre is also one of 
our best remedies for ecchymosis from bruises, “black 
eye,” for instance; this is, of course, for bruises under the 
skin; while Ruta is just as efficacious for bruises of the 
periosteum. There is enough of the Sulphur clement so 
that it may succeed in “flushes” of heat, after Sulphur 
has failed at the climacteric. 

PICRIC ACID. 

This is a comparatively new remedy, but has already 
developed some valuable thera^xiutic powers. In the first 
place, it attacks the vital force, as is manifested by an 
excessive languor or persistent tired feeling all over the 
body, which is generally accompanied with corresponding 
weakness of mind, indift'erence, and want of will power, 
and a desire to lie down. There is great heaviness of the 
legs, can hardly lift them from the ground, tired, aching 
feeling in the back with some burning {Phosphorus and 
Zinc, met.), at times low down. Even the brain is fagged 
and the slightest exertion or mental effort brings on head¬ 
ache. This headache is oftenest found in students, over¬ 
worked business men, and in ijersons depressed by grief 
or other emotions. 

It oftenest locates in occipito-cervical region {Nat. 
mur., Silicca), < especially by mental exertion. In 
short, this remedy presents a perfect picture of nervous 
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prostration. I found this remedy very useful in apparent 
failure of brain power in an old man who had always been 
strong up to within a year or so of the time he called on 
me. He complained of heaviness in the occii)ut and in¬ 
ability to exert the mind to talk or think, and general tired 
“played-out” feeling. I feared hrain softening but I gave 
him Piaic acid 6th Irit. and it promptly cured him. This 
remedy has strong points of resemblance to Phosphoric 
acid and Phosphorus in its effects uiK)n the sexual organs, 
especially of the male. There is strong sexual desire with 
terrible erections, which is followed by corresponding 
weakness or complete impotence. There seems to be no 
doubt that it is destined to become one of our most val¬ 
uable remedies for brain, .spinal, and general nervous 
prostration, especially if connected with or arising from 
sexual excesses. It may he studied along with Gelsc- 
mium, Phosphoric acid, Phosphorus, Argentum niiricum, 
Sulphur, Alumina and Silicca and all those remedies 
affecting the brain, cord, and general nervous system. 

CARBO ANIMALIS 

Is another remedy whose great general characteristic is: 
Great weakness, zvant of energy, prostration. The sub¬ 
jects of it are often disposed to glandular swellings, in¬ 
durations and suppuration.s. 

Benignant suppurations arc inclined to become ichor¬ 
ous. The swellings to become schirrous in character. 

The swellings seem to have a choice for the axillary, 
inguinal or mammary regions. 1'hen the .sexual organs 
come markedly under its influence. Old suppurating, 
bluish colored (Lack, Parent. Cub.), offensive buboesi 
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Menses too early and too long. Menorrhagia from 
chronic induration of the uterus; also in cachectic women 
with glandular swellings. 

The flow always weakens so that she can hardly 
speak. 

Mammary tumors in hard nodules in the breast. 

Copper colored eruptions on the skin. 

Weak ankles in children (Nat. c., Sil.). 

Easily sprained from lifting (Calc. ost.). 

GELSEMIUM NITIDUM. 

Complete relaxation and prostration of the whole mus¬ 
cular system, with almost or entire motor paralysis. Eye¬ 
lids droop; muscles refuse to obey the will. 

Trembling of hands or lower extremities if he attempts 
to move; must lie still. 

Mental faculties dull, cannot think; drowsy, with dull 
red face. 

Susceptibility to mental disturbance, excitement or 
emotion; causes diarrhoea. 

Dull, tired, prostrating headache at base of brain; wants 
head high, sometimes > by profuse urination. 

Vertigo with blurred vision; dilated pupils; double 
sight; sense of intoxication. 

Nervous chill, violent shaking with no sense of cold¬ 
ness. 

Desire to be quiet; feels too weak to move. 

Children: fear of falling, seize the nurse, grasp the 
crib, especially in intermittents. 

Slow, weak pulse of old age. 

Great heaviness of the eyelids; cannot keep them open. 
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Fears that unless constantly on the move, the heart will 
cease beating. 

General deep-seated muscular pain with prostration 
(la grippe). 

^ ^ 9|e 

This remedy affects, primarily, the wliole nervous sys¬ 
tem. The most prominent symptom, as we are in the 
habit of recording the effects of remedies, is “complete re¬ 
laxation and prostration of the whole muscnlar system, 
7oith almost or quite enthe motor paralysis.” This mus¬ 
cular prostration seems to come through inability of the 
nerves to convey impressions; thus we have the symptom 
“muscles will not obey the will.” This condition comes 
on gradually, the first symptom being a feeling of lassi¬ 
tude or general fatigue. He wants to lie down he feels 
so zveak (Picric acid), and is inclined to drowsiness; the 
pulse becomes weak and slow, but is accelerated on the 
least motion. Then, if he attempts to walk, the legs 
U cmble, or the hands tremble if he attempts to lift them, 
the tongue trembles if he attempts to protrude it; all this 
from zveakness, both objective and subjective. If I were 
to put one adjective before this remedy to indicate its 
chief characteristic I would call it the trembling remedy. 
Sometimes this trembling is so severe as to actually shake 
the patient like a chill, but there is no chill, objective or 
subjective. This weakness may increase to the stage of 
complete paralysis, and such symptoms as these appear: 
The eyelids droop (Sepia, Caust.) until they are com¬ 
pletely closed. The fingers become unmanageable, so that 
he can no longer guide them over the keys of the piano in 
playing; he cannot guide his feet where he wants to in 
trying to walk, notwithstanding the sensorium remains 
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clear, with perhaps the exception of a little drowsiness. 
He knows perfectly well what he wants to do, but cannot 
do it. 

Then, again, there may be neuralgia in various parts, 
and the pains may be a dull aching all over {myalyia), or 
they may be sudden and darting, so acute as to cause sud¬ 
den starting. Or, again, it may cause spasms ur convul¬ 
sions; but with all these there is the characteristic pros¬ 
tration, for instance, in prosopalgia the eyelids droop 
from weakness. So we repeat (tclscminm is prc-cmincnlly 
a nerve remedy. 

Having shown the central action of this great remedy 
as it manifests itself upon the nervous system, we will 
proceed to notice some of its local uses which will always 
be more or less associated Avith such action. Upon the 
mind it shows its depre.s.sing poAA'^er, and is [wrtrayed in 
such symptoms as these: The (n'lsemittm subject is tor¬ 
pid, sleepy, and dreads movement. 'The mental j'aeulties 
arc dtdl, cannot think clearly or fi.v his attention; “de¬ 
sires to be ([uiet; ih>es not wish to speak or have any one 
near her for company, even i f the person be silent.” This 
condition of mind is in perfect accordance with the gen¬ 
eral nervous prostration already described. This condi¬ 
tion of mind sometimes is temporarily suspended to 
give'place to an alternate condition of excitement. But 
this is not the Icad'ug characteristic, and legitimate effect 
of the drug, but is only the reaction; like a state of sleep¬ 
lessness is to the characteristic sleepiness or stupor of 
Opium. 1 consider the large doses of either remedy used 
by some to quiet excited conditions, or to control spasms 
or convulsions b)'- their toxic, depressing, or paralyzing 
action on the muscular system, antipathic, and in no way 
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truly curative. There is an excessively sensitive condi¬ 
tion of the nerves that is very peculiar, and that this rem¬ 
edy controls markedly, viz., susceptibility to mental dis- 
iurhimcc, such os sudden excitement or emotion, bad 
news or fright, the anticipation of an unusual ordeal. 
One of the effects following^ these things is a diarrlima. 
Many people are thus affected. Gelscmimn not only cures 
the diarrha'a for the time being, but often cures the wliole 
abnormal condition. I have never known the remedy to 
do much good in tliese conditions below the 30 th ^xitency, 
but often in the potencies much al)ove that. 

As would be naturally supposed from its general action 
upon tbe nervous .system, this remedy exerts a decided 
influence upon the sensorium and brain. Dizziness, with 
blurred ‘^•ision, pupils dilated, double sight and sense of 
intoxication, show this influence. One very characteristic 
sym])tom appears here which is found under only one 
other remedy with any prominence, viz., ‘‘child starts and 
grasps the nurse and screams, as if afraid of falling.” If 
there is any difference between it and Borax, it is that in 
Borax the child manifests this fear only when it is being 
laid down in the cratllc, or from doxvnward motion. 

The most cliaracteri.stic headache of Gelsemium is a 
dull, tired headache at the base of the brain. The patient 
wants to lie with head raised upon a high pillow, and lie 
perfectly still. It is aggravated by mental labor, smoking 
tobacco, lying with the head low, and in the heat of the 
.sun. (Glonoine, Lachesis, Lys.sin, Natrum carb.) It is 
temporarily ameliorated by pressure and stimulants. Such 
headaches often follow a debauch. Sometimes we have a 
headache from passive congestion; then the pain begins 
in the occiput and spreads all over the head. The aggra- 
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vations are about the same as in the other variety, or 
nervous headache. One notable characteristic is that 
sometimes the headache is relieved by a profuse flow of 
urine. {Lac defloratum has a profuse flow of urine dur¬ 
ing sick lieadaclie to which it is adapted, but the pain is 
not so markedly relieved by the flow.) (,'else unit in has 
also a sick headache that is preceded by hlindne.'ss. As 
the head begins to ache the blindness disappears. The 
sick headache of this remedy is not accom])anicd with 
much nausea and vomiting, as is that of Sanguinnria, Iris 
versicolor and Lac defloratum, but is accompanied by the 
characteristic weakness and trembling belonging to this 
remedv'. (ielseiiiiiini is one of the .so-called fever reme- 

ml 

dies. It is useful in tlie remittent fever of children. The 
fever is never of that active or violent form calling for 
Aconite or Belladonna, but of a milder form. The child 
lies drowsy, does not want to move, or, if it does, cannot 
move much on account of the weakness. One author says 
that Gclscniium stands midway between Aconite and 
Veratrum viridc. I should rather place it between Bap- 
tisia and Belladonna. Jake Baptisia, there is prostration, 
but the typhoid tongue and other symptoms are not so 
strong. There may be dark red face with both and a sort 
of besotted expression; but with Baptisia the sensorium 
comes more fully under the influence of the drug, so that 
the patient wdll fall asleep even when trying to answer 
questions. I'hen the offensive sweat, stool and urine of 
Baptisia are not found under Gelsemiuni. Like Bella¬ 
donna, there is congestion to the brain and dilated pupils, 
but it is not so intense, accompanied by active or violent 
delirium as with Belladonna. Gelsemiuni is not a very 
great intermittent fever remedy; but is one of the best for 
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nervous chill (Gelseinium chills run up and down the back 
in wave-like succession from sacrum to occiput; chill be¬ 
gins between scapula?, Capsic., Sepia; chill begins in 
lumbar region, Eiipat. purp. and Nat. m.; chill begins in 
dorsal region, linpat. perf.. Lack.); when there is great 
shaking and chattering of the teeth, with no objective, 
or even sense of coldness. "Patient wants to be held 
because he shakes so.'" This kind of chill is frequently 
found in hysterical and heart diseases (organic). The 
pulse of Gclseminm is slow when quiet, but greatly accel¬ 
erated on motion. For the weak, slow pulse of old 
age there is no remedy oftener useful. For the nervous 
prostration already described, just preceding typhoid, 
there is nothing like Gelsemium. I have aborted many 
cases of typhoid fever with this remedy—at least I 
think so. 

BAPTISIA TINCTORIA. 

Mind confused; as if drunk; cannot collect himself; 
feels scattered about, cannot get pieces together. 

Face dark, dusky; eyes bleared, besotted expression. 

Mouth ulcerated with foul smell; or, dry, tongue dry 
in a streak down the centre. 

Abdomen sensitive in right iliac region, with rumbling. 

Stool loose, and urine with all other discharges; z'ery 
offensive. 

Aw'akes with oppressed feeling, must have more air. 

Great prostration with aching and soreness all over. 
Great typhoid remedy. 

Can swallow liquids only; least solid food gags. 

In whatever position the patient lies the parts rested 
upon feel sore and bruised. {Lack., Pry.) 
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Baptisia tivrturia will (jiiitc nuturally come in here, 
as it is <;ften indicated after the Gclsenmm stage is 
over in fc^ers. Typhoid fever can be aborted under 
proper honueoiiathic treatment, no matter what the 
old-school says to the contrary. 1 have had but one 
case of typhoid fever run its full course in seven years, 
and that was a case of a young lady whose mother 
tried to treat her, until the di.sease was fully estab- 
lished. The symptoms indicating Baptisia are, in 
the first stage, great nervousness, chilliness, aching 
pains all over, but especially in head, back and limbs, 
and a sens:ilion of soreness all over; feels as if 
bruised. Then the patient grows weak, prostrated, 
drow.sy, becomes confused, the face and eyes .suffused .so 
as to give it a “be.sottcd appearance;" the .sensorium is so 
blunted that the p.'itient falls asleep even before he can 
answer a (piestion, or Avhile he is in the middle of an 
answer, 'fhen the tongue becomes streaked down the 
middle, at first white, even becomes brown in a well- 
defined streak down the middle, and as he comes more 
fully under the tyjihoid influence he mutters and reaches 
aliout the bed, tossing to and fro, and if he says anything 
he .says he feels "scattered around the bed and is trying to 
get the pieces together.” Now the bow'els begin to rum¬ 
ble, especially in the ilio-ciecal region, which is also sensi¬ 
tive to touch; Liter still the bowels begin to disebarge, 
and all the disch.arges (stool, urine and sweat) are ex¬ 
tremely offensive. This is a true picture of a Baptisia 
tyjihoid, and 1 have aborted in the first stage many ca.ses 
aiul even checked their jirogress (in other cases) and 
cured them when they had been running eight to twelve 
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days. I have used both the low and high preparations 
with equal success, but now use the 30lh potency. 

FERRUM PHOSPHORIOUM. 

This one of Schuessler’s tissue rL'inedies has proven a 
valuable remedy in some indammatory diseases. In keep¬ 
ing with its element of Iron, it presents the local coiujcs- 
tion tcnih'ncii'.x of that remedy; and in its Pliosplwnis ele¬ 
ment its affinitv for the lungs and .stomach; and in its 
combination proves a great luciuorrliatjc remedy. The 
hsemorrliagcs are of bright blood, and may come from any 
outlet of the body. Further proving and clinical use will 
enable us to use it more .scientifically than we now do. So 
far as I have observed, it is not adapted to the full- 
blooded, sanguine, arterial subjects, with an overplus of 
red blood that Aconite cures, but rather to pale, ancemic 
subjects, who with all their wcaknes.ses are nevertheless 
.subject to sudden and violent local conge.stions and in¬ 
flammations, like pneumonia, or sudden conge.stions to 
head, bowels, or any other part, or to inflammatory affec¬ 
tions of a rheumatic character. It is only u.seful in the 
first stage of such attacks, before the stage of exudati<m 
appears. It has been found useful also in the above- 
described w^eakened or anaemic subjects who have sour 
eructations occurring in stomach troubles, usually termed 
dyspeptic. In dysentery, in the first stage with a good 
deal of blood in the discharge.s, it is very valuable, and 
often cures in a very short time. 

Again, it is often efficacious in the night sweats of the 
weak and ansmic. I am sorry not to be able to give char¬ 
acteristic indications for the u.se of this remedy, but I am 
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fully persuaded that it is a very valuable one and ought 
to receive a thoroughly llahncmanniaii proving. 

VERATRUM VIRIDE. 

A narrow, well developed red streak right through the 
middle of the tongue. 

Intense fever, with twitching and tendency to spasms. 

^ 

Vcratntni viridc is another remedv which at one time 
had a great reputation in the first or congestive stage of 
inflammatory diseases, and especially in those organs com¬ 
ing under the control of the pncumogastric nerve, viz., 
pharynx, oesophagus, stomach and heart. For a time 
the journals fairly bristled with reported cures of pneu¬ 
monia, and its curative power was attributed to the in¬ 
fluence of the remedy to control the action of heart and 
pulse. It was claimed that if we could control the quick¬ 
ened circulation so as to decrease the amount of blood 
forced into the congested lung, that you thereby gave the 
lung a chance to free itself of the existing engorgement. 

It looked plausible, and certainly in many cases re¬ 
markable cures were effected, and that in a short time. I 
was a young physician and thought I had found a prize 
in this remedy. Hut one day I left a patient, relieved by 
this remedy of an acute ami violent attack of pneumonia, 
to go to a town five miles distant, and when 1 returned 
found my patient dead. Then I watched others treated 
with this remedy, and fenmd every little while a patient 
with pneumonia dropping out suddenly when they were 
reported better. 

Now we don’t hear so much of Veratrum vir. as the 
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greatest remedy for the first stage of this disease. What 
was the matter? ist. It was (like other fads) used too 
indiscriminately. 2d. It is not desirable (it is wrong) to 
control or (Icjm’ss ihc pulse, rcgarilless of all the other 
conditions. 3d. The patients, wIkj had weak hearts, were 
killed by this powerful heart depressant. ciuickeiicd 
circulation is salutary, in all infianimalory diseases, and 
is evidence that the Natural po:acr to resist disease is 
there, and at work. The ])ulse will come to its normality 
when the cause of its disturbance is removed and never 
should be forced to do .so until ihen. Here is a common 
fault of the old .school notwithstanding their cry of 
“Tollc causaui.” So T find fault with (luern.sey’s key¬ 
note, “CIreat actixily of the arterial system; very (juick 
pulse.” Next to Digitalis, t^cratrum viride slows the 
pul.se, as is abundantly shown in the provings. If cjuick 
pulse is ever a result of this remedy, it is a secondary or 
rc-nctionary effect, like the sleeplessness of Opium or 
constipation of cathartics. So it seems to me that as an 
antiphlogistic (forgive me) it must go into the shade 
with the once vaunted Digitalis. 

Then what is Veratnmi viride good for? Well, I do 
not think that its sjdiere is yet fully defined, or can be 
without further provings and verification. The provings 
arc already carried far enough to show that it must be a 
very powerful and irseful remedy. That it inflames the 
(esophagus or stomach is well known, as is the fact that it 
congests the brain and lungs, but what are the character¬ 
istic symptoms that will enable us to prescribe this rem¬ 
edy in preference to the other remedies that do the same 
thing is not so well known. One peculiar symptom I be¬ 
lieve to be characteristic, and which I have verified in a 
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very severe case of erysipelas, wliicli was accompanied by 
great delirium, is '"a narrozo, well-defined red streak right 
tlirungh the middle of ilie tongue.’^ Again I believe 
Vcrairiun Z’iride I0 be one of our best remedies for 
spasms, twitcliiiigs and convulsions, but do not know of 
any very reliable symptoms guiding; us to its selecticm in 
the individual case. 1 once cure<l a man of a very severe 
and persistent attack of vomiting, which was aggravated 
on rising, with this remedy. He had suffered from sev¬ 
eral similar attacks before, but never any after this one, 
no^v several vears ago. 

VERATRUM ALBUM. 

Collapse, with general coldness and cold sweat, espe¬ 
cially on forehead; hippocratic face. 

Mania, with desire to cut and tear things, with Icwd- 
ne.ss, lascivious talk, religious or amorous. 

Disposed to silence, but if irritated gets Jiiad. Scolds, 
calls names and talks of laults ol others. 

Rice water sl(n)ls. ]irofuse, exhausting, cramps in 
calves, coldness, collapse. 

Rheumatic alfections < in damp weatlier; drives 
patient out of bed. 

The pains are maddening, driving the patient 4 o de¬ 
lirium. 

Copiousness of discharges: stools, vomiting, urine, 
saliva, sweat; craving for acids or refreshing things. 

ii: ^ 

Here is a remedy that has a characteristic ”Cold siveat 
on llie forehead.'' It makes no difference w'helher it is 
cholera, cholera infantum, pneumonia, asthma, typhoid 
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fever or constipalion; if this symptom is prominently 
present, and the patient is in anything like a faint, col¬ 
lapse, or greatly proslr.atcd conditicai, / '(’minim album 
is the first remedv to think of. It is one of 1 lalinem.'inn’s 
trio of remedies for Asiatic cholera, Camphor and Cup¬ 
rum mctallicum being the other two; and today his indi¬ 
cations for its use stand as true as wlien he first gave 
them to tlie profe.ssion. It abides the lest because it is 
founded upon a natural law of cure, which is the .same 
“yesterday, today, and forever.” 

Vcratnim alb. has .some very strong mind symptoms. 
“Mania n'illi (ic.Cnu’ la cul ami tear tliiiiijs, especially 
clothes, zvith Icwdm’ss and lasck'ious talk, religious or 
amorous.” 

Here the choice will sometimes have to he made be¬ 
tween this remedy and Stramonium. They are both ver)' 
kHjuacinns. and both strongly religious. Also both at 
limes very \iolent; l)ut the face of Slrami)iiium is gen¬ 
erally very red and bloated, while that of Ceratrum is 
]ikel> to he p.'ile, sunken or hip ocratT; again, there is 
greater general weakness with Ceratriim. Sometimes 
the violent form of mania alternates with a “disposition 
to silence,” but if irritated gets mad, .scedds, calls names 
and talks of the faults of others. These forms of mania 
are often con.scfiuent upon .suppressed mcn.scs or the puer¬ 
peral state. They may be acute or ijecomc chronic. In 
cither case we may find the cure in Veratrum album. 

If we were to describe in one zvoid the general condi¬ 
tion, as near as ix)ssiblc, for which this remedy was best, 
it would be collapse. Let me quote: “Rapid sinking of 
forces; complete prostration ; cold sweat and cold breath.” 
“Skin blue, purple, cold, wrinkled, renuiining in folds 
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when pinched.” “I'ace hippocratic; nose pointed.” 
“Whole body icy cold.” “Cold skin, face cold, back cold.” 
“Hands icy cold.” “Feet and legs icy cold.” (Icy cold¬ 
ness of surface, covered with cold sweat, Tabacmn.) 
“Cramps in calves.” All these are verified symptoms, 
and show to what an extreme degree of collapse a case 
may come and yet be cured. This condition may be found 
in rapidly progressing, acute cases like cholera, or it may 
be found in suppressed exanthemata; or, again, in the 
course of bronchitis, pneumonia, typhoid or intermittent 
fever. No matter where found, or in connection with 
whatever disease, if this collapse is present, and espe¬ 
cially if the grand keynote, '‘cold sweat on face and fore¬ 
head,” is present, we may give this remedy with full con¬ 
fidence that it will do all that can he done and much more 
than the old school system of stimulation with alcoholics. 
In choleraic diseases Camphor comes nearest to Verat- 
rum, but with Verairum the stools are profuse and like 
rice-water, while they are scanty or entirely absent with 
Camphor. The pains of CcraU urn arc very severe some¬ 
times, driving the patient to delirium. It is said to be a 
good remedy for rheumatism, which is worse in wet 
weather and which drives the patient out of bed {Fci- 
rtim met.). Vcratrnm is a remedy of wide range, be¬ 
cause it covers a condition which may be found in so 
many different diseases. 

HELLEBORUS NIGER. 

Another remedy of not very wide range, so far as we 
have any clinical knowledge, but so far as we do know is 
, invaluable. 

We know' of its use in the advanced stage of serious 
brain troubles, such as meningitis or any trouble of the 
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brain where is threatened efl'iision, or effusion already 
present. 

Symptoms: Head rolling from side to side on the pil¬ 
low, with screams; great stupidity or soporotis sleep; 
greedy drinking of water; wrinkled forehead with cold 
sweat; motion of jaws, as chewing something; ililated 
pupils, and often cannot he matle to sec or hear, or be 
made to sense anything at all; continual motion of one 
arm and leg, while the other lies as if paralyzed; iiriiu’ 
scanty or enlbcly snfyprcsscd, sometimes sediment like 
coffee grounds. These symptoms indicate a desperate 
condition, and the patient will soon die comatose or in 
convulsions unless the proper remedy can be found. 

Ilelleborus niger can often cure such cases, as I have 
often observed, not only in my own practice, hut in that 
of others. 1 have sometimes observed that the lirst sign of 
improvement in such cases was a decided increase in the 
urine, and following it a general subsidence of all the 
other bad symptoms. I have used it with most prompt 
and satisfactory results in the loootli (U. & T.) and 33m. 
(Fincke’s) potencies. 

Ilcllchorns is also an excellent remedy in post-scarla¬ 
tinal dropsies, which come on very rapidly. Here the 
coffee-grounds sediment may or may not be present. The 
choice is sf)metimes not easy between this retnedy and 
Apis mcllifica. 

CUPRUM METALLICUM. 

Spasm is the one word characterizing this remedy. 
Cramps or convulsions, in meningitis, cholera, cholera 
morbus, whooping cough, scarlatina, etc. 

Spasms begin in fingers and toes and spreading from 
there become general.

Mental or bodily exhaustion from over-exertion of 
mind or loss of sleep. 

Affections arisitiff from snppres.sed .skin trembles, espe¬ 
cially from acute exantliciiiata.

The jjrand central characteristic symptom is expressed 
in one word— spasms. If in brain affections, conges¬ 
tions, meningitis or apojilexy Ciif^niiii is to do aity good, 
spasm will he prc.sojit in some degree, at least, from a 
simple twitching of the lingers and toes to general con¬ 
vulsions. If in cardialgia, there is violent spasiiiotlic 
griping and pressure, followed by vomiting. In cholera, 
cholera morbus, or cholera infantum the cramping pains 
are .sometimes terrible. Dunham said; “In Camphor col- 
lap.se is most prominent; in Ceratrum album, the evacua¬ 
tion and vomiting; in Cupnnn, the cramps." In whoop¬ 
ing cough “liiildrcu get stiff, breathing ceases, spasmodic 
hoitchings; after a svhilc consciousness ret in ns, thev 
vomit and recover but slowly;’’ or the child coughs itself 
into a complete “cataleptic spasm with each paroxysm of 
cough.” In all kinds of rei)ercussed cxanthematic spasms, 
Cuprum is the first remedy to be thought of (sec coni- 
pari.son with Zincitm). 

These spasms may also be found in dy.smenorrluca, in 
child bed. or in after pains, ’fhen, aside from any and all 
kinds of local affections. Cuprum may be found indicated 
in epilepsia, chorea, and other purely nervous .spasmodic 
affections of general nature. I'here is one thing peculiar 
in the spasms of Cuprum that I have often observed, and 
it is a strong indication for the remedy, viz.: The spasm 
begins by twitching in the fingcis and toes, and, spreading 
from there, becomes general. 
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There is another syniptoyi which I'arriiigton tliought 
very valuable, viz.; "Mental and bodily exhaustion from 
overe.xcrtion of mind, or loss of sleep.” "I'lii-S is similar to 
Cocculus and s\nx vomica. 'J'he oilier sym]itonis must 
decide between llicm. I have always useil the metal in¬ 
stead of the acetate, becau.se I used the potencies, and it 
acted promptly. 


CICUTA VIROSA 

Ts another remedy which is characterized h\' its excess- 
ivcly violent convulsions. With this remedy the patient 
is thrown into all sorts of odd .shapes .'lud violent contor¬ 
tions, but one of the most iinariahle is the heudiiuj of the 
head, neck and .spine backwards, o[)isthotonus. It is on 
this account that it was tried for cerehro-spinal menin¬ 
gitis. Dr. llaker, of Moravia, N. cured, during an 
epidemic of this terrible disease, sixty ca.ses f)f all de¬ 
grees of malignancy without the loss of a single case. 
This is a wonderful record, and he, thinks it is as near a 
siiecific for this disease as can he. 

Cicula is also one of our best remedies for convulsions 
during dentition or worms if Cina does not help. It is 
akso a good remedy for the effects of concussion of the 
brain or spine, if spa.sms are in the train of chronic effects 
therefrom and Arnica does not relieve. In the affections 
for which Cictita is useful the actions of tlic patient arc 
:is violent as arc the spa.sms—moans and IkjvvIs, makes 
gesticulations and odd motions, great agitation, etc. 

All sorts of convulsions—tonic, clonic, ejiileptic, cata¬ 
leptic, worm, puerperal, etc.—if of a very violent charac¬ 
ter, should call to mind Cicuta. 

It is also wonderful for skin affections, ”i)ustules which 
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run together, forming thick, yellow scabs on face, head 
and other parts of the body.” I once had a case of eczema 
capitis in a young woman—it was of long standing— 
which cov^ered the whole scalp, solid, like a cap. 1 
gave her Cicuta 200th and cured her completely in a very 
short time. Slie had used many local applications with¬ 
out benefit. 

CAUSTICUM. 

Great weakness, faint-like goneness, culminating in 
local paralysis (vocal organs, tongue, muscles of degluti¬ 
tion, eyelids, face, bladder and c.xtremities). 

Obstinate neuralgias, especially of psoric origin; pains 
of a cramping, drawing nature. 

Sensation of sore rawness (scalp, throat, larynx and 
trachea, chest, rectum, anus, urethra and eruptions with 
burning). 

Contractions of the ligaments (arthritis deformans). 

Dry cough with pain in hip and involuntary urination. 
Soreness and rawness in air passages, cannot raise the 
mucus, < on expiration, > swallowing cold water. 

Hiemorrhoids sore and raw < on walking. Constipa¬ 
tion frequent, inelfectual desire for stool; passes better 
on standing. 

Modalities: < dry weather, walking (piles), > wet 
weather, swallov ing cold water (cough). 

S*! * 3*= ♦ 

This is a very unique remedy, proven by Hahnemann 
and classed among the anti-psorics. Its exact chemical 
composition is not known but it is supposed to be a kind 
of potash preparation. It has quite a long list of peculiar 
symptoms, which are, nevertheless, very reliable. In the 
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first place it has great u’cakncss, such as characterizes the 
potash salts generally. It is with Catistictnn “faint-like 
iveakness, or sinking of strength, with trembling/' In 
this it resembles Gelsemiiiw, and it has another symptom, 
in connection with its general weakness which resembles 
Gelseminm, viz.: “Drooping of the lids.” Sepia, Cans- 
ticnni and Gelseminm is the trio having this peculiar 
.symptom in a very marked degree. Now. the weakness 
of Cansticum progresses until we liave “gradually appear¬ 
ing paralysis;’’ indeed, paralwds is common with Caus- 
ticum and attacks in a general way the right side ( Laehe- 
sis the left), hut it .also has local par.alysis; as, for in¬ 
stance, of the z'oeal orgam, muscles of deglutition, of 
tongue, eyelids, face, bladder and e.vtremities. On the 
other hand, it has all grades of nervous twitchings, 
chorea, convulsions and epileptic attacks, even progres¬ 
sive locomotor ataxia. I can only n.amc these diseases 
here, but will notice further on the symptoms and comli- 
tions which appear in connection with them. 

Neuralgic affections arc also common with this remedy 
and are generally of an obstinate character. Cansticum 
has helped me out in such cases when other seemingly in¬ 
dicated remedies failed. One of our oldest and most emi¬ 
nent writers on Materia Medica, Charles J. Hempel, 
sneered at the multii)Iicity of symptoms of this remedy, as 
found in the “Chronic Diseases,” but the clinical test has 
proven it to be a remedy of great u.se and wide range. 
On the mind it exerts a very depressing influence in keep¬ 
ing with its general action on the nervous system. Mel¬ 
ancholy mood; sadness, hopelessness; is apt to look on 
the dark side of everything. This melancholy may come 
from care, grief or sorrow. It often comes from long- 
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lasting grief or s(jrro\v, and should be reniombcred here 
alongside hjnalia, Nalrum inurialiaiin and Phosphoric 
acid. 


This is the preponderant mood of Causticnin, but it 
may alternate with an anxious, irrilable or hysterical 
mood. We have already s|K)k'en of the paralysis of the 
ddie vision is often affected; there is an appear¬ 
ance of gauze before the eyes, or as if a fog or cloud 



were there, d'his is often the case in incipient cataract, 


and Causticum (jften remedies it. 


Upon the ears there is roaring, tinkling, humming and 
all sorts of noises. It is one of our best remedies in deaf¬ 
ness with the.se noises. K^everberation of sounds, esi)e- 
cially the [)atient’s own voice, finds here a remedy. Then 
the ears (external) burn and are very red. Sulphur also 
has this synijitom very ])roniinently; and right here we 
may say that there arc many resemblances between these 
two remedies, and they follow each other well, especially 
in chronic di.sea.ses. 

Upon the face we have four prominent peculiar symp¬ 
toms : 

1st. Yellowness of the face; sickly yellow (not jaun¬ 
dice). 

2d. Paralysis of a rheumatic or jjsoric origin. 

3d. Prosojxdgia of the .same origin. 

4th. Stiffness of the jaws; could not open the mouth. 

'J’his latter symptom also seems to be rheumatic and 
is in keeping with the arthritis deformans, of which we 
will say more further on. 

Upon the tongue we have: ist. Paralysis; or indistinct 
speech without complete paralysis (Gels.). 2d. Tongue 
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coated white on the sides, red in the middle, but not so 
sharply defined as in Veratrum 7 'iri(lc. 

The throat conics strongly under tlie influence of 
Cansiiann. 


“Burning; pain in throat, not < by swallowinf;: pain 
is in both sides or seems to arise from eliest.’’ 


“J-iawness and lickdinj,^ in throat with ilry cou^h and 
some expeebwation after lonij com^hin".” 

This ajjain is similar to Snljilnir, which has bnrninjj in 
throat, more on right side. I have found that if Sulphur 
did not relieve. Cuuslicuiu given after it. often would. 


Intestinal Canal .—Sensation of lime being burned in 
the stomach, with rising of air. (luernsey praised this 
symptom and considered it reli.able. 1 have not verified 
it. CausiU uin is one of our best remedies in an.'d troubles. 


and has very peculiar .symptoms. “Constipation, frequent 
but unsueees.\-ful desire to stool.” (Nn.v.) “J're<iucnt in¬ 
effectual desire to stool, with much pain and straining, 
7 (!ith redness of face.” “'fhe stool passes better when 
standing. 1 hemorrhoids impeding stool, swollen; itch¬ 
ing; smarting; rawness; nioi.st; .stinging; burning; raio 
and sore, aggravated when walking, when thinking of 
them, from preaching or straining the voice.” All the.se 
.symptoms have been verified over and over .again. There 
are other symptoms also in this region that arc very v.alu- 
able, but we are not writing a complete Materia Medica 
and will only say in addition that in all anal troubles we 
should let Causticum rank among the first in our mind 
when we are hunting for the simillimum. We do not 
know in what part the |>cculiar and characteristic symp¬ 
tom which leads to the simillimum will appear, but must 
be on the alert to recognize it promptly. 
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Caustkum also has very marked action upon the uri¬ 
nary organs, as is shown l)y the following symptoms: 
“Itching of the orifice of the urethra.” “Constant inef¬ 
fectual desire to urinate, frequent evacuations of only a 
few drops, with spasms in the rectum and constipation.” 

This is like Nux vomica and Cantharis, and I once 

cured a chronic ca.se of cystitis in a married woman, 

which had baffled the best efforts of several old school 

physicians, eminent for their .skill, for years. There was 

another symptom in the case that was prominent, and 

that was a sensation of soreness or razmess. More will 

« 

be said, when we come to write on sensations, of this last 
symptom. Again, “retention of urine, with frequent 
and urgent desire, occasionally a few drops dribble 
away.” 

“Involuntary passage of urine when coughing, sneez¬ 
ing, hlozving the nose; at night zvhen asleep; when walk¬ 
ing.” “He urinates so easily that he is not sensible of 
the stream, and scarcely believes in the dark that he is 
urinating at all, until he makes sure by .sense of touch.” 
I do not know of any remedy in which this weakness of 
the neck of the bladder is more prominent. Caustkum 
also affects the urine itself. “The urine is loaded with 
lithic acid and lilhates (Hughes), there are thick deix)sits 
or sediments of various colors from dark to light.” 
These are a few of the leading urinary S3miptoms and 
show its importance here. 

Respiratory Organs .—Hoarseness worse in the morn¬ 
ing, with rawness and sudden loss of voice. Lar3mgeal 
muscles refuse to act; cannot speak a loud word. 
Chronic hoarseness remaining after acute laryngitis. 
Hoarseness with deep bass voice (like Drosera). These 
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are all very reliable symptoms, and no remedy removes 
them oftener than Causticuiii. All this loss of voice may 
come from paresis of the vocal chords, or from catarrhal 
causes. Then followiiifj down the respiratory tract, we 
have g^reat rcra'ness and irritation of the trachea, cough 
dry, hollow; with sore or n/7i' sensation in a streak down 
along the trachea. Cough with pain in hip and involun¬ 
tary urination. Cough with sensation as if she could not 
cough deep enough to start the mucus. Coughs worse 
on expiration (Aeon.), Cough relieved by a swallow of 
cold water. Cough with inability to raise the mucus, it 
must be swallowed; l)Ut the most characteristic symptom 
all through the cough and chest symptoms is the sensa¬ 
tion of soreness and lawness accompanying them. Some 
will express this as a .sensation of burning, if so we must 
remember Iodine and Spongia. In influenza or what is 
now called La Crippe it disputes for first place with 
Enpatorimn perf. and Rhus ioxicod. All three have a 
tired, sore, brui.seil sensation all over the body, and all 
have soreness in the chest when coughing, but if involun¬ 
tary micturition is present Causticum wins. No homoeo¬ 
path can afford to be without an understanding of Caus¬ 
ticum upon the respiratory organs. 

Now upon the back and extremities we have—stiffness 
and pain in neck and throat, muscles feel as if bound, 
could scarce move the head. I^ainful stiffness of the back 
and sacrum, especially on rising from a chair. Paralysis 
of either or both lower and upper extremities. Dull 
drawing pain in hands and arms. Drawing and tearing 
in thighs and legs, knees and feet, worse in open air and 
better in bed. Weakness and trembling of the limbs. 
Rheumatic and arthritic inflammations with contractions 
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of the flexors and stiffness of the joints. All these, and 
many more symptoms, show what a useful remedy tins 
must he in its f^cnc'ral action on the back and extremi¬ 
ties, but ri^ht here I wish to say tliat if I were to select 
the three renicdies to the exclusion of all others for the 
treatment f)f chronic rheumatism and paralysis Cinisli- 
emn, Rhus tax. and Sulphur would be the three. These 
three remedies studied in their correspondence and rela¬ 
tion to each other will more than repay the careful stu¬ 
dent, and Caiisliiiiiii holds well its own in the coni]jariMm. 
You W'ill remember that 1 liaA'C before alluded to the re¬ 
semblances of Causticum and Sulphur, and may continue 
to do so further on. I wi.sh here, although constitution¬ 
ally opposed to making too much of complcmenlarics and 
incompatibles (so-called), to .state that there are no tw'o 
remedies that are oftener indicated after each other, and 
work as well when so indicated, than these two. If 


Tlalmemann had never gi\en to the honuesipathic school 
any remedy but Causlicitiu, the world would still be to 
him under la.sting obligations. 

Sensations.—'fearing pains are characteristic of this 
remedy. They are often j)aro\ysmal. This is often 
found in neuralgia of the face. Then again T wish to 
call particular attention to the sensation of soreness or 
rawness. This is found in scalp, throat, larynx and 
trachea, chest, ’ ectum, anus, urethra and eruptions. W’c 
ob.scrve that the sensation of soreness is not like that of 


Arnica, which is a soreness as if bruised and mostly mus¬ 
cular, nor of Rhus toxicodendron, which is an aching 
soreness as if sprained and oftencst found in the tendons 
and sheaths of muscles, or areolar tissues; but it is a sore¬ 
ness mostly, if not altogether, of mucous surfaces as if 
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the parts were nm'. 1'his is important and a very reli¬ 
able sensation. Then again we have in Causticum imich 
hiirnhnj. These burnings are foniul almost everywhere, 
and in this we again see its re^ejnblance to Sulphur. 
Now let it l)c rcmeni])ere(l that the l)iiniings of Sulphur 
arc associated with ihiiin<i, those of .tpi.'i nicllificu with 
sliuginy, and those of Caiisliiuiii with sorriirss. So we 
must always learn to differentiate, because it is only by 
so doing that we can select tlie one remedy out of a clas.s, 
and sometimes a large cla^s, liaving the s.ime or similar 
symptoms. The tiruiSnuj pains that in many cases result 
in forcing out of sha[)e the extremities so as to cause that 
terrible aflliction known as alhrilis ilcf(>riuaiis are found 
as prominently under Cuuslicuiii as under any other reni- 
edv, ami it is one of the most useful agents for the rehef 


or cure. 

Causlicuiii is classcal among 1 halniemann's auti-psorics. 
It is certainly one of the proniiueut remedies for affec¬ 
tions arising from the .suppression of itch or chronic skin 
trouble.s, like cc/.cma. 1 was once callcil, in consultation, 
to a case of prosopalgia which had for a long time baflled 
the skill of a very good hom(eo])athic ])raclitioncr. Not 
being able to relie^■e the case, he had become demoralized, 
and as the pain and suffering were very great he had re¬ 
sorted to anodynes, but with the usual result of making 
the patient worse, after the anodynes had worn out, than 
she was before. On looking over the case carefully, 1 
found in addition to the emaciated and greatly debilitated 
condition of the patient, after so long suffering, that the 
pains came in paroxysms, that they were of a <lrawing 
nature, and that she had suffered from eczema for years, 
at different times, before this pain appeared. Sulphur

had been given, but without relief. So I advised Causti- 
cmn. It was given, in the 200th, and a rapid and a per¬ 
manent cure was the result. Whether Causticum could 
be called an anti-sycotic as well as anti-psoric, or not, I 
do not know. Certain it is that it is one of our most 
successful remedies for warts. Jt stands next to Thuja, 
if not ec|ual. It is also foreino.st in old sores originating 
in burns. I have given more space to Causticum than I 
otherwise would, for the reason that I am sure that this 
great remedy is not generally apiireciated. I know of no 
remedy more positive and satisfactory in its action when 
indicated. Generally < in clear fine weather > in damfi 
ivet weather. (Nu.v voni., asthma < in dry weather > 
in damp weather.) 

HEPAR SULPHURIS CALCAREUM. 

Hypersensitive to touch, pain, cold air; fainting with 
the pain. 

General tendency to suppurations; even slight injuries 
or .scratches on the skin suppurate. 

Tendency to croupy exudations (larynx and kidneys; 
any mucous membrane). 

Atony; stools passed with great difficulty, even when 
soft; urine flows slowly, must wait for it, then drops 
vertically down without force. 

Sour diarrheea; whole child smells sour. 

Coughs; croup, bronchitis, consumption; < when ex¬ 
posed to least cold air. 

Modalities: < exposure to dry cold air; > in moist 
wet weather. 

Like Sulphur, ifepar is adapted to the psoric, scrofu¬ 
lous diathesis. 
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This remedy standings half-way between those two 
great anti-psorics, Calcarca curb, and Sulphur, has some 
\'cry strong eluiraeteristics wliicli guide U» its use in a 
variety of ailments. Its strongest characteristic is its 
hypersensitiveness to touch, pain and cold air. The 
patient is so sensitive to pain that she faints away, even 
wdien it is slight. If tliere arc inflammation or swelling 
in any locality, or even eruptions on the skin, they are so 
sensitive that she cannot bear to have llieui touched, or 


even to have the cold air to blow upon them. This is like 
China off., only that while the latter is setf^itive to tlie 
lighest touch it can hear hard pressure. (Remedies espe¬ 
cially < in cold air are ^IrseniciDii alb., Calearea ost., 
llepar suL, Nu.r vomica, Paorinum, Silicea, Tuberen- 
linunt.) This supersensitiveness to pain runs all through 
the drug. It is mental as well as physical, for the slight¬ 
est cause irritates with hasty speech and vehemence. 
Next to this is the jxDwer of llepar siilph. over the .sup¬ 
purative stage of local inflammations. It comes in only 
when pus is about to form, or is already formed. If 
given very high in the first case (that is before pus is 
formed), and not repeated too soon or often, we may 
prevent suppuration and check the whole inflammatory 
process. But if pus is already formed, it will hasten the 
pointing and discharge and help along the healing of the 
ulcer afterwards. I am not at all sure, as is generally 
taught, that it is necessary to give it low to hasten sup¬ 
puration. The most rapid pointing, opening, and ^xirfect 
healing I ever saw was in the case of a large glandular 
swelling on the neck of a child, under the action of the 
c. m. potency. He par has a general tendency to suppura¬ 
tion, for even the eruptions on the skin are liable to form 
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matter, and slight injuries suppurate. (Graphites, Mer- 
curiiis, Jh'trolciiui.) This renietly is also very valuable 
in diseases of the respiratory organs. 1 have found it 
very useful in cases ol clinaiic catarrh, when the nose 
stopped up every time the patient went out into the cold 
air. JJe savs it seems as if 1 get a new cold every time 
I get a breath of fresh air (Tuberculinnm). It is re- 
lie\i(l in a warm room. In croup it has Iieen, e\cr since 
l>(enningliausen ])rescrihe(l his celehrated live powders, 
one of our standard lemedies. We do not use the five 


powders as Itnnningliausen did in a certain order, ljut 
only use them according to indications. Ilepar croup is 
accompanied with rather l(H)se cmigh, with whee/.ing and 
rattling. Cough as if mucus would coJiie up, hut it docs 
not. It is seldom indicated at first; hut oftener comes in 


alter Aconite or Spoiujia. lake .Iconile it seems most 
eriectual in those cases hroughf on by exp-osure to dry 
cold air; hut the ^■leonile croup comes on in the cveninij 
after first sleep and Ilepar in the early morning hours. 
This tendency to croujn- e.xiulations on mucous mem- 
hranes .seems characteristic of Ilepar and is not confined 
to the re.spiratory organs. Kafka uses it on the ground ' 
of its ability to contred such conditions in post-scarlatinal 
dropsy, to prevent (jr cure, and claims great success for 
it. I believe it to he one of the best prophylactics in such 
cases, for the ivason that during and after the desquama- 
ti\e stage the skin is unu.snally su.sceptihlc to the effects 
of chill in cold air, and this is in accordance with the 


leading characteri.slic of this reme<ly. It fortifes the 
patient again.st such atmospheric innueiicc. 

In croup, as in cjther affectums of Ilepar, the cough, 
difficult breathing and all other symptoms are aggravated 
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by the least breath of aikl air, which the little patient 
must be carefully f>uanleil a,i;ainst. Travelling!; down¬ 
ward the larynx is attacked, tlicii the bronchi, and even 
the lunys, and the formation of croiijm exudates will take 
])lace if not checked by the remcily. The lireathinj!; in all 
these cases becomes rattliiii^. anxious, uhee/ini^', even to 
threatened suffocation, so that the jiatieiit seems asth¬ 
matic. Tn these cases it is often able to relieve, esiK'- 
cially if this condition frdlows a hard cold and the acute 
inflammatory symptoms have been controlled by ^hunilc 
(ir some other indicated remedv. 


In chronic asthma, Hcpar often resembles NotJUtn 
sitlphuriciun, but there i.s this di.'ig’nostic difference, which 
is very valuable. 'I'lie Ilcpar asthma is worse in dry cold 
air and better in damp, while ^atnun sulph. is exactly 
the o]i])o,^ite, like IhilcaiiMi'a. Tliere is no other remedy 
that I know that has the amelioration so strongly in damp 
weather as JJcpar sulphur. One characteristic mu.st not 

be forgotten, viz.: “Coughs rchcii any purl of ihe body 

# 

becomes nncoi'credC {Jutryla and Nhus lox.) This is 
found in crou]>, laryngitis, bronchitis and consuni[)tion, 
and not only is the cough worse, but the whole case is 
aggravated. Then, again, it must be remembered tliat this 
is one of our strongest anti-i>sorics, and for that reason 
should be thought of for all respiratory ailments for 
which it has such a strong affinity, especially when such 
ailments have lollow'ed a suppressed or retrocedent erup¬ 
tion on the skin. 


In accordance wdtli its great power over all suppurative 
jirocesscs, it should come to mind in abscess of the lungs, 
of course in all cases when indicated by the symptoms in 
toto. Upon the throat we have ist, “sticking in the 
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throat, as from a splinter, on swallowing, extending to 
the ear, also on yawning.” “Sensation as if a fish bone 
or splinter were sticking in the throat” {Argentum nitri- 
cuni, Dolichos and Nitric acid), but probably the condi¬ 
tion where Ilepar is oftencst of use in throat trouble is 
in that distressing complaint, quinsy. 

Here, as in croup, it is not generally indicated in the 
beginning. Having had much success and experience in 
this disease, I may here give the results of the application 
of several remedies and their indications: 

Belladonna. —High fever, great swelling, and redness, 
headache, throbbing carotids. 

Mercurius vivus. —Either side, foetid breath, flabby, 
moist, indented tongue, and sweat without relief. 

Mercurius proto-iodaius. —Same symptoms, but begins 
on right side, and tongue thickly coated yellow at the 
base. 

Lachesis. —Left side extending to right, great sensi¬ 
tiveness to touch, and aggravation after sleep. 

Lycopodium. —Ilegins right side, extends to left, with 
tongue swollen and inclined to protrude from the mouth, 
and stuffing up of nose. 

Lac caninum. —Alternates sides, one day worse on one, 
and the next on the other. 

Hepar sulph. —When notwithstanding all other reme¬ 
dies the case seems bound to suppurate and there is much 
throbbing pain. Now with each of these remedies I have 
aborted many cases in old quinsy subjects, who never ex¬ 
pected to, and were told by old school physicians that they 
never could get well, without suppuration, and in the end 
have cured them of all tendency thereto. I will add 
here tliat Hepar stdphur. is also a good remedy in chronic 
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hypertrophy of tonsils, with hardness of hearing. In 
these caiies which are generally very intractable, Bid yla 
carbonica, Lycopoditwi, Pluiiibum, and others arc also to 
be consulted according to indications. 

Upon the alimentary canal Hepar has a decided in¬ 
fluence. VVe have already noticed its action upon the 
throat. The stomach is inclined to he out of order, and 
there is a ‘longing for acid things^ {Vcratriim alb.) 

This is often the case in chronic dyspepsia and lie par 
helps. This condition of the stomach is sometimes temnd 

in marasmus of children. It is often accompanied by 
diarrhcca, and a very important feature is that the diar¬ 
rhoea is sour; indeed ihe whole child seems to smell sour 
no matter how much it is bathed. The sour stool is also 
very prominently under Magnesia carbonica and Calcatea 
carbonica. Then there is another condition of the lx)\v- 
els, namely, a kind of atony, d'he stools arc passed with 
great difliculty, even though they are soft and clay-like, 
as they sometimes are under this remedy. This state of 
atony is also found in the bladder. 

“Micturition impeded, he is obliged to wait awhile be¬ 
fore the urine passes, and then it flows slowly for many 
days.” “He is never able to fini.sh urinating; it seems as 
if some urine always remains behind in the bladder.” 
“Weakness of the bladder, the urine drops vertically 
down and he is obliged to wait awhile before any passes.” 
This inability to expel makes (me think of Alumina and 
Veratrum album and Silicca. Again, Hepar sulph. is a 
great “sweat” remedy, either partial or general. It may, 
for instance, come in after Mcrcuriii^ in rheumatism, in, 
which the patient “szveats day and night zvithont relief,” 
and Mercurius does not help. So, too, with quinsy, and 
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in large boils and swellings; and by the way Ilepar sulph. 
is one of our best retnedics after Mcrciirius, either in 
homccopathic practice, or a^ an antidote to old school 
lx)isoning. So also is it the leading aniidtjte to Iodide of 
Potassa poisoning from the same sintrce. We could not 
well do without this valuable remedy. 

CALCAREA SULPHURICA. 

One of Schuessler’s so-called tissue remeilics, not well 
understood as yet, but acting much along the line of 
lli'par sulphur, so far as we do know. I once had a case 
in which there was great pain in the regicni of the kid¬ 
neys for a day and night. Then there was a great dis¬ 
charge of pus ill the urine, which continued several days 
and weakened the patient very fast. A Chicago special¬ 
ist had examined the urine a short time before, and had 
pronounced the case Briylil’s disease. I finally pre¬ 
scribed Calcarca sulpliurica I 2 th and under its action she 
immediately improied and made a very ra])id and perma¬ 
nent recovery. Since then 1 have found it a good rem¬ 
edy in profu.se sup[)urations in different kinds of cases. 
That is all I know about the remedy. 

CALCAREA HYFOPHOSPHORICA. 

I once had a case like this: A boy eight years of age 
had several (four or five) abscesses in and around the 
knee joint. The ulceration had also attacked the tibia, 
which was half eaten off, so that the ragged necrosed 
bone protruded tbrough the surface plainly in sight. The 
little fellow was greatly emaciated, and had no appetite, 
and was pale as a corpse. I told the mother that I 
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tliought this was a case for the surgeon, but 1 would try 
to get him in better condition for tiie operation. I re¬ 
membered reading years before of the cures of abscesses 
by this remedy, made by Dr. Searles. of iVlbany, and 
empirically concluded to try it in this case. 

I put him upon the first trituration, a grain a day. 
Called in a week and found a great change for the better. 
The mother exclaimed as I came in: “Ah, Doctor, tlie 
boy is eating us out of Injusc and home.” I’nder the con¬ 
tinued use of the remedy he made a complete and rapid 
recovery, except that the tibia wa.s a little bent. I have 
since used the remedy in .some very large .swellings where 
pus had formed, with the effect of comjdete absorption (;f 
the pus and no opening of the ab.scess on the surface. 
One was a case of hip disease which hail been pronounced 
incurable b}^ a specialist on itkeralivns. (How is that 
for a specialist, rcyuhir at that.) 'The different combi¬ 
nations of the Cakarcas ought to be so thuroughly proven 
as to enable us to jiut them each in their e.xact place. So, 
also, with the Kalis, Magnesias, Natrnins and Mercuries, 
etc. 

GRAPHITES. 

Itruption on the skin, oozing out a thick, honcy-like 
fluid. 

Mucous outlets; eyelids inflamed, with pustules; ears 
discharge, hioist sore places behind ears; mouth cracked 
in corners; anus, eruptions, itching, fissured. 

Nails grow thick, cracked, out of shape. 

Comstipation; stools knotty, large lumps, united by 
mucous threads. 

Diarrhoea; stools, brown fluid, mixed with undigested 
substances, and of an intolerably foetid odor. 
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Sad and despondent; inclined to weep; thinks of noth¬ 
ing but death. 

Esix*cially adapted to persons inclined to obesity; par¬ 
ticularly females wlio delay menstruation. 

Hears better when in a noise; when riding in a car¬ 
riage or car; when there is a rumbling sound. 

Sensation of cobweb on forehead; tries hard to brush 
it off. 

♦ * ♦ ♦ ♦ 

The chief leading characteristic of this remedy is found 
in its skin symptoms. 

Hoyne had expressed it nearly right. “Eruptions ooz¬ 
ing out a thick, honey-like fluid.” It may be found on 
any part of the body, but is especially found on or behind 
the ears, on head, face, genitals, or eyelids. I once 
treated a case of eczema of the legs which was of twenty 
years’ standing. It was in an old obese woman, and, by 
the way, that is the kind of subject in which this remedy 
is found nio.st efficacious. 

I gave her, on account of much burning of the feet, a 
dose of Sulphur c. m. In two or three weeks an eruption 
was developed all over the body which exuded a glutin¬ 
ous, sticky fluid. One dose of Graphites c. m., dry on 
the tongue, cured this as* well as the eczema of the legs 
and left her skin as smooth as that of a child. This was 
years ago. Erysli)elas sometimes takes this form, and in 
such cases recurs again and again. It will naturally occur 
to the physician that, because of this recurrence, there 
is some psoric taint which must be met by Sulphur. But 
we must not make the too common mistake of thinking 
that Sulphur is the remedy on account of its great anti- 
psoric powers, or on the' often misleading indication 
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“when seemingly indicated remedies don’t act,” because 
Stilphnr is not the only anti-psoric and where Graphites 
is indicated is not at all the anti-psoric for the case in 
hand. In short, we must not [)rescril.)e for psora (which 
is only a name after all) without indications any more 
than we would prescribe for the name scarlatina or diph¬ 
theria. Graphites is a powerful anti-psuric, as are also 
Psorinuin, Lycopodium, Canslicnm and many others. 
Symptoms must decide here, as elsewhere. In order to 
still further show the wonderful anti-psoric ^xivvers of 
this remedy I will give another case from practice. 

A child three years (jf age had eczema capitis. Under 
allopathic local treatment the eczema disappeared; but 
soon entero-colitis of a very obstinate character set in. 
Then the regulars could not “do” that as they had the 
eczema, and after they had given up the case, pronounc¬ 
ing it consunii)tioii of the bowels, the honxcopath (my¬ 
self) was called in on the ground that he could do no 
harm if he could do no good (so they said). 

Case. —Child greatly emaciated, little or no appetite, 
very restless, and “stools brown fluid mixed with undi¬ 
gested substances, and of an intolerably fwtid odor.” 
Taking into the account the history of the suppressed 
eczema I prescribed Graphites 6 m. {Jenichen) and in a 
short time a perfect cure was the result. Psorinuni has 
a similar stool as was present in this case, but the erup¬ 
tions of the two remedies are different and this one corre¬ 
sponded to Graphites, hence Psorinuin was ruled out. If 
this case of so long standing had not had the eruption I 
might have thought of China on account of the extreme 
weakness from long-continued,drain or loss of fluid, for 
China is another remedy that has brown, loose, foetid 
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stools. So \vc must take into consideration all the ca^e, 
psora and all. In chronic cases, in which Graphites is 
likely to he the remedy, we may look for affections of the

eyelids, of the same eczemalons character as that found 
on the head, behind the ears. etc. 

Notice.—TOczema of li<ls. eru])tions moist and h.ssured 
marifins of lids covered with scales and crusts. In Sul¬ 
phur lids the margins are very red. All the orifices under 
Sulphur are aciw red. Giophites leads all the remedies 
for eczematous affections of the litis, Staphisaejria .stands 
next, but of course special indications, loc.al or f^eneral, 
or both, must decide. 

Graphites is one of our best anal remedies. We have 
given the kind of ](K).se stool chanicteri.stic of the drug. 
This is, however, exceptional, for it generally tends to 
constipation instead of diarrhtea. The stools are knotty 
and large, the lumps .sometimes united by mucous threads 
and mucus often follows the stool, 'fhere is often eczema 
around the anus, and it is one of our best remedies 
for fissura aui. There is in these cases apt to he much 
pain after stool, and much sorenc.ss in anus on wiping it. 
Now if all this should occur in subjects of this tendency 
to sticky eruptions, we should not hesitate to give Graph¬ 
ites with expectations of success. 

Another very characteristic calling for this remedy is 
found in the nails. JJoth finger and toe nails become 
thick, grow out of shape. Never forget Graphites w'hen 
you find this state of nails pre.scnt. Again, Graphites 
has cracks or Ikssures in the ends of the fingers {Sarsa¬ 
parilla), nipples, labial commissures, of anus, and be- 
tw-eeu toes (Petroleum). It is one of our be.st remedies 
for 7mts found in persons of herpetic dyscrasia. Old, 
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hard cicatrices soften up and go away under its action, 
especially those left hy abscesses of the inamni.'e. flumps 
in the breast of suspicious ajiijcarance also go awa}' under 
the action of this remedy. In menstrual troubles it re¬ 
sembles Pulsatilla, but Ibere arc plenty of points to dif¬ 
ferentiate them. In temj)erament it resembles Calcarca 
oslrcarum; but in Graphites the menses are mostly scanty 
and delayed, in Calcarca tc^o soon and too profuse Graph¬ 
ites cures complaints of many kinds when you have pres¬ 
ent two tilings: 

1st. The peculiar tendency to obesity. 

2 d. The characteristic glutinous eruptions. 


PSORINUM. 

Very sad. bopcle.ss, despondent; “bluest of the blue.” 

Great debility; sweats on slightest movement; wants 
to give up and lie down. 

Eruptions on the skin, dry, or moist; or skin scaly and 
dry as parchment; dirty, the great unwashed, unwash- 
able. 

Intense itching of skin < in warmth of bed. 

Discharges and e.vhalalions e.vceedingly offensive. 

V^ery sensitive to cold air; wears a fur cap in summer. 

Modalities: < in cold air, < in warmth of bed (itch¬ 
ing) ; sitting up or motion; > bringing arms down close 
to the body, > lying down (even the dyspna-a) ; wrap¬ 
ping up warm; psoric manifestations. 

Great weakness and debility; from loss of fluids; re¬ 
maining after acute diseases; without any organic lesion 
or apparent cause. 

Cough and dry, scaly eruptions return every winter. 

Quinsy; to eradicate the tendency. 
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The disease products are powerful remedies, and when 
used in the potentized form have made many wonderful 
cures. It is believed by some that in the potentized form 
they are so cliai\t^cd that they become homoeopathic to 
the disease which produced them, especially in any other 
person than the one in whom the original disease existed. 

I liavc experimented more or less with these so-called 
nosodes, since they were .so widely proclaimed by Dr. 
Swan. I never found them markedly efficacious in such 
cases, but I have seen remarkable results from them in 
cases resembling, for instance, gonorrhoeal, syphilitic or 
psoric troubles, without any history of pre-existing 
trouble of the kind. I have cured eruptions on the skin 
resembling itch with Psorinnm, rheumatic troubles that 
were very obstinate under our usual remedies with 
Medorrhinnm and a long standing ca.se of caries of the 
spine with Syphilimaiij but in not orie of these cases had 
the ixiticnt, that I could trace, itch, gonorrhoea or syphilis. 
The experience of many others seems to be different. I 
give only my own. That each nosodc seems capable of 
producing the same or similar symptoms when given by 
mouth ill proving as when inoculated the usual way seems 
well proven in the case of Psorinnm. I do not see why 
the constitutional symptoms appearing after inoculations 
should not 'be considered a proving as well as those fol¬ 
lowing a bee sting, cantharis blistering, or the local ex¬ 
ternal poisoning of the varieties of rhus. If Rhus, very 
high, will cure rhus poisoning, why should not Syphili- 
nttvi, etc., cure syphilis? Who will answer? 

All nosodes are as capable of curing as they are of 
poisoning. If not, why not? We must not let prejudice 
hinder honest investigation. As if in corroboration of 
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the theory that the potentized disease product will cure 
the disease producing it, the provings of Psorinum indi¬ 
cate that the chief action and curative power of the poison 
is upon the skin. And is it not remarkable that Psorinum 
should so strongly resemble Sulphur, the old-time remedy 
for itch, and again that they follow or complement each 
other in curing skin troubles? Notice some of tlie lead¬ 
ing skin symptoms. 

"Itching when the body becomes warm.” 

“Itching, intolerable in warmth of bed.” {Merc, sol.) 

“Itching, scratches until it bleeds.” 

“Itching between fingers and in bends of joints.” 
{Sepia.) 

“Dry, scaly eruptions which disappear summers and 
return winters.” 

“Repeated outbreaks of eruptions.” 

“Skin has a dirty dingy look, as if the patient never 
washed, and the body has a filthy smell even after a bath.” 

These and many other symptoms, too numerous to 
mention here, show what an invaluable remedy this 
should be in skin troubles, and abundant experience and 
observation corroborate the truth of our law of cure in 
the curative power of disease poisons, as it also does in 
vegetable, and mineral, and insect or animal. 

Psorinum is also found useful in the consequences of 
suppressed eruptions, and in such cases should never be 
forgotten when other anti-psorics fail. Dr. Wm. A. 
Hawley, of Syracuse, N. Y., once made a brilliant cure of 
a very bad case of dropsy in an old woman, being led to 
prescribe this remedy by the appearance of the skin. 
One dose of Fincke’s 42 m. potency, dry on the tongue, 
cured the whole case in a very sfiort time. It was a case

of long standing. Now, if we examine we will also find 
that this remedy resembles Graphites in many points. A 
close compari.son will pay the earnest .student of JS'fatcria 
Medica. Psoriniim is very depressed in mind. “Great¬ 
est despondency, making his own life and that of tho e 
about him almost intolerable." This .state of mind, fol¬ 
lowing acute diseases, like typhus, is csiK*cially benefited 
by this remedy. When writing of Graphites we men¬ 
tioned the resemblance of the two remedies in the “stools, 
dark-brown, watery, and of intolerably offensive odor.” 
This is found in bad cases of cholera infantum or chronic 
diarrha'a. There is one valuable diagnostic difference 
between them, although the remedies are so much alike, 
and that is that the Graphites moisture from the eruption 
is (jhitinous or sticky and not markedly so w'ith Psoriniim. 

Again, Psorinnm is very useful for w'eakness or debil¬ 
ity during convale.scence from severe acute di.sea.se.s. The 
patient s^weats profusely when taking the least exercise. 
Notwithstanding, as a rule, the skin is generally dry, in¬ 
active, and rarely sweats. Here, again, as in the stool 
symptt)m, choice may have to be made between Psorinnm 
and China. Loss of fluids, blood, suppuration, etc., 
would decide in favor of the latter and itching eruptions 
or tendency thereto, before or during the sickness, the 
former. One thing 1 forgot to mention in connection 
with the offeni.ive stool. “All excretions, diarrluca, leu- 
corrhn?a, menstrual flow' and i)crspiration, have a carrion¬ 
like smell, even the body has a filthy smell, notw'ith.stand- 
ing frccpient bathing." 'Hie Psorinum subject is very 
sensitive to cold air, or change of weather {Uepar), 
wants to wear a fur cap, overcoat or shawl, even in the 
hottest weather. 
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Chronic complaints following or dating back for years 
to some imperfectly cured or suppressed acute disease. 
(Carbo vcg.) 1 ad\ ise everyone to buy a copy of Allen’s 
“key-notes,” which has a very good rendering of the 
nosoiles. So we see in Fsoriiniiii when p}oz'cn a great 
remedy for very grave conditions. I have no doubt that 
all nosodcs arc efpudly valuable when as well understood. 

AURUM METALLICUM. 

Wants to commit .suicide; thinks he is no good in the 
world. 

Nodes and bone pains, caries and necrosis with great 
deprc.ssiou of mind. 

Abu.se of Mercury, in .syphilis, in massive do.ses. 

^ :1c :)( 

“Looks on the dark side, weeps, prays, thinks she is 
not lit for this world, longs for death, stnjng inclination 
to coiiiiiiit suicide." Strange that this noble metal, for 
which mankind strives for its pecuniary value, should, 
when taken into the organism, cause the greatest unhai>- 
piness. 

'i’he .'liiriiiit patient is plunged into the dce^iest gloom 
and despair. Life is a burden, he desires death. Suicide 
dwells constantly in his mind. In men, I have observed 
it oftenest in connection with liver troubles. In women, 
with womb troubles, especially when enlarged, indurated 
or prolapsed. In both these cases, the result, so far a.s 
local conditions arc concerned, seems to be from repeated 
attacks of congestion to the parts, which ends in hyper¬ 
trophy. The liver is enlarged, the womb also, and pro¬ 
lapsus occurs from the very weight of the organs. These 
congestions, so characteristic of the remedy, take place 
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also in head, heart, chest and kidneys; but, whenever they 
come, the peculiar mind symptoms are always present to 
furnish the chief indication for Gold. The Gold patient 
is also at times “peevish and vehement, the least contra¬ 
diction excites his wrath.” He will exhibit these out¬ 
breaks occasionally, even when the more characteristic 
depression and gloom greatly preponderate. Other rem¬ 
edies have a similar depression and tendency to suicide, 
like Naja and Nux vomica, but none in anything like the 
degree of Auruni. I once cured a young lady who tried 
to commit suicide by drowning. After she was cured 
she laughed at the occurrence, and said she could not help 
it. It seemed to her she was of no use in the world. 
She felt so.

Aurum has been found efficacious in curing some bone 
affections of syphilitic origin, es]^)ecially if such cases had 
been the subjects of old school dosing with Mercury. 
There zvould be a great falling off of business for physi¬ 
cians if the old school could learn to cure their patients 
zvithout poisoning them zoith their drugs. The locality 
where Aurum has made its best record in these syphilitico- 
mercurial affections is in caries of the bones (caries of 
long bones. Fluoric acid, Angustura), of the nose and 
palate, also of the mastoid process. In these nasal 
troubles it is sometimes of great use in the catarrh, or 
ozaena, before the trouble has progressed to actual caries. 
The nostrils are agglutinated, ulcerated, and nose ob¬ 
structed and filled with crusts, or there are excessively 
foetid discharges, and the patient is melancholy and dis¬ 
posed to suicide. Aurum is one of the few remedies that 
has hemiopia or half-sight, and has cured it even in the 
200th potency. Lycopodium and Lithium carbonicum 
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also have half-sight, but Aitrum sees only the lower, 
while the other two see only the left half of objects. 

Aurum not only causes and cures indurations of the 
womb in the female, but indurations also of the testicles 
in the male, and in both cases the ever-present mental 
symptoms of Aurum or the syphilitico-mercurial history 
furnish the chief indications for its use. In fatty heart 
in ruddy, corpulent, old people it is one of our best reme¬ 
dies. In these cases there is much vascular disturbance. 
“Violent palpitation, with anxiety and congestion to the 
chest, and visible beating of the carotids and temporal 
arteries.” 

Belladonna may relieve the attack, but Aurum goes 
deeper and is more lasting in its effect. Aurum is one of 
our best remedies for bone pains. Never forget it. It 
ranks with Kali iodide, AsafaHida and the Mercuries in 
perio.steal affections. 

ARGENTUM NITRICUM. 

Impulsive; time goes too slow; must walk fast. 

Apprehension, on getting ready for church, opera, etc.; 
has an attack of diarrhoea. 

Vertigo, with buzzing in the ears, and weakness and 
trembling. . ■ 

Canthi, as red as blood; swollen, standing out like a 
lump of red flesh. 

Irresistible desire for sugar; gastric ailments, with vio¬ 
lent loud belchings. 

Stool; green, mucous, like chopped spinach in flakes; 
turns green on remaining on diaper; expelled with much 
spluttering. 

Profuse, sometimes purulent, discharges from mucous 
membranes, generally. 
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Dried-Up, withered patients, made so by disease. 
Craves fresh air.

Guernsey says: “We think of this remedy on sceinjf a 
withered and dried up person, made so by disease." This 
esi^ecially in children. “He looks like a little withered 
old man.” {Fluoric acid, youn^r people look old.) Argen¬ 
tum like Cold profoundly affects the iiiitid. T.ike Cold 
it is one of the best remedies for hypochcaulriasis. The 
symptoms are so many in this trouble that we can only 
call attention to them as found in Cuiding .Styinptoms. 
1 will only mention a few more prominent and peculiar 
symptoms that have been fre(picnlly verified. “The 
sight of high houses makes him di/.zy and causes him 
to stagger. It seemed as if the lanises on both sides of 
the street would approach and crush him.” 

“When walking in the street he dreads to ])ass a street 
corner, because the corner of the house seems to jjroject 
and he is afraid he will run against it.” "Impulsive, must 
walk very fast, always hurried.” {Lilium tigriniiui.) 
“Apprehension when read}' to go to church or opera; 
brings f)n diarriuea.” (CeFemiiim.) 

The hurried feeling of botli Argentum nitricum and 
Lilium tigrinum have occurred mostly in uterine troubles; 
while the diarriuea on e.xcitement seems to depend upon 
a general nervous condition. Unless the indications 
ixjinted strongly tt) one in preference to the other remedy 
it might be well to try the vegetable first, d'he minerals 
are generally longer and deeper in their action, and would 
perhaps be preferable the more chronic the case. 

Some of the very curious symptoms found under this 
and other remedies are not found in everyday practice, 
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but when found are all the more valuable because the 
cases presentiuf^ them are rare ami not easily understood 
or curcil by the ordinary remedies. Some of our most 
brilliant cures have been made in just such cases, and 
they arc very gratifying^ to both physician and i)atient. 

/Irgcntum nilricxim is sometimes the best remedy for 
hcmicrania; this kind of headache is often very distress¬ 
ing and hard to cure. (')ne peculiar symptom belonging 
to /Irgcntum nitriciim in headache is a feeling of expan¬ 
sion, feels as thf)Ugh head ^vcre enormously enlarged, 
and like Pulsatilla and ylpis, feels better when tied up 
tight. This feeling of expansion is also a general symp¬ 
tom, feels as though the whole body or part of it were 
expanding, some express it as a feeling of fulness. 
{.lisculus hippocastanum.) It is founil under other reme¬ 
dies also, but very prominently under this. 

^Irgcuium nitriciuu has a great deal of vertigo, which 
is often accf)nipanied with buzzing in the cars, general 
debility and trembling. Cannot walk with the eyes closed; 
the sight of high houses m.'ikes him dizzy. The.se 
.symptoms call to remembrance (ielsemium. Ifoib reme¬ 
dies have much vertigo; great tremulous weakness, 
accompanied with general debility, actual trembling and 
tremulous sensation, and both have been found useful in 
kx’omotor ataxia. I should, other things being c((ual, 
give the preference to Gelscmiuni in recent cases, or in 
the beginning, and Argentum nitricum further along. 
But there are generally di.agnostic indications which en¬ 
able us to choose between them. In eye affections Ar- 
gentx( 3 n is one of our most valual)le remedies, and like all 
remedies which are very valuable for anything has been 
woefully abused by the old school. It is a pity that they 
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do not know enough to get the good and to avoid thef bad 
effects of such valuable agents, for many times the dis¬ 
astrous results of their misuse brings the remedies into 
such disrepute that others are afraid to use them at all. 
It was for this reason that the old botanies rejected all 
mineral remedies. Mercury had so scared them. It 
falls to the Homceopath to teach how to use all in such 
a way as to get the good, while avoiding the bad effects. 
In eye troubles Allen & Norton write as follows: “The 
greatest service that Argentum nitricum performs is in 
purulent ophthalmia. With large experience, in both 
hospital and private practice, we have not lost a single 
eye from this disease, and every one has been treated 
with internal remedies, most of them with Argentum 
nitricum of a high potency, 30th or 200th. We have 
witnessed the most intense chemosis, with strangulated 
vessels, most profuse purulent discharge, even the cornea 
beginning to get hazy and looking as though it would 
slough, subside rapidly under Argentum nitricum inter¬ 
nally. The subjective symptoms are almost none. 
Their very absence, with the profuse purulent discharge, 
and the swollen lids from a collection of pus in the eye, 
or swelling of the sub-conjunctival tissue of the lids them¬ 
selves, indicates the drug. {Apis; Rhus.)” Later Nor¬ 
ton writes: “I do believe that there is no need of cauteri¬ 
zation with it except in the gonorrhoeal form of purulent 
conjunctivitis.” Such testimony from such sources 
ought to shame the abuse of this agent in the hands of 
old school physicians, and sometimes bogus Homoeopaths. 
In ophthalmia neonatorum in my own practice as a gen¬ 
eral practitioner I have had very often better success with 
Mercurius soluhilis, especially where there was much 
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purulent matter pouring out on opening the eyes. In 
blepharitis Graphites and Stapliisagria have served me 
oftener tlian Argentum nitricum, but this may not be the 
experience of others, for in eye troubles, as in all others, 
the indications are to be studied and carefully recognized 
in their entirety. {Borax must not be forgotten in 
blepharitis.) Specialists are apt to lose sight of this and 
be led to local treatment when constitutional would be 
infinitely better. The symptom, “red, painful tip of the 
tongue, papillae erect, prominent,” has guided to the cure 
of many different kinds of cases. There are also some 
valuable symptoms in the digestive organ.s; for instance, 
“Irresistible desire for sugar; fluids go right through him; 
most gastric ailments arc accompanied by belching; belch¬ 
ing after every meal, stomach as if it were burst with 
wind, belching difficult; finally air rushes out zvith great 
noise and violence" All of these are characteristic, and 
there is no doubt that this remedy is sometimes indicated 
when Carbo veg., China or Lycopodium are given because 
they are generally so much better understood. Dyspep¬ 
sia, gastralgia and even gastric ulcer have sometimes 
found a powerful remedy in Argentum, and it has also 
done great good in very obstinate cases of diarrhoea of 
various kinds. 

“Green mucus like chopped spinach in flakes" 

“Stool turning green after remaining on diaper.” 

“Stool expelled with much spluttering.” 

“Stool shreddy, red, green muco-lymph, epithelial sub¬ 
stance.” “During stool emission of much noisy flatus.” 
Now there are other remedies which have some of these 
symptoms in a marked degree, notably; Calcarea phos., 
which has the spluttering stool with much noisy flatus, 
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and it is also a fact that both remedies are very valuable 
ones in hydrocephaloid consequent on the long-continued 
drain from intractable cases of cntero-colitis. If the 
bone develo])mcnt should l)c slow with open fontanelles 
and sweaty head of course Calcarca phos. would win. 
Then in Calcarca phos. the child wishes smoked meats, 
bacon, etc., in Argentum nilricum sugar or sweets. Yet 
both have great emaciation, the child locddng old and 
wrinkled, and it will .sometimes be close individualizing 
to choose between them. Argentum nitricum has it.s 
place in the treatment of throat affections. There is 
thick, tenacious mucus in the throat obliging him to hawk 
and causing slight hoarseiic.ss. Rawness, sorene.ss, scraji- 
ing in throat, causing hawking and cough. Sensation as 
of a splinter lodged in the throat {Nitric ac., Hepar 
sulph., Dolichos), and wartlike excrescences, which feel 
like [Kjinted bodies when swallowing. This kind of 
throat may extend downward until it involves the larynx, 
especially in singers, clergymen, or lawyers who are using 
their voice very much. Then it is doubly indicated. 
When we come to the back and extremities we again find 
our remedy in the field for a .share of the honors. “Pain 
in the back (small of) relieved when standing or walking, 
but severe when rising from a seat,” is a condition often 
found in practice. I have often relieved it with Sulphur 
or Causticum, bui remember also Argculitm nitricum. If 
ill back troubles we find great lassitude {Kali carhoni- 
cunu), with weariness, esix^cially in forearms and lower 
legs, especially calves, or if in addition to this we find 
vertigo and trembling of the extremities, wc may be sure 
Argentum nitricum will do us good. In paraplegia from 
debilitating causes or paralysis after diphtheria we may 
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lind this remedy inilicated. Also in ci)ilci>sy i;r convul¬ 
sions; in the former (epilepsy) one characteristic symp¬ 
tom is that for hours or days before the attaek the pupils 
arc dilated; in the latter the convulsions are preceded for 
a short time hy .threat restlessness. 

Cuprum metallicinii has j^'^reat restlessness behveen the 
attacks. Finally Nairitm uinriaticum is the he.st antidote 
for the ahu.se of Aiyeninm nit., especially upon mucous 
surfaces. 

FERRUM METALLICUM or ACETICUM. 

AniTinia with gre.at paleness of all the mucous inem- 
hranes; with .sudden fiery-red flushinf^ of the face. 

Profuse lucniorrha.tjes from any origan; h.-emorrhagic 
diathesis; blood light with dark clots; coagulates easily. 

Local congestions and inflammations, with hammering, 
l)ulsating pains; veins full, flushed face, alternates with 
paleness. 

Canine hunger, alternates with complete loss of appe¬ 
tite. 

Regurgitations or eructations, or vomiting of food at 
night that has stayed in the stomach all day; undigested 
painless diarrheea. 

Red face during chill. 

Modalities: < after eating and drinking; while at 
rest, es]).cially sitting still; > lealking slowly around.

This is another one of the abused remedies. It stands 
with the Old School for anaemia, as does Quinine for 
malaria. Each can and does cure its kind of both condi¬ 
tions, but can cure no other; and each, when it is the true 
curative, is capable of doing its best work in the poten- 
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tized form. Dr, Hughes writes; “The treatment of 
anaemia by Iron is one of the few satisfactory and certain 
things in modern medicine. From whatever cause this 
condition mav arise, whether it be the chlorosis of defec- 
tive menstruation, or the simple poverty of blood induced 
by haemorrhages, deficiency of air, light, and suitable 
food, or by exhausting diseases. Iron is the one great 
remedy,” I must say that I think that a man who would 
write like that of any remedy is not to be blamed for 
talking of the few satisfactory and certain things in mod¬ 
ern medicine. Iron is no more of a panacea of anaemia 
than is Quinine for malaria or Phosphate of Linte for 
deficient bone development. My experience has taught 
me that there are several other equally efficient remedies 
for these conditions and that when they are not indicated 
they not only cannot cure but do injure every time they 
are prescribed, especially in the material doses in which 
they are generally recommended by such teachers. I 
must here state my experience founded on abundant prac¬ 
tice and observation that such prescribing is not only un- 
Hahnemannian, but in every sense un-homoeopathic, and 
I warn all beginners not to practice along that line or they 
too will come to talk of the few satisfactory and certain 
things in modern medicine. Now we have given this 
quotation from Dr. Hughes, it is only fair to him to quote 
him again, inasnmeh as he, in this latter quotation, talks 
more sensibly. Talking about anaemia, he says; “The 
malady docs not ordinarily arise from any failure of the 
quantity of iron supplied in the food. If the element is 
deficient in the blood the fault lies in the assimilative 
processes. But Reveil has ascertained that in anaemia 
there is no change whatever in the amount of iron present 
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in the blood. However few the corpuscles they contain 
within them the full proportion of the metal normal to 
health, and though under the influence of iron itself they 
increase to double and triple their number they yield no 
more iron.” Then Cowperthwaite adds: “It is also true 
that when iron is introduced into the system in large 
quantities with a view to supplying a deficiency of iron in 
the blood that it is not assimilated, but may be almost 
entirely obtained from the ftcces, having been eliminated 
by the intestines. It is evident, therefore, tliat iron does 
not act as a curative agent by virtue of its absorption as 
a constituent of the blood, but rather, as we are led to 
conclude, from its physiological effects upon the organs 
and tissues of the body, tliat it owes its therapeutic vir¬ 
tues to the same essential dynamic agency possessed by 
other drugs, and its application is subject to the same 
theraixjutic law.” Sound words, these; then let no man 
prescribe Iron or any other remedy for anjcmia, or any 
other disease, without indications according to our thera¬ 
peutic law of cure. I have seen better cures of bad cases 
of anaemia by Natrum mnriaticum in potentized form 
than I ever did from Iron in any form, although Iron has 
its cases, as have also Pulsatilla, Cyclamen, Calcarea 
phos., Carho vcg., China and many other remedies. We 
will now call attention to the symptoms that indicate Iron 
in anaemia or any other condition where Iron is the 
remedy. 

"Ashy, pale or greenish face, with pain or other symp¬ 
toms the face becomes bright red.” (Raue.) "The least 
emotion or exertion causes a red, flushed face.” (Guern¬ 
sey.) "Rush of blood to head; veins of head swollen; 
flushes of heat in the face." "Hammering, beating, pul- 
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sating pains in the hcad.’^ (Bell., China, Natriim mur., 
Glon.) 

“Great paleness of mucous membranes, especially that 
of the ca7’ily of the mouth.” (Rauc.) 

“Always better from walking about, nolieithstanding 
7vcakncss obliges patient to lie down.” (Guernsey.) 
“Menses too soon, too profuse, loo long lasting, with fiery 
red face, ringing in the ears (China), flow pale, •ieatcry 
and debilitating.” Now if in addition to these symptoms 
you have, notwithstamlin<( the general anoemic condition 
of the patient, frecjucnt rushes of l>lot)d to the head, chest, 
face, or other local congestions you have a typical Iron 
case and may confidently expect a cure if given in 
latency and at proper intervals. But if your patient has 
been already “loaded up” with Iron on the theory that 
the blood must be “fed” with it, the fact is, generally, 
that she is .suffering from the over-dosing more than from 
the original disease and you will proceed to find the best 
antidote, guided by the symptoms here as elsewhere, and, 
in adapting such remedy to the case as it is, will often be 
able to cure both the natural and drug disease together. 

It is a blessed thing that this is so, for if the Quinine, 
Iron and other medicinal cachexia stalking about in our 
midst were not curable, we would be a sorry spectacle as 
human Ijeings if allopathic dosing were allowed to go on. 
Now while we ire talking about this so-called blood 
remedy we will speak about its general haemorrhagic ten¬ 
dencies. 

The.se local congestions so characteristic of Iron are 
attended by hexmorrhages from nose, lungs, womb, kid¬ 
neys, etc., hence it becomes one of our best remedies for 
haemorrhages in anaemia or debilitated subjects with thepe- 
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culiar symptoms before niontioned. In the form of 
Fcriuui phos,, of which we have already written, taking 
the fact that both remedies entering into llie combination 
have decided hiemorrhagic lendeneies, it becomes doubly 
effective in this sphere. 

J)Ut Iron is not l)y any means confined in its usefulness 
to blood troubles, and we will notice briefly some other 
uses of this valuable curative agent. Jn disorders of 
stomach and bowels it becomes sometimes the only rem¬ 
edy, and has st^me peculiar and characteristic symptoms 
indicating it here. 

''Canine hiuujcr (^China), altcrmithuj 7eiili complcic 
loss of appetite.'" "Reyiiryitation of food, or cructatiom 
after eaiiuy." ^dl 'anls bread and butter; meat disagrees 
(opposite Natnnu niur.). Beer or tea also disagrees. 
Food lies in the stomach all day and is vomited at night."' 
^'Bo'ivels feel soje as if they had been bruised, or as if 
he had taken calharlics; undigested, painless stools at 
night, or while eating or drinking." {Croton tig.; China.) 
'Tliese and many other symptoms slu)w its value here, and 
it is noticeable, the resemblances of this remedy to China. 
There is sometimes difficulty in choosing between them, 
hut there is more flatulence with China. 13oth remedies 
have, markedly, lieiiteria and ])ainless diarrluea. These 
two remedies both antidote and complement each other 
under certain circumstances, ddiey should be studied in 
comparison as debility remedies. 

Next to the easily flushed and red face as a character¬ 
istic symptom stands this— ''‘IValking sloivly about re¬ 
lieves/' (One other remedy has this general characteristic 
almost, if not etpially strong, viz., Pulsatilla.) This is 
true of the general restlessness, of the great weakness

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also; he feels better walking slowly about, even though he 
is so weak he has to sit down every little while to rest; 
pain in the hip joint drives out of bed and is only relieved 
while walking slowly. I once had a rather pale lady 
come to me for treatment for pains in the forearms; after 
prescribing for her for a week, she let drop this symptom, 
that the only way in which she could get relief nights 
(when the pain was almost unbearable) was by getting 
right up out of bed and walking slowly about the room. 
Ferrum metal. loooth cured her promptly and she never 
had a return. Some people think that metals cannot be 
potentized, but when I make numerous cures like this 
with Iron, Stannum, Zinc and Platina I don’t believe it. 
Palpitation of the heart, haemoptysis and asthma are also 
relieved in the same way by walking slowly about. It 
would seem hardly possible that such complaints could 
be so relieved, but there are many such curious and un¬ 
accountable symptoms in our Materia Medica which have 
become reliable leaders to the prescription of certain 
remedies. 

Ferrum is one of our best remedies for cough with 
vomiting of food. It is also one of the very few remedies 
having a red face during chill, and has more than once 
led to the cure of intermittent fever on that symptom. 
Again it is one of. the remedies found in intermittents 
that have been abused by Quinine. In these cases we 
often find the splenic region sore on pressure and much 
swollen. 
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PLUMBUM METALLICUM or ACETICUM. 

Abdomen retracted toward the spine, as if drawn in by 
a string; both objective and subjective. 

Distinct blue line along margin of the gums. 

“Wrist-drop,” paralysis of the extensor muscles.

Notwithstanding the very extensive provings, this 
remedy has not been so useful as it would seem it should 
be. One symptom has proved to be very characteristic 
and has led to its successful administration in different 
diseases, viz.: “Abdomen retracted to the spine as if 
drawn in by a string” In this symptom there is both, or 
either, actual retraction and sensation of retraction in the 
abdomen. Excessive pain in abdomen radiating to all 
parts of the body {Dioscorea). It is found mostly in 
colic, but may be found in uterine troubles, such as 
menorrhagia, etc. Also in constipation. H. N. Guernsey 
claimed great powers for it in jaundice; whites of eyes, 
skin, stool and urine all are very yellow, and I have pre¬ 
scribed it with success. Its power to produce paralysis is 
well known, and it is owing to this power that lead colic 
is induced, which is one of the most distressing and dan¬ 
gerous of diseases. I cured one case of post diphtheritic 
paralysis with it. It was a very severe case in a middle- 
aged man. His lower limbs were entirely paralyzed, and 
there was at the same time a symptom which I never met 
before, nor have I since, in such a case, viz., excessive 
hyperaesthesia of the skin. He could not bear to be 
touched anywhere, it hurt him so. After much hunting I 
found this h}T)ersesthesia perfectly pictured in Allen’s 
Encyclopaedia, and that, taken together with the paralysis, 
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seemed to me good reason for prescribing Phmihttm, 
which I did in one dose of b'incke’s 40m., with the result 
of Ijringing about rapid and continuous improvement 
until a perfect cure was reached. He took only the one 
dose, for a repetition was not necessary. 

Tlie father-in-law of Dr. T. L. Brown, over seventy 
years of age, was attacked with a severe pain in the abdo¬ 
men. Finally, a large, liard swelling developed in the 
ilco-ca'cal region very sensitive to contact or to the least 
motion. Tt began to assume a bluish color, and on 
account of his age and extreme weakness it was thought 
that he must die. His daughter, however, studied up the 
case, and found in Raue’s Pathology the indications for 
Plumbum as given in theraixmtic hints for typhlitis. Tt 
was administered in the 200th potency, which was fol¬ 
lowed by relief and perfect recovery. 

Plumbum has excessive and rapid emaciation; general 
or partial paralysis; “wrist drop.” Distinct blue line 
along margin of gums. 

CHELIDONIUM MAJUS. 

Fuved pain (dull or sharp) under the lower inner 
angle of the right shoulder blade. 

Yellow eyes, face, skin, hand.s, stool clay colored or 
yellow as gold; urine yellow. Tongue thickly coated 
yellow, with red edges. 

Right-sided remedy; supra-orbital; hyi)ochondriac; 
lungs; hip; foot cold as ice, etc.

Tlie center of action of this remarkable remedy is in 
the liver, and its most characteristic symptom, is a fixed 
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pain (dull or sharp) under the lower inner angle of the 
right shoulder blade. This very characteristic symptom 
may be found in connection with general jaundice, cough, 
diarrhrca, pneumonia, menses, loss t)f milk, exhaustion, 
etc., in fact, no matter what the name of the disease this 
symptom present should always bring to mind Chelido- 
niuni and close scouting will generally reveal hepatic 
troubles or complications, as would be naturally expected 
with such a remedy. Chelidonium is like Lycopodium, 
by preference, a right-sided remedy, right supra-orbital 
neuralgia, right hypochondrium and scorbiculum cordis 
tense and painful to pressure; right-sided pneumonia and 
shoulder painful; shooting pain in right hip extending 
into abdomen; drawing pain in hips, thighs, legs, or feet, 
more right-sided; right foot cold as ice, left natural. 
Further study will show that Chelidonium not only is a 
right-sided remedy, but in many other points stands close 
to Lycopodium, and in my experience one is often found 
indicated after the other. Although this characteristic 
infra-scapular pain is as reliable as any in the Materia 
Medica, there may be cases in which it does not apjjear at 
all, which can only he cured by Chelidonium, especially 
liver and lung trouble. If we should find pressive pain in 
the region of the liver, whether it be enlarged and sensi¬ 
tive to pressure or not, bitter taste in the mouth, tongue 
coated thickly yelloiv, with red margins shoiving imprint 
of the teeth, yellowness of whites of eyes, face, hands and 
skin; stools gray, clay colored, or yellow as gold, urine 
also yellow as gold, lemon colored or dark brown, leaving 
a yellow color on vessel when emptied out, loss of appe¬ 
tite, disgust and nausea, or vomiting of bilious matter, 
and especially if patient could retain nothing but hot 
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drinks on the stomach, wc would have a clear case for 
Chelidonium even though the infra-scapular pain were 
absent. All these symptoms might be found in either a 
chronic or acute case. If in a chronic case, some anti- 
psoric like Lycopodium might have to be called in, accord¬ 
ing to indications, of course, to help complete a cure, but 
Chelidoniutn would be the chief reliance. 

These liver troubles range from simple congestion and 
inflammation of the organ, to the more severe and deep- 
seated affections like fatty liver, gall stones, etc. Chcli- 
donium is one of the leading remedies in pneumonia, 
which is complicated with liver symptoms. Sometimes 
in coughs which are persistent with much pain through 
right side of chest and into shoulder, Chclidonhtm helps 
us out and saves the patient from what might easily 
terminate in consumption. 

AURUM MURIATICUM NATRONATUM. 

When writing of Aurum mctallicum we might have 
said something of this combination as a remedy for 
jaundice or liver troubles. Several years ago I was 
troubled with frequent attacks of derangement of the 
liver characterized by, first, a white fiecal stool for several 
days in succession, with dullness of the head, bad tasting 
mouth, coated tongue, fullness and pain in right side and 
shoulder, and jaundiced skin. This would either cul¬ 
minate in an attack of bilious vomiting and diarrhoea, or 
in faecal stools as black as tar, for several days in suc¬ 
cession, with gradual relief of the general bilious symp¬ 
toms. I tried various remedies, as well as I was able to 
choose them, among which were Mercurius, Leptandra, 
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Podophyllum, Lycopodium and others, with nothing more 
than temporary relief, and sometimes not even that. 
While on a visit to New York city, I called upon Dr. M. 
Baruch, partly to see the man who had been reix)rted to 
me as both very skillful as a prescriber and eccentric as 
a man. During my call I stated to him my case. He pre¬ 
scribed for me a dose of Aurum miiriaticum natronatum 
loooth, followed by a powder each of Veronica officinalis 
500th, 200th and 30th, and directed me to take them in 
the order named once in sixty hours and said: “In three 
months you will be well.” I took the powders as directed 
and have never been troubled in that way since. Since 
then I have prescribed the Awnm miiriaticum natronatum 
for some obstinate cases of jaundice, with the alternating 
white and black stools, and have been successful in re¬ 
lieving them. 

LEPTANDRA VIRGINICA. 

While writing on Aurum umriatiemn natronatum I 
mentioned Veronica with which Dr. Baruch followed that 
remedy in the cure of my own case. After returning 
home I tried to find the two remedies. Found Aurum 
miiriaticum natronatum in Hering’s Guiding Symptoms, 
and, although meager, had something to go by in treating 
other cases, with the result there mentioned. But I could 
find no Veronica proven unless it was the Leptandra, 
which is one of the Veronica tribe. So the next time I 
saw Dr. Baruch I asked him if it was the Leptandra that 
he gave me, and he said, “No, it was the Vcranica 
officinalis” (common Speedwell). It is not found in 
our Materia Medica as yet. There is no doubt the 
Veronicas and especially the Leptandra are good livef 
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remedies, but aside from the alternate ashy and black 
stools we have nothing very definite to guide us to their 
selection. The only two provings made were with the 
alkaloid, and that in too low preparations to be of much 
value, I once succeeded with Leptandra in curing, or at 
least she improved until she was well, a lady very sick 
with what was called by her former physician typhoid 
fever. The following indications which I found in Jahr’s 
Clinical Guide (by Lilienthal, first edition) led to its pre¬ 
scription. Symptoms;—“Great prostration, stupor, heat 
and dryness of skin, calor mordax or coldness of the ex¬ 
tremities, dark, foetid, tai ry, or watery stools mixed with 
bloody mucus, and a jaundiced skin.” Otherwise I have 
never seen any marked benefit from this remedy in any 
case. Still I believe it to be capable, with scientific prov¬ 
ing, in potency, of developing great curative powers. If 
I might, in this short notice, inspire some young physi¬ 
cians to thoroughly prove it I should not have writteii in 
vain. 

BERBERIS VULGARIS. 

Bruised pain, with numbness, stiffness and lameness in 
region of kidneys < in bed in the morning. 

Soreness in the region of the kidneys; bubbling sensa¬ 
tion, < stepping or jarring motion. 

Rheumatism o;' pains, like gouty pains in the joints; 
the pains radiate from a center.

“Bruised pain, with stiffness and lameness in the small 
of the back.” “Rise from a seat with difficulty.” ‘‘Back¬ 
ache worse when sitting or lying, especially when lying 
in bed in the morning.” “Sensation of numbness, stiff-

ness and lameness, with painful pressure in lumbar and 
renal regions.” These pains sometimes extend all 
through the hips. Guernsey says: “A great many old 
troubles in the back. Sufferings in the back aggravated 
by fatigue” One might say all these symptoms are 
found under Rhus tax. True, but in the Bcrberis cases 
they all come from or are in connection with kidney or 
urinary troubles, Rhus tax. seldom so. The pains extend 
often into the bladder and urethra, and the urine itself 
is changed. It may have a turbid, flocculent, elay-like, 
copious, mucous sediment, or a reddish, mealy sediment, 
or be blood-red, but the i)crsistent pains in the back are 
the leading indications. It is esj^ecially to be thought of 
in arthritic and rheumatic affections, when these back 
symptoms connected with urinary alterations are present. 
One very characteristic symptom is a bubbling sensation 
in the region of the kidneys. Another is soreness in 
region of kidneys when jumping out of a wagon or step¬ 
ping hard downstairs or from any jarring movement. 
There is almost always, in the back troubles of Bcrberis, 
a great deal of prostration or a sense of weakness across 
the back, and the face looks pale, earthy complexion, with 
sunken cheeks and hollow eyes, with blue circles under 
them. No matter what ails the patient, if he has per¬ 
sistent pain as above described in the region of the kid¬ 
neys do not forget Bcrberis. 

TEREBINTHINA. 

Burning and smarting on passing urine; urine red, 
l.rown, black or smoky in ap[)earance. 

Tongue smooth, glossy, red, with excessive tympanites 

(typhoid). 
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Haemorrhages from all outlets, especially in connection 
with urinary or kidney troubles.

Terebinthina ought to come in here, Ijecause it, like 
Berberis, has much pain in the back with kidney and 
bladder troubles. Painters working under the smell of 
Turpentine are often seriously affected by it. Some are 
unable to work in it. In the Turpentine kidney troubles 
there is apt to be more strangury than with Berberis and 
more blood in the urine. The urine becomes brown, 
black, or smoky in appearance from more or less admix¬ 
ture of blood. For burning and smarting on passing 
urine, Turpentine stands nearer to Cantharis or Cannabis 
sativa than it does to Berberis, All four may be found 
useful in the first stage of albuminuria. Turpentine tak¬ 
ing the lead, and it may sometimes require considerable 
study to choose between them. Mercurius corrosivus 
generally comes in a little later. Terebinth, is one of 
our best anti-haemorrhagic remedies. Ilaematuria, 
haemoptysis, and haemorrhage from the bowels, especially 
in typhoid, and even in purpura haemorrhagica it may do 
splendid work. One of the chief characteristics for its 
use is the smooth, glossy, red tongue {Crotalus, Pyro¬ 
gen) ; another is excessive tympanites. These two symp¬ 
toms are often found in typhoids, and then Terebinth, is 
the remedy. Diopsy after scarlatina, with smoky urine, 
may find its remedy here, but Lachesis, Apis, Helleborus 
niger, or Colchicum will often dispute claims with it. 
The Old School make great use of it in many other affec¬ 
tions as a local ai^plication. I have seen some bad effects 
from its use in that way for the chest in pneumonia in 
their hands. I would not recommend it. 
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CANNABIS SATIVA 

Is another remedy having a strong action on the urinary 
organs, particularly upon the urinary tract or urethra. 
It is the remedy par excellence with which to begin the 
treatment of gonorrhoea, unless some other remedy is 
particularly indicated, and such cases are very few. The 
most characteristic symptom is that the urethra is very 
sensitive to touch or external pressure. The patient can¬ 
not walk with his legs close together because any pres¬ 
sure along the tract hurts him so. If the disease has ex¬ 
tended up the urethra, or into the bladder, there will often 
be severe pains in the back every few minutes and the 
urine may be bloody. I used in my early practice to put 
five drops mother tincture into four ounces of water (in 
a four-ounce vial) and let the patient take a teaspoonful 
three times a day. After about four days the inflamma¬ 
tory symptoms would have subsided, and the thin dis¬ 
charge have thickened and become greenish in appear¬ 
ance. Then Mercurius solubilis 3d trituration, a powder 
three times a day, would often finish the case. Or if a 
little, thin, gleety discharge remained, I cured that with 
Sulphur, Capsicum or Kali iodide. I have cured many 
cases in from one to two weeks this way. Later I have 
used the c.m. potency in the first stage, and sometimes 
never have to use the second remedy. If I do, Mercurius 
corrosivus c.m,. is generally the remedy. Sometimes 
Pulsatilla, Sulphur or Sepia to finish up the case. There 
are exceptions, but the rule is that cases get well promptly 
under this treatment. After Canmbis sativa, Mercurius 
corrosivus, if the discharge is thick and green, if the 
burning continues. Pulsatilla or Sepia if the discharge 
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is thick and bland. Sulphur for gleet. Of course I have 
not mentioned all of the remedies that are necessary in 
this disease. I used them all in the c.m., and I know, 
having tried both, that they cure better than the low 
potencies. There is one curious symptom I have several 
times removed by this remedy, namely, a sense of drop¬ 
ping, around, or in the region of the heart. 1 do not 
know its pathological signification, but it is very annoy¬ 
ing and the patient is very grateful to be rid of it. 

BENZOIC ACID. 

The grand central characteristic of this remedy is 
found in the urine, which is scanty, of a dark brown color 
(like French brandy), the urinous odor being highly in¬ 
tensified. This odor comes at the time of passing and 
remains afterward. One need not wait on a long-stand¬ 
ing specimen to find it. It is found in connection with 
rheumatism, quinsy, drop.sy, diarrheea, headache and 
other diseases. Of course many other remedies have 
offensive urine, like Nitric acid urine offensive like horse 
urine, Berberis, but the dejx)sit is turbid, Calcarea ostre- 
arum, but the deposit is white. Benzoic acid often smells 
horribly, with no deposit at all. Both Benzoic acid and 
Berberis are great remedies for arthritic troubles with 
the urinary symptoms. Lycopodium and Lithium carb. 
also claim attention in this affection, the concomitants 
deciding the choice. 1 have seen wonderful relief from 
Benzoic acid in nephritic colic with the characteristic 
offensive urine. In dribbling of urine of old men with 
enlarged prostate it lias also done good service. The 
urine in the clothing scents the whole room. Menstrual 
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difficulties and prolapsus uteri with the characteristic 
urinary symptoms are also relieved by it. Heart troubles 
of rheumatic origin also. So we have a widely diversi¬ 
fied list of diseases in which this remedy is the one, and 
all seem to be connected with this one strong character¬ 
istic symptom. 

SARSAPARILLA. 

White sand in urine; also slimy or flaky urine. 

Much pain at the conclusion of passing urine; almost 
unbearable. 

Marasmus; neck emaciates and skin lies in folds. 

* * ♦ * ♦ 

Sarsaparilla is another remedy which has excruciating 
neuralgia of the kidneys. Renal colic and passage of 
gravel and formation of vesicle calculi. Dr. Hering 
gives many testimonials to the efficacy of this remedy to 
relieve the sufferings attendant on gravel, especially with 
rheumatic symptoms. Lycopodium has red sand with 
■ clear urine; Sarsaparilla white sand with scanty, slimy or 
flaky urine. They may both he very useful in chronic 
rheumatic troubles, with these urinary complications. 
The most characteristic symptom of Sarsaparilla is 
'‘much pain at the conclusion of passing urine; almost 
unbearable.” (Berberis, Equisetum, Medorrhinum, 
Thuja.) There is often in this case great tenesmus of 
the bladder at the same time. No remedy has this symp¬ 
tom so strongly as Sarsaparilla. Pulsatilla has some¬ 
thing similar, so far as tenesmus is concerned, in connec¬ 
tion with enhuged prostate. Natrum muriaticum has 
also,—“After urination burning and cutting in the 
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urethra; spasmodic contraction in abdomen, etc.” So 
we must be careful about prescribing on one symptom 
alone, be it ever so prominent. In marasmus Sarsapa¬ 
rilla stands alongside of Iodine, Nahum mur., and Abro- 
tanum. In Sarsaparilla the neck emaciates and skin (in 
general) lies in folds. (Sanictila, Natrmn mur. and 
Lycopodium emaciate from above downward. Abro- 
tanum from below upward.) Iodine, general emacia¬ 
tion, wishes to eat all the time. Natrnm mur. eats and 
emaciates all of the time, neck particularly. Abrotanum, 
general marasmus, legs most. Argentum nitricum, child 
looks old, dried up, like a mummy. Sarsaparilla is one 
of the best remedies for headache or periosteal pains gen¬ 
erally, from suppressed gonorrhoea. I have seen great 
results from the 200th. It is also a good remedy for 
syphilitic eruptions with great emaciation; cracks on 
hands and feet, especially on sides of fingers and toes. 

Retractions of nipple (Silicea). 

PODOPHYLLUM PELTATUM. 

Diarrhoea; stools profuse (drain the patient dry), 
offensive, < morning and during dentition. 

Persistent gagging, without vomiting; rolling the head 
and moaning with half-closed eyes. 

^ Great loquacity during the fever stage, especially with 
jaundiced skin. 

Prolapsus of uteri; prolapse of rectum.

There are many remedies that are powerful cathartics, 
and this is one of them. A superficial understanding of 
our law of cure would lead a novice to conclude that all 
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one would have to do for a case of diarrhcea would be to 
prescribe Podophyllum. Of course failure would often 
be the result. The simple fact of diarrhoea is only a fac¬ 
tor in the case, where the selection of a remedy for its 
cure is concerned; for each cathartic has not only a diar- 
rha'a, but a peculiar kind of diarrhoea which no other 
remedy has. The diarrhma of Podophyllnui is charac¬ 
terized by: 

ist. The profiiscncss of the stool. 2d. The offensive¬ 
ness of the stool. 3d. The aggravations in the morning, 
hot weather, and dining dentition. Then again the con¬ 
comitants are very peculiar, 'riiere is often present pro¬ 
lapsus ani, sleep with eyes half closed and rolling the head 
from side to side and moaning; frequent gagging or 
empty retching. These symptoms present have often led 
to the administration of this great remedy with very 
gratifying results. In regard to the profuse stools, they 
are so much so that they seem to drain the patient dry at 
every one. They may be yellow or greenish watery, and 
when watery, always profuse. Then again they may be 
pappy and profuse (Gambogia), or mucous and scanty, 
but always with Podophyllum very offensive. I have 
cured these cases in all stages. In the first onset of the 
disease, as well as in the very far advanced and appa¬ 
rently hopeless cases of cholera infantum, the loooth 
potency (B. & T.) has done the f>cst for me. Notwith¬ 
standing the fact that this remedy is one of quite a list 
set down for liver troubles, both with looseness of the 
bowels and constipation, I have not found it very effica¬ 
cious in the latter. I can readily see how it might be, 
however, in liver troubles with constipation which had 
followed a preceding diarrhoea, just as Opium might cure 
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the sleeplessness that followed precMing stupor, and Cof- 
fea sleepiness which followed preceding excitement. All 
drugs have their double action, or what is called primary 
and secondary action. But the surest and most lasting 
curative action of any drug is that in which the condition 
to be cured simulates the primary action of the drug. 
For, as I have held elsewhere, I think that what is called 
secondary action is really not the legitimate action of the 
drug, but the aroused powers of the organism against the 
drug. So the alternate diarrhoea and constipation in dis¬ 
ease is a fight, for instance, between the disease (diar¬ 
rhoea) and the natural powers resisting it. It is of con¬ 
siderable importance then to be able to recognize in such 
a case whether it is the diarrhoea or constipation that is 
the disease, against which the alternate condition is the 
effort of the vital force to establish health. Yet such an 
understanding is not always absolutely imperative, for 
in either case there are generally enough concomitant 
symptoms to decide the choice of the remedy. Indeed, 
the choice must always rest upon either the peculiar and 
characteristic symptoms appearing in the case or the 
totality of them. None but the true homceopathist learns 
to appreciate this. Here is where what is called patho¬ 
logical prescribing often fails, for the choice of the rem¬ 
edy may depend upon symptoms entirely outside of the 
symptoms zvhich go to make up the pathology of the case, 
at least so far as we as yet understand pathology. 

Podophyllum has a great desire to press the gums to¬ 
gether during dentition. When this symptom is promi¬ 
nent, the choice will have to be made between this remedy 
and Phytolacca, both being great remedies for cholera 
infantum. In the nausea of Podophyllum vomiting is 
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not so prominent as with Ipecac, but the gagging without 
vomiting is very marked, as it is also under Secale cor- 
nutum. Rumbling in the abdomen, especially in the 
ascending colon, is strong indication for this remedy even 
in chronic lx)wel troubles. Prolapsus ani is also a promi¬ 
nent symptom of this remedy, .so also is prolapsus of the 
uterus, especially after straining, over-lifting or parturi¬ 
tion. Here the choice will often be between Podophyl¬ 
lum, Rhus tox. and Nux vomica. 

Podophyllum seems also to have a strong affinity for 
the ovaries, and some remarkable cures have been made 
on the symptom,—“Pain in right ovary, running down 
thigh of that side.” {Lilium tig.) Sometimes there is 
also numbness attending. Ovarian tumors have disap¬ 
peared under the action of this remedy, when this symp¬ 
tom was present. I once made a brilliant cure of an 
obstinate case of intermittent fever with this remedy. The 
chills were very violent and were followed by intense 
fever with great loquacity. There was also great jaun¬ 
dice present. When the fever was past the patient fell 
asleep, and on awakening did not remember what he had 
said in his loquacious delirium. The range of this rem¬ 
edy does not seem very wide, but within its range its 
action is surprisingly prompt and radical. 

ALOE SOCOTRINA. 

Insecurity of rectum; rectum feels full of heavy fluid, 
which will fall out, and does, if he does not go to stool 
immediately. Diarrhoea. 

Solid stool, passing (in large balls) away involuntarily 
and unnoticed. 
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Great fullness and weight in whole abdomen, with feel¬ 
ing of weight in rectum and haemorrhoids protruding like 
a bunch of grapes; > by cold water applied. 

♦ ♦ ♦ * 

This remedy should be considered alongside of Podo¬ 
phyllum, because it is one of the so-called cathartics. 
Although one is as decided a cathartic as the other the 
characteristics which guide to their choice are very dif¬ 
ferent. 

Both are apt to be worse during hot weather. 

Both are apt to be worse in the morning. 

Both are often well supplemented with Sulphur. 

But now let us look at some of the more marked and 
peculiar symptoms of Aloe. Stools yellow, faecal, bloody 
or transparent jelly-like mucus. Sometimes this jelly- 
like mucus ( Kali bich. ) comes in great masses, or “gobs,” 
and drops out of the rectum almost unnoticed. Again 
the stools are often passed involuntarily when expelling 
flatus or passing urine. There seems to be not only an 
actual weakness in the sphincter ani, but a distressing 
sense of weakness. The rectum feels as if full of heavy 
fluid which will fall out or escape from the patient, and 
in fact does so if he doesn’t “git there, Eli.” This escape 
of stool with flatus in Aloe finds its counterpart in Olean¬ 
der. No two remedies are more alike in this respect, 
though Muriatic acid is also similar. Again a very char¬ 
acteristic symptom in the Aloe diarrhoea is “Great rum¬ 
bling in the abdomen just before stool,” and the feeling 
of weight in the rectum already mentioned is not always 
confined to the rectum, but is also felt through the whole 
pelvis and abdomen. Again, the rectum protrudes in 
Aloe like a bunch of grapes, and is relieved by the appli- 
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cation of cold water. Muriatic acid is relieved by hot 
applications. Both of these remedies have blue haemor¬ 
rhoids; the Aloe itching intensely, while those of Muri¬ 
atic acid are very sore and sensitive to touch, even of the 
bed clothes. In addition to the aggravations already 
mentioned, the diarrhoea of Aloe is aggravated by walk¬ 
ing or standing, after eating or drinking. In dysentery 
there is violent tenesmus, heat in the rectum, prostration 
even to fainting and profuse clammy sweats. The weak¬ 
ness of the sphincter ani is also found in constipation. 
It is a curious symptom, and I would not believe it until 
I had seen it with my own eyes. “Solid stool passing 
involuntarily, passing away unnoticed." I was called to 
treat a child five years of age suffering from birth with 
a most obstinate form of constipation. He had to be 
forced and held to the stool crying and screaming all the 
while being totally unable to pass any fscces even after 
an enema. After trying several remedies in vain, ‘ I 
asked the mother to turn the child over (he was in bed) 
to let me examine the anus and rectum. As she turned 
down the bed clothes to do so, a large chunk of solid 
faeces appeared in the bed. “There,” she said, “that is 
the way it is. Notwithstanding his inability to pass stool 
when he tries, we often find these things in the bed, and 
he does not know when they pass, nor do we." I then 
gave a few doses of Aloe 200th and cured the whole 
trouble quickly and permanently. Aloe like Podophyl¬ 
lum has also prolapsus uteri, and the feeling of heat, 
heaviness and fullness in the abdomen, pelvis and rectum 
guides to its selection. Like Podophyllum, also, its range 
of action is not wide, but positive, reliable and satis¬ 
factory. 
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CROTON TIGLIUM. 

Stool yellow, watery, coming out like a shot, all at 
once; < after least food or drink. 

Excruciating pain, running from nipple to scapula; of 
same side when child nurses. 

Eczema, especially of the scrotum; itches intensely, 
but is so sensiti\e to ttnich and sore that he cannot 
scratch.

When the Allopaths, in any case where they considered 
an operation of the hoiecLs im])erative, had exhausteel all 
other resources, Croton lifjliiun was their “biggest gun 
for the last broadside.” In other wonls, this is a most 
violent cathartic. Now if .Similia, etc., is not true Croton 
tig. ought utterly to fail to cure diarrh(ca; but it is true, 
and notwithstanding this remedy has pro\cn its truth 
over and over again the Allopaths deny and reject Ifo- 
mccopathy. As in Fodopliylluin and /Iloe, Croton tig. 
cures its kind and no other. Its guitling symptoms are; 

First: “Yellow watery stool.” 

Second: “Sudden expulsion, coming out like a shot, all 
at once.” 

Third; “yVggravation from the least food or drink.” 

In this combination Croton tig. leads all of the reme¬ 
dies. The first symptom is fountl notably under Apis 
me!., Calearca ost., China, Gratiola, Hyoscyamns, Nat- 
rum stilph., and Thuja. The second under Jatropha, 
Gratiola, Podophyllum and Thuja. The third under 
Argentum nit. and Arsenicum alb. The Calearca ost. is 
found in the Calearca temperament and China in cases 
weakened by loss of fluids, and all the others have 
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strongly marked symptoms which distinguish them from 
Croton tiglinm. For want of space we cannot give them 
here. Aloe has rumbling Iiefore the stool, while Croton 
tig. has swashing in the intestines as from water. Both 
of these remedies having aggravation after eating or 
drinking, we would have to look further for the symp¬ 
toms deciding between them. Another symptom that 
has frequently been verified in this remedy is—“Excru¬ 
ciating pain running from nipple to l)ack (scapula) of the 
same side when the child nurses.” 1 have cured bad Cfises 
of mastitis guided by this one symptom. Cioton tig. 
cures eczema especially of the scrotum, when the eruption 
itches intensely, but is .so sensitive and sore to touch that 
he cannot scratch. This comprehends the main uses of 
this valuable remedy. 

NATRUM SULPHURICUM. 

Diarrhoea, acute or chronic < in the morning on begin¬ 
ning to move (Fry.), with much flatulence {Aloe and 
Calc. phos. ), and rumbling in abdomen, esj)ecially right 
ileo-c3ccal region. 

Loose cough, with great pain in the chest; < in lower 
left chest (right, Chel.). 

Modalities: < in cold, wet weather; damp cellars; 
hydrogenoid (diarrha*a, rheumatism, asthma). 

Mental effects from injuries to head. 

Chronic effects of blows, falls. 

Toothache > by cold water, cool air {Coff., Puls.). 

(jonorrhcea; greenish-yellow, painless, thick discharge 
{Puls.).

Natrmn sulphuricum is also one of our armamentarium 
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for diarrhoea, both acute and chronic. Like Podophyl¬ 
lum, Sulphur, Nuphar and Kumcx, the diarrhoea is ag¬ 
gravated in the morning. Sulphur drives the patient out 
of bed, but Nalriim siilph., like Bryonia, is worse only 
after beginning to move. Then again Natrwn sulph. 
has, like Aloe, much rumbling in the bowels as of flatu¬ 
lence. This rumbling of flatus is often with Natium 
sulph. located in the right side of the abdomen in the 
ileo-caecal region. 

Again the Nalrmii sidphtiricuni stool is, like China, 
Argentum nit., Calcarca phos., Agarictis and Aloe, ac¬ 
companied l)y a profuse emission of flatus. This flatu¬ 
lence is not always present, but is often so. In chronic 
diarrhoea there is almost always some trouble with the 
liver, evidenced by soreness in right hypochondrium, 
which is sensitive to touch, and hurts on walking or any 
jar. One very strong characteristic for this remedy in 
this trouble is aggravation of the diarrhoea, pain, etc., in 
damp weather. In this it resembles Dulcamara and 
Rhododendron. The Didcamara has tlie aggravation in 
change from warm to cold weather, whether damp or 
dry. This aggravation in damp weather is not confined 
to diarrhoea in Natrum sulph., but is especially present in 
cases of chronic asthma. I have seen very great benefit 
in such cases of this very troublesome and obstinate dis- 
ease, and as aggravation in damp weather very commonly 
occurs in cases of old asthma this remedy is often indi¬ 
cated. I have not observed much benefit from this rem¬ 
edy in runarounds, for which it is highly recommended; 
but have seen nice results from it in very obstinate cases 
of gonorrhoea, when tlie discharge was thick and greenish 
and little pain. Loose cough, with soreness and pain 
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through the left chest, is very characteristic. This is one 
of the chief diagnostic points of difference between Bry¬ 
onia and Natriim sulplturicujii, that while with both there 
is great soreness of the chest with the cough, with Bry¬ 
onia the cough is dry, while with Natrmn sulfh, it is 
loose. The patient springs right up in Ijed, the cough 
hurts him so. 

There is as much soreness as there is with Bryonia, and 
when the patient c(.)ughs he springs up in bed and holds 
the painful side in his hand to ease the hurt. This symp¬ 
tom may be found in chronic affections of the respiratory 
organs, such as asthma, phthisis, etc., and I have several 
times seen remarkably prompt relief and cure follow its 
administration in pneumonfa wlien this symptom was 
present. This pain through the lower left chest is as 
characteristic for Natrmn stilph. as is that of pain run¬ 
ning through right lower chest for Kali carbnnicum. 

NATRUM MURIATICUM. 

Melancholy, depressed, sad and weeping; consolation 
aggravates. 

Great emaciation, even while living well; shows most 
in the neck. 

Anaemia with bursting headache.s, especially at the 
menses; also school girls’ headache. 

Great dryness of mucous membranes from lips to anus; 
lips dry and cracked, especially in the middle; anus dry, 
cracked, fissured; constipation. 

Heart palpitates, flutters, intermits, pulsates violently, 
shaking the whole body; < lying on left side. 

Itching eruptions, dry or moist; < at the margins of 
the hair. 
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Modalities: < 10 to ii a, m. (many complaints), es¬ 
pecially malarial affections; lying down, especially on left 
side; heat of sun or heat in general; abuse of Quinine, 
relieved by sweat. 

Tongue; mapped with red insular patches 

For bad effects; of anger, nitrate of silver; too much 
salt; craves salt and salty things. 

Hang nails; skin around the nails dry and cracked; 
herpes about the anus, in lK>rder of hair. 

Warts on jxilms of hands (sore to touch, Nat.).

Now that we have introduced the Natrmm, we will 
continue them. Common salt. A gentleman once said 
to me when I prescribed a dose of Sulphur 30th, “Pshaw, 
I get more sulphur than that in every egg I eat. How 
can that do me any good ?” My answer w'as, wait and 
see. And he was cured of both doubts and disease. 
There is no remedy in the Materia Medica, I think, that 
so disgusts the advocates of the low potency, and low 
only, as this one. The unquestionable cure of the most 
obstinate teases of intermittent fever with the 200th and 
higher potencies demoralizes them. That people eating 
salt in appreciable quantities right along and can’t live 
without it, don’t get well on it, and do get well on the 
same thing p(jter.Lized, docs not hold to reason, the micro¬ 
scope, molecular theory, spectrum analysis, or anything 
else scientific (so called), not lacing able to discover any 
material in the dose. But there stand the cures, like the 
blind man whom Jesus healed. It is a hard thing to be 
confronted by such facts against our prejudices. “Oh, 
well,” said one of these doubters, “people sometimes get 
well without medicine.” So they do with, I replied. 
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Isn’t it curious how some physicians will hoot at a po¬ 
tency and fly like a frij^^htcned crow from a bacillus vary- 
inj^ in size from o.(X)4 millimeters to 0.006 m.m. They 
can hardly eat, drink or sleep for fear a little microbe of 
the fifteenth culture will light on them somewhere, but 
there is nothing in a potency above the T2th. Oh, con¬ 
sistency! When prejudice gives way to honest, earnest 
investigation for truth, the world may be better for it. 
Nat rum mur. is one of our best remedies for an;emia. It 
does not seem to make much difference whether the an- 
lemia is caused by lo.ss of fluids {China, Kali carh.), 
menstrual irregularities {Puls.), loss of semen {Phos. 
acid, China), grief, or other mental diseases. In these 
cases of anaemia, to which Nainim is adapted, we may, 
in addition to the general paleness, have emaciation, not¬ 
withstanding the patient cats well. Severe attacks of 
throbbing headache; shortness of breath, e.s]x'cially on 
going up.stairs, or other physical exertion; scanty men¬ 
struation; more or less constipation and generally great 
depression of spirits. In fact, depression of spirits is 
characteristic of this drug; the patient weeps much, like 
Pulsatilla, the difference being that the Pulsatilla patient 
is soothed and comforted by consolation, while the Nat- 
rum mar. patient is aggravated. 

There is almost always in these ana;mic cases a great 
deal of fluttering, palpitation, and even intermittent action 
of the heart. I have helped many such cases with this 
remedy high, in single doses, only repeating when im¬ 
provement lagged. I have seen a patient who had lost 
40 pounds of flesh (weight, i6o lbs.), though eating well 
all of the time, under one dose of Natriim mur., tip the 
scales at 200 lbs. within three months from the time of 
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taking. He was very hypochondriac at the time of the 
beginning of treatment. I cannot speak too highly of 
Natrum mur. in these affections. Natrum mur. is one 
of our best remedies for chronic headaches. They come 
in paroxysms and would, by their intense throbbing na¬ 
ture, cause one to think of Belladonna, only that they 
occur mostly in the anaemic, and the face is pale, or at 
least slightly flushed. If the face is red and burning, 
eyes injected, and pain of beating or throbbing nature, 
we would immediately think of such remedies as Melli- 
lotus, Belladonna, or Ntix vom., and then look for con¬ 
comitant symptoms to decide between them. Tlie head¬ 
aches of Natrum mur. are very apt to occur after the 
menstrual period, as if caused by loss of blood, and you 
know that China also has throbbing headache in such 
cases. With Natrum the throbbing headache occurs 
whether the menses be scanty or profuse. Natrum mur, 
also cures the headaches of school girls, and here it may 
be difficult to choose between it and Calcarea phos., both 
remedies also being particularly adapted to anaemic states. 
Indeed, I have sometimes missed and had to give Cal¬ 
carea phos. when Natrum failed and vice versa, because 
I could not make the choice. These headaches are often 
brought on by eye-strain, as in long-continued study, close 
sewing, etc. Then we have asthenopia with the head¬ 
ache, and must study also Argentum mt. and Ruta grave- 
olens. In actual practice such cases do sometimes occur, 
where the case in hand is not far enough developed in 
symptomatic indications to enable one to choose between 
two about equally indicated remedies. If a man hits it 
well without ever having to try but twice I can forgive 
him for failing the first time, and am willing to be for- 
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given myself. In these cases, however, let the physician 
be blamed, and not Homoeopathy, for that never fails. 
So-called sick headaches often find their siniillimum in 
Natrum intir. For want of space we cannot give all of 
the symptoms which might indicate it. Natrum mur. 
acts upon the whole alimentary tract, from mouth to 
anus, and has very characteristic syniptonis guiding to its 
administration. The lips and comers of the mouth are 
dry, ulcerated, or cracked (Condurango). In this it 
resembles Nitric acid, as it also does at tlie other end of 
the alimentary canal; for with both remedies the anus is 
fissured, sore, painful and sometimes bleeding. Anti- 
nioniiim crudum and Graphites are also to I>e remembered 
in this connection; but while Graphites has the affection 
of both mouth and anus; it is more of an eczematous or 
eruptive character than either of the other remedies. 
Natrum has great sense of dryness in the mouth without 
actual dryness. Now Mercury has thirst with moist 
mouth, but there is with this remedy swollen tongue, or 
flabby tongue, with indentations or prints of the teeth 
upon it, and very offensive breath, all of which is not 
markedly so of Natrum mur., so there is no danger of 
confounding the two. You will remember that although 
alike or similar in their mind symptoms Pulsatilla has the 
exact opposite as regards this symptom, viz., dry mouth 
tvith no thirst furnishing a very marked contrast where 
a choice is necessary. Natrum has another similarity to 
Pulsatilla, in that it has bitter taste, and loss of taste. 
Again Natrum has a sensation upon the tongue similar 
to Silicea, viz., sensation of a hair upon the tongue, (also 
Kali Inch.). Deep painful fissure in middle upper lip is 
given in Guiding Symptoms, but I have found it in the

lower lip and believe it to be just as characteristic. I 
made a splendid cure, being led to examination of the 
remedy by this symptom. 

Blisters like pearls around the mouth are found in Nat- 
riim mur., especially in intermittents. If the ui)per lip is 
much thickened or swollen, not of an crysiiHilatous char¬ 
acter, we would think of three remedies, all of which have 
it. Belladonna, Calcarca osl., Natrnm mnr. Alone, of 
course, this symi)toni would not amount to much but is 
strongly corroborative if found in connection with other 
symptoms of any of these remedies. The symptoms of 
the gums may be summed up in one word, scorbutic. 
Now study also Mcicurius, Carlo vcg., Muriatic acid, 
etc. 

'There is another curious symptom in which I was 
helped by the elder Lippe to prescribe Nalriini mnr. with 
success in a case that had baffled me for a long time, viz., 
numbness and tingling of tongue, lips and nose. This 
came in connectiem with a chronic soreness of the liver, 
derangement of digestion, such as is often found in a con¬ 
dition which is popularly termed biliousness. This con¬ 
dition Natrnm mnr., given very high (.said Lip^xi) c. m., 
clears up the case in a very short time. Map tongue is 
found under Natrnm mnr., Arsenicum alb., Lachc.ds, 
Nitric acid, and Tara.vaenm. I have used with 

success oftener than the others. T have not found Na- 
trum mur. a great throat remedy, except in follicular 
pharyngitis, which had been abused with local applica¬ 
tions of Nitrate of Silver. In post-diphtheritic paralysis 
of the muscles of deglutition T.acliesis or Cansticnm have 
served me much better. Salivation profuse, watery and 
salty, is the reactionary or secondary actiem of Natrnm 
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and may find its remedy here. But this is not so often 
found as the other condition of dryness. Natrum mur. 
has some .stronj^ charactcri.stic.s under the head of appe¬ 
tite, thirst, desires and aversions. No remedy is more 
hungry, 3'et he loses flesh while eating well. (Acetic 
acid, AbroUmum, Iodine, Sanicnia and Tuberculinnm.) 
Iodine has this canine hunger with emaciation; hut after 
eating the Nafniin patient feels weary and sleepy, while 
the Iodine one feels better. The Nairnni patient after 
eating feels dull, with heavy aching and .scn.se of fullness 
and di.sconifort in the region of the stomach and liver, 
which is relieved as digestion advances (.see China)’, but 
the Iodine patient wishes to eat all of the time and feels 
comfortable only when the stomach is full or being filled. 
There are several remedies which are cither hungry or 
relieved l)y eating, notiibly .Inacardinm, Chelidonimn and 
Petrolcnni, as well as Nairnm mnr. and Iodine. One 
might add also as hungry remedies China and Lycopo- 
dium. The Anacardinni has ])ain in the stomach which 
extends to the spine, and an all gone sensation which 
must be relieved by eating, and after two hours returns 
and he must eat again. CheUdonium hunger is accom¬ 
panied with the characteristic liver .symptoms. (See 
CheUdonium.) In China, Natrum mur. and Lycopodiupt 
hunger, pjiticnt fills up qnicldy and fullness, flatulence and 
distress follow until the process of digestion is well ad¬ 
vanced, when they arc relieved. Again, Natrum mur. 
is a very ti.scful remedy' for an abnormal craving for salt. 
Patient salts everything he eats. A dose of the c.m. 
corrects this craving and often cures other symptoms 
accompanying. Cau. 9 ticum also has this .symptom, and 
if the other symptoms indicate mu.st take the preference. 
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Of course*the intense thirst of salt is well known, and 
keeps pace with the hunger. Now this is the case with 
diabetes, for which Natrum is a curative if otherwise 
indicated. In all of these cases, of course, it must be used 
high, for we get the low in our food. 

Under the head of stool and rectum few remedies have 
stronger symptoms. I quote verbatim from "Guiding 
Symptoms:”— Constipation; obstinate retention of stool; 
stools irregular, hard, unsatisfactory; during menses; 
stools in large masses; stools like sheep dung; from in¬ 
activity of rectum; anus contracted, or torn, bleeding, 
smarting, or burning afterwards; stitches in the rectum 
causing hypochondriasis or ill humor; great torpor with¬ 
out pain; from want of moisture, dryness of mucous 
linings, zvith watery secretions in other parts; difficult 
expulsion, fissuring anus zvith flozu of blood, leaving sen¬ 
sation of much soreness; zvith uterine displacements; 
hcemorrhoidal; in Addisons Disease” Now to read this 
rightly we must entirely separate these symptoms, here 
separated by the semi-colon, and put the word constipa¬ 
tion before each one. That saves the error of supposing 
that all the symptoms here quoted must be present in a 
single case of constipation to make Natrum muriaticum 
the proper remedy. 

One of the best possible exercises for a student of 
Materia Mcdica is to compare these different symptoms, 
as follows; Stools dry, crumbling, is also found under 
Ammonium muriaticum and Magnesia muriatica. 
Constipation from inactivity of the rtzivm, Alumina, 
Veratrum album, Silicea, etc. Anus contracted, torn, 
bleeding, smarting and pain after stool. Nitric acid. 
From want of moisture, dryness of mucous linings, 
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Bryonia and Opium. Leaving sensation of much sore¬ 
ness, Ignatia, Nitric acid, Alumen. Then again Natrum 
mur. may become the only curative for cholera infantum, 
chronic diarrhoea, and other conditions where loose stools 
predominate. I will not wait to specify all the symp¬ 
toms. Emaciation, hunger and thirst are present, espe¬ 
cially in cholera infantum, emaciation being most notice¬ 
able in the neck, (Abrotanum in the legs, also Ammon, 
mur. and Argent, nit.) Emaciation, Natrum, Sarsa¬ 
parilla and Iodine. On the urinary organs I will only 
call attention to the increased secretion already spoken of. 
and the involuntary escape of urine, which is also found 
under Causticum, Pulsatilla, Zincum and others, and a 
burning and cutting in the urethra after urination. Sar¬ 
saparilla has the nearest to this last symptom, and we 
remember here the resemblance of these two remedies a.s 
to emaciation in cholera infantum. This cutting in the 
urethra may be found in chronic cases of gleet, and in 
these cases the discharge is almost always, as it is under 
Natrum mur. in all mucous membranes, clear and watery. 
This remedy is one of the best for bearing-down pains in 
women, which are worse in the morning. The patient 
feels as if she must sit down to prevent prolapsus. This 
is like the pains of the Sepia patient, who feels as if she 
niust cross her legs for the same purpose. Now if we 
had the stool and anal symptoms of Natrum present, and 
especially the hypochondriasis, we would have almost a 
sure thing in Natrum. These uterine symptoms of 
Natrum are often accompanied by back pains, which are 
relieved by lying upon back, like Rhus. I have already 
spoken of the headaches accompanying, and especially 
following the menses. They are throbbing and accom- 
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panicd by great soreness of the eyes, es^jecially on turn¬ 
ing tbeni. 1 have a patient now who has these headaches 
occasionally. She is inclined to anajniia. Was, when 
young, very anaemic. She is always relieved by this 
remedy in the 250 rn. jx^tency, and under it is regaining 
her color and general health. 

Natrinn niur. has strong action upon the heart and cir¬ 
culation, as the following marked .symptoms indicate: 
" 1 'hitleriiuj of the heart with weak faint feeling, ivorse 
lying ilown. It regular intermission of beats of heart and 
false, worse on lying on left side. Violent pnbations of 
the heart which shake the body.” (Spigelia.) All these 
symptoms are more markedly present in anaemic subjects, 
with constitution generally weakened by grief, sexu'iil 
excess, loss of blood and other debilitating causes, it is 
esi^ccially efficacious in subjects suffering from abuse of 
Quinine. In fevers it is among liahnemannians too well 
known to need much space here. In intermittents it is 
especially usefid in cases suppressed, not cured, by Qui¬ 
nine, and its leading characteristic is in the lime of the 
appearance of the chill. 

Natrani rippears characteristically at 10 to i r a. m. 

Eupatorium perfoliatum at 7 a. m. 

Apis mellifica at 3 p. m. 

Lycopodium at 4 p. m. 

Arsenicum alb. at i to 2 p. m. or a. m. 

Without fixing the time just to the hour, there are 
many remedies which have chills in the morning or in 
the evening, etc. Now in regard to the time of aggrava¬ 
tion in fevers, they occur quite as characteristically in 
other than intermittents. For instance the Natrum at 
10 A. M., the Arsenic at i p. m. or a. m., etc.

Tlie fever, headache and all other symptoms of Natrum 
are relieved hy szeeating, as are those of Arsenicum also. 
There arc some strong symptoms found in the extremi¬ 
ties. “Jrlamj nails." The Nairiim subject is always 
having them. Again, numbness and tingling in fingers 
and toes, like that also found in the lips and tongue, 
should make one think of Natrum. The ankles are weak 
and turn easily, especially in children who are late in 
learning to walk. Painful tension in the bends of the 
limbs, as if the cords were too short. This may amount 
to actual deformity, like Causticnm, Giiaiacum and 
Cimex. Then the spine is very irritable, sensitive to 
touch, yet relieved by hard pre<!siire, with weakness of 
the limbs, fluttering of the heart, even'half paralyzed ex¬ 
tremities. As far as this sjiinal weakness is cemcerned, 
it may take on a form of general debility, for which there 
is no better remedy than Natrum mur. The mental and 
ph3\sical iK)wcrs seem greatly relaxed, and physical and 
mental labor equally prostrating. This condition may 
gradually progress to paralysis, and may 1)C the result of 
badly treated intermittents, sexual excesses, diphtheria, 
depressing emotions or other causes of nervous exhaus¬ 
tion. The action of Natrum upon the skin must not be 
overlooked. First and foremost is its eczema, which is 
raw, inflamed, and especially zvorsc at the edges of the 
hair. Next for tetters at the bends of the joints. They 
crack and crust over and ooze an acrid fluid. Finally in 
urticaria it ranks with Apis, Hepar sulphur, and Calcarea 
ost. I have used more space for this remedy, as ,I did 
for Lachesis and Causticnm, than for most other reme¬ 
dies, fur the following reasons; First, they are all 
remedies more efiicient in high potencies. Second, they 
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are not appreciated by the general profession. Third, I 
hope to induce those who do not use them to investigate 
them. I have found that those who highly value these 
three remedies are generally good Homoeopathic pre- 
scribers. 

NATRUM CARBONICUM. 

One of the most frequently corroborated symptoms of 
this remedy is the modality— aggravated by mental exer¬ 
tion. The patient is unable to think or perform any 
mental labor without headache (Argentum nit., Saba- 
dilla) vertigo or a sense of stupefaction. This symptom 
alone makes it an invaluable remedy, as we often come 
across that kind of patient. At least I have, and have 
frecjitently gained great credit by relieving them. I gen¬ 
erally use the 30th potency here. Again this kind of 
headache is apt to be worse on exposure to the sun’s rays 
or under gaslight. Persons suffering from over-heating 
from the sun may find relief from Natrum carb., 
Glonoinc, Lachesis or Lyssin. Like the other Natrunis, 
the carbonate is greatly depressed in spirits, wholly occu¬ 
pied with sad thoughts. It is one of our best remedies 
for chronic catarrh of the nose, which extends to the pos¬ 
terior nares and throat. There is violent hawking and 
spitting of thick mucus that constantly collects again. 
(Corallium.) Although never produced in the proving, 
clinical use has proved it a great remedy for "bearing 
down” pains. Here the concomitant symptoms of mind, 
sadness, over-sensitiveness to noise, especially music, etc., 
will confirm its choice. Weakness of the ankles from 
childhood finds a good remedy in Natrum carb. I cured 
a very bad case in a young man who was very fleshy and 
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walked on the inside of his ankles, feet bending outward, 
from such weakness, his ankles refusing to support him, 
especially when a little over-fatigued. Those are the 
only uses of Nat rum carb. that I know from personal 
experience or observation. 

MAGNESIA CARBONICA. 

Stools green and frothy, like the scum of a frog pond; 
doubling up colic > after stool. 

Toothache in decayed teeth, worse at night; must get 
up and walk about for relief (especially during preg¬ 
nancy). 

To exhausted nerves in worn-out women what China • 
is for loss of blood. 

Menses; flow only at night or when lying, and in ab¬ 
sence of uterine pains.

The salts of Magnesia are not new to the medical pro¬ 
fession as remedies. Especially is the one under con¬ 
sideration so well known in its action upon the intestinal 
canal that it has for a long time been “my lady’s” habitual 
resort for sour stomach and constipated bowels. Of 
course, then it should become a very useful remedy for 
diarrhoea in the hands of a Homoeopathist, and so it is. 
The kind of diarrhoea to which it is most applicable is— 
“Stools green and frothy like the scum of a frog pond." 
All of the Magnesias are great pain producers, conse¬ 
quently pain relievers, and, as might be expected, the 
stools of Magnesia carb. are preceded by griping, 
doubling-up colic. So far as colic is concerned, some¬ 
times it might be difficult to choose between Magnesia 
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carh. and Colocyiitli, but the stools are not alike. Rheum 
comes nearest to Magnesia carb., in that both have colic 
before stool, sour stool and sour smell of the zvhole body; 
but with Magnesia the green stool stands first and with 
Rheum tlie sourness. The stool of Rheum is oftener 
dark bro'amish than green. Chamomilla has green stool 
with much pain, but the stool is watery, while Magnesia 
carb. is more slimy. Met enry has the slimy stool which 
may be green also; but with Mercury tenesmus is the lead¬ 
ing symptom, and the mouth symptoms and sweat with¬ 
out relief under it are not like the otlier remedies. Mag¬ 
nesia carb. has toothache which at first sight seems to 
simulate that of Merew y. It comes in decayed teeth and 
is worse at night. There is a finer .shade of difference, 
however, tliat distinguishes them. Mercury is worse 
from the zearnith of the bed (a general characteristic of 
Mercury), while Magnc.na carb. is worse (juiet. The 
patient is obliged to zvalh about for relief. This kind of 
toothache is common among pregnant women, and I have 
often cured it. (Ratanhia.) 1 have used it in the 200lh 
potency for this trouble. Have usetl it lower in diar¬ 
rhoeas. I once cured a severe case of coccydynia, a case 
of long standing, 'flie pains were sudden, piercing, 
causing the patient to almost faint away. Magnesia carb. 
200th cured promptly. Lobelia inflata has extreme sen¬ 
sitiveness; sits leaned forward to avoid contact of even 
soft pillow. 

MAGNESIA MURIATIGA. 

Constipation; stools knotty or lumpy, like sheep dung; 
crumbling at the verge of the anus. 

Nervous headache, > from pressure (Puls.)] on 
wrapping the head up warmly (Sil.). 
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Palpitation of heart wlien the patient is quiet > when 
moving about. 

Urine; pale yellow; can only be passed by bearing 
down with abdominal muscles; weakness of bladder. 

Adapted to nervous, hysterical women inclined to 
spasms. *

This salt of Magnesia seems to act differently from the 
Magnesia carh., for while the latter most characteristi¬ 
cally produces diarrhcca, and we find it oftenest useful 
there, the former constipates. It has a iieculiar form of 
constipation. The stools arc hard, difficult, slow, insuffi¬ 
cient, knotty, like sheep’s dung, and crumble at the verge 
of the anus. Sometimes can only be passed by bearing 
down with the abdominal muscles. The remedies most 
resembling it in this form of constipation are Natrum 
mur. and Ammonium mur., and now that I think of 
it I might as well mention here another similarity be- 
twmi Ammonium mur. and Magnesia carb. which is 
characteristic, viz.: The menstrual flow is worse at night. 

I forgot this when writing of Magnesia carb. Perhaps it 
will be all the better rememliered for this interruption. 
With the Magnesia mur. menstruation is very painful, 
accompanied with severe cramps, which may increase to 
general spasms of a hysterical nature. This nervous 
condition, if found coupled with the peculiar constipation 
above described, will be a sure indication for the use of 
this remedy. Again it has a peculiar nervous headache, 
which is better from strong pressure {Pulsatilla), or 
wrapping head up warmly (Silicea). This headache also 
is often hysterical. The spasms in connection with 
uterine troubles may find rival remedies in Actcea race- 
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mosa and Catdophyllum, the tout ensemble must decide. 
Magnesia mnr. is a liver remedy, and in some symptoms 
resembles Mcrcnrius, notably, the tongue takes imprint of 
the teeth and the aggravation from lying on the right 
side. But the stools of these remedies are characteristi¬ 
cally very different. Again, while Merewius is best 
adapted to acute affections of this organ. Magnesia mur. 
is more so to the chronic. Ptelea, liver troubles are 
xvorse when lying on the left side. A very peculiar symp¬ 
tom of Magnesia mur., often confirmed is: Palpitation 
of the heart when the patient is quiet, relieved when mov¬ 
ing about. 

Children cannot digest 7nilk during dentition (Sepia). 

MAGNESIA PHOSPHORICA. 

Cramping pains everywhere, also lightning-like in 
coming and going. 

Spasmodic affection.s without febrile symptoms. 
Colic, whooi>ing cough, cramps in calves, etc. 

Modalites, < cold air, cold water, touch, > heat 
warmth, pressure, bending double.

Now we come to the prince of the Magnesias. It is 
comparatively new and has never been accorded a place in 
our Materia Medica according to its importance and 
merits. Dr. H. C. Allen gives the best rendering of it in 
the transactions of the International Hahnemannian As¬ 
sociation for 1889. Magnesia phos. takes first rank 
among our very best neuralgia or pain remedies. None 
has a greater variety of pains. They are sharp, cutting, 
piercing, stabbing, knife-like, shooting, stitching, light- 
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ning-like in coming and going {Belladonna) y intermittent, 
the paroxysms becoming almost intolerable, often rapidly 
changing place and cramping. This last is in my opin¬ 
ion most dwracteristic, and is oftenest found in stomach, 
abdomen and pelvis. For colic of infants it ranks with 
Chatnomilla and Colocynth and for dysmenorrheea of the 
neuralgic variety, with the characteristic crampy pains, I 
have found no remedy equal to it. In this last affection 
1 habitually prescribe the 55m. made by myself upon the 
gravity jxstentizer, so that I know exactly what it is. So 
often are we confronted with the (question when we report 
cures with the high potencies, where do we get them, and 
are you sure they arc what they purport to be? Now let 
me say right here, if I have not done so before, that we 
have potencies as high as the m.m., made by ourselves 
upon this accurately self-registering potentizer, that are 
marvelous for their curing powers. We (Dr. Santee and 
myself) invented the machine for our own individual use 
and have never yet offered the latencies for sale. So we 
can hardly be accused of mercenary motives in reporting 
cures, from them. Alongside the characteristic cramping 
pains of this remedy is its characteristic modality—relief 
from hot applications. No remedy has this more promi¬ 
nently than Arsenicum alb., but you will notice that 
among all the various kinds of pain we have mentioned 
as belonging to Magnesia phos. the one conspicuous for 
its absence is the one most characteristic of Arsenicum, 
viz.— hurtling pains. I watched this difference and found 
that if burning pains were relieved by heat, Arsenicum 
was almost sure to relieve, while those pains not burning 
but also relieved by heat were cured by Magnesia phos. 
I think that this will be found a valuable diagnostic be- 
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tween the two remedies. At least I have found it so. 
During painful menstruation Magnesia phos. is quicker 
in its action than Pulsatilla, Caulophyllum, Cimicifuga, 
or any other remedy that I know. The Cimicifuga 
seems to me to cover better, cases of a rheumatic char¬ 
acter, or in a rheumatic subject, while Magnesia phos. 
cures those of a purely neuralgic cliaracter. The pains 
cease when the flow begins, for Magnesia phos. In 
feicial neuralgia this remedy has made many cures. In 
fact, it seems to be applicable to neuralgic pains anywhere 
if the proi)cr conditions are present. So far as its power 
to control spasms or convulsions is concerned, I have no 
experience that proves it unless its power over cramping 
pains is proof. I have no faith in the Schuesslerian 
theory in regard to it. Siniilia similibus curaiitur has 
stood the test with other remedies and will with the so- 
called tissues remedies regardless of theories. 

Now in regard to the cramping pains so characteristic 
of Magnesia phos.; when such a symptom stands out so 
prominently, it is a great leader, and narrows down the 
choice to a class of remedies having the same. Let me 
illustrate.

So we might go on and indicate from one to three or 
more remedies having characteristic power over certain 
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symptoms or conditions, and it is well to have them in 
mind, for with this start we will be very apt to have, or 
seek to find out, the diagnostic difference between them. 
Such knowledge forearms a man, preparing him for 
emergencies, and often enables the prescriber to make, 
those wonderful snapshot cures that astonish the patient 
and all beholders. 

OPIUM. 

Abnormal painlessness. 

Want of susceptibility, trembling, lack of vital re¬ 
action. Blunted morals, worst liars in the world. 

Reversed peristalsis and faecal vomiting. 

Fright; the fear of the fright remaining. 

Sleepy but cannot sleep. Hears sounds not ordinarily 
noticed. 

Very hot skin with sweating; perspiration. 

Profound stupor with dark-red face and stertorous 
breathing. 

Bed feels so hot she cannot lie on it; moves often in 
search of a cool place; must be uncovered.

One of the worst abused, because frequently used, 
remedies of all schools of medicine. I must explain. I 
said all .schools. The true Homoeopath does not abuse it. 
but many members of the school calling themselves ho¬ 
moeopathic do. A teacher in one of the homceopathic col¬ 
leges defended its use in narcotic doses in many cases to 
produce sleep and relief from pain. I will say just here 
that any homoeopathic physician that feels obliged to use 
Opium or its alkaloid in this way and for this purpose 
does not understand his business and had better study 
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his Materia Medica, and the principles of applying it ac¬ 
cording to Halinemann, or else go over to the old school 
where they make no pretensions to have any law of 
cure. In the first place Opium in narcotic doses does not 
produce sleep, but stupor, and it only relieves pain by 
rendering the patient unconscious to it. How many cases 
have been so masked by such treatment, that the disease 
progressed until there was no chance for cure. Pain, 
fever and all other symptoms are the voice of the disease, 
telling where is the trouble and guiding us to the remedy. 
The true curative often relieves pain even more quickly 
than Opium, and does so by curing the condition upon 
which it depends. And even in cases where it docs not 
so quickly stop the pain, it is often far better to suffer 
awhile until the curative can get in its work. Probably 
ninety-nine in a hundred of those suffering from the terri¬ 
ble habit of morphine eating are first led into it by physi¬ 
cians who prescribe morphine to “relieve pain and pro¬ 
cure rest and sleep.” And when we take into this account 
the abuse of stimulants, under the name of tonics, habitu¬ 
ally prescribed by the same class of physicians it is no 
wonder that they are often heard to say, I don’t know 
whether I have done more good or harm. 

It is this very narcosis which presents the leading char¬ 
acteristic indication for the Homoeopathic use of this 
drug. No remedy produces such profound stupor, and it 
is expressed in our Materia Medica as follows: ‘"Stupid, 
comatose sleep, with rattling, stertorous breathing,” In 
addition to this the face is red and bloated, the eyes blood¬ 
shot and half open and the skin covered with hot sweat. 
Now this condition, which is nothing more or less than 
such a fulness of the vessels of the brain or head that. 
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from pressure, a paralysis or semi-paralysis of the nerves 
which carry on the act of breathing, keep the lower jaw 
up (which drops), and close the sweat glands, takes 
place, 'riiere are many diseases in which this state of 
things may ajiixjar, such as. typhoid fever, where the pa¬ 
tient becomes totidly unconscious and oblivious to all 
around. There is no response to light, touch, noise or 
anything else, except the indicated remedy, which is 
Opium. So in pneumonia, where Opium has made re¬ 
markable cures in lIonKJcopathic bands; while in massive, 
or what they like to call heroic, doses of the old school 
(given to stop pain and procure sleep) it has sent many a 
poor victim to his long resting place. In many other dis¬ 
eases, in fact in any disease where these symptoms are 
found, we may conlidently expect Opium either to cure 
the case or to so change the condition that other remedies 
will follow it to a perfect cure. Other remedies may vie 
with it, for instance in typhoids, such as Lachesis or 
Ilyoscyamus. These tw’o remedies will often claim atten¬ 
tion in typhoid pneumonia. It often re([uires close dis¬ 
crimination to choose between them. Apoplexy often 
calls for Opium, but here as elsewdiere the symptoms must 
decide. 

The fact that Opium is capable of banishing pain, or, 
rather, I should say, rendering the organism incapable of 
sensing pain, is one of the chief indications for its use in 
honueopathic therapeutics. There is not only complete 
absence from pain, but as complete unsusccptibility to 
general drug action. You know that we are told that 
when the seemingly indicated remedy does not act give 
Sulphur. Now it may be that Opium is a Ijetter remedy 
to give, if all there is of the case is that there seems to be

no vital reaction. Sulphur would be likely to be the best 
remedy if the lack of reaction were due to some psoric 
taint; but even here all the symptoms must be taken into 
account. iMuroccrasus is another remedy to arouse re¬ 
action when it seems to depend upon excessively low 
vitality. Psorinum may succeed in p.soric obstructions to 
vital reactions when Sulphur fails. Tliere is nothing to 
be more condemned in honucopathic pre.scribiiifj than 
routinism. This same paralyzing eiTeet of Opium is seen 


in the intestines. Their irritability is lost. Peristaltic ac¬ 


tion is entirely susix;nded. 


There is no desire even for 


movement. The faeces lie there in the convolutions of the 


intestines, form into hard, black balls, which must be re¬ 


moved by enemas or purgatives. Again, the urinary 
organs come under the same action. The urine is re¬ 
tained from paralysis of the fundus of the bladder; can’t 
pass water from blunting of the sensitiveness of the walls 
of the bladder, etc. Or the other extreme, involuntary 
urination or stool from paralysis of the .sphincters. Every¬ 
where Opium is a producer of iiiscnsihiUty and partial or 
complete paralysis and, other things being ecpial is ho- 
mocopathically indicated there. 

Now we find an exactly op|x»site state of things under 
Opium to that we have been describing as indicated by 
the following symptoms: “Delirious eyes wide open, 
glistening; face red, puffed up.” “Vivid imagination, 
exaltation of the mind.” “Nervous and irritable, easily 
frightened.” “Twitching, trembling of head, arms, 
hands; jerking of the flexors, even convulsions.” “Sleep¬ 
lessness (Ciinieifuga, Co-ffea), with acuteness of hearing; 
clock striking and cocks crowing at a great distance keep 
her awake.” These are the secondary or reactionary 
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symptoms of Opium. Nature has been pushed like a 
pendulum, clear to one side of the perpendicular or nor¬ 
mal condition. Now, nature endeavoring to undo this 
mischief, like the law of gravity with the pendulum, pulls 
back with such force that the pendulum swings not only to 
its normal state, but clear over to the other extreme, and 
then if left to herself will continue to oscillate back and 
forth until the normal place is found and natural law 
again reigns supreme. It must be remembered here that 
the first class of symptoms are dmg action, the later action 
nature’s efforts against the drug; so that such excite¬ 
ment, irritability and spasms never come under the ho¬ 
moeopathic action of Opium as a remedy unless this state 
has been preceded by drowsiness, stupor and insensibility, 
etc. It cannot be the homoeopathic remedy to the case 
without this, for its perfect similarity is not to be found 
there. This is the reason why the Homoeopath can make 
his sleepless patient sleep a natural sleep with Opium in 
the little dose, while the Allopath forces his patient into a 
stupor (not a sleep) with his big dose. The one is cura¬ 
tive, the other poisonous. 

NUX MOSCHATA. 

Stupor, insensibility, unconquerable sleep; sleepy with 
most all complaints. 

Excessive dryness of the tongue, mouth, lips and 
throat; no thirst. 

And < cold damp weather, getting wet, or washing; 
after eating (bloating); > in room, dry weather. 

Changeable humor; one moment laughing, the next 
crying. 
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The nutmeg, though frequently used for its peculiar 
flavor in common cookery, is nevertheless a powerful 
poison, hence a valuable remedy. The mind and sensor- 
ium are profoundly affected by it, as shown by the follow¬ 
ing characteristic symptoms: “Stupor and insensibility, 
and inconquerable sleep.” Again, “Vanishing of 
thought while talking, reading, or writing.” Again, 
“Weakness or loss of memory.” Again, “Fitful mood, 
changing from deepest sorrow to frolicsome behavior; 
now grave, now gay.” Again, “Absence of mind, cannot 
think; has to collect his thoughts before he can answer 
simple questions.” Many more symptoms appear among 
the provings that show the action of this drug upon the 
brain. The effect upon the brain, while producing a 
sleepiness and dulness almost equal to that of Opium, if 
of an entirely different character, the Opium being seem¬ 
ingly due to fullness of the blood-vessels and pressure, 
while that of Nux moscJtata seems to be a benumbing of 
the very nerve substance itself. It is interesting to notice 
the sleepiness of Opium, Nux mos. and Tartar emetic, 
and to study these drugs in comparison. Opium and 
Tartar emetic are often remedies for pneumonia, but the 
concomitant symptoms are very different. Opium and 
Nux vom. in typhoid fever, but the choice, notwithstand¬ 
ing this symptom of stupor common to both, is not at all 
difficult. All three of these remedies in bowel complaints 
of children have this symptom in common, but it is not 
hard to choose between them. Another very characteris¬ 
tic symptom of this remedy is excessive dryness of the 
mouth. Mouth so dry that the tongue sticks to the roof, 
yet no thirst. The tongue, lips and throat are all dry. Of 
course, there are other remedies having this dryness witli- 
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out thirst, such as Apis, Pulsatilla and Lachcsis, hut in 
this respect Nux moschata is the strongest. Then again 
Nnx moschala is greatly troubled with flatulence. The 
abdomen is enormously distended, csix;cially after meals. 
There are two remedies which have pain and distress in 
the stomach immediately after eating, even when the pa¬ 
tient is still at the table. 'I'liey are Nnx mos. and Kali 
bicliromicirm. With Nux vomica and Anacardinm the 
pain conies on an hour or two after eating. With Nux 
mos., everything they eat seems to turn to wind (Kali 
carb., Iodine), and fills the stomach and abdomen so full 
as to cause pressure uixm all of the organs of the chest 
and alidomen. Again there is diarrluea wdtb this remedy. 
It is very cflicacious in cholera infantum, when tlie above 
mentioned sensorial symptoms are present. I once had a 
very severe case of typhoid fever of the nervous stupida 
variety. On account of the stupidity, the yellow watery 
diarrluea, and rumbling and bloating of the abdomen, I 
thought surely Phosphoric acid must help; but it did not. 
I finally discovered the excessive dryness of the mouth, 
which had escaped my attention before. This completed 
the picture for Nux moschata. Under the action of the 
200th potency, the patient rapidly improved unto com¬ 
plete recovery. So we must “watch out” when the seem¬ 
ingly indicated remedy does not cure, for it may not be 
Sulphur, Opium, Lanrocerasns or Psoiinum that will 
have to be given, as we said when writing on Opium and 
Sulphur; but we have not, no matter what the “seem- 
ings,” chosen the homeopathic remedy at all, and, as in 
this case, some symptom may appear that will change the 
prescription entirely. 

Now we will notice in detail the mind and sensorium 
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symptoms that we have jjiven, by \^■ay of comixirison. I 
will add to the comparison made between this remedy and 
/hitintoniuin tarl. and Opium, Apis mcllifica, which has 
soporous sleep; but it is interrupted by piercing screams, 
es])ecially in brain diseases, where the sojx)!- is jjenerally 
found. None of the other remedies have thc.se screams 
(cri encephalicpie) so prominently. “Vanishing of 
thought while talking, reading or writing" may find their 
similar under Camphor, Cannabis Indica and Lachesis. 
“Loss of memory" under many remedies, but notably 
under Anacardinni, Lycopodium, Bryonia alb., Sulphur 
and Natrum muriatkiim. The "fitful, changing moods 
and disposition" is found under Aconite, Ignatia, Crocus 
and Plantiiia. “Absence of mind," Anacmdiiim, Kreo- 
sote, Lachesis, Nalruni mnr. and Mercurius, 1 notice 
that those remedies that arc oftenest similar to Ntix 
moschala in its mind and other symptoms arc cjftcn found 
among the so-called hysteric remedies. Ami why not. 
For Nux moschata is one of (jur best in this hydra-headed 
complaint. Taking togetlier all of the symptoms we have 
been over, and adding to them that other one, “easy 
fainting,” where can you find a more complete general 
picture of the average hysteric? I will not use more 
space here for this remedy, but recommend to every care¬ 
ful student, and practitioner, who does not already under¬ 
stand it, a careful study of this certainly valuable drug. 
That it has not received the use in practice that it should 
is due, I have no doubt, to the fact that it is used so fre¬ 
quently in foods, that many think it cannot be much of 
a remedy. 
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BARYTA CARBONICA. 

Mental and physical weakness; both ends of life; don’t 
grow. Almost imbecile (children) feeble and tottering; 
childish and thoughtless (old age) ; loss of memory. 

Tonsils inflame, swell and suppurate repeatedly, on 
every cold cxix>sure; chronic hypertrophy afterwards. 

Glands swell, infiltrate, hypertrophy; neck, parotids, 
submaxillary, groin, lymphatics, in the abdomen; hyper¬ 
trophy, sometimes suppuration. 

Offensive foot-sweats; toes and soles get sore; throat 
affections after checked foot-sweat. 

Great sensitiveness to cold. 

♦ + * He * 

This is one of the leading so-called anti-scrofulous 
remedies. Please refer to what I said on this subject 
(scrofula) while writing on Sulphur. This is also one of 
the remedies which has one of its leading indications, like 
Calcarca ost., in the constitution of the patient. Com¬ 
plaints of ihvarfish children; mind and body weak; don’t 
grow; inclined to glandular swellings. The defective 
yrozvth is both mental and physical. The zveakness of 
the mind may amount almost to idiocy or imbecility. 
Then again it is equally adapted to old age, zvith mental 
and physical weakness; feeble and tottering; childish¬ 
ness and thoughtless behavior. It is especially adapted to 
apoplexy of old people, or a tendency thereto. For loss 
of memory in such subjects it stands equal to Anacard- 
imn. Now we see that if all this is true. Baryta carb. be¬ 
comes a valuable remedy at both ends of life. Maras¬ 
mus, infantile or senile, comes equally within its range. 
In the marasmus of children we may have to choose from 
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among other remedies such as Silicea, Abrotanum, Nat- 
runi muriaticum. Sulphur, Calcarea and Iodine. Under 
all these remedies we may find emaciation of the rest of 
the body, while the abdomen is greatly enlarged. Again 
under every one of them, the child may have a voracious 
appetite; eat enough, but grow poor all of the time. It is 
defective assimilation. There are some strong points of 
resemblance between Baryta carb. and Silicea, namely: 
Offensive sxvcat on the feet. The head is disproportion¬ 
ately large for the body. Both suffer from damp changes 
in the veather and both arc sensitive to cold about the 
head. But Silicea has the important diagnostic difference 
—profuse srveat on the head equal to that of Calcarea 
ost., which Baryta has not. And there is not that weak¬ 
ness of mind in Silicea that is found in Bryonia; on the 
contrary the child is self-willed and contrary. 

The resemblances to the other remedies, other than 
those we have mentioned, are .so many that we will not 
undertake to compare them here, but will proceed to 
notice some of the other strong points of Baryta. 

Besides the strong action of Baryta upon the glandular 
system generally, it seems to have a peculiarly strong 
affinity for the throat, especially the tonsils, which be¬ 
come greatly inflamed, swollen and suppurate as a conse¬ 
quence of the least exposure to cold. Thus it becomes 
one of our most valuable therapeutic agents in old quinsy 
subjects. Alone it is often sufficient to abort an attack 
of quinsy and with an occasional dose at long intervals 
with a high potency, to overcome the tendency thereto. 
(Psorinum.) But like Lachesis, Lycopodium, Phytolacca 
and other remedies, it must be chosen according to all the 
indications. Baryta is really fully as useful to change 
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the constitutional tendencies to quinsy, as it is in the 
acute attack. iTou will find occasionally a case of chrome 
cough in children with enlarged tonsils, reported in the 
journals as cured by this remedy. The cure of the cough 
depends evidently upon the power of the remedy over the 
condition which produced the enlarged tonsils, for aside 
from this, I have never found it to be a great cough rem¬ 
edy. In tonsilitis acute or chronic which seems to have 
come as the result of a suppressed foot-sweat, we would 
immediately think of Baryta, notwithstanding Silicea has 
more troubles arising from such suppression than any 
other remedy, but Silicea has not nearly the same affinity 
for the throat that Baryta has. 

Here we will close Baryta, for while it is a remedy of 
the greatest value, its range is not a wide one. Some of 
the remedies of this kind make up for the lack of range 
by a positiveness within their range, and this is one of 
them. 

lODIUM. 

Always hungry; eats or wants to all the time, yet 
emaciates; > while eating. 

Hypertrophy of all glands except mammary, which 
dwindle; while body withers glands enlarge. 

Mentally anxious, anguish, wants to move, do some¬ 
thing, hurry, kill somebody, etc. (Arsen.) 

Warm blooded notwithstanding emaciation; wants a 
cool place to move, think, or work in. 

Pulsations all over, stomach, back, even arms, fingers 
and toes. (Bell.) 

Especially suitable to dark haired, dark eyed, dark 
skinned persons of scrofulous habit. 
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Modalities: < fasting, in warm air or room; > while 
eating; moving, and cold air. 

Great weakness and loss of breath on going up stairs. 

Hard goitre in dark haired persons; also tumors in the 
breast. 

Sensation as if the heart was squeezed together; as if 
grasped with an iron hand. (Sulph.) 

Croup; membranous; in scrofulous children; child 
grasps the larynx; face pale and cold; in fleshy children. 

♦ ♦ ♦ * ♦ 

This is another so-called anti-scrofulous remedy. Here 
are a few characteristic indications: 

First: “Scrofulous diathesis; low cachectic condition, 
with profound debility and great emaciation.” 

Second: “There is a remarkable and unaccountable 
sense of weakness and loss of breath on going up stairs.” 

Third: “Ravenous hunger; cats often and much, but 
loses flesh all of the time.” 

Fourth: “Feels relieved after eating or while eating.” 

Fifth: “Dwindling of the mammai and soreness.” 

Sixth: “Profuse uterine haemorrhages; cancer of 
uterus.” 

Seventh: “Chronic leucorrhoca, which is abundant and 
so corrosive as to eat holes in the linen.” 

Eighth: “Swelling of glands, especially mesenteric and 
thyroid.” 

Ninth: “Membranous croup, wheezing, sawing, res¬ 
piration, dry, barking cough, especially in children with 
dark eyes and hair; child grasps the throat with the hand 
when coughing.” 

Tenth: “Aggravations in general from warm room.” 
Here is Iodine in a nutshell. The remarkable hunger re- 
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lieved by eating, with progressive emaciation, is the first 
in importance. This relief by eating is not only of the 
sensation of hunger, but his sufferings in general; he only 
feels well zv/iilc eating, or always feels best while eating. 
It makes no difference whether it is phthisis pulmonalis, 
mesenteric, or general, that this symptom well developed 
rules out everything but Iodine in almost every case and 
it has made many remarkable cures. I have cured many 
cases of goitre with Iodine c.in., when indicated, giving 
a powder every night for four nights, after the moon 
fulled and was waning. 

I have only failed in one case either to check the fur¬ 
ther development or cure. Some will sneer at this, but 
the cured ones do not. The local application for glandu¬ 
lar enlargement is foolish and dangerous. 

BROMINE. 

An element proven and arranged by Ilcring and an 
important remedy in laryngeal affections. Also in scrof¬ 
ulous and tubercular affections of the glands. It is well 
known to act best on persons with light blue eyes, flaxen 
hair, light eye-brozvs, fair, delicate skins, red cheeked 
scrofulous girls. It will be remembered how almost ex¬ 
actly opposite, so far as temperament is concerned, is 
Iodine, which is also one of our chief anti-scrofulous 
remedies. In glandular affections, three remedies that 
are not as often thought of, as they perhaps should be, 
are Carbo animalis, Conimn and Bromine; in all three the 
glands are stony hard zvith a cancerous tendency. In 
Bromine the pains arc not characteristic, but with Conium 
and Carbo animalis they are lancinating, cutting or burn¬ 
ing, more like cancer pains. 
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In diplitheria, where it has done some wonderful work, 
the membrane first forms in the bronchi, trachea or 
larynx, running upward, just the opixisite of Lycopodium, 
which often forms first in the nose and runs downward. 

In membranous croup, there is great rattling of mucus 
like Hepar, but no ex[)ectoration. There seems to be 
great danger of suffocation from accumulation of mucus 
in larynx (in bronchi. Ant. tart.). 

Sensation of cob-web in face {Bar., Graph, and 
Borax). 

Fan-like motion of alac nasi {Ant. t., Lycop.). 

Hypertrophy of lieart from gymnastics {Caust.). 

Membranous dysmenorrhcea {Lac can.). 

CINA. 

The child is cross and ugly, kicks and strikes; wants to 
be carried or rocked or don’t want to be touched or looked 
at; wants things and pushes them away when offered. 

Frequently boring the nose with the fingers. 

Pale sickly look about the eyes, or white and blue about 
the mouth. 

Frequent swallowing as if something came up in the 
throat. 

Alternate canine hunger or no appetite at all. 

Urine turns milky on standing. 

Frec[ucnt sudden attacks of very high fever, with 
glowing red hot face, with paleness around mouth and 
lips, or sometimes alternates with pale face with dark 
bluish ring around the eyes.

Here is a truly unique remedy that none but the ho- 
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moeopathist knows how to use. The old school chagrined 
at our success with it, and not willing to resort to our 
small doses, liave bungled with its alkaloid, doing more 
harm than good, and at last have come to sneer at the 
idea of children being troubled with worms at all. I have 
known of several instances of the kind and it has become 
so common in the region where I practice that the people 
often ask me—“Doctor, do you believe in worms? Old 
school doctors don’t. I have found several worms that 
my child has passed, and have come to you to see if you 
carl do anything for them.” It is of great advantage to 
us Homoeopaths to cure the little patients, whether we 
believe in worms or not. But Cina is not always the rem¬ 
edy for worms. But it is perhaps the oftenest indicated 
remedy for complaints arising from lumbricoides, or 
cliildren infested with the animal. Another thing I have 
proven to my entire satisfaction, and that is, that it is 
more efficacious for these cases in the 200th or highest 
potencies than in the alkaloid or lower potencies. Now I 
say this in order to induce those who have lost faith in the 
remedy to try it high, according to well-known indica¬ 
tions as laid down in our Materia Medica. So many 
“lose the good they oft might win by fearing to attempt.” 
Let us look at a few of the leading symptoms. The 
wormy child will be very restless nights, "screams out 
sharply in its sleep,” making one think of Apis, but other 
symptoms appear which rule Apis out. The child is cross 
and ugly like Chamomilla, kicks and strikes the nurse, 
ivants to be carried {Chamomilla) or rocked, or don’t 
want to be touched or looked at {Antimonium crud.), de¬ 
sires things and then refuses them when offered (Bry. 
and Staphisagria), or, unlike Chamomilla, it cries if any 
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one tries to take hold of or carry it. Isn’t that a perfect 
picture of the mind of a wormy child ? When these symp¬ 
toms appear in a child we may sometimes be at a stand 
between dm and Chamomilla, but close watching will 
generally decide. For instance, if you watch or inquire 
of the nurse you will find that it alternates between a red- 
hot face, gloiving with a bright redness of both cheeks, 
and a pale, sickly face, with dark rings or circles around 
the eyes; or, again, red face with great paleness around 
the mouth and nose. This is Cina. If the face is fre¬ 
quently red and hot on one side and pale and cold on the 
other, it is Chamomilla. Then again, on inquiry, or we 
may observe ourselves, the child is boring or picking its 
nose a great deal of the time, grinds its teeth when asleep, 
and jumps and jerks in its sleep, frequently swallowing 
as if something came up into the throat, or even choking 
and coughing for the same cause. Such a combination is 
not found under any other remedy. Both ChamomiUa 
and Cina have profuse and pale urine, but Cina urine be¬ 
comes milky after standing awhile. Cina has alternating 
canine hunger and no appetite at all. Cina is one of our 
best remedies for whooping cough, also jerking, trem¬ 
bling, twitching and even convulsions; but in all these 
affections I have found it efficacious when the aforemen¬ 
tioned worm symptoms were present. I once had, at one 
time, and in one family, five cases of typhoid fever, and 
they were all very sick. There was no mistake about the 
diagnosis, and I speak thus positively, because some think 
that a child under the age of six years cannot have this 
disease. This child, five years of age, was the last one 
of the family attacked with the disease, and it pursued 
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the same course as the others in its regular rise and fall 
of temperature, bloating of abdomen, diarrhoea and other 
S)rmptoms common to this disease. This being in the 
earlier years of my practice, and Cina not being set down 
in the text-books as a remedy for typhoid, I selected as 
well as I could from the usual remedies for typhoid. I 
knew perfectly that she had Cina symptoms all mixed in 
with those already mentioned, and as the case "got no 
better fast,” I resolved to give a few doses of Cina any¬ 
way, and to my surprise I found my patient much better 
every way at my next visit and the improvement prog¬ 
ressed right along to complete recovery. I had to learn 
several such lessons as that was in my "kittenhood” of ho¬ 
moeopathic practice before I learned for good, that, for 
purposes of prescribing, the name of the disease was of 
little account. Since I settled that question, I have had 
frequent opportunities to help my younger brethren out 
of difficulties along the same line, and they have been as 
much astonished as I was. 

DULCAMARA. 

Affections caused by taking cold when the air changes 
suddenly from dry and warm to wet and cold. 

Tongue and jaws become lame, if cold air or water 
chills them; neck stiff, back painful, loins lame, after tak¬ 
ing cold. 

Colic as if diarrhoea would occur, from taking cold. 

Yellow watery diarrhoea with cutting colic before every 
stool, or dysentery from taking cold. 

Most catarrhal states, with secretion of much mucus, 
caused by exposure to damp cold. 
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Dropsical swelling after suppressed sweat, or paralysis 
and other troubles from suppressed eruptions, after tak¬ 
ing cold. 

Modalities: < from wet, cold weather after warm, 
dry; at nights and when at rest; > rising from a seat; 
motion; warmth in general, and dry weather. 

Glands; swell and hypertrophy on repeated exposures 
to cold, damp air, also acute and chronic tonsilitis. 

* ♦ ♦ * ♦ 

This remedy, like many others, finds its chief char¬ 
acteristic in its modality. “Complaints caused or aggra¬ 
vated by change of weather from ivarm to cold,” Of 
course all kinds of inflammatory and rheumatic diseases 
may spring from such a cause and so Dulcamara comes 
to be indicated in a long list of them. For instance: After 
taking cold the neck gets stiff, back painful, and limbs 
lame, or the throat gets sore atid quinsy results, with 
stiff tongue and jaivs; the tongue may even become par¬ 
alysed. Wc see here a resemblance to Baryta carb., and 
indeed the two remedies complement each other nicely. 
If we had present in a sore throat the above mentioned 
stiffness and lameness. Dulcamara would be preferred. 
This cold in throat may travel downward and invade the 
bronchi and lungs, and cough and bloody expectoration 
result. It is especially apt to occur in children or old 
people this way, and then there is apt to be much mucous 
secretion, hard to raise, with threatened paralysis of the 
vagi. Here it again resembles Baryta carb. It also re¬ 
sembles it in the tendency to get these colds. Asthma 
humidum, loose cough and rattling of mucus is another 
affection, and the choice here may lie between Dulcamara 
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and Natrutn stdphuricum, which is another wet cold 
zveather remedy. Colic and diarrhoea, from cold ex¬ 
posure, are often quickly relieved by Dulcamara, espe¬ 
cially if taking place in hot weather, when the days or 
nights become suddenly cold; also dysentery. Let me re¬ 
peat that it is a great remedy for hack troubles from tak¬ 
ing cold. I have made particular mention of these affec¬ 
tions because such marked relief has followed its admin¬ 
istration ; but we need not by any means stop here. The 
bladder, skin or any other part of the body comes in for 
the beneficial action of this remedy, when we have present 
its characteristic modality. Dulcamara is for affections 
from damp cold, what Aconite is for the same from dry 
cold. 


RHODODENDRON 

Will naturally come in for notice while we are upon 
weather remedies. Like Dulcamara, its strongest char¬ 
acteristic is in its modality, "aggravation in wet stormy 
weather”; but Rhododendron is particularly worse before 
the storm, especially a thunder storm; after the storm 
breaks the patient feels better. The aggravation before 
the thunder storm does not all seem to depend on the 
coldness or dampness, but partially at least on the electric 
conditions of the atmosphere. This is like Phosphorus, 
Natrum carb. and Silicea. Rhododendron resembles 
Rhus toxicod. in that it is worse diuring rest and better 
during motion. Again, the pains of Rhododendron, 
which are aggravated in damp weather, differ from those 
of Rhus toxicod. in tliat they seem to be deeper seated and 
are felt in the periosteum, as in the teeth, and in the bones 
of the forearm and tibia. These pains are not, however,

confined to periosteal membranes, but attack also muscles 
and ligaments, so as to make it difficult to choose between 
these remedies. 

So we have quite a list of marked wet weather reme¬ 
dies in Dulcamara, Natrum sulphuricum. Rhododendron, 
Rhus toxicodendron and Nux moschata. ( Calcarea phos- 
phorica, wet cold, especially melting snow.) 

Rhododendron seems to have an especial affinity for 
the testicles. They are swollen, with drawing contusive 
pains, which sometimes extend to abdomen and thighs, 
and they are very sensitive to touch. The remedies most 
like it are Aurum metall.. Clematis erecta, Pulsatilla, 
Argentum metall. and Spongia. If the affection was of 
syphilitic origin we would prefer Aurum, especially if the 
case had been abused by Old School mercurialization. If 
it came from suppressed gonorrhoea. Clematis or Pulsar 
tilla; if of rheumatic origin. Rhododendron. Of course 
all the case would come into the calculation when making 
up the perfect picture. 


RUTA. 

This remedy, which has already been mentioned as to 
its prominent action in the periosteum, especially in in¬ 
juries and effects therefrom, also, like Arnica, has a 
"bruised, lame sensation all over as after a fall; worse in 
limbs and joints," and also "all parts of the body upon 
which he lies are painful, as if bruised.” Like Rhus tox., 
the Ruta patient wants to change position frequently. 
The pains and lameness of Ruta seem to have a particular 
liking for the wrists. Here also must Eupat. perf. be 
remembered. 

These pains in the wrists of Ruta are, like Rhus tox- 
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icod., < in cold, wet weather, and > on motion. There 
is no remedy oftener useful for eye-strain from close 
study, sewing, etc., than Ruta. The eyes feel weary and 
ache as if strained, or they burn like balls of fire. Two 
other remedies must be remembered for eye-strain, viz.: 
Natrum mnriatictim and Senega. An understanding of 
these three remedies may save many cases of asthenopia 
or weakness of accommodation from the abuse of spec¬ 
tacles. Ruta is also one of our best remedies for prolap¬ 
sus of the rectum. 

Ignatia stands closest here. Both are < on stooping, 
lifting, or at stool. Muriatic acid and Podophyllum 
should also be remembered; with the former the pro¬ 
lapsed organ is very sore and sensitive to the least touch, 
even of the sheet on which he lies, and the rectum comes 
down even when urinating {Aloe). The prolapse of 
Podophyllum is almost always accompanied by the char¬ 
acteristic diarrhoea, but may be the result of strain by lift¬ 
ing, when the uterus may also prolapse. These uses of 
Ruta make it a very valuable remedy. 

LEDUM PALUSTRE. 

Rheumatism begins in feet and travels upward {Kal- 
mia opposite). 

The swellings are pale, sometimes cedematous, and < 
at night, in the heat of the bed; uncovering or cold water 
relieves. 

Ecchymosis; “black eye” from a blow or contusion; 
better than Arnica. 

Rheumatism and rheumatic gout; joints become the 
seat of nodosities and “gout stones,” which are painful. 
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Complaints of people who are cold all the time; lack 
of animal or vital heat; parts cold to touch, but not cold 
subjectively to patient. 

Punctured wounds by sharp-pointed instruments, rat 
bites, stings of insects, especially mosquitoes. 

:|s 

Ledum is a very valuable remedy for rheumatism. 
This complaint is confes.sedly a very difficult disease to 
cure by Old School treatment. Seldom is a case of the 
inflammatory form completely cured by them. The 
great majority of their cases run from the acute into the 
chronic form, and last for life. They are often drawn 
all out of shape (their patients), or left with incurable 
valvular heart trouble. This is not the case under ho¬ 
moeopathic treatment. On the contrary the patients 
treated homoeopathically arc generally cured, and very 
seldom left with any heart trouble, even if the disease 
commenced there, as it sometimes does. Oftener, of 
course, it begins in the back, extremities or joints gener¬ 
ally, and then if treated allopathically with local applica¬ 
tions it is driven to the heart, which cannot be reached 
with local applications, hence stays there until exudations 
occur and hardened deposits form upon the valves. Any 
homoeopathic physician guilty of treating a case this way, 
with such results, ought to lose his practice and his 
diploma. 

I do not say this inadvisedly, for I have lived and prac¬ 
ticed for thirty years past in a decidedly rheumatic dis¬ 
trict and know whereof I affirm. When we homoepaths 
of the East condemn those of the West for the Quinine 
(in material doses) treatment of intermittents, we are re- 
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minded that we do not live in miasmatic districts so we 
are not authority and we can only reply that we know 
many physicians who do live there who cure their patients 
without the abuse of Quinine. But in this verdict of 
mine on rheumatism I cannot be turned off that way. 
Rheumatism is one of those diseases that presents plenty 
of symptoms and modalities to guide to the choice from a 
long list of remedies of the one appropriate to the case in 
hand. There is such a great difference in the results of 
applying the remedy according to symptomatic indica¬ 
tions, and those arising from simply pathological prescrib¬ 
ing, that one does not need long to experiment to be con¬ 
vinced. Indeed the pathological condition in this com¬ 
plaint does not figure largely in the account, for purposes 
of prescribing. But sensations and modalities do. 

The Ledum rheumatism' begins in the feet and travels 
upward. This is the opposite of Kahnia, which goes the 
other way. Ledum may be indicated in both acute and 
chronic forms of this complaint. In the acute form the 
joints are swollen and hot, but not red. The swellings 
are pale and the pains are worse at night and from the 
heat of the bed, wants them uncovered. This is like 
Mercurius, but with Mercury the profuse sweat withouf 
relief, and especially the characteristic mouth and tongue 
symptoms will decide. I have seen wonderful benefit 
from Ledum m such cases. 

In the chronic form of the disease this remedy is 
equally efficacious. Here also we have the joints swollen 
and painful, especially in the heat of the bed, and painful, 
hard nodes and concretions form in the joints of feet first, 
then hands. The periosteum of the phalanges is painful 
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on pressure. The ankles are swollen and the soles are 
painful and sensitive; can hardly step on them. This 
painful and sensitive soles of feet is also found under 
Antimonium crud., Lycopodium and Silicea, and I have 
relieved it, other symptoms agreeing, with each and every 
one of these remedies. In these cases of rheumatic 
troubles the Ledum patient is unnaturally cold. “Lacks 
vital or animal heat,” in this, again, resembling Silicea; 
but although the Silicea patient has chronic rheumatism 
of the feet, ankles and soles similar to Ledum, aggravated 
also at night, the warmth of the bed does not aggravate, 
but on the contrary he wants to be covered warmly. Un¬ 
der Ledum the relief from cold is so prominent that some¬ 
times the only amelioration is from putting the feet into 
cold water. It is well to think of Ledum in all cases of 
rheumatism of the feet and study it up. 

We must not leave this remedy without calling atten¬ 
tion to its virtues as a remedy for injuries. We are apt 
to think of Arnica first, for bruises and the results there¬ 
from, and, on account of its well deserved reputation, to 
forget that there are sometimes other remedies equally 
valuable. Ledum sometimes comes in to finish up a work 
that Arnica began well, but could not complete, even when 
Arnica was best at first, for it often removes the ecchy- 
mosis and discoloration more rapidly and perfectly. For 
black and blue spots from blows or bruises there is no 
better remedy than Ledum. 

Then, again, we have Sulphuric acid, which is very use¬ 
ful in ecchymosis from the same cause, especially if occur¬ 
ring in cachectic or weakened constitutions, with tendency 
to purpura, or breaking down of the blood. This patho- 
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logical condition would be attended with the characteris¬ 
tic symptoms of the drug. We often have ecchymosis 
into the conjunctiva or sclerotica, for which Nux vomica 
is specific, but for “black eye” from a blow of the fist no 
remedy equals Ledum in the 2c potency. Ledum is a 
good remedy for punctured wounds, such as the sticking 
of a nail into the foot, or an awl into the hand, etc.; also, 
for stings of insects, especially mosquitoes, but this also 
needs modification. It makes some difference what kind 
of tissue is wounded by this kind of wound. If a nerve, 
for instance, Hypericum would be preferable; if the peri¬ 
osteum, Ruta; if the bone, Calcarea phos., or Symphytum 
to promote re-union or repair. We must not forget to 
mention in connection with what has been said of Ledum 
in injuries of the eye that if there is great pain in the 
eyeball itself from the blow, Symphytum may have to be 
used. For all these affections I believe the 200lh potency 
better than the lower preparations. 

BISMUTH. 

Diarrhoea; stools watery, profuse, painless and offen¬ 
sive or cadaverously smelling. 

Vomiting of large quantities and intense thirst; zvater 
is vomited the moment it reaches the stomach; food i.s 
retained a little longer. 

Restlessness, anguish, great prostration; pale with blue 
rings around the eyes; surface covered with sweat, but it 
is zvarm szveat. 

+ ♦ * * ♦ 

Bismuth is one of our best remedies for cholera in¬ 
fantum; genuine cholera infantum, where the disease is 
sudden in its onset, and rapid in its course. Such cases die

in a night or even a few hours, unless Bismuth, Veratrum, 
Kreosote or some remedy of such rapid action saves them. 
With Bismuth the stools are zvatery, profuse, painless and 
very offensive; cadaverous smelling. There is also vom¬ 
iting of large quantities and the intense thirst is accom¬ 
panied with vomiting of the water drank the moment it 
touches the stomach. Water only is so vomited. Food 
is retained a little longer (with Arsenicum both water and 
food are vomited). There is prostration equal to that of 
Arsenicum or Veratrum album, but the surface is warm 
and often covered with warm sweat. The face is deathly 
pale, with rings around the eyes. This is a perfect pic¬ 
ture of Bismuth, and no other remedy need be con¬ 
founded with it. 

Again, Bismuth is a remedy for purely nervous gastral- 
gia. The pain is of a pressing nature, sometimes press¬ 
ing between the shoulders and sometimes there is much 
burning in the stomach {Arsenicum). It is also often 
of benefit in cancer of the stomach, when there is at times 
vomiting of enormous quantities of food that seems to 
have lain in the stomach for days. In such cases there is 
much burning and pain. It has a restlessness and an¬ 
guish, similar to Arsenic, wants to move around, can’t 
stay long in one place. In the neuralgic form of gastral- 
gia the lower triturations have served me best, but in 
cholera infantum I never use lower than the 200th and 
have seen remarkable results. Solitude is unbearable, 
child wants mother to hold its hand for company 
{Stramonium). 

KREOSOTUM. 

Cholera infantum; profuse vomiting; cadaverous 
smelling stools. 
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Haemorrhagic diathesis; small wound bleeds profusely 
{Phos.). 

Acrid, foetid, decomposed, mucous secretions; some¬ 
times ulcerating, bleeding, malignant. 

Gums painful, dark red or blue; teeth decay as soon as 
they come. 

Sudden urging to urinate or during first sleep, which is 
very profound.

This curious substance seems to act chiefly upon the 
mucous membranes, producing profuse and offensive se¬ 
cretions and ulcerations, with greatly depressed vitality. 
This is especially true of the genital organs of the female. 
Leucorrhoea is putrid, acrid, corrosive, staining the linen 
yellow. The parts with which the discharge comes in 
contact itch and burn, while scratching does not relieve 
but inflames the parts. This remedy has a tendency to 
haemorrhages, which are often very obstinate. The 
haemorrhages occur with leucorrhoeal trouble; they are 
intermittent, will almost stop, then freshen up again and 
again. This is often the case with the lochia after con¬ 
finement, when the choice may lie between these three 
remedies, Kreosote, Rhus tox. and Sulphur. The other 
symptoms must decide between them. This ulceration 
may be found in cancer of the uterus, and then Kreosote 
will often be of great value. I have no doubt that many 
cases which degenerate into cancer might be prevented by 
its timely use. In some cases there is awful burning in 
the pelvis, as of red-hot coals, with discharge of clots of 
foul smelling blood. I see that Guernsey recommends it 
in cancer of the mammae, saying it is hard, bluish-red and 
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covered with scurvy protuberances. I have never so used 
it, but in corrosive leucorrhoias and ulcerations 1 have 
with great satisfaction. I generally use it in the 200th, 
with simply tepid water injections for cleanliness. 

There is perhaps no remedy that has a more decided 
action upon the gums (not even Mercury) than this one. 
It is not used often enough in painful dentition. The 
gums are very painful, swell, look dark-red or blue, and 
the teeth decay almost as soon as tliey are born. A child 
that has a mouth full of decayed teeth, with spongy, pain¬ 
ful gums, will find its best friend in Kreosote. Cholera 
infantum in such children is of common occurrence, and 
is of a very severe type, for the vomiting is incessant and 
the stools cadaverous smelling. Never forget Kreosote 
in cholera infantum, which seems to arise from painful 
dentition, or in connection with it, for I have seen some 
of the finest effects ever witnessed from any remedy from 
this one. 

I have used it here also in the 200th. Kreosote is also 
one of our best remedies in other kinds of vomiting; in 
the vomiting of pregnancy and in that other intractable 
disease of the stomach, known as gastromalacia. I do 
not know any characteristic indication for it here; but 
should I find the troubles before mentioned, in part or 
whole, such as corrosive leucorrhoea, or the haemorrhages, 
or a general haemorrhagic tendency, small wounds in¬ 
clined to bleed profusely (like Lachesis and Phosphorus ), 

I would feel confident of Kreosote. 

Kreosote has strong characteristics in regard to urina¬ 
tion. 

First, it has copious pale urine. 
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Second, they can’t go quick enough, the urging is so 
great or sudden. (Petroselinum.) 

Third, the child wets the bed during first sleep, which 
is very profound, can hardly wake it. (Sepia.) 

Can only urinate when lying. (Zinc, met., only when 
sitting bent back.) 

To recapitulate. Bad teeth and gums "from way 
back,’’ fa'tid corrosive discharges; great debility and 
hamorrhagic tendency, should always call to mind this 
remedy. 


LAC CANINUM. 

Inflammatory affections travel crosswise, from side to 
side, back and forth (rheumatism, sore throat, etc.). 

Breasts and throat get sore at every menstrual period. 

Mastitis; breasts very sore and tender; cannot bear a 
jar of the bed; on stepping has to hold them up, on going 
down stairs.

At one time I would not have admitted this substance 
into my list of remedies, for I thought it a disgrace to try 
to foist dogs’ milk upon the profession as a homoeopathic 
remedy. But after accumulated evidence in its favor, 
and the rule that I had adopted early in my professional 
life, "to prove all things and hold fast that which was 
good,’’ I concluded to try it, and my first trial was in a 
case of inflammatory rheumatism which had withstood 
my best efforts to relieve for two weeks. 

The pain travelled from joint to joint, but Pulsatilla 
utterly failed. I noticed, after awhile, that it not only 
travelled from joint to joint, but crosswise; one day in the 
right knee, the next day or two in the left, and then back 
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again, etc. Lac caninum cured the case very quickly. 
Not long after I had a very severe case of scarlatina. The 
throat was swollen full, and the restlessness was so 
marked with pains in the limbs which left the patient toss¬ 
ing from side to side that I thought surely Rhus tox. must 
be the remedy. But it failed to relieve. Then I discov¬ 
ered that the soreness of the throat and the pains alter¬ 
nated sides. This called my mind to the remedy, which 
was given with prompt relief. I used the c. m. in both 
these cases. 

Two cases of tonsilitis in one house in separate families. 
I was called to treat one of them, and a very excellent 
Allopathic physician the other. Of course there was 
close watching to sec which case would get well the quick¬ 
est, and especially if either could be cured without sup¬ 
puration taking place. They were both very bad cases. 
Both progressed rapidly for forty-eight hours. In my 
case the swelling began on one side; the next day was 
even worse on the other side, so I told them that as the 
first side was better I thought the last one would be better 
tomorrow; but alas the next day number one was worse 
again, the patient could not swallow, food and drinks 
came back by the nose. It was with much difficulty, 
choking and struggling that even a spoonful of medicine 
could be taken. I hesitated no longer, but gave Lac 
caninum c. m. at noon, and when I visited her in the even¬ 
ing found her taking oyster broth and she could speak 
distinctly, whereas she could not articulate a word in the 
morning. In another day the patient was well except 
some weakness. The other case went on to suppuration 
and was over a week longer in getting around. So an- 
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other victory was scored for Homoeopathy, and I have 
continued to verify this characteristic of erratic pains, 
alternating sides, until I consider it as reliable as the key¬ 
note of any other remedy. 

The curative power of this remedy being settled in my 
mind, I determined to test it by a proving. I induced 
three clerks in a dry goods store to take pills (No. 35) of 
the 200th (B. & T.), once in two hours. They would not 
consent to do it until I told them what they were to take, 
and one of them, a well-read young man, remarked with 
a laugh that if wolf’s milk would not kill Romulus and 
Remus it would not them. The result was that within 
three days they had sore throats, and the young man 
mentioned had on both tonsils distinct patches as large as 
a thumb nail. The other young man was frightened and 
would not continue the proving, and the young lady’s sore 
throat was followed by a severe cough with soreness of 
the chest for over a week. 

I have found Lac caninum a very useful remedy in mas¬ 
titis, the cliief indication being great tenderness and sore¬ 
ness which cannot bear the least jar of the bed or stepping 
on the floor. Again, if the breasts and throat get sore 
during menstruation, especially if the menses flow in 
gushes instead of continuously. Lac caninum is the 
remedy. 

KALI SULPHURICUM. 

Yellow or greenish discharges from mucous mem¬ 
branes ; cough loose and rattling. 

Rheumatic pains in joints; moving from joint to joint. 

Modalities: < in warm room; in the evening, > in 
open air. 

The chronic of Pulsatilla.

When writing upon the Kalis I left this one out. There 
is no proving (deserving the name) of this drug, but like 
some other remedies in our Materia Medica clinical use 
on the theory of Schuessler has developed some valuable 
guides to its homcEopathic uses. It resembles Pulsatilla 
in a number of its symptoms, and being a deeper acting 
remedy is sometimes useful to complement that remedy. 
But first let us note the similarities: 

1st, Yellow or greenish discharges from mucous mem¬ 
branes. 

2d. Evening aggravation of fever symptoms. 

3d. Amelioration (general) in open air. 

4th. Rheumatic pains in joints, or any part of the body, 
of a shifting, wandering nature. 

5th. Aggravation in a heated room. 

6th. Loose cough, with rattling of mucus. 

These arc all very similar to Pulsatilla, and I have fre¬ 
quently verified them, in cases of catarrh of mucous mem¬ 
branes, whether acute or chronic, but especially chronic, 
or after the failure of Pulsatilla, 

I once produced rheumatism of the joints with Kali 
sulph., and it was of the above described kind, thus prov¬ 
ing the symptom genuine, though up to that time it was 
only clinical. I always use it in the 30th, and I think 
that any after-cured symptom from a potency as high as 
the 30th will be found in accordance with our law of 
similia when thorough proving of the drug is made. 

ANACARDIUM ORIENTALE. 

Pain in stomach when it is empty, > by eating. 

Frequent ineflfectual desire for stool, from insufficiency 
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or paralytic state of rectum; with sense of lump or plug 
in anus; with the effort the desire vanishes. 

Loss of memory; irresistible desire to curse and swear; 
feels as if he had two wills, one commanding, the other 
forbidding, to do things. 

Pain and sensation as of a blunt plug in different parts. 

Suspects every one and everything around him; when 
walking he felt anxious, as if some one were pursuing 
him; weakness of all the senses. 

♦ ♦ ♦ ♦ ♦ 

Anacardium orientale is a very valuable remedy, but is 
not, I think, generally appreciated by our school. It 
ought often to be used in that hydraheaded complaint 
called dyspepsia, for which Ntix vomica is so indiscrimi¬ 
nately used. Both are excellent remedies, and it is only 
necessary to know the difference to make the choice be¬ 
tween them easy. Anacardium has a pain in the stomach, 
which comes on only when the stomach is empty and is 
relieved by eating, while Nux vomica is relieved after the 
process of digestion is over. The pain of Nux vomica 
is worst two or three hours after meals, but lasts only 
until digestion is accomplished, and then comes relief, 
whereas, with Anacardium, this is the time when the suf¬ 
fering is worst. I have cured many cases (some of them 
of quite long standing) of this description with Ana¬ 
cardium, and find almost as many of them as I do Nux 
vomica cases. I have found the 200th here more effica¬ 
cious than the lower potencies. The potency here as well 
as elsewhere and with all remedies has more to do with 
success in curing than some imagine. 

Case. In the fall of 1899 I was called to a lady, mar- 
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ried, 35 years of age, mother of three children. 

She was quite emaciated, with a yellowish cachectic 
look of the face. A couple of years before I treated her 
when she had an attack of vomiting, in which she vom¬ 
ited coffee-ground substances. 

She was relieved at that time by a dose of Arsenicum 
alb., 40 m., but had more or less trouble with her digestion 
up to this time. This last attack was more persistent and 
did not yield to Arsenicum and some other remedies. 

After awhile it appeared that the pain (which was very 
severe) and vomiting came on when tlw stomach was 
empty. She had to eat once or twice in the night for re¬ 
lief. The substance vomited w^as always black or brown 
looking like coffee grounds. Her sister had been oper¬ 
ated for cancer of the breast, and of course she was very 
nervous and fearful of cancer of the stomach. Anor 
cardimn relieved promptly, and she has had no return of 
the trouble since then. Whether the cure is complete re¬ 
mains to be seen, but the benefit from the remedy was 
unquestionable. 

Both these remedies have frequent ineffectual urging 
to stool, but Nux vomica is the result of irregular peris¬ 
taltic action as observed by Carrol Dunham, while Ana^ 
cardimn has an insufficiency or paralytic state of the rec¬ 
tum which does not appear under Nux vomica. In other 
words, Nux vomica has desire, but with irregular or over¬ 
action. Anacardium has the desire, but with not sufficient 
action to carry it out. Then Anacardium has a sense of 
a lump or plug in the anus which ought to come away, 
which does not appear under Nux vomica. 

Anacardium is also one of our leading remedies for 
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loss of memory, especially in old people of broken down 
constitutions. Of course, if the characteristic stomach 
or bowel symptoms were present, or .had been suffered 
from, during former years as a concomitant, or the excit¬ 
ing cause of the mental trouble, the indication would be 
strengthened. 

There are many remedies having loss of memory as a 
leading symptom, but none stronger than this one. Of 
course, the whole case must be taken into the account. 
This remedy has two other peculiar mind symptoms. 
First: “Irresistible desire to curse and swear.” This 
symptom, queer as it may seem, is no more so than the 
other symptom found under Stramonium, and often veri¬ 
fied, “patient wants to pray continually.” Some of the 
most remarkable and convincing cures have been made on 
just such symptoms. Another symptom is, “the patient 
feels as if he had two toills,” each commanding or mov¬ 
ing him to do opposite things, or one commanding 
him to do a thing and the other commanding him not to 
do it. Such symptoms are often found in dementia, and 
are valuable guides to the curative remedy. See my case 
reported under Platina. Then, again, Anacardium has 
two other peculiar symptoms. One as of a hoop around 
parts, and the other as of a plug in inner parts. This 
may be found in head, chest, abdomen or anus. The sen¬ 
sation of a hoop around parts may be found in spinal 
troubles and Anacardium will be the remedy. Other 
remedies have a general characteristic sensation, as Anor 
cardium has the sensation of a plug; for instance, the 
feeling of fullness as if too full of blood of AIsculus hip- 
pocastanum, and the sensation of constriction of Cactus 
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grandiflorus. Anacardium is also said to be a good anti¬ 
dote for Rhus poisoning. I have never used it for this. 

ALUMINA. 

Inactivity of the rectum; even the soft stool requires 
great straining. 

Anaemia in women, who are hungry for starch, chalk, 
rags, charcoal, cloves and other ridiculous unnatural 
things; potatoes disagree; profuse leucorrhoea. 

Great heaviness in lower limbs, weak, has to sit down; 
numbness of heels; sense of hot iron thrust through back.

The chief characteristic leading to the use of this rem¬ 
edy is found in its peculiar constipation. “Inactivity of 
the rectum, even the soft stool requires great straining.’' 

Like Bryonia, there is no desire for stool and the con¬ 
stipation seems to depend upon dryness of the mucous fol¬ 
licles. Again it is adapted to dry, spare subjects. There 
are other points of resemblance between these two reme¬ 
dies and they complement each other well. They are 
both excellent in infantile constipation, which is often a 
very obstinate affection to treat. Anacardium, Sepia, 
Silicea and Veratrum album are nearest of kin in this lack 
of expulsive power in the rectum. 

Alumina is one of our remedies in chlorotic conditions. 
The patient is pale, weak, tired, must sit down to rest. 
The menses are scanty, delayed, and are pale colored when 
they come, and after the menses the patient is exhausted 
and pale. {Carbo an. and Cocculus.) Then, again, 
there is profuse leucorrhoea sometimes running down to 
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the heels if she does not zvcar a cloth. {Syphilinum.) 
It is as profuse as the menses ought to be. These anaemic 
patients are often hungry for starch, chalk, rags, charcoal, 
cloves and other ridiculous and unnatural things. ■ Alum¬ 
ina is a great remedy in such cases. The Natrum mur. 
chlorotic couldn’t cat bread, or had an aversion to it. 
The Alumina patient can’t eat potatoes; they disagree. 
Fidsatilla can’t eat fat food, pastries, etc. Alumina re¬ 
sembles Pulsatilla in chronic nasal catarrhs, and both a^'e 
of tearful temperament, but the constitutions are different. 
Alumina being dry and thin, Pulsatilla phlegmatic. One 
thing I forgot to mention under stool and rectum, viz.. 
Alumina is one of the best remedies for hieniorrhages of 
the bowels in typhoid fever. The blood conies in large 
clots looking solid like liver. This remedy is also very 
efficacious in chronic sore throats, like clergyman’s sore 
throat. There is “soreness, rawness, hoarseness and dry¬ 
ness.” This dryness excites a continual disposition to 
hawk, and after a long time the patient raises a little thick, 
tough phlegm. This kind of throat is temporarily re¬ 
lieved by zvarm food and drinks. The remedy nearest to 
this is Argentum nilricum, but in Argentum there are 
ivart-like excrescences or granulations in the throat. Both 
remedies have a sensation of a splinter in the throat, as 
do also Uepar sulphuricum, Dolichos and Nitric acid. 

Alumina has also a sensation of constriction in the 
throat and oesophagus. It hurts to swallow. Alumina 
is recommended for the following symptoms, which often 
appear in locomotor ataxia: “Great heaviness in the lozver 
limbs; can scarcely drag them; zvhile zvalking staggers and 
has to sit dozvn; in the evening.” “Inability to walk ex- 
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cept with the eyes open and in the day time.” “Numb¬ 
ness of the heel when stepping.” “Excessively faint and 
tired, must sit down.” “Pain in the back as if a hot iron 
were thrust through the vertebrx.” I give these on the 
authority of others, for I have never verified them. I 
will add here the value of 

ALUMEN 

In typhoid haemorrhages from the bowels. It is an excel¬ 
lent remedy and the stools are of dark clotted blood, in 
large quantities. It is also excellent for relaxed uvula in 
sore throat. 


STICTA PULMONARIA. 

Heavy full feeling, and pain and pressure in forehead 
and root of the nose > by discharge. 

Secretions in the nose dry up and form crusts; constant 
inclination to blow the nose, without result, on account of 
the excessive dryness. 

Dry night cough; can’t sleep or lie down; must sit up; 
cough after measles {Coff.). 

^ ^ 

This remedy, although never anywhere fully proven, 
has come to be a verv useful one. In acute catarrh it is 

one of the best. 

Its characteristic symptom here is heavy pain and 
pressure in the forehead and root of the nose. This is in 
the beginning of a cold; when the nose begins to dis¬ 
charge freely the pain ceases or becomes much less. 

It is also of great value in the form of nasal catarrh, if 
when the discharges dry up there is this same pain in 
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forehead and frontal sinuses. In these cases the nasal 
secretions incline to dry up and are hard to discharge, but 
the irritation is so great that there is a constant inclina¬ 
tion to blow the nose, with little result. These secretions 
become so hard and dry as to form scabby concretions. 
This condition is next door to the plugs and clinkers of 
Kali bichromicum, which often go on to ulceration of the 
septum. I have relieved many cases of chronic catarrh 
with Sticta; some of years’ standing. 

You will remember that Kali bichromicum also has a 
severe frontal headache at the root of the nose, especially 
from suppressed catarrh, so that all the other symptoms 
must be considered in choosing between them. The other 
remedies that resemble Sticta in the acute form of catarrh 
are Aconite, Ammonium carb., Camphor, Nux vomdca 
and Sambucus, and in the chronic form Ammonium carb. 
and Lycopodium. 

There is never with Sticta the watery or fluent form of 
coryza, such as calls for Euphrasia, Mercurius, Arsenicum 
and Kali hydroiodicum. Nor have I ever found it of use 
in the thick, bland kind of discharge that calls for Pulsar 
tilla. Sepia and Kali sulplmricntn. Sticta is also one of 
our cough remedies, and one of the best indications for its 
use, especially in acute cough, is the aforementioned nasal 
catarrh attending it. The Sticta cough is also worse at 
night when lying down and keeps the patient awake, 
though I do not think the wakefulness is entirely owing 
to the cough, but that a nervous condition which also 
comes under the curative range of Sticta contributes to it. 

This remedy is one of the best for the obstinacy of 
cough attending or following measles, and here we re- 
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member that sleeplessness is a frequent concomitant. In 
this respect Sticta is like Coffea cruda, which is wonder¬ 
fully efficacious here. The cough of Sticta is at first 
dry, but later on may become loose; hence it is often 
found of use in the incessant, racking, wearing coughs of 
consumptives. In hay fever it is the remedy when the 
trouble centres in the head and frontal sinuses; the nose 
is completely plugged up, though there is continual 
sneezing. 

I have found Sticta promptly curative in inflammatory 
rheumatism of the knee joint. It is very sudden in its 
attacks, and unless promptly relieved by Sticta will go on 
to the exudative stage and become chronic in character. 
In one case the pain was so severe that the patient, though 
a strong, resolute man, became delirious with the pain. 
Sticta relieved and completely cured him, so that he was 
able to attend to his business (teamster) within a week. 
Sticta deserves a thorough proving. There is a nervous 
symptom that has been several times verified, viz.—“legs 
felt as if floating in the air, or she felt light and airy as if 
not resting on the bed.” See Asarum and Valerian. 
Such sensations are often found in hysterical conditions 
and are very distressing. 

RUMEX CRISFUS. 

Violent incessant dry cough; worse on inhaling the least 
cold air; covers the mouth to keep the cold air out, with 
relief. 

Brownish diarrhoea, < in morning. 

Intense itching of the skin when undressing to go to 
bed. 
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There are three localities in which this remedy acts very 
markedly, viz.: Respiratory organs, bowels and skin. 
“Violent, incessant cough, dry and fatiguing, with very 
little or no expectoration, aggravated by pressure, talkiiijj, 
and especially by inspiring cold air, and at night.” (Dun¬ 
ham.) There is perhaps no remedy under which the sen¬ 
sibility of the mucous membranes of the larynx and 
trachea become more exalted than this one. The patient 
must cover up the head in bed in order to protect these 
membranes from contact with the air, which immediately 
excites cough. Several other remedies, like Phosphorus 
and Spongia, have cough aggravated by breathing cold 
air, but none so markedly as Rumex. Going from warm 
room into cool air and vice versa. Bryonia and Natrum 
carbonicum have the opposite. The tickling that excites 
the cough may locate in the throat-pit, supra-sternal fossa, 
or down behind the sternum to stomach, where is often 
added a sensation of soreness or rawness. (Caust.) 
Again we have found it efficacious in cough, with stitch¬ 
ing pain through left lung just below left nipple. {Nat- 
rum sulph .) 

The diarrhoea of Rumex is similar to that of Natrum 
sulph., Sulphur and Podophyllum, in that it occurs in the 
morning, but it is a bj own diarrhoea and is apt to be ac¬ 
companied v'ith, or an accompaniment of, the cough. On 
the skin it cures an eruption which is characterized by in¬ 
tense itching when undressing to go to bed. This erup¬ 
tion may be vesicular, like army or prairie itch, or may 
look like simple urticaria. Itching on undressing is also 
found under Natrum sulphuricum and Oleander, but with 
Natrum this itching is apt to be found in connection with 
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jaundice or malarial symptoms. If we should get intense 
itching over the body, which was aggravated by warmth, 
especially 7 varmth of the bed, we would think of Mcr- 
ciirius solitbilis or protoiodide. 

ARUM TRIPHYLLUM. 

Raw, red, bloody surface of lips, nose, buccal cavity; 
patients pick and bore into them incessantly, though they 
are so sore and painful. 

Hoarseness, with changing voice when exciting it; 
from high to low and vice versa. 

Discharges generally very acrid or corrosive; excep¬ 
tionally bland. 

* * S(! ♦ * 

This is a very unique remedy. I do not know of one 
that stands so far apart from any and all others, and its 
peculiar and characteristic .symptoms are capable of such 
remarkable verification in different diseases as would, or 
ought to, convince the most skeptical of the truth of 
Simillo Siinillbiis Curanhir, etc. 

Hering’s “Guiding Symptoms” gives it in the best 
rendering. Let us quote a few of the best symptoms: 
“Appearance of raiv, bloody surface, on lips, buccal cav¬ 
ity, nose, etc.” “Patients often pick and. bore into the 
raw surfaces, though doing so gives great pain, and they 
scream xvith it but keep up the boring.” (Hcllcbor. nig.) 
There is also one other symptom not so well expressed 
in Hering, viz.: That these raw surfaces are very red, 
like a piece of fresh beefsteak in appearance. Notice 
that in Hering these symptoms of mouth, tongue and nose 
are given in connection with Scarlatina mainly. I want 
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to say that they are also found in typhoid and typhus 
fevers. Whenever, in any disease, this red, raw condi¬ 
tion of the mouth, nose and lips, at which the patient 
bores and picks, continually appears, give Arum triphyl- 
Itmi. Another important u.se of this remedy is in affec¬ 
tions of the larynx and bronchia, IToarseness or loss of 
voice, or voice unct)ntrollahle; it breaks when trying to 
sing or speak in a high tone or key. This is often found 
in clergyman’s sore throat, or in operatic singers. Ag¬ 
gravation of hoarseness from singing is also found under 
Arc/entuin nilricunij Arnica, Sclcninm, Phosphorus and 
Cansticum. 

ARNICA MONTANA. 

Bruised, sore feeling all over; bed feels too hard. 

Head, or head and face hot; body and extremities 
cold. 

Ecehymoscs; as from bruises. 

Stupor; answers, then falls back into stupor (fevers). 

Taste and eructations and stool like rotten eggs. 

Recent and remote affections from injuries, csj^)ccially 
contusions or blows. 

Haemorrhages, the result of mechanical injuries. 

?}: 

This is the leading remedy for bruises and the results 
therefrom, and the symptoms— “Weakness, zveariness, 
sensation as of beincj bruised.” “Felt as if bruised over 
the whole body,” as found in the provings, explains the 
reason and the many cures it has made, even in the high 
and highest potencies, of both acute and chronic affec¬ 
tions. The result of trauma is another evidence of the 
truth of our law of cure. One of the best characteristics 
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is Everything on which he lies seems too hard” (Pyro¬ 
gen) ; he must keep changing his position to get relief. 
This is because of the sensation of soreness as if brttised 
all over. 

Baptisia has—“Feels as if lying on a lx)ard; changes 
position, bed feels so hard, makes him feel sore and 
bruised.” 

Phytolacca has—“Feels sore all over from head to 
foot; muscles sore and stiff, can hardly move without 
groaning.” 

Rhm toxicod. has— "Soreness in every muscle, which 
passes off during exercise; feels stiff and sore on first be¬ 
ginning to move.” 

Ruta has—“All parts of the body on which he lies are 
painful as if bruised.” 

Here are five remedies which seem much alike, and 
others might be added, like Staphisagria, which has— 
“All the limbs are sore as if bniised, and as if there were 
no strength in them,” and 

China—"He is sore all over, in the joints, the bones, 
and the periosteum, as if they had been sprained, like a 
drawing tearing, especially in the spine, the sacrum, the 
knees and thighs.” Now to know thus far of these reme¬ 
dies would be of little use for therapeutic puqxDses, for it 
would be senseless to prescribe all of these remedies mixed 
together, and full as much so to prescribe one of them to 
the exclusion of all the rest without a good reason for so 
doing. Fortunately there is always a possibility of mak¬ 
ing choice between them, but it is not always easy. Take, 
for instance, Arnica and Baptisia. Both have the symp¬ 
tom of sore bruised feeling. Both have feeling as if the 
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bed were too hard. Both have stupor, from which they 
can be aroused, but fall quickly back into it again. Both 
have a dark streak running through the tongue. 

Both have a deep red face, and all these similarities 
often accur in the course of a typhoid fever. How are 
we to choose between them? Look further. If in addi¬ 
tion to these symptoms the padent “tosses about the bed, 
reaching here and there, and in his delirium complaining 
that he cannot gel himself together,'’ Baptisin is th.e 
remedy, or if the stool, urine and sweat are exlreuicly 
offensive, it is Bapli.da. If the stool and urine are passed 
unconsciously and there appear suggillations under the 
skin, Arnica is the remedy. Now here arc only a few of 


the characteristic differences. 


There are f)thcrs, and we 


mu.st “watch out” lor them. 


Jt is no harder to choose 


between these two remedies than it is to choose sometimes 


between nyo.seyamiis and Opium in the .same disease. 
Here is the place wliere the old physician might exhort 
the young as Paul did Timothy. “Study to show thy¬ 
self approved, * * * workman that needed not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the truth, etc.” Such close 
prescribing is business of course, and is also successful. 

If I came to a case that liad tlie bruised sensation verv 


markedly in connection with a diphtheritic throat I would 
not give Arnica, because it does not have that kind of 
throat; but Phytolacca has, and it has one other symptom 
of Arnica, viz.: heat and redness of head and face, ndiile 
the body and limbs are cool or cold. 

I have met many such cases of diphtheria, and if pre¬ 
scribed early Phytolacca cures without the aid of any 
other remedy. Again if I found a patient with the sore. 
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bruised sensation, who was brought into that condition by 
getting wet uliile perspiring, or by lying on damp 
ground, or between damp sliccts, or from a strain of the 
muscles, Rhus ioxkodcmiron would be the remedy. 

If in cases of actual injury I should iind the bruise in 
the periosteum or l)one, 1 should expect more benefit from 
Rnta, whicli seems to be better also than Rhus iox. in one 
kind of muH'ular strain, \ i/.., strain of the ciliary muscles. 
1 have often relieied sewing girls or students of pains in 
the iwes from this cause and have sometimes enabled them 
to lay off the glasses that had been [ircscribed by the 
opticians. It is much better to use this remedy in a 
weakened power of accommodation than to try and com- 
jK'nsate for it with artificial lenses. C)f course where the 
impaired vision is purely optical this cannot be done. 

So we might go on to draw the diagnostic symptoms 
between all the various remedies having a similar symp¬ 
tom if we had time and space. But it would nut be the 
best thing to do, for every physician should get in the 
habit of doing this for himself. 

In addition to all that has been said about the great 
value of the sore as if bruiscil sensation of this remedy, it 
should always be remembered in affections, acute or 
chronic, which arc the result of trauma. Among these 
are concussion; fracture of the skull with compression of 
the brain; headaches of long standing; meningitis; apo¬ 
plexy; inflammation of the eyes with suggillations, or 
even retinal haemorrhages, where it expedites the absorp¬ 
tion of the blood clots, deafness, epistaxis, newly filled 
teeth, affections from blows on stomach or other viscera. 

I once cured a man who had suffered from what he and 
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his physician had called dyspepsia for several years. He 
had been obliged to give up his business because he could 
not eat enough to support his strength. He had been 
told by his physician that he would never be well again 
and had given up hopes himself. This condition was 
caused by the kick of a horse upon the region of the stom¬ 
ach. A few doses of Arnica 200tli cured him in a short 
time and he resumed his business. Now I will conclude 
Arnica with a few characteristics that are genuine, and 
have been, with me, of inestimable value. 

“Stupor with involuntary discharge of faeces and 
urine.” 

“Fears being struck or touched by those coming to¬ 
wards him.” 

“Putrid smell from the mouth.” 

“Offensive eructations or flatus, smelling like rotten 
eggs.” 

“Bruised sore feeling in uterine region, cannot walk 
erect.” 

“Soreness of parts after labor prevents haemorrhages 
or pyaemia.” 

“Cough; cliild cries before paroxysms, as if sore.” 

“While answering falls into a deep stupor before fin¬ 
ishing.” 

“Elcad alone, or face alone, hot, rest of body cool.” 

“Many small uoils, painful, one after another, ex¬ 
tremely sore.” 

“Prevents suppuration and septicaemia and promotes 
absorption.” 

Arnica, although an old remedy, is not so often used 
as it should be in general practice. 
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HAMAMELIS VIRGINICA. 


Venous Inviiiorrhages (very dark and clotted); veins 
full, enlarged and sore to toucli. 

^ ^ 3jc 

Ilamamelis I'irginica is another remedy having tlic 
symptom “soreness as if In uiscd“ in a marked ilegrec, and 
which I did not mention when writing of Arnica. This 
vsoreness is sometimes found in rheumatism and Hama- 
mclis has cured when .Irnica failed. But one of the chief 
distinctions between these two remedies is that Arnica 
acts more upon the cai)illaries, causing their relaxation, 
whereby suggillations take place, while Hamamclis acts 
more u^wn the veins, which arc very full, enlarged and 
sore. One author says: 

“It is the Aconite of the veins.” 


From clinical use we know enough of the remedy to 
value it highly in varicosities of almost all kinds. (Fhi- 
ojic acid.) It is here a powerful rival of Ptdsatilla, but 
except the soreness of the veins we do not kiKJw of guid¬ 
ing symptoms for its use. 

It has produced, in provings, severe hoeniorrhages, and 
clinical u.se has defined the bleeding to be of very dark 
clotted, venous blood. There is no doubt of its power 
over such haemorrhages, whether occurring from the nose, 
bowels, uterus, lungs or bladder. I have used it in every 
place with satisfaction. It is not a powerful pt)ison and 
can be used low without bad effcct.s. One of. its best 
uses is in orchitis and inflammation of the spermatic veins, 
the provings markedly indicating its homoeopathicity 
here. In haimorrliages from the anus, whether from 
piles or typhoid fever, if the blood is of the above de- 
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scribed appearance, Ilaviamclis is excellent. 

Like Arnica and Calendula, JIaniamcHs has often 
seemed to act well as a local application. I am not in 
favor, generally, of using remedies in this way, unless it 
be for external injuries, which are not diseases. 

COLOCYNTHIS. 

Disinclined to talk, to see friends, impatient, easily of¬ 
fended, atiger with indignation; colic or other complaints 
as a consequence. 

Colic, terrible; they seek relief by bending double or 
pressing something hard against the abdomen. 

Dyscntcry-like diarrluea; renewed after least food or 
drink, often with the characteristic colic pains. 

Frequent urging to urinate, scanty; urine sometimes 
thick, Fetid, viscid, jelly-like. 

Crampy pain in sciatic nerve, from hip down posterior 
portion of thigh; > from hard pressure and from heat; 
< in repose, driving patient desperate. 

Tendency to painful cramps, with all pains. 

Modalities: < evening, anger; after eating; > from 
coffee; bending double and hard pressure. 

♦ ♦ 

No remedy produces more severe colic than this one, 
and no remedy cures more promptly. 

Dr. T. L. J^rown once said to me in substance: If I 
was disposed to be skeptical as to the power of the small 
dose to cure, Colocynthis would convince me, for I have 
so promptly cured severe colic in many cases, from a child 
to adults, and even in horses. Of course, every true Ho¬ 
moeopath can respond amen to that. 
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The colic of Colocynthis is terrible, and is only bear¬ 
able by bending double, or pressing something hard 
against the abdomen. He leans over chairs, the table or 
bed posts to get relief. This colic is neuralgic in charac¬ 
ter, and is often attended with vomiting and diarrhoea, 
which seems .to be a result of the great pain more than 
any particular derangement of the stomach or bowels. 
We often find it in connection with dysentery. My ex¬ 
perience has been that it does not, as a rule, occur in the 
first stage of the disease, but later, when the disease has 
not been fully controlled by ^dconitc, Mercurius, Nux 
vomica and that class of remedies, but has extended up¬ 
ward to the .small intestines. The pains arc of a cranipy 
nature. The remedy that comes nearest to Colocynih for 
colic is Magnesia phosphorica, especially in colic in chil¬ 
dren. They both have the cramjung pains, but the pains 
of Magnesia phos. arc most relieved by hot applications 
like Arsenicum. Both Colocynth and Magnesia phos. are 
also equally efficacious for neuralgic affections in other 
localities, for instance, in sciatica and prosopalgia, and 
even uterine colic of a neuralgic nature, though in this 
latter affection Magnesia phos. leads. Remember the 
modalities, for upon the individualization depends the 
choice Ixitween them. Chamomilla and Colocynth resem¬ 
ble each other, in that both have colic from a lit of anger 
or other neuralgic affections from the same cause. 
Chamomilla succeeds in the colic of children, if there is 
much wind which distends the abdomen; the child tosses 
about in agony, but does not double up like Colocynth. 
Other symptoms often come in of course and help to 
choose between them. If both fail I have succeeded with 
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Magnesia phos. Staphisagria is also a remedy for col¬ 
icky children, with disposition like CoJocynth and Chamo- 
milla. In such children the teeth grow black and decay 
early. Again the Staphisagria child is often troubled 
with sore eyelids. In such a case there is chronic tend¬ 
ency to colic and Staphisagria is .sometimes the only 
remedy. Veratrum album also has colic, bending the 
patient double, similar to Colocynth, but the patient walks 
about for relief, or is much prostrated and has cold 
sweats, especially on the forehead. Bovista has colic 
relieved by bending double, after eating. 

Diuscorca is a good remedy for zvind colic. The pain 
begins right at the umbilicus, and then radiates all over 
the abdomen, and even to extremities {Plumbum, with 
walls retracted), and, unlike Colocynth, the pain is aggra¬ 
vated by bending forward and relieved by straightening 
the body out. Stanimm is a colic remedy, and the only 
way the child is relieved is by being carried with the ab¬ 
domen on the mother’s shoulder. I have cured a case of 
this kind. It was a very obstinate ca.se of long standing 
in a weakly child. The usual remedies had signally 
failed. Jalapa cured one of the most obstinate cases of 
long standing that I ever saw, the child crying almost con¬ 
tinually day and night for weeks. There was in this case 
diarrlaea all the time. Both colic and diarrhoea were 
very quickly cmed. I have lengthened out these indica¬ 
tions for colic remedies in connection with Colocynth 
because there is great temptation, especially with young 
physicians, to give “paregoric,” soothing syrups, etc., be¬ 
cause it is not always easy to find the homoeopathic rem¬ 
edy. I never have to do it, and I cure my cases. Of 
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course there arc many other remedies for the same 
trouble, and all have their particular (juiding symptoms. 

Colocynth not only cures neuralgic affections originat¬ 
ing in the abdominal region, but lias been very efficacious 
in facial and sciatic neuralgia. The pains in these locali¬ 
ties, like those in the abdomen, are of a decidedly crampy 
nature. Here also Magnesia plios. often disputes place 
with Colocynth, in the fact of its akso having character¬ 
istically the same kind of pains. The relief from heat, 
although found under both remedies, is most marked un¬ 
der Magnesia phos. In sciatica, the pain of Colocynth 
extends from the hip down the posterior portion of the 
thigh into the popliteal fossa (> lying on painful side, 
Bryonia). Phytolacca, the pains run down the outer 
side of the thigh. These two remcdie.s, with Gnapha- 
liiiin, are the leading remedies for the treatment of this 
most distressing malady. But of course other remedies 
often have to be given, and the indications are sometimes 
found outside of the local trouble, as they are in many 
other diseases. One of the worst cases of sciatica I ever 
saw was cured with Arsenicum album, on the indications, 
worse at midnight, especially from i to 3 o’clock; burn¬ 
ing pains; and the only temporary relief during the 
paroxysms, was from bags of hot, dry salt applied to the 
painful part. 

This lady was a sister of Charles Saunders, of New 
York, of school reader fame, who was himself a cripple 
from allopathically treated .sciatica. She, after suffering 
indescribable agony for six weeks, was cured rapidly and 
permanently with a dose of Jenichen’s 8 m. of Arsenicum 
album. So we see again that no remedy and no particu- 
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lar set of remedies can be entirely relied upon, but the 
indicated one can. These are the chief uses of Colo- 
cynth. 

PETROLEUM. 

I'xzenias, on scalp, behind ears, scrotum, anus, hands, 
feet, legs; hands chap and bleed; all < in winter; get bet¬ 
ter in summer. 

Diarrhcea preceded by colic, only in the day-time. 

Headache, or heaviness like lead in the occiput; some¬ 
times with nausea on vomiting; < by motion, as in rid¬ 
ing in boat or carriage. 

^ :4c 

One of our best anti-psoric remedies. The eruptions 
that it causes and cures are very similar in api)earance to 
those of Graphites. They appear on different parts of 
the body, as scalp behind ears, on scrotum, female geni¬ 
tals, hands, feet and legs, etc. 

There is one very marked characteristic .syinploni that 
guides to this remedy out of a large list having similar 
eruptions, and that is that the eruption is Avorse during 
the winter season {Aloe, Alumina, Psorinum) . There 
is no other remedy that has this so prominently. The 
hands chap, crack and bleed, and are all covered with 
eczema during the winter and get well in summer. I 
have cured a case of eczema of the lower legs of twenty 
years’ standing, always worse in winter, with one pre-- 
scription of the 200th. I have curctl chapped hands the 
same way. I once had a very obstinate case of chronic 
diarrhcea, but as soon as the fact that he had eczema of 
the hands in winter came to light I cured him quickly of 
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the whole tremble with PeU oleum 200th. Chilblains 
(Ayorieii.s'), which are moist, and itch and burn much in 
cold weather, are also cured by it. Pcirolcum also has a 
symptom similar to llcpar stilphnris, viz., the slightest 
scratch or ahra^ioi! of the skin .sup[mrate.s. You remem¬ 
ber that llcpar sulphw is is also worse in cold weather 
or cold air. Petroleum has heaelache in the occiput, 
■lehieh is as lieary as lead, also vertigo in the occiput. 

Again, Pcirolcum is one of our best remedies for sea¬ 
sickness. In this it resembles Coeeulus. Another curi¬ 
ous symptom is cracking of the joints. This is like 
Caiisfieum. Jloth of these remedies are valuable in 
chronic rheumatism, csjiecially where this .symitom is 
pre.scnt. Petroleum has, with Clielidouium and Anaear- 
dium, a .symptom, pain in stomach, relieved by eating. 
Again it is valuable in diarrlnea and dysentery, which is 
W'Orse during the day. l^ctrolcum deserves to be classed 
with the leading aiiti-psorics, such as Sulphur, Graphites, 
Causlicum and Lycopodium. 

HYDRASTIS CANADENSIS. 

Pain and very zeeak, faint, gone feeling in stomach, 
wdiich is sometimes actually sunken. 

Affections of the mucous membranes, where there is a 
viscid stringy disclun ge; stomach, bronchi, uterus, etc. 

Chronic constipation, that is remarkable for its ab¬ 
sence of any other symptoms.

This is a more celebrated remedy with the eclectics than 
with us. They especially value it for what they call its 
tonic properties and its specific action in the way of heal- 
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ing ulcerations in mucous membranes. We have also 
found it useful in sucli cases, but we have more decided 
indications for its use. For instance, in stomach troubles, 
where they attribute its curative powers to its tonic prop¬ 
erties, we find it especially valuable only when we have 
this symptom present: “Dull aching pain in stomach 
which causes a very ‘■u’ciik, faint, gone feeling in the epi¬ 
gastrium.” d'he stomach is sometimes actually sunken 
(objectively). 'J'here arc two other remedies that have 
this symptom to a degree almost ecpial, viz., Sepia and 
Jgnatia, but Sepia is generally in connection with uterine 
affections while Ignalia is jnirely nervous. Hydrastis is 
a good remedy for chronic constipation. F. M. Hale 
taught that it inusl lie used in tincture or very low dilu¬ 
tion. I have found it mo.st efficacious in the 200th (B. 
& T.). 1 once cured a case that was of years' standing, 

had w'orn cathartics out, and all the way she could live 
(her words) was to swallow a spoonful of whole flaxseed 
with every meal. I have used it in infantile constipation 
succe.ss fully, and it is most useful when all other symp¬ 
toms aside from the con.sti[jation are conspicuous for their 
absence. Again, Hydrastis is indicated in affections of 
mucous membranes where there is a I’iseid stringy dis¬ 
charge. "/"his is like Kali hichroniicnni, but the other 
.symi>toms of the.se two remedies are not much alike. 
Chronic bronchitis of old debilitated people is sometimes 
greatly relieved by it; also Icucorrhiea, with the .stringy 
discharge as above described. 

CAMPHOR. 

(Ireat coldness of the external surface, with sudden 
and complete prostration of the vital force; collapse. 
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The patient objects to being covered, notwithstanding 
the objective coldness; throws off all the covering. 

Pains disappear when thinking of them; exceedingly 
sensitive to cold air.

The great characleristic around which the wliole action 
of Camphor seems to revolve is: "Great coldness of the 
external surface^ 7citli sudden and complete prostration of 
the vital forces." It is no wonder 1 lalincmanii Iieadcd 
his trio {Camphor, Cuprum and Hellebore) of cholera 
remedies vvitli Camphor. If we were to sum up the same 
condition in one word it \Yould be collap.^e. No remedy 
comes nearer to Camphor tliaii the last of the trio, viz., 
J^eratrum album, bnt Camphor has the collapse with pain¬ 
less stool or even no stool at all, while Veratrum has the 


eolla]>se seemingly as a consequence of the very profuse 
evacuations of stomach and bowels, llotli have great ex¬ 
ternal coldness, but Fcratruin has a very marked appear¬ 
ance of cold s-iceat upon the liipjKicratic face, especially 
forehead. Cuprum leads the trio, when the cramp in 
stomach and extremities is the most prominent .symptom. 


The,sc remedies are indicated wlien the.se characteristic 


symptoms appear, not only in cholera, but in any disease. 
Tlterc is one peculiarity in the coldness of Camphor, viz., 
the patient u'ill not be covered, or objects to it, no matter 
how objectively cold he is. Secale coldness or collapse is 
exactly like this, and even in gangrena .senilis it proves 
a great remedy on the same indications. The signal 
success of Dr. Rubini, of Naples, in treating five hundred 
and ninety-two cases of cholera wnth Camphor verified 
the prediction of Hahnemann Iteyond question. 
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Collapse with cold siirface and aversion to heat may 
come on in retrocedent exanthema, or in the later stage of 
so-called cholera infantum, in pneumonia, or capillary 
bronchitis, from exposure to intense cold or traumatic 
shock. Indeed it docs not matter from what cause except 
death. Camphor is the hrst remedy to be thought of, and 
according to susceptibility or strength of the patient the 
dose must be varied from tincture to highest potency. 


THUJA OCCIDENTALIS. 


1 lalinemann's chief anti-sycutic. 

Pndi ferations or pathological vegetations; condylo- 
mata, polypi, warts, sycotic excrescences, etc. 

Pad efi'ccts following vaccination; never well since. 

JCspecially suited to the treatment of ailments following 
suppressed gonurrhcea. 

Urethritis in sycutit patients, which Cannabis sat, does 
not relieve; stream split, aitting after urination; discharge 
thick. 

Sweat only on uncovered parts. 

Modalities: < cold, damp air (hydrogenoid); after 
vaccination, excessive tea drink’ng, extensions of limlis; 
> drawing up limbs.

Hahnemann recognized three miasms (as he called 
them) which complicated the treatment of all diseases. 
They were sypliilis, psora and sycosis. 

Sulphur was his chief anli-psoric, Merewy his anti¬ 
syphilitic and Thuja his anti-sycotic. 

Whatever may lx; said against his theories along this 
line, certain it is that these three remedies do correct cer- 
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tain states of the system which seem to obstruct the cura¬ 
tive action of oilier seemingly well-indicated remedies. 

Thuja, for instance, cures or so changes the existing 
conditions that other remedies cure which could not do so 
before Thuja was given. Many diseases of various 
forms come under this rule. Whenever \varts, condylo- 
niata, lig-warts, etc., which come in consequence of gon¬ 
orrhoeal affections, especially suppressed gonorrhoea, are 
found in any case we think of Thuja. For instance, a 
case of enuresis had resisted many seemingly indicated 
remedies, until the hands were discovered to be covered 
with warts, when a few drops of Thuja cured. Of 
course, the curative power of Thuja is not confined to 
sveosis, but can, like other remedies, cure when .symptoms 
indicate it where no sycotic element in the case is apparent. 
Nevertheless, its chief power is manifested in those cases 
in which this miasm is unmistakably present. It is aston¬ 
ishing Avhat widely different and varied forms of disease 
will be so modified by this miasm as to call for anti- 
sycotic treatment. 

As Sulphur is not the only anti-p.soric, or Mercury the 
only anti-syphilitic, so Thuja is not the only anti-sycotic; 
for Nitric acid, Sfaphisagria, Sabina, Cinnabaris and 
other remedies are .sometimes called for, either before or 
after Thuja, or even when Thuja is not at all the remedy. 
But on the whole. Thuja, perhaps, as Hahnemann taught, 
stands at the head of the list. Thuja, Agaricus and Lyco¬ 
podium have been called over-proven remedies; but when 
we realize the wide range of diseases which are compli¬ 
cated by the sycotic element in them we are not so sure of 
the over-proving of the Thuja, for it could not so benefit 
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such a wide range of complaints if it could not produce a 
wide range of symptoms in its pathogenesis. This is also 
true of Sulphur and Mercury. Thuja has some very 
peculiar symptoms of the mind which have been verified. 

'‘Fixed ideas, as if a strange person were at his side; as 
if the soul and body were separated; that the body and 
particularly the limbs ivere made of glass, and will readily 
break; as if a living animal were in the abdomen; tells 
about being under the influence of a superior power.” 
Insane women will not be touched or approached. Aside 
from these curious mind symptoms we have: ”Headaches 
of sycotic origin, with various symptoms; white dan¬ 
druff, hair fcilling out or grows, slowly and splits; eyelids 
hear styes, chalaace, tarsal tumors, or condylomata; ears 
inflame, discharge pus, or grow polypi. Nose discharges 
thick, green mucus like] Pulsatilla, or scabs arc formed in 
it; 7varts on the outside of the nose or eruptions on its 
zoings; face has a greasy or shiny look; teeth begin to 
decay at the roots as soon as they come, the crozuns re¬ 
maining sound. Ranula under the tongue, or varicosities 
in the mouth or throat; a great deed of croaking, rum¬ 
bling and grumbling in the abdomen, as if of an animal 
crying; abdomen puffed and big, piottmding here and 
there as if from the arm of a foetus, or of something alive; 
constipation of hard black balls; chronic; stools large; 
and stool recedes after being partially expelled (Sanic., 
Silk.); or diarrhoea forcibly expelled, copious gurgling 
like zvater from a bung hole of a barrel; diarrhoea, espe¬ 
cially from the effects of vaccination; anus fissured or sur¬ 
rounded zvith condylomata (set Antim. ciud.. Graphites 
and Silicea); misshapen or soft; zvarts, condylomata. 
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bleeding fungous grozvths; neevi; epithelioma, and many 
other affections in sycotic subjects. Finally don’t forget 
to look for the three miasms in all obstinate cases, whether 
acute or chronic. 

STAPHISAGRIA. 

Cross, ugly, scrawny, ix>t-bellied children; .subject to 
colic; < after food or drink. Extreme hunger even when 
stomach is full of food. 

• Stye.s, nodosities, chalazae, on eyelids, one after an¬ 
other, sometimes ulcerating. 

Burning in the urethra when not urinating; very sensi¬ 
tive to slightest mental impressions; least action or harm¬ 
less word offends. 

Bad effects from sexual abuse; mind dwelling continu¬ 
ally on sexual subjects. 

Teeth decay early in children; cannot be kept clean. 

Sensation as if stomach and abdomen were hanging 
down, relaxed; craving for tobacco.

“Great indignation about things done by others or him¬ 
self, grieving about the consequences, continual concern 
about the future.” 

“Throws things away indignantly,* or pushes them 
away on the table.” 

“Children are ill humored and cry for things which 
after getting they petulantly throw away; worse in the 
morning.” 

“Very sensitive to the least impression, the least word 
that seems wrong hurts her very much.” 

“Hypochondriasis, apathy; weak memory; caused by 
unmerited insults, sexual excess, or by persistently dwell¬ 
ing on sexual subjects.” 
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“Ailments from indignation and vexation or reserved 
displeasure; sleeplessness.” 

I quote all these symptoms in order to impress the 
reader with the value of Staphisatjna as a mind remedy. 
ChamumUhi is often used when Slaphisagria would be 
better, especially for children, and Nnx vomica is some¬ 
times used for adults the same way. 

Phosphoric acid is sometimes used for the results of 
onatiism when Siaphisagria would do better. You will 
also notice that this remedy may be indicated for the 
effects of anger in.stead of Chamomilla or Colocyntli. 
Here are Chamomilla, Nux vomica, Cina, Colocyntli and 
Staphisagria standing very close to each other for cross, 
ugly, irritable subjects, and there are few cases that one 
or the other will not fit. Then we have Phosphoric acid, 
Natrum muriaticum, Anarcadinm, Auriim and Staphis- 
agiia for the apathetic or hypochondriacal. 

Staphisagria has a sensation as if the stomach ivcrc 
hanging doivn relaxed. Ipecac and Tabacnm have the 
.mmc sensation. Sometimes it is described as a sinking 
sensation. It also has the same sensation in the abdo¬ 
men; feels as though it would drop, wants to support it 
with the hands. Colic, which might be styled “habitual 
colic,” in scrawny, ugly, pot-bellied children, and espe¬ 
cially if they suffer much with their teeth, which turn 
black, with tender, spongy gums, which are sensitive and 
painful. 

Now when we add dysentery to the foregoing, we see 
that Staphisagria acts along the whole intestinal tract. 
Staphhagria is one of the remedies which has a marked 
characteristic aggravation after the least food or drink. 
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This remedy has a very peculiar syniploni, which ap¬ 
peared in the provings, and which I have verified, viz., 
“burning in the urethra when not urinating.” While uri¬ 
nating the burning ceased. W'e have plenty of remedies 
for burning before, during anti alter urination, but 
Sfapliisagria is the only one having this burning all the 
time between the acts of urinating. In addition to being 
one of the best remedies for onanism, it is one of the best 
for affections of the prostate gland in okl men, with fre- 

^ .V ^__ 

quent urination and TlnTilfTnig of urine afterwards. A 
very common and trouble.some symptom found in connec¬ 
tion with troubles of the genital (organs, both male and 
female, is backache, which is \'cry peculiar, in that it is 
always worse at night in bed and in the morning before 
rising. It is a \cry efficacious remedy here. Slaphis- 
agria is a good skin remedy. It cures both dry and moist 
eruptions. The eczema of Staphisagria oozes an acrid 
moisture fnmi under the scabs, and new vesicles form 
from the contact of the e.\udation. 'I'hey generally itch 
very severely, and one peculiarity is, that when the itching 
is relieved by scratching in one place it immediately ap¬ 
pears in another, d'he eczema is often on the head, on 
the sides around the cars, but the most marked action is 
in the eyelids. Ilcring’s card expresses it thus; “Styes, 
nodosities, ehalaza' on eyelids, one after another, some¬ 
times ulcerating.’' There is only one remedy that can 
compare with this one in chronic blepharitis, and that is 
Graphites (see akso Jiorax). It*has some remarkable 
cures of cross, puny, sickly children, having the teeth and 
eyelid symptoms. Not only were the local troubles rem¬ 
edied, but the patient 7i'as cured every way. 
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I think of but two other uses of Staphisagria, which I 
wish to mention. First, its use in the cure of condylo- 
mata, figwarts, or cauliflower-like excrescences. In one 
case, with the 200th of this remedy, I removed an excres¬ 
cence on the perineum of a lady in which the growth was 
an inch long and the appearance was exactly in appear¬ 
ance like cauliflower. It rapidly disappeared unc^er the 
action of this remedy and never returned. Second, its 
use for incised ‘n>uiinds. It is the best remedy here, 
where there is a clean cut as after surgical operations. It 
is to such wounds what Calendula is to lacerations, Ar¬ 
nica, Ilaniamclis, Ledum and Siilph. acid for bruises, 
Rhus tox., Calcarea ostrearum, and Nux vomica for 
strains. Calcarea phosphorica and Symphytum for 
fractures. 


COLCHICUM AUTUMNALE. 

The smell of footl cooking nauseates to faintness. 

Fall dysenteries when the days are warm and nights 
cokl; stools shreddy and bloody, like scrapings. 

Swelling of joints moving from one place to another; 
they are often dropsical and pit on pressure; < in ex¬ 
tremes of wet and cold, or warm and dry (Kent).

This remedy has one of the most positive and reliable 
characteristic symptoms in the whole Materia Medica, and 
one which cannot be accounted for from any pathological 
standpoint that I know of. I mention this here because 
there is a seeming desire on the part of some to base all 
their prescriptions on pathological indications. I have 
no objections to their doing so if they can and succeed in 
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curing their patients. But I claim full recognition for 
the value of those subjective, sensational symptoms and 
the modalities which cannot be accounted for. Indeed, I 
feel quite sure that the well-verified subjective symptoms 
are oftener to be relied upon in curing our patients than 
all the pathological conditions we know. Now for the 
symptom. “The smell of food cooking nauseates to faint¬ 
ness.” To illustrate the value of this symptom I will give 
a case of my own practice; it was al.so my first experi¬ 
ence with a potency as high as the 200th. Patient was a 
lady, seventy-five years of age, who was suddenly seized 
with sickness at the stomach and vomiting of blood in 
large quantities; then bloody stools followed, which were 
at first profuse, then became small and of bloody mucus. 
There was great tenesmus and pain in the bowels. Acon¬ 
ite, Merenrius, Nux vomica, IpecacnanJm, Hamamelis 
and Sidphur, all tried as well as I knew how to select 
them at that time, but no relief came, and at the end of 
twelve days my patient was rapidly going down and it 

looked to me as though she must die. She had become so 

« 

weak that she could not lift her head from the pillow. By 
actual count the number of stools passed on cloths in the 
bed was sixty-five, in twenty-four hours, the pains, num¬ 
ber of passages and all symptoms were aggravated from 
sundown to sunrise (this is another characteristic of 
Colchicum). 

Now during all this sickness this patient had been 
so nauseated and faint at the smell of cooking food that 
they had been obliged to keep the doors closed between 
her bedroom and the kitchen, which was two large rooms 
away. I was not so well acquainted with Materia Medica 
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then as now, and while 1 did not overlook the symptom 
did not know of any remedy that had it. But I had my 
Lippe text-book of Materia Medica in my carriage and 
I went out and got it and sat down by the bedside; deter¬ 
mined to find that peculiar and persistent symptom and 
“fight it out on that line if it took all summer.” I began 
at Aconite, and looked at the stomach symptoms of every 
remedy, until, the first time I remembered ever having 
noticed it, there it stexjd in plain English under Colchiciim. 
Then I looked in my medicine case for the remedy. None 
there, and I was four miles from home. I had a box 
of I^unhani’s 200ths under my carriage seat that had been 
there for over a year, but which I had never used for want 
of confidence in high latencies. It was the best I could 
do for the present, so I dissolved a few pellets in a half¬ 
glass of cold water, and directed to give one teaspoonful 
after every passage of the bowels. On my way home I 
stopped my horse two or three times to turn around and 
go back and give that poor suffering woman some medi¬ 
cine. I felt guilty, but I said to myself this is Lippe’s 
Materia Medica, and these are Carrol Dunham’s potencies, 
and here is a clean cut indication for its administration, 
and the other symptoms do not counter-indicate. Well, 
I got home. But I started early the next morning to try 
and make amends for my rashness (if the patient was not 
dead) of yesterday. Imagine my surprise as I stepped 
into the sick-room when my patient slowly turned her 
head upon the pillow and said, with a smile, good morn¬ 
ing, doctor. I had been met with a groan several past 
mornings. I felt faint myself then. I dropped into a 
chair by the bedside and remarked, you are feeling better. 
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O, yes, doctor. How mucli of that la.st medicine did you 
take? Two doses. What! Two doses, I only had two 
more stools after you left. Don’t you have any more 
pain? Pain stopjxid like that (putting her hands to¬ 
gether) and I feel well except weakness. She took no 
more medicine, quickly recovered, and was perfectly well 
for five years after, and finally died at eighty years of age. 
I nev^er got over that surprise. Com inced against my 
will, but nut of the same opinion still. 

Now I fell to experimenting with the 200ths in down¬ 
right earnest. I have cured many cases since of autum¬ 
nal dysentery with this remedy on the same indication, 
and with the same potency. I have also cured a very 
severe case of typhlitis (now called appendicitis, for 
which they so often operate with more deaths than were 
ever known before the operation became popular) on the 
same symptom, which was markedly present in the case. 
Bright’s disease, a bad case, was also cured by it. Rheu¬ 
matism, gout and dropsies have been cured, this symptom 
being present, and so 1 have been at length in giving my 
experience with this remedy in order to prove three 
things: 

ist. That we should not be influenced by prejudice. 

2d. That subjective symptoms are most valuable. 

3d. That the 200ths do act and cure. 

Of course, there are other valuable symptoms besides 
the one upon which we have laid such particular stress. 
For instance, Colchicum hjis two symptoms that are oppo¬ 
site one to the other, viz.: Violent burning and icy cold¬ 
ness in the stomach. These opposites are often found in 
the abdomen. Again, it is sometimes indicated in au- 
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tumnal dysentery, the white or bloody mucous discharges 
having a shreddy appearance, looking as if the mucous 
membrane had been scraped off the intestines, with great 
tenesmus. Cantharis has these stools, looking like scrap¬ 
ings, as prominently as Colchicmn, but with Cantharis the 
pain and tenesmus implicate the urinary organs at the 
same time. Culocynth also has such stools, but the 
doubling-up, colicky jxiins distinguish it from both the 
others. Colchicmn has great meteoristic distension of 
the abdomen. It is in the 200th potency a good remedy 
for the bloating of cows that have eaten too much green 
clover. In dyspepsia, when there is complaint of burning 
or sensation of coldness in the stomach, and much gas in 
stomach or abdomen, or both, Colchicum is excellent, 
taking sometimes preference over Carbo vegetabilis, 
China or Lycopodium. 

Colchicum is always set down in the text-books for 
rheumatism, articular, migrating and gouty, and I have 
often tried it, but never witli anything like the success of 
our other rheumatic remedies. 1 have been greatly disap¬ 
pointed in it here. Perhaps I did not use it low enough. 
It is also said to be a good remedy for weakness or sudden 
prostration, but here I have no personal experience with 
it. However, if in any of these troubles, or others, I 
should find its prime characteristic present I should cer¬ 
tainly give it and confidently expect good results. 

CROCUS SATIVUS. 

Spasmodic contractions and twitchings of single sets 
of muscles. 

Haemorrhages from different parts; blood black, viscid. 
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clotted, forming into long black strings, from the bleed¬ 
ing orifice. 

Changeable disposition; laughs, sings, jumps, wants to 
kiss everybody, or again cries, gets mad, abuses every¬ 
body, etc. 

Sensation as of something hopping or moving about in 
stomach, abdomen, uterus or chest. 

^ ^ 

This remedy has three different spheres of usefulness 
in honiccopathic therapeutics. 

1 st. In lucniorrhages from different parts. The blood 
is black, viscid, clotted, ami forming itself into long black 
shings from the bleeding orifice. It makes no difference 
whether from the nose, uterus, lungs or stomach, if the 
blood is of this nature Crocus must be given. (Mercur. 
S(d., the blood hangs from the nose like an icicle.) 

2d. In liysterical conditions in which there is great 
changeabicness of the mental symptoms. 

The patient is alternately cheerful or depressed. In 
the former state she will sing, dance, jump, laugh and 
whistle, love and want to kiss everybody. In the latter 
she will cry, get into a rage, abuse her friends, and then 
repent it, etc. 

Crocus, for these alternate mental states, resembles 

Aconite. Ignaiia and Nux moscliata, but with Crocus 

% 

there is another peculiar and jMirsistent symptom, viz., 
sensation as of something moving, or hopping about in 
the stomach, abdomen, uterus or chest. Often this sensa¬ 
tion of movement is so positive that the patient mistakes 
it for the movement of a foetus, and is sure she is in a 
family way. If the mind symptoms above described are 
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present, dont’t be too ready to promise a baby, but give a 
dose of Crocus and await developments. 

3d. Croats is one of our remedies for chronic affec¬ 
tions. There are twitcJiings of single sets of muscles 
(Ignatia and Xinc.), tzvitchings of eyelids especially. 
These twitchiiigs are very common in hysterical subjects, 
and there are many remedies for them, so that one could 
not of course prescribe on that alone. There are, how¬ 
ever, remedies which arc suited to hysteria and also other 
nervous diseases, in which twitchings are very prominent 
and Crocus is one of them. 

BORAX VENETA. 

Dread of downward motion; child jumps and cringes 
or cries when laying it down; also very sensitive to noises. 

Aphthous sore mouth; greenish stools day and night; 
mouth very hot. 

Pain in right pectoral region; cough with expectoration 
of an offcn.mK\ herhy taste. 

^ ^ 

This remedy, although an old one, is not universally 
appreciated. Its action upon the nervous system is very 
marked. In the first place it manifests itself in what is 
called nervousness in regard to noises, to which the pa¬ 
tient is very sensitive. Almost any noise, as a cough, a 
sneeze, rustling of a newspaper, a cry, distant shot, etc. 
Belladonna is sometimes given for this starting at noises, 
when Bora.v would do better. Then there is another verv 
peculiar nervous symptom, viz., fear of falling, from 
dozvmvard motion (Gelsem., Sanicula). The child cries 
out and clings to the nurse when she attempts to lay it 
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clown in the cradle. Carrying it down stairs has the same 
effect. It will scream and cling to the nurse as long as 
the downward motion continues. Adults get the saiuv' 
.symptom, \^^ill not sit in a rocking chair, or ride on 
horseback, or on the waves, or swing, or go coasting, 
because of this dread of downwaial motion. There is 
only one other remedy having this symptom that I know 
of, and that is Gclsciniuin, and so far I think that this has 
only appeared in intermittent fever. 

A child may be sleeping cpiietly and awake suddenly 
screaming and holding on to the sides of the cradle, with¬ 
out an apparent cause for so doing, or it may start from 
sleep clinging to the nurse as if frightened. In such cases 
we might think of Apis mcllifica, Belladonna, dm, 
Siramoniiun, etc., but don’t prescribe on the one symp¬ 
tom. Look at the child’s mouth and if you should find 
an aphthous sore mouth it would settle it pretty surely for 
Borax. Then, again. Borax has a very strong action as 
a general remedy, even domestic, from “way back,” and 
lias l)ccn prescribed without rhyme or reason until the 
homcKopaths took it and found its exact place. Now the 
choice has to be made bctweeii it and Mc} ciiriiis, Hydras¬ 
tis, Sulphur and Sulphuric acid, etc. 

It is not necessary to draw the line between the differ¬ 
ent remedies here, but I will .say that the sore mouth itself 
is only one symptom in every case. The rest are found 
outside the local affection and often have more to do with 
the final choice of the remedy. The nervous symptoms 
already metitioned are “pointers” for Borax. Not only 
upon the mucous membranes of the mouth is this action 
of Bornee notable, but upon every other one. The eye- 
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lashes become gummy and stick together, or turn inward. 
The ears discharge. I cured a case of otorrhoea of four¬ 
teen years’ standing with this remedy. 

Dry crusts form in the nose and re-form if removed. 
Greenish stools day and night, with aphthcc. The infant 
cries when urinating or before, showing an inflamed con¬ 
dition of the uretlira. If the crying spells before urinat¬ 
ing should be followed with a deposit of sand in the diaper 
or vessel, Lycopodium or Sarsaparilla would be thought 
of. 

The mucous membranes of the respiratory organs are 
also affected. There is cough, and e.xpcctoration of an 
offensive lierby taste. Then wc hav^e decided pleuritis in 
the chest, in the right pectoral region. 

Borax has also white, albuminpns, staichy Icncorrhoca, 
quite profuse, and wuth a sensation of w^arin w'ater run¬ 
ning down. These altogether .show the action of Borax 
upon the mucous membranes. l.,ikc Chamomitla, Hepar 
siilphnris and Sitieea, Borax has ulcerations of the skin 
from slight injuries, which suppurate. 

EUPATORIUM PERFOLIATUM. 

Painful soreness of eyeballs; coryza; aching in cver> 
bone; prostration in epidemic of influenza (La Clrippe). 

Deep bard a- hings as if in the bones, wdth sore, bruised 
feeling all over, back, arms, wrists, legs. 

Vomiting of bile betwxen chill and heat. Chill 7 to 9

When writing upon Arnica, I there compared several 
remedies which have a sensation as if bruised. This 
remedy might also have been mentioned there, as it has 
"Bruised feeling as if broken, all oz’cr .the body." 
{Arnica, Beilis, Pyrogen.) The bruised feeling of Eu- 
patorhim is accompanied with a deep hard aching, as if in 
the bones. 

Let us quote some of the symptoms illustrating: "In¬ 
tense aching in the limbs and back as if the bones were 
broken." "Aching in the bones of the extremities, ztnth 
sotencss of the flesh; soreness of the bones.” "Soreness 
and aching of the arms and forearms; painful soreness in 
both zvrists as if broken or dislocated." "Soreness and 
aching of lower limbs; stiffness and general soreness 
ivhen 1 ising to zvalk." "Calves of the legs feel as if they 
had been beaten." "Aching pains as if in the bones, zvith 
moaning.” These symptoms are all characteristic and 
may be found in influenza, bilious or intermittent fever, 
bronchitis, especially of the aged, and many other dis¬ 
eases. This is what gave the popular name “bone-set” to 
Eupatorinm, because on account of the severe aching, as 
if the bones were broken, that occurred in an epidemic of 
intermittent fever this was the remedy that cured, or “set 
the bones.” The epidemic was called break-bone fever. 
Of course this curative property of the drug was then dis¬ 
covered by accident, but abundant proving and verification 
have demonstrated the homocopathicity of such cures. So 
with Apis in dropsies. If this remedy has no curative 
properties other than it has for intennittent it would still 
remain a priceless boon to Homoeopathy. It cures a kind 
of intermittent for which the great anti-periodic (Qui- 
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nine) of the old school can do little or nothing. Three 
characteristics stand out prominently, to indicate the cases 
in which it is appropriate: 

ist. As to time of chill—7 to 9 a. m. 

2d. The intense aching in the bones before the chill. 

3d. Vomiting of bile between chill and heat. 

There are, of course, other symptoms which may ap¬ 
pear in a Eupatorium case, but these three are a sure 
guide, and many authentic cures corroborate the genuine¬ 
ness. This remedy is also very useful in diseases of the 
re.spiratory organs. In the so-called la grippe of recent 
years it has proven in my hands very valuable; the “ach¬ 
ing all over as if in the bones” being the leading symptom. 

It also has hoarseness in the morning, like Causticum, 
but wdiile Causticum has more burning and rawness En- 
patoriiim has more soi encss in the chest; Ranunculus bulb. 
has pain in the chest when walking, turning, from touch, 
or weather changing; when coughing has to support the 
chest with the hands, it hurts so (Bryonia, Drosera, 
Krcosot., Natrum sul.. Sepia). Both remedies have ach¬ 
ing in the bones c.specially in influenza or la grippe, but 
Eupatorium the most. If cither of these remedies fails 
to cure the hoarseness Sulphur will often complement 
them. Altogether, Eupatorium is to be remembered in 
many diseases having these characteristic symptoms. 
Eupatorium is especially adapted to worn out constitu¬ 
tions of old people or inebriates. Bryonia is a near ana¬ 
logue, having fiee S7veat, but pains keep patient quiet, 
while Eupatorium has scanty sweat, but pains make the 
patient restless. 
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EUPATORIUM PURPUREUM. 

From the provings made by Dr. Dresser and his wife 
this remedy ought to be a good one for urinary diseases. 
And Dr. Hughes says; “The drug has become my favor¬ 
ite remedy for vesical irritability in women.” I have not 
yet tried it in such cases: but f have done some good work 
with it in intermiltents, when the chill hccjan in the small 
of the back and spread from there up and dowmvard, 
which is as near a keynote as any I know for its use. 
Like the llnpatorimn perfoliatum there are hone pains 
present. A lady wlio had lived near a marsh or swamp 
for seven years never bad any appearance of malarial 
symptoms while living there, but after she came away 
they developed and were unyielding to the usual Quinine 
treatment. In fact, it utterly failed to do more than sup¬ 
press for a short time wben it would return and in an 
intensified form. On the al)ovc indications she was 
quickly and permanently cured by Eupatotium purpur- 
eitm 200th. 

Capsicum seems to resemble' this remedy, both in the 
chills beginning in tbc back and the vesical irritability, 
but the Capsicum chill begins exactly between the shoul¬ 
ders,, while Eupatorinm begins in the dorsal or lumbar 
region. 

Capsicum has violent chill, with general coldness of the 
body. Eupatorinm pnrp., violent shaking with little cold¬ 
ness of the btxly. Eupatorium purp., Eupatorinm perf. 
and Capsicum all have bone pains before the chill, but 
Eupatorium perf. the strongest. 
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CAPSICUM. 

Burning pains, especially in muc(nis membranes, or 
smariiny, as from red pepper, on the parts. 

Cough with pains in distant parts as head, bladder, 
Iniees, legs, etc. 

Chill or shuddering after every drink; begins between 
the shoulders and spreads all over.

Cafsienm is also a good remedy for dysentery or the 
later stage of gonorrhrea, or in throat complaints, when 
there is great hnrning in the mucous membrane of the 
affected part. In short, it is a remedy to be remembered 
in all affections, accompanied with burning of mucous 
membranes in any locality. The characteristic burning 
is not like that of Arsenicum, but feels as if red pepper 
had been applied to the parts; nor is it relieved by heat 
applied, as is that of Arsenic. Capsicum has pain in head 
when coughing as if it would burst. I cured a very bad 
case of years’ standing; the patient would cry out and 
gra.sp head with lK)th hands at every cough. It finally 
became so bad that he had to lie in bed, because the hurt 
was so much < when sitting. Capsicum cured very 
(juickly. Other remedies having similar < are Bryonia, 
Natrum mur., Squilla, Sulphur. 

Capsicum also has pain in distant parts on coughing, 
such as bladder, knees, legs, etc. 

Chilliness or shuddering after every drink. 

Chill begins between shoulders and spreads. 

Lack of reaction especially fat people. 
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SPONGIA TOSTA. 

Croupy cough; sounds like a sau’ driven through a 
board; < on awakening out of sleep. 

Awakens out of sleep with a sense of suffocation, with 
violent loud cough, great alarm, agitation, anxiety and 
difficult respiration. 

Cough < talking, reading, singing, .swallowing, lying 
with head low. 

:jc * Hs ^ * 

This is not a remedy of very wide range, so far as yet 
known, hut is of .such marked utility within its range that 
we could not afford to lose it. Its action upon the respi¬ 
ratory organs is first to be considered. It first attacks the 
larynx, extends from there to the trachea, bronchial tubes 
and into the air cells of the lungs themselves. Next to 
.^Iconilc it is the remedy oftenest indicated in croup. The 
cough is dry and sibilant, or sounds like a saiv driven 
through a pine board, each cough corresponding to a 
thrust of the .saw. Croup often cmnes on after exposure 
to dry, cold winds. It generally comes on in the evening, 
with high fever, excitement and fearfulness. For this 
cause and these symptoms Aconite is the first remedy, and 
in the 30th or 200th cures a great majority of cases with¬ 
out the aid of any other remedy. But if after a few 
doses, or a reasonable time, it does not alleviate, and the 
case continues to grow worse, and the paroxysms of 
cough and .suffocation come on oftener, and especially on 
awakening out of sleep, Spongia is generally the next 
remedy. 

I live in a croupy climate and di.strict, and after experi¬ 
menting for thirty years, first with the low, then with the 
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higher preparations, affirm that the 200th potency of this 
remedy does better work in croup than the lower prepara- 
tioiiis. I often give either of these remedies {Aconite or 
Sl>on(jia), according to indications, as often as once in 
fifteen minutes in watery solutions until amelioration, and 
then lengthen the intervals l:)etween doses according to 
amelioration. After the croup becomes loose, but still 
retaining some of its croupy sound, Hepar snip hurts 
comes in, especially if inclined to get worse after mid¬ 
night or in the morning hours. If the case inclines to 
relapse, or gets a little more croupy every evening, Phos- 
phot us will often finish the cure. In the laryngitis or 
bronchitis of adults, Spongia is as useful as it is in the 
case of croup in children. There is a great hoarseness, 
some soreness and burning, and the cough is zvorse on 
talking, reading, singing or szvallozving. I often find it 
particularly useful after Belladonna has improved the 
sore throat which often precedes the laryngeal or bron¬ 
chial trouble, and which is generally brought on by colds 
so often contracted here in our northern climate. 

In chronic affections of the respiratory organs, which 
may finally lead to consumption, Spongia vies with Phos¬ 
phorus, Sanguinaria and Sulphur. There is soreness, 
burning, rawness and heaviness in the chest, while the 
cough is worse in the evening, from cold air, talking, 
singing or moving, and better from eating and drinking 
warm things. I will not attempt to give all the symptoms 
for its use in respiratory diseases, but proceed at once to 
its remarkable action upon the heat t. I have never done 
Ijetter work with any remedy in valvular disease than with 
Spongia. "Awakes out of sleep from a sense of suffoca- 
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tion, with violent, loud cough, great alarm, agitation, 
anxiety and diffictdt respiration” is a key-note, and is 
frequently met in valvular affections. No remedy, not 
even Lachrsis, can do better here. Not only are tlicse 
paroxysms relieved or stopped, but valvular murmurs of 
years’ standing have disappeared under the action of 
Spongia. Cannot lie zvith head lozv is characteristic, also 
sleep into the paroxysm (Lachesis). 

The dry, chronic, sympathetic cough of organic heart 
disease is oftener and more permanently relieved by this 
remedy than by Naja. Spongia is also a good remedy 
for goitre, with sense of suffocation after sleep. 

CHIMAPHILA UMBELLATA. 

I have had some valuable exix;rience with this remedy 
in cystitis. It has made some fine cures where there were 
great quantities of ropy mucus in the urine. There may 
be strangury or not in such cases. ^J'here is one symptom 
to which I wish to call attention, l)ecause it indicates that 
this remedy may become very useful in prostatic troubles, 
and is found under only one other remedy that I know of, 
viz., Canmbis Indica. These pro.static troubles are very 
serious ones, and anything that can contribute to their 
successful treatment is valuable. The symptom i.s— 
“Sensation of swelling in the perineum or near the anus, 
as if sitting on a ball.” We often have very large 
amounts of mucus in the urine in prostatic troubles, and 
if I found it coupled with this sensation would expect 
benefit from the remedy. I know of no other use for 
this remedy at present. While we are here upon a uri¬ 
nary remedy, we will call attention to another compara¬ 
tively new but good one. 
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EQUISETUM HYEMALE. 

This remedy is sometimes successful in cases which are 
not relieved by Cantharis. There is as much inclination 
to urinate as with Cantharis, and there is pain in the 
bladder, as if too full of urine, which must be voided in 
order to get relief from both pain and pressure, but uri¬ 
nating does not satisfy and be must soon go again. There 
is burning in the urethra when urinating, but there are 
larger quantities of urine discharged than with Cantharis. 
which has characteristically very small amounts, but often 
repeated, even but a few drops at a time. Equisetuni, 
like Chiniaphila, sometimes shows excess of mucus, and 
it is also very useful in enuresis. Both Clmmphila and 
Eqniscluin need further proving to draw out their charac¬ 
teristic. Rqiiisctiiui sometimes has severe pain at the 
close of urination. (See Berberis, Natrum jnur., Sarsa¬ 
parilla, Thuja.) 

LAPIS ALBUS. 

This is the name given by Von Grauvogl to a species of 
gneiss that he found in the spring of Gastein. Goitre 
and cretinism abound among the people who drink this 
water. Grauvogl ex))erimentcd with it, and found it to 
cause burning and shooting pains in the cardia and py¬ 
lorus, and also in the uterus and mammse. In practice he 
found it remarkably successful in scrofulous affections, 
but that it did harm in cases that had previously suffered 
from malaria. He treated five cases of uterine carci¬ 
noma, pronounced true and incurable by allopaths, and 
cured them all. I have a case now under my care, to 
which I was called a year ago. She has a very large uter¬ 
ine fibroid. Under various remedies she grew worse, 
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having hemorrhages, frequently repeated, so profuse that 
it seemed as if she would bleed to death. The tumor, 
which involved the whcjlc body of the womb, laid across 
the i^elvis, the upper part, in the left sacro-iliac fossa, and 
the os, of course, exactly opposite in the other side of the 
pelvic cavity so far up on the other side that it was im¬ 
possible with the speculum to get the least view of it. 
After the bleeding had gone on for months in this way 
the discharges became black and horribly offensive, and 
the os had a decidedly rough feel to the finger. Finally 
she began to complain of intense burning pains all through 
the diseased parts. Arsenicum album effecting notliing 
for her, I put her upon Lapis albus as an experiment, for 
I had no hope she could live more than two weeks at the 
longest. Under the action of this remedy she began to 
improve immediately, and from the half dead wreck that 
could riot turn in bed without help, a skeleton, white as a 
ghost, she has steadily improvetl until .she is now doing 
her own housework, the discharges having all ceased ex¬ 
cept her natural menses at her regular periods. The 
tumor grows smaller, and it seems as though she might 
get well. She takes a dose of Lapis albus 30th once a 
week. 

MEDORRHINUM. 

The gonorrhoeal virus, is undoubtedly a great remedy. 
Any one who has had much to do with gonorrhoea well 
knows the severe fomi of rheumatism, which is often the 
consequence of the introduction of this disease product 
into the system. I have seen some remarkable results from 
the use of this remedy in chronic forms of rheumatism. 
One case (a middle-aged lady) was not able to attend 
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church, a few rods from her residence, for a long time, 
the trouble being in her feet and ankles and soles of the 
feet. The ankles were so sore and stiff and soles so 
tender that she could not walk on them. Antimonkm 
aud., which had cured some bad cases with similar symp¬ 
toms for me, was without any beneficial effect, but Medor- 
rhinum c. m., one dose, so benefited her that she could 
walk where she pleased. In the Organon (journal), Vol. 
3, Dr. J. A. Biegler, of Rochester, N. Y., reports a re¬ 
markable cure of chronic rheumatism in a man 60 years 
of age. No history of previous gonorrhoea appears in 
the case, and I have never found any such history in the 
cases which I have been able to benefit with this remedy. 
In Vol. I, of the same journal, is a remarkable cure re¬ 
ported by Dr. Skinner, of Liverpool, England. It is a 
cure of caries of the spine of long standing by Syphilinnm 
(high). I had a very similar case, for which I had been 
prescribing for over a year without success, when I first 
read the report of this case. In my case, as in his, the 
patient had severe i)ains in the diseased part during the 
night. Every one acquainted with syphilitic troubles, 
especially of the bones, knows of these (terrible, some¬ 
times) nightly bone pains. Three doses of Swan’s 
Syphilinum c.m. cured this case in the remarkably short 
space of forty days. I could not find any reliable history 
of syphilis in this case. Then the question arises, is 
Swan’s nosode theory true, or are disease products ho- 
moeopathically curative only in those cases resembling 
them, not having a disease product history? Let others 
answer, I am not able to as yet. 

Since writing tlie above I have experimented more with

the so-called nosodes and have had seemingly very good 
results from this remedy as well as Syphilinum in intract¬ 
able cases of chronic rheumatism. The most character¬ 
istic difference between them, is that with Medorrhinum 
the pains are worse in the day-time, and with Syphilinum 
in the night. 

There are, no doubt, great curative powers residing in 
these two disease poisons and they should not be discarded 
simply because they are the products of disease. 

In regard to the other nosodes, I have, within two years 
past, seen some remarkable effects from them. 

TUBERCULINUM. 

Cosmopolitan; never satisfied to remain in one place 
long; wants to travel. 

Wandering pains in limbs and joints; stiff when be¬ 
ginning to move; < standing, > continued motion. 

Longs for open air, wants doors and windows open, 
or to ride in strong wind. 

Takes fresh cold on least exposure, can’t get rid of one 
before another comes. 

Emaciation, even while being well, and so hungry must 
get up nights to eat. 

Pain through left upi>cr lung to back. Tubercular de- 
l)Osit begins there. 

Persons with a history of tuberculosis in the family. 

Symptoms ever changing, begin suddenly, ceasing sud¬ 
denly,

One case of retarded menstruation in a young girl who 
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Iiad greatly enlarged tonsils and who began to grow tired 
and weak, pale and short breathed on any exercise. The 
menses appeared twice under the action of Pulsatilla, but 
at intervals of several months, and finally not at all. After 
the failure of several other remedies to give her any bene¬ 
fit, she took one dose of TubcrcuUnum i m. with prompt, 
easy and natural appearance of the menses and corre¬ 
sponding improvement in other respects, and is now at¬ 
tending school in apparent good health. I forgot to state 
that her sister, older, died of consumption a few years 
before. 

Again, while on a visit to my daughter in Athens, Pa., 
I called ui)on one of the homccopathic physicians of the 
place, whom I had nc\er met before. Tie had read 
“Leaders,” and after we had talked books a while he 
asked me if I would not like to see a curious case, and 
there was no money in it, but it had come into his hands 
from the allopaths who had given it up to die. Of course, 
there being no money in it, I readily consented to go. 
Found a child of seven months, with “head on him" 
larger than a man’s head, with eyes pushed out and 
turned upwards, only movalde a little from side to side. 
It looked idiotic. The ffjntanelles could not be felt, be¬ 
cause of the hydrocephalic condition which filled the 
whole scalp, distending it as above described. 

I could not see that that child recognized anything, ex¬ 
cept that its whining moaning (almost constant) seemed 
to increase if it was spoken to or moved. 

Inquiry into its family history discovered that several 
of the mother’s sisters had died with tuberculosis. She 
was the only one left of the family, I think. I gave, with 
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the doctor’s consent, a powder of 7 'ubi'rnilimim 1 m. and 
advised to let it act. This was on the Monday following 
Easter Sunday. 

May 24th, 1900, I received the following letter: 

“i)r. E. B. Nash, 

“Cortland. N. Y. 

“Dear Doctor: —You will doubtless rcnicmljcr the 
case of hydrocephalus )^ou saw with me while in Athens, 
and for which you prescribed Tubcrctiliiimn. Well, from 
that day, the head ceased to increase in size and (though 
it has taken no medicine at all, since taking that) has 
begun to gradually decrease. They measure it in the 
same place every Sunday, and last Sunday it was half an 
inch smaller than a week before. Will you kindly send 
me a graft at once of Tuberculinum high, that I may 
continue the remedy at intervals, etc., etc.” 

I received one letter since, reporting further improve¬ 
ment. I can hardly expect cure in such a case, but the 
effects of the remedy, so far, seem to be quite remarkable. 

A case of lung trouble brought to me over a year ago 
from Seneca Falls, N. Y., had been under allopathic 
treatment for four years and had been every summer up 
in the Adirondacks at Saranac, at a Sanitarium estab¬ 
lished by Dr. Loomis, of New York, lung specialist. She 
continued to grow worse until I took her case in hand. 
Under the action of two doses of Sulphur c.m. followed 
by Tuberc. c.m. she is so improved that I think it would 
be hard to convince any one that she ever suffered from 
such conditions. 

The trouble located in the upper left lung, where there 
was a distinct cavity, which as far as I can discover, is 
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now healed, though there is a little dullness of respiratory 

f 

murmur remaining. 

One result of the action of these remedies was to re¬ 
store a granular surface to the eyelids which had been 
cured (.?) with K^^al applications. I am sure that many 
incurable chronic diseases have had their beginning in 
just such tampering with local manifestations of Psora. 

One more case.—L. D. G., a man sixty years of 
age, whose brothers and sisters had several of them died 
of consumption, had been troubled at times with a spas¬ 
modic gagging cough for twenty-five years. He was 
operated for a stricture of the urethra, and a few weeks 
after was attacked with chills resembling fever and ague. 
It was in the winter season, and chills and fever are not 
common here at any time of the year, unless imported. 
He had several of these chills daily, until there developed 
a strong Rhus toxicod. condition, when a dose of that 
remedy put an end to them. But here followed frequent 
attacks of great pain from the back all through the ab¬ 
domen, especially the hyjwgastric region. When I would 
get these pains in the bowels relieved in a measure he 
would have what appeared to be neuralgic pains in differ¬ 
ent parts all over him, first in one place, then in another. 
When these would seem to subside, he would begin to 
cough more, and so the thing travelled from pillar to post, 
for months. 

Dr. Sheldon, of Syracuse, a man of large experience, 
was called in consultation. After careful examination, he 
decided, in view of the family history and (as he ex¬ 
pressed it) a peculiar doughy feeling in the abdominal 
walls, that the case was tubercular in character, and ad- 
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vised Vcrat. album at present, because the patient was so 
weak and reduced and cold, especially the extremities. 

It was given, hut with little or no effect, and things went 
on as usual until on his theory of Tuberculosis one even¬ 
ing I dropped a dose of Tubcrcttlinum upon his tongue. 
The effect was that he slept that night as quietly as if 
under the influence of an anodyne, and every syniptoin 
was alleviated, and he improved in every way for weeks 
until he was able to lx; out on the street eveiy day. It 
was very cold weather and he caught cold and came down 
to the bed again. After a few doses of Aconite for 
symptoms following his expo.sure, he received another 
dose of Tuberculimim as before, with similar effect, and 
in a short time he had so far improved as to be able to go 
on a visit to his friends in Troy, N. Y. 

How he will come out is still a question, but repeated 

effects of the remedy were so apparent in so grave a case 

that I have deemed them worthy of narration.

If you turn to H. C. Allen’s “Key-Notes of Leading 
Remedies,” page 297, you will find recorded: “Symp¬ 
toms ever changing, ailments affecting one organ, then 
another, the lungs, brain, kidneys, liver, stomach, nervous 
system—beginning suddenly, ceasing suddenly.” 

This seemed to be the case with this patient. 

In conclusion, I have seen apparent benefit follow the 
exhibition of this remedy in both incipient as well as ad¬ 
vanced cases of Phthisi.s, always giving the high prep¬ 
arations in the latter and letting it act a long time with¬ 
out repetition. In view of what Dr. Burnett has written, 
and my own limited experience lately, I am confident 
that Tuberculinum is destined to rank with Psorinimi in 
the treatment of chronic diseases. 
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. I will add now, Dec. 17th, 1900, that the case of L. D. 
G. has coutilined to improve until he seems as well as he 
has during the last ten years and weighs more. 

Another ca.se.—Maude Porter, age 27, unmarried; 
sanguine, nervous temperament; short, and stout when in 
health; blue cye.s, brown hair. 

Has had bad occasional epileptic fits for eleven years. 
Have been less frequent for past two years under the in¬ 
fluence of a specialist’s medicine that she got by letter 
from New York. Her mother had just died of tuber¬ 
cular consumption. Maud cared for her and was con¬ 
tinually over her for the last month of her sickness. 

After her mother died, on May 28, 1900, she came to 
me bringing symptoms as follows: 

Can’t cat anything. 

Mouth tastes very badly; in the morning v,. 

Smell of cooking food nauseates. 

Coughs badly, especially nights. 

Soreness middle of chest, behind sternum, worse when 
coughing or ascending hill or stairs. 

Has lost 22 lbs. of flesh since May ist. 

Bachache when tired. 

Feels cold and shivery, < morning and evening. 

Feels very weak, can’t walk without fatigue. 

Passed her last period without menses. 

Greatly depressed and cries easily. 

Has had a cough since la gri])pc last December. 

Has had a diarrheea for past four weeks. 

Pulse from 100 to 120 all the time. 

Sweaty nights. 

On that date I prescribed Pulsatilla 200th and later 10 
m. with no perceptible change for the better. 
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After Pulsatilla failed I prescribed for her Tuher- 
culinum i m., and for the next four months she got about 
once in two weeks the same, once or twice changing to 
Bacillinnm 200, under which treatment she made a per¬ 
fect recovery, and is doing her usual housework looking 
as well as ever at this date, December 17, 1900. 

I believe that she would have gone with quick consump¬ 
tion but for this remedy. What do }'ou think, my reader ? 

PYROGEN. 

Diseases originating in ptomaine or sewer gas infec¬ 
tion. 

The bed feels hard, parts lain on sore and bruised, must 
move to relieve the soreness. 

Tongue: large, flabby, clean, smooth as if varmshed; 
fiery red, cracked, difficult articulation; vomiting, per¬ 
sistent, brownish coffee ground, offensive, stercoraccous. 

Diarrhoea; horribly offensive, brown or black; painless, 
involuntary. 

Distinct consciousness of a heart; it feels tired; as if 
enlarged; purring, throbbing, pulsating, con.stant in ears, 
preventing sleep. 

I have not used this remedy myself, but (if Allen’s 
“Keynotes” arc reliable) it must be of great value in 
affections of the most .serious nature. A remedy recom¬ 
mended so highly, by such authority, for septicaemia, 
puerperal and surgical, and for diseases originating 
in ptomaine or sewer gas infection should not be passed 
lightly over. Let me quote: “The bed feels hard 
(Arnica), parts laid on feel sore and bruised (Baptisia), 
rapid decubitus (Carbo'l. acid).” "Great restlessness, 
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must move constantly to > the soreness of the parts 
(Arnica, Eupator. perf.)” “Tongue: large, flabby; 
clean, smooth as if varnished; fiery red; dry, cracked, 

articulation difficult.” 

Diarrhcca; horribly offensive (Psorin,), brown or black 
(Lcptand.), painless, involuntary, uncertain when passing 
flatus (Aloe, Oleander). 

Did you ever meet such an array of symptoms in ty¬ 
phoid? I have, and when we remember that typhoid is 
often traced to defective drains, sewer gas, etc., as its 
cause, this remedy, if these symptoms are reliable, ought 
to be invaluable. The other symptoms given by Allen 
are just as valuable if true, and if not true the sooner they 
are proven to be untrue the better. 

So far as prejudice against using such remedies is 
concerned, we should be as honest as was James B. Bell 
when he said of Psounnin —“Whether derived from 
purest g<dtl or purest filth, our gratitude for its excellent 
services forbids us to enciuifc or care.” As might be ex¬ 
pected, /Inthracinnm is more like this than any other 
remedy. In all cases simulating septic fever or poisoning 
Arsenicum, Antliracinum and Pyrogen should be remem- 
fjered. The horrible burning pains of the first two are 
prominent. 

OHENOPODIUM. 

I gave the 30th potency marked Clienopodium glauci, 
with which I cured one case of pain under the left 
shoulder-blade. This case was of several years’ standing, 
the pain at times becoming very severe. I have also used 
it in other cases with Ijenefit. I always think of this rem¬ 
edy where I find such a pain and of Chclidonium where 
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it is under the right shoulder-blade. According to Dr. 
Jacob Jeanes, Cite no podium anthclniinticum cures a pain 
under the right shoulder-blade similar to that of Chcli- 
donium. The i>ain in both seems to depend upon some 
hepatic derangement. Having succeeded with the Cheli- 
doninni so well, I have never used it. Chclidonium is well 
proven, and a full proving of the Chcnopodiuin may en¬ 
able us to distinguish between them. Between the two, 
Chcnopodiuin and Chclidonium, we have an important 
trio for infra-scapular pains which ought to be better 
understood. Such single symptoms are, of course, small 
guides to follow, but are sometimes the only ones we 
have, and when, after full proving, the drug having them 
is devcIo[>ed, we often find that they were reliable though 
we could not at first give their pathological significance. 
I would, I think, as often follow such a guide, as specula¬ 
tions and theories. For instance, here are some such 
single symptoms which have often been verified. Infra¬ 
mammary pains at climacteric, AcUca racemosa. Pain 
drawing through from ifipple to l>ack when child nurses, 
Croton tiglium. (Silicca.) Pain in upper left chest 
through to scapula, Myrtus com., Pix liqtuda, Thcridion 
and Sulphur. Pain through lower right chest, Chelidon- 
ium, Merctirius vizms and Kali carbonicuni. Pain through 
upper right chest, Calcarca ostrearum and Arsenicum 
album. Pain through lower left chest, Natnim sulphuri- 
cum. We might add many more such to this list, and 
they are very valuable. 

AMMONIUM CARBONICUM. 

Nose-bleed when washing the face in the morning. 

Weak, anaemic, flabby women. Weak, no reaction. 
Addicted to the smelling bottle. 
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Tendency to gangrenous degeneration of glands, as in 
scarlatina; the parotids. 

* * 

Criiernsey says: This remedy seems particularly useful 
it! constitutionally delicate women who faint easily and 
want some kind of smelling salts around them most of the 
time. They are weak, with deficient reaction and gener- 
:dly of the lymphatic temperament. Such patients want 
stimulants, especially such stimulants as act through the 
olfactory nerves, like spirits of Ammonia, Camphoi, 
Musk, Alcohol, etc. In the first onset of such a suddenly 
prostrating disease as cerebro-spinal meningitis this has 
been found a good remedy to excite reaction and place the 
patient in a condition for the choice of the next remedy 
indicated by the now aroused vital force in conflict with 
the disease (so-called). One thing /Iinmoiiium carh. is 
good for is dry or stuffed coryza, acute or chronic. The 
patient is worse at night, has to breathe with the mouth 
open. Samhucus, Lycopodium, Ntix vomica and Sticta 
pulmonaria may be compared with it. 

Another frequently verified symptom of the nose is 
epistaxis 7 vliile zvashiny the pace. {Kali carbonicum.) I 
don’t know why it comes on them, but it does, and this 
remedy cures it. The only other affection in which I 
have found it very useful is scarlatina. The body is very 
red, almost bluish-red, and the throat seems to be the 
center where the force of the disease seems to be ex¬ 
pended in malignant intensity. The eruption is faintly 
developed, or has seemed to disappear, from sheer ina¬ 
bility from weakness of the patient’s vitality to keep it 
on the surface. {Zinc, has convulsions from the same 
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cause.) Erysipelas of old, debilitated persons comes 
under the same head. Cerebral symptoms, simulating a 
drunken stupor, are present in both cases. The whole 
system seems to be overpowered by the toxic effect of the 
disease poison. (See also Ailanthus.) Ammonium carh. 
will sometimes help us out in such cases. 

AMMONIUM MURIATICUM. 

One symptom of this remedy that has proved to be a 
valuable keynote for its administration is: “Sensation of 
coldness in the hack, hehveen the shoulders.” It is gen¬ 
erally found in chest affections, such as cough or pains in 
the chest without cough. I have found it as reliable a key¬ 
note as is the burning between the shoulders of Lyco¬ 
podium or Phosphorus. It is also a remedy for constipa¬ 
tion, the stool being hard, dry and crumbling and also 
very difficult to c.vpel. Sometimes the stool is covered 
with mucus, something like Causticum, which has stool 
covered with mucus, .shining, as if greased. There is also 
a resemblance lietween these two remedies affecting the 
muscles and ligaments. Ammonium mnr. has pain with a 
sensation as if the muscles were contracted or too short, 
while Causticum goes a step further and has actual con¬ 
traction of these parts, producing what is known as 
arthritis defonnans. (Cimex, Nat. m.) 

There are two remedies that have menses, or flow of 
blood from the uterus, at night. They are Ammonium 
mur. and Bovista, the other symptoms, of course, decid¬ 
ing the choice between them. (Kreosot. menses flow only 
on lying doivn, cease when sitting or walking about; 
Lilium tig. flows only ivhen moving about, ceased to flow 
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when she ceased to walk; Magnesia carb. flows only at 
night or when lying ceases when walking.) This remedy 
is also soinelinies useful in sciatica. Here we have the 
sense of contraction in the tendons and the patient is 
vvor.se while sitting, some better when walking and en¬ 
tirely relieved when lying down. It also has pains in the 
heels as if ulcerated. I'or [xains in the heels .see also 
Phytolacca, Cyclamen, Mangannm, Ledim and Catisti- 
cmn. I once cured a case, very severe and long lasting, 
with Valeriana. 

AETHUSA CYNAPIUM 

Is one f)f our Ijest remedies for vomiting in children. The 
m’lk comes up as soon as swallowed, hy a great effort, 
after wliich the child heconies greatly relaxed and drow.sy; 
or if the milk stays down longer it finally comes up in 
very sour curds, so la) gc that it would seem almost impos~ 
siblc the child could have ejected them. If this condition 
of the stomach is not cured the case will go on to cholera 
infantum, with green watery or slimy stovd, colic and 
convulsions. The convulsions of this remedy are i)eculiar, 
in that the eyes tin n downward instead of up or sidewise. 
If the case still progresses unfavorahly there is an appear¬ 
ance of sunkenness in the face with linea uasalis, which 
is a surface of jjcarly whiteness on the upjjer lip, bounded 
by a distinct line from the outer na.sal orifice to the angles 
of the mouth. 

This last symptom is more characteristic of JEthusa 
than any other remedy. Aithiisa has complete absence of 
thirst. The prostration and anxiety are very marked, but 
the absence of thirst rules for JEthusa instead of Arsen¬ 
icum album. i 
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Vomiting of large curds (sour) is also found under 
Calcarca ostrcariim, but with this remedy we have at the 
same time sour stools, and then sweaty head, and open 
fontanelles as well as Calcarca temperament would gener¬ 
ally he found in the case. 

There is another very peculiar symptom of Aithum that 
has l>et'n cured twice to my knowledge hy this remedy, 
viz.: Imagined she saw a rat or mouse run across the 
room. In both these cases the symptom occurred in hard 
worked, nervous women, hut the symptom was very per¬ 
sistent and annoying. Ailliiisa not only cured the aberra¬ 
tion hut improved the general health. I always use it in 
the 200th potency. 

JALAFA. 

“Child ‘good’ all day; scrcamiiuj, restless and very 
irouhlesouie at nujlit" (frccjuently verified). I once had a 
case of eiitero-colitis that for more than eight weeks 
haflled mv best efforts to cure. The case went from had 
to wor.'^e, until it was reduced almost to a skeleton. In¬ 
stead of screaming all night it screamed day and night, all 
the time (so the mother .said), and certain it was, it was 
always screaming when 1 saw it. With the screaming 
there were constant contortions of the body, bending for¬ 
ward, backward and sidewise alternately. I cannot tell 
how many different remedies 1 tried, but finally, in the 
cour.se of human events, T gave it some Jalapa I2th, run 
up from some of the crude drug which I procured from 
an ordinary drug store. The child went to sleep, and 
from that nap, which was a good, long one, recovery was 
rapid and perfect. The only indication I had was that it 
caused colic and diarrhoea. 
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RHEUM 

Is another remedy wliich, like Jalapa, has been abused 
by the old school, but is very valuable when used homceo- 
pathically. The leading indication is sour stools. They 
may be brown mixed with mucus, or thin and pasty. 
There is often much pain before the stool, of a colicky 
nature, and there may be tenesmus after stool. It is most 
useful in colicky diarrhoea of children. There is another 
very characteristic symptom, viz.: “Not only the stools 
are sour; the ivhole child smells sour, no matter how 
much it is bathed.” In colic and diarrhoea during denti¬ 
tion a choice will sometimes have to be made between 

t 

this remedy and Magnesia carb. 

COLLINSONIA CANADENSIS. 

This remedy has not been thoroughly proven, but 
enough has been learned from what we have, and clinical 
experience, to indicate that it is a very valuable one. As 
a remedy for h.'oinorrhoids or rectal trouble it may be 
compared with Jiscidus hippocastanwn, for both have a 
sensation as if the rectum ivas filled with sticks. From 
this one symptom we could not know which one to pre¬ 
scribe. But let us note some of the differences: 

Alsctdus has also a prominent sense of ftdlness in rec¬ 
tum, Collinsonia has not. 

Mdscidus piles do iKJt, as a rule, bleed. 

Collinsonia piles often bleed persistently. 

xliscidus has great pain, soreness and aching in the 
back. 

Collinsonia does not as yet develop that symptom. 

xJiscnltis sometimes has constipation, sometimes not. 
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Collinsonia is greatly constipated, with colic on account 
of it. 

This comparison is carried far enough to show that a 
choice between these remedies is not generally diflicult. 
With Collinsonia I once cured a very severe colic which 
had been of frequent occurrence in a lady for several 
years and had completely baffled the old school efforts to 
cure. I was led to choose the remedy on account of the 
obstinate constipatiem, the great flatulence and tlie lueinor- 
rhoidal condition present. 

I also cured one of the most obstinate cases of chronic 
constipation I ever met. The patient for two years had 
only averaged a movement of the bowels once in two 
weeks, and then only under the action of powerful ca¬ 
thartics, after which he would be almost sick two or three 
days in bed. Collinsonia cured him within a month so 
perfectly that his bowels moved naturally every day, and 
the trouble never returned so long as 1 knew him, for 
years afterwards. 

CORALLIUM RUBRUM 

Is useful for spasmodic cough, like whooping cough. It 
is continual, short, hawking through the day, so constant 
and frequent as to have merited the description given it of 
"Minute gun” cough. This is during the day and there 
is not much whooping, but at night there is more whoop¬ 
ing. The night paroxysms are sometimes very severe. 

I have found Coral, one of the very best remedies for 
post nasal catarrh, with much dropping of mucus into the 
throat. (Natrum carb.) I do not know any other rem¬ 
edy so efficacious in the majority of cases, and generally 
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prescribe it, miless I have strong indications for some 
other remedy, I seldom fail to hear a good report from it. 

Coral, has also been found useful in chancre. The ulcer 
is red (coral red), flat and exceedingly sensitive, some¬ 
times painful. Chancroids or soft chancre, for which the 
old school cauterize, may find a swift and sure cure in 
Coral. 

COCCUS CACTI 

Is another anitnal remedy often found valuable in whoop¬ 
ing cough. With this remedy the aggravations generally 
come on in the after part of the night or in the morning 
when the child awakens. The paroxysms are not con¬ 
fined to this time, but the worst one comes then. The 
paroxy.sm ends in vomiting of clear ropy mucus in large 
quantities, hanging in long strings from the mouth. For 
such a cough Coccus cacti is excellent. 

CLEMATIS ERECTA. 

This is a good remedy for gonorrhtt'a when there arc 
on account of slow or intermittent flow of urine indica¬ 
tions of formation of a stricture, and will, if given early 
(high), often prevent it. So much pain and suffering 
often necessitating operation for the relief of stricture 
has been experienced that everything ix>ssible should be 
done to aveit it. In the first place the cauterization 
method, or fashionable local treatment, is responsible for 
nearly, if not quite, all strictures. I know that such prac¬ 
tice is neither scientific nor curative in the remotest sense, 
and on the other hand I know that constitutional treatment 
alone is adequate to cure (not simply suppress) the worst 
cases, and that in the shortest possible time. Another use 
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for Clematis is for curing the orchitis arising from the 
suppression of gonorrhoea, or when it may have extended 
to the testicles without such suppression, which latter con¬ 
dition seldom occurs. The testicle becomes greatly 
swollen, and if not promptly relieved becomes indurated 
and hard as a stone. I have cured this very promptly 
with Clematis. Pulsatilla is undoubtedly the remedy 
oftenest indicated in orchitis from suppressed gonorrhoea, 
but if after it has reduced the pain and restored the dis¬ 
charge it fails to reduce the swelling or induration, Clem¬ 
atis will do the rest. It has not disappointed me. Clenv- 
atis has a symptom similar to Coffca, viz.; “Toothache 
relieved by holding cold water in the mouth.” 

COPAIVA. 

This remedy acts strongly upon mucous membranes. 
It has, like many other remedies, been so abused by the 
old school that it .has fallen into disrepute, and the ten¬ 
dency even with our own school under such circumstances 
is to underrate its virtues or to fail to investigate as they 
ought to. It is however, an excellent remedy in the 
form of chronic bronchial catarrh, with profuse ex¬ 
pectoration of greenish or gray purulent matter. (Stan¬ 
num, Lycopodium, Sulphur, Phosphorus, etc.) Among 
remedies not yet well understood we have 

Copaiva, profuse greenish-gray, disgusting smelling 
sputa. 

Illicium anisatum, pus, with pain at third cartilage, 
right or left. 

Pix liquida, purulent sputa, pain at left third costal 
cartilage. 
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Myosotis, copious sputa, ernaciation, night sweats. 

Balsam Peru., catarrhal phthisis, copious purulent ex¬ 
pectoration. 

Yerba santa, accumulation of mucus causing asthmatic 
breathing. 

I mention these remedies in order to call attention to 
them for trial in case we cannot find the curative among 
the belter proven ones. All the old remedies had to have 
their beginnings. 

Copaiva is a valuable remedy in gonorrhoea. There is 
great irritation in the urethra and at the neck of the 
bladder. It may be indicated in the beginning, when the 
discharge is thin or milky, and later, especially when the 
disease has extended to the bladder, with discharge of a 
large amount of viscid mucus or blood and mucus in the 
urine. Although not so violent in its action on the uri¬ 
nary tract as Cantliaris, it stands very close to it. 

CUBEBA. 

This remedy, also fallen into disrepute from its empir¬ 
ical use in the old school, has an important place in the 
therapeutics of gonorrhoea, if after the first or inflamma¬ 
tory stage is passed under the usual remedies for that 
stage there still remains burning in the urethra after 
urination and the discharge remains thick, yellow or pus¬ 
like. Notwithstanding Merenrius or Pulsatilla, we may 
find our remedy in Cubeba. I have made some fine cures 
myself in such cases. With Pulsatilla the discharge, while 
thick, or yellow, or green, is more likely to be bland, as it 
is on mucous membranes elsewhere. Mercury has a 
similar discharge, but all the symptoms are ivorse at 
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night. When the discharge iK'comes thin (gleety) neither 
of these remedies are, as a rule, appropriate. 

Right here let us call attention to another remedy which 
ought to be mentioned in connection with the treatment of 
gonorrheea. 

PETROSELINUM. 

It has a very characteristic indication for its administra¬ 
tion, viz.: “Great and sudden desire to urinate,” children 
stand and jump right up and down from pain and urging. 
This is mostly found in chronic cases (esi)ecially after 
gonorrhoea) after the inflammation has extended back-i 
ward to the neck of the bladder. Another very trouble¬ 
some symptom found under Pctroselinum is itching in 
the urethra; feels as if he must run a stick or .something 
in there and scratch it. Burning, tingling, from Perinacum 
throughout whole urethra. Children are sometimes! 
troubled with such sudden and intense desire to urinate 
that they will jump right up and down, tryitig to hold on 
until their clothes are unbottoned. It is like the sudden 
desire for stool of Aloe—"must git thar." 

ALLIUM CEPA. 

Coryza with frequent sneezing and profuse acrid dis¬ 
charge, corroding upper lip and nose. Lachrymation also 
profuse but bland. (Euph. reverse.) 

Cold extends to the bronchi, with profuse secretion of 
mucus; coughing and much rattling (Chclidon.). 

Modalities: < in the evening, and in warm room, > 
in open air (the coryza).

Anyone who lias cut up raw onions for cooking knows 
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what is the effect upon the eyes and nose—irritation, 
which causes violent sneezing and lachryiiiation. Then, 
if the homoeopathic law of cure is true, it ought to be a 
good remedy for coryza, and so it is; but, like every other 
remedy, it cures its own peculiar and characteristic form 
of the disease. 

It has constant and frequent sneedng, with profuse 
acrid discharge, which burns and corrodes the nose and 
upper lip, and it is worse in the evening and indoors and 
better in open air. It has also profuse lachrymation. 
with burning, biting and smarting of the eyes, but the dis¬ 
charge is bland; that is, it does not make the eyes sore 
afterwards. There may or may not be headache; if there 
is it is, like the coryza, worse in warm nxMU or evening 
and better in open air. 1 have found it particularly useful 
in children when the profuse coryza or cold extended 
downward to the bronchi, with a like profuse secretion 
in the bronchial tulies, with much coughing and rattling of 
mucus. Before Cepa came into homceopathic use we used 
to give Euphrasia when there was profuse coryza and 
lachrymation. The,difference between the two remedies 
is, that with Cepa the nasal discliarge is acrid and the 
lachrymal bland, while exactly the reverse is true of 
Euphrasia. The action of the remedy seems to be pri¬ 
marily in the nose with the one and in the eyes with the 
other, and thus we must learn to differentiate between all 
remedies. 


EUPHRASIA. 

The action of this remedy seems to center in the eyes. 
If you read the symptoms as laid down in “Hering’s 
Guiding Symptoms,” you would think tfiat it would cure 
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almost all possible affections of the eyes, acute or chronic 
conjunctivitis, iritis, kerato-iritis, spots, vesicles, pannus, 
etc., and so it will irriidicated by the symptoms. 

In colds with cough and severe fluent coryza it will 
sometimes cure, but here the choice must be made be¬ 
tween it and Arsenicum, Cepa and Mercurius. (See Cepa 
for comparison.) 

In measles with watery eyes and fluent coryza it is 
sometimes the best remedy. I remember Dr. C. W. 
Boyce, of Auburn, N. Y., reporting great success with it 
in an epidemic in that city. He cured all his cases with 
it. So I went for the next epidemic in my vicinity with 
Euphrasia, and my failure was as marked as his success. 
It was not the remedy for my epidemic. Rut I know 
enough not to “go it blind” that way very long, and 
hunted up my simillimum. Then I succeeded, too. 
Lookout, young man, for the remedy that is recom¬ 
mended for all cases of any disease, or you’ll “come down 
hard” some time. 

One very prominent characteristic in eye troubles for 
this remedy is a tendency to an accumulation of sticky 
mucus on the cornea, which is removed by winking. All 
cases of any kind attended with photophobia and lachry- 
mation, with or without coryza, should suggest this 
remedy, t)r at least call it to mind. In the eye affections 
of Euphrasia the lids are often involved. Of course this 
is so with other remedies, such as Arsenicum, Apis, Rhus 
toxic., etc. Study up. One more .symptom: Cough some¬ 
times dry, but generally loo.se, worse duiing the day, not 
troublesome at night. This is important, as more coughs 
are < at night. 
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PHYTOLACCA DECANDRA. 

Tonsils red, swollen, with white spots, which some¬ 
times coalesce atul form patches; pains run up into the 
ears, and aching bruised, sore feeling in head, back and 
limbs; < on motion, but must move; he aches and is so 
sore. 

Irresistible inclination to bite the teeth or gums to¬ 
gether. (Dentition.) 

Breasts very hard, sw'ollen, hot and painful; pain radi¬ 
ates all over the back when the child nurses. 

^ ;|c ^ ^ 

Phytolacca decandra is one of our most valuable reme¬ 
dies for sore throat, and the indications are plain. The 
throat becomes generally inflamed; the tonsils swell and 
become very red at the first, and then white spots appear 
which (unless checked) s(K)n spread and coalesce and 
form patches of a diphtheritic appearance. There are 
sharp pains often running up into one or both ears. These 
are the local throat symptoms, and the constitutional 
symptoms are: 

Intense head and backache, and a sore, aching, bruised 
feeling all over the body, causing the patient to groan, and 
while, like Rhus toxicodendron, he feels as if he must 
move, the act of moving greatly aggravates all his pains 
and soreness. The patient is also greatly prostrated, and 
sitting upright makes him faint and dizzy like Bryonia. 
There is high fever, for the pulse is very quick; but the 
heat, like that of Arnica, is mostly in the head and face 
while the body and limbs are cool. Now these symptoms 
present, it makes no difference whether the case is called 
tonsilitis, diphtheria or scarlatina. Abundant experience 
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in my own person and observation witli my patients has 
proven Phytolacca to be a remedy of inestimable value. 
Nor is it necessary to give it in twenty drop doses of the 
mother tincture, and gargle in addition, as some advise, 
but it Avill in the potentized dose do much better, the same 
as other homoeopathic remedies. I have done some good 
work with this remedy in follicular pharyngitis, csi^ecially 
when in public speakers the voice gave out from over¬ 
work and there was much burning in the throat, as of a 
hot substance there. In this kind of sore throat I have 
the best success with the remedy very high. 

Now let me call attention to a symptom of this remedy 
that has been of great value to me: “Irresistible inclina¬ 
tion to bite the teeth or gums together.” On this indica¬ 
tion I have often relieved the complaints of various kinds 
'incident to the period of dentition. I once had a case 
that was sent up to the country from New York City. 
The child had been sick a long time, with cholera infantum 
(entcro-colitis), and its physicians said it must leave the 
city or die. But country air and change of diet brought 
no relief. The little fellow was greatly emaciated, having 
frequent loose stools of dark brown color, mixed with 
slime or mucus of the same color. After trying various 
remedies I discovered that the child wanted to bite its 
gums together, or to bite on everything that it could get 
into its mouth, and the -mother then told me that this had 
been the case all through its sickness. Phytolacca pro¬ 
duced immediate relief of the symptoms and rapid re¬ 
covery followed. I have since verified this symptom sev¬ 
eral times. Phytolacca is also one of our Ix'st remedies 
for mastitis. The breasts are very hard, greatly swollen, 
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hot and painful. When the child nurses the pain radi¬ 
ates ail over the body. There is fever, great pain in the 
head and back, and if it is a bad case, unless checked, is 
very liable to go on to suppuration. PZvery time the child 
nurses the pains spread all over the body. 

The choice often lies between this remedy and Bryonia, 
and they complement each other. Almost every case of 
swollen breasts with the milk fever, when the breasts fill 
for th^ first time after confinement, may be speedily re¬ 
lieved with one or the other of these two remedies. If the 
case should have gone on to suppuration, with large fistu¬ 
lous, gaping and angry ulcers discharging a watery or 
foetid pus, Phytolacca is still the remedy, and will often do 
more good than Hepar sulphur, and Silicca. But the 
choice sometimes has to be made between other remedies, 
such as 

Croton tiglium. The pain runs through to the back 
when child nurses. (Silicea, Pulsatilla.) 

Phellaudrium. Pain runs along the milk ducts be¬ 
tween the acts of nursing. 

Lac caninum. The breasts are greatly filled and so SOre 
that their own weight hurt.S‘ the patient, who wants to 
hold them up and shrinks from the least jar. Of course 
Aconite, Apis and Belladonna must not be forgotten, and 
have as positive indications for their use as any of the 
above remedies. (See also Castor equormn.) 

I have removed a great many suspicious lumps or 
tumors in the breasts, some of them of years’ standing, by 
giving a dose of Phytolacca c.m., once a month, during 
the wane of the moon. What has the moon to do with 
it? I do not know. I cure goitre the same way (but not 
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with Phytolacca), and was led to that way of administra¬ 
tion by a suggestion of Jalir. That some diseases have 
their aggravations in certain times of the moon I knoiv, 
and that certain remedies act better then, I know just as 
well. Do not forget that - the bruised, sore feeling of 
Phytolacca that we noticed at length when writing of 
Arnica is sometimes markedly present in sciatica, for 
which it is one of our successful remedies. The char¬ 
acteristic symptom for Phytolacca in this painful affec¬ 
tion is, that the pain runs down the outer side of the 
limb. Sciatica is one of the complaints in which Ho¬ 
moeopathy has scored some of its most brilliant victories 
over the anodyne treatment of the old school. Periosteal 
rheumatism, where the pains are especially worse in wet 
weather, sometimes finds a remedy in Phytolacca. This 
drug seems to resemble in its action on the periosteiim, 
glands, bones and skin, Kali hydroiodicum, and the two 
remedies complement each other, of course, with indica¬ 
tions, or the choice may sometimes lie between them. H. 
C. Allen .says: Phytolacca occupies a place midway be¬ 
tween Bryonia and Rhus tax., and will often help when 
these seem indicated but fail. It is curious to note that 
almost every chemical remedy has a closely resembling 
relative from the vegetable kingdom. Kali hydroiodicum 
and Phytolac<fa, Aloes and Stiiphtir, Cepa and Phos- 
phoriis, Chamomilla and Magnesia carb., China and 
Perrum, Belladonna and Calcarca ost., Ipecac and 
Cuprum, Bryoma and Alumina, Mezercum and Mercury, 
Pulsatilla and Kali sulphuricum. This has been before 
mentioned by Hering. 
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6L0N0INE. 

Sudden local congestion, especially to head and chest; 
bursting headache rising up from neck, with great throb¬ 
bing and sense of expansion as if to burst; cannot bear 
the least jar. 

Can’t bear anything on the head, especially hat; or 
pressure as of a hat. 

Over-heating in the sun, or sunstroke. 

♦ ♦ 5 *! ♦ ♦ 

This is, in the first place, one of our great head rem¬ 
edies. It has intense pain in the head, with great throb¬ 
bing and sensation of fullness and constriction of the 
vessels of the neck. There are so many symptoms attend¬ 
ing this condition of congestion that it is not wise to try 
to give them all here. I used, in my early practice, to 
carry a small vial of the ist dilution in my case on pur¬ 
pose for those who were inclined to sneer at the young 
doctor and his sweet medicine, and many a disbeliever 
have I convinced, in about five or ten minutes, that there 
might be power in small doses of sweet medicine, by 
dropping on the tongue a drop of this preparation, for it 
seldom failed to produce its characteristic throbbing head¬ 
ache within that time. One lady, not willing to acknowl¬ 
edge that it affected her, rose to leave the room, and 
fainted and would have fallen to the floor if I had not 
caught her. No one ever asked after that experiment 
for any more proof of the power of homceopathic med¬ 
icine. This throbbing headache, seeming to arise from 
the neck, is very characteristic, and the throbbing is not a 
mere sensation but is visible in the carotid arteries. The 
vessels are full to bursting, and if their walls were not 
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healthy there is danger of apoplexy. No remedy equals 
this one for producing sudden and severe congestion of 
the head, and none can cure it quicker when indicated by 
the symtoms. The remedies that stand nearest Glonoine 
in their effect on the head I believe to be Belladonna and 
MeliloUis. Belladonna and Glonoine both have the full¬ 
ness, pain and throbbing, but that of Glonoine is more in¬ 
tense and sudden in its onset, and, on the other hand, sub¬ 
sides more rapidly when relieved. Again, Glonoine is 
better adapted to the first or congestive stage of inflam¬ 
matory diseases of the brain, while Belladonna goes 
further and may still be the appropriate remedy after the 
inflammatory stage is fully initiated. Belladonna is better 
by bending the head backward; Glonoine worse. Bella¬ 
donna is made worse by having the head uncovered, and 
suffers from having the hair cut; Glonoine must have the 
head uncovered, can’t bear to wear his hat, or wants the 
hair cut. Belladonna is ivorse lying down, even if .he 
keeps still; Glonoine, though sometimes worse after lying 
down, is also sometimes better when lying still. One 
symptom very characteristic of Glonoine is, that the pa¬ 
tient carries the head very carefully, for the least jar or 
shaking of it greatly aggravates the pain. Another pecu¬ 
liar .symptom is, it seems to the patient that there is not 
only throbbing, but there is an undulating sensation as if 
the brain were moving in waves synchronous with the 
pulse. There is more disturbance of the heart action with 
Glonoine than with Belladonna, though both have it 
strongly. Glonoine has a sefisation of rush of blood to 
the heart or chest. 

Melilotus also has great congestion to the head, with 
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pain and sense of fullness. N('4 being so thoroughly 
proven as Belladonna and Glonoine, we cannot so clearly 
indicate the exact place for it, but there is one very promi¬ 
nent symptom which alw'ays makes one think of it, viz.: 
“Gloiv'uuj redness of the face” No remedy that I know 
of has it rnore strongly. Glonoine. and Belladonna may 
both have very red face; on the other hand, a pale face, 
wn'th the other congestive symptoms, does not contra¬ 
indicate them, but does MclUotns. Then, again, with 
Melilotus the head symptoms are often relieved by a pro¬ 
fuse epistaxis, which is also another very prominent 
symptom of this remedy. I cured a very bad case of 
typhus cerebralis, and also a case of insanity of long 
standing, with this remedy, being guided to it by these 
symptoms. 

“Loses his way in well-known streets” is a symptom of 
Glonoine that has several times been confirmed. The local 
congestions of Glonoine are often found in different dis¬ 
eases; for inst.'ince, climacteric flushings arc often most 
felt in the head. Glonoine cures .such cases. It is also 
luseful in puerperal convulsions. And ^mother symptom ■ 
often present in these cases is, a sense as if the head were 
expanding from fullness. Now look out for convulsions 
and give Glonoine, e.specially if there be albumen in the 
urine. Congestion to the head from suppressed or re¬ 
tarded menses sometimes finds a remedy here; also, dif¬ 
ferent pathological conditions of the heart, but the symp¬ 
toms must be present. 

For sunstroke it is probably oftener indicated than any 
other remedy; also for the after-sufferings therefrom. 
Not only from sunstroke, but from other bad effects of 
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radiate heat; for instance, children get sick in the. night 
after sitting too long or falling asleep before an open coal 
fire. 

Then, again, warm room increases the headache and 
warm bed the faceache. 

“Burning between the shoulders” is another symptom 
of this remedy, like Lycopodium and Phosphorus. Am¬ 
monium muriaticum and Lachmmthes have the opposite. 
While we are here now I will call attention to another 
remedy, which, for flushings and congestions to head and 
face, resembles Clonoinc, that is. Amyl. nit. 


MELILOTUS ALBA (Sweet Clover). 

Here is a remedy (^f undoubted great value. The Ix'st 
rendering of it is given by Dr. 11 . C. Allen in the transac¬ 
tions of the I. H. A., ])ages 104, year 1887, although a 
very fair one is found in the “Guiding Symptoms” Her- 
ing. The provers all had fearful headaches and haemor¬ 
rhages except myself (Bowen). 

The congestion to the brain is equal to that of Bella¬ 
donna and Clonoinc, and the most characteristic symp¬ 
tom of such congestion is intense redness of the face, with 
throbbing carotids, which is often > by a profuse epis- 
ta.vis. Several years ago I cured a very bad case of mania 
of the religious form with the 6th potency. This lady 
had had one similar attack a few years before, when, after 
she had been given up by two allopaths, who said she must 
go to the asylum, I relieved her with Stramonium. She 
was very loquacious at that time. 

This time Stramonium failed, but on indication of 
the intensely red face I gave her Melilotns with a rapid 
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and permanent cure. The first cause of these attacks 
was overheating in the sun. 

One more case will illustrate the action of this truly 
great remedy. 

During a run of typhoid fever in a young lady she had 
frequent attacks of profuse epistaxis. One attack fol¬ 
lowed another, sometimes twice or three times in twenty- 
four hours, until I became alarmed on account of the 
great loss of blood. 

She had been subject to frequent attacks of nosebleed 
since childhood, from the time she was injured in the 
nasal passage by a button she pushed up the nose, and 
which a “regular” claimed, after much violence, to have 
pushed down her throat, but which in reality remained 
in her nose a long time—several months—when it was 
ejected in a fit of coughing and sneezing. Two years 
before I carried her through a very severe attack of diph¬ 
theria, which was also attended by severe nosebleed, oc¬ 
curring at night, the blood hanging in clots from the nose 
like icicles. 

Mercurius sol. 30th then stopped it very nicely. Now 
the blood clotted some, but not so markedly. Mercurius 
did no good. Every attack was preceded by the most in¬ 
tense redness and flushing of the face and throbbing 
of the carotids T ever witnessed. The nosebleed would in¬ 
variably follow within a few hours this apparent rush of 
blood to head and face. Belladonna did no good. Neither 
did Erigeron, which, in Hering, “has congestion of the 
head, red face, nosebleed and febrilfe action.” 

Mclilotns 30th relieved promptly not only these attacks 
of congestion to head and nosebleed, but the whole case 
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afterward progressed without an untoward symptom to 
perfect recovery. 

F. A. Waddell, M. D., reports a case of pneumonic con¬ 
gestion, in which the characteristic red face and cpistaxis 
were present, as cured with this remedy. 

Dr. Bowen, to whom belongs the credit of first intro¬ 
ducing this remedy to the profession, reports many cases 
of headaches, colic, cramps in the stomach and spasms 
relieved and cured by it. It seems to me that this remedy 
should be classed with Belladonna, and Glonoine, and 
never forgotten in comparison with remedies having 
strong head symptoms. 

AMYLENIUM NITRATE. 

It has quite a reputation for arresting paroxysms of epi¬ 
lepsy and resuscitating patients sinking under anesthetics. 
It is given here by olfaction. There are various specula¬ 
tions as to how it does this; the most important thing, 
after all, is that it does it 

We know that it causes and cures tumultuous heart 
action very similar in appearance to that of Glonoine. I 
have cured a very bad case of chronic blushing or flush¬ 
ing of blood to the face on the least excitement, either 
« 

mental or physical. It was in a young married woman, 
not near the climacteric, and she had suffered very much 
for a long time. The cure is permanent and the patient is 
very grateful, for, as she said, she supposed it was natural 
and medicine could not help it. Those who cannot blush 
don’t need it. This is all the experience I have had with 
this remedy and I always use it in the 30th. 
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KALI BROMATUM. 

I do not know much about this remedy from a homoeo¬ 
pathic standpoint. It first gained a reputation with the 
old school profession for its sleep-producing qualities and 
its power over epileptic seizures. As usual, it was pushed 
for these things until they found it was a dangerous 
remedy in the large doses which they had to use to pro¬ 
duce the desired effect. 

They discovered that it produced sleep, not by increas¬ 
ing the blood in the brain to stupefaction, like Opium, but 
by decreasing the amount of blood, thus resembling more 
nearly natural sleep. Then they exclaimed, Eureka! But, 
alas! too great and long-continued ancemia resulted in 
lack of nutriment to the brain tissue, and as a consequence 
there developed depression, melancholia, insanity and 
signs of brain softening until Hammond, its chief advo¬ 
cate, admitted that it put more patients into the insane 
asylum than any other remedy. 

Well, for what can we safely use the remedy? For the 
symptoms arising from cases simulating the effects of 
Kali bromatum, just as we do any other homoeopathic 
remedy. I do not understand the remedy well enough to 
give characteristic indications for its homoeopathic uses. 
There is ore symptom which I think is valuable as a 
“guiding symptom,” viz.: “fidgety hands.” The patient 
must be working or playing with them continually; even 
the sleeplessness is somewhat relieved by moving the 
fingers over the bed clothes; or he plays with his watch 
chain or the head of his cane, anything to work off this 
excess of nervousness. Zincum has “fidgety feet,” and 
Phosphorus a general fidgetiness or uneasiness; can’t sit 
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still, but changes position continually; not like Rhus toxi¬ 
codendron, because he is relievetl of pain by moving, but 
because he is simply nervous. The homoeopathic uses of 
Kali hromaium ought to be better understood. 

MOSCHUS: CASTOREUM; ASAFOETIDA; VAL¬ 
ERIAN; AMBRA GRISEA. 

Here are five so-called hysterical remedies. They have 
many nervous symptoms that are similar, and I will only 
give a few characteristic symptoms of each and leave their 
study to those who love to study. 

Moschus. “Hysterical spasms of the chest, nervous 
suffocative constrictions, especially on becoming cold.” 
Palpitation (hysteric) with dyspnoea, prostration, faint¬ 
ing, exclaiming, I shall die! I shall die! etc., greatly ex¬ 
cited. Laughs immoderately, o? cries or scolds until her 
lips turn blue, eyes stare and she falls down fainting or 
unconscious. 

Castoreum. “Exhausted, pains better .from pressure, 
menstrual colic, with pallor and cold sweat.” 

Asafoetida. Enormous accumulation of flatulence all 
pressing upward; ball rising in throat. 

Great suffering, especially hysterical, from suppression 
of discharges. Discharges foetid. 

Great sensitiveness to contact; in ulcers, es^Hicially peri¬ 
osteal. 

“Full of wind; flatulence with eructations all pressing 
upward, but none downward. Seems as if she would 
burst with the upward pressure, reverse peristalsis.” 
“Especially useful if its nervous symptoms come on after 
the suppression of leucorrhoeal or other habitual dis- 
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charges.” All discharges offensive, even of ulcers, and 
great sensitiveness to contact or touch. Osteitis or caries 
with this same exceeding sensitiveness to contact 
{Hepar). 

Valerian. General nervous irritation, cannot keep 
still, tearing pains and cramps in different places. Feels 
as if floating in the air (Sticta pulni. as if legs were float¬ 
ing in the air). Over-sensitiveness of all the senses. 
Sensation as of a tliread hanging down throat. With 
this remedy I once cured a severe case of sciatica in a 
pregnant woman on the symptom, pain worse when stand¬ 
ing and letting the foot rest on the floor. She could stand 
with that foot resting on a chair, or could lie down in 
comfort. 

Ambra grisea. Convulsive cough, with frequent eruc¬ 
tations of gas. 

Discharge of blood between the periods; after a hard 
stool; or walk. 

Very nervous women, cannot void stool or urinate 
when others are in the room. 

Discharge of blood betzveen periods; any little exertion 
or straining at stool causes it. Nervous cough followed 
by eructations of wind. It is particularly adapted to 
nervous affections of old people and spare subjects nerv¬ 
ously “worn out.” 

These five remedies should be studied together.

CANNABIS INDICA. 

A lady with dropsy, consequent on valvular heart dis¬ 
ease, after being relieved of the bloating, was suddenly 
unable to talk. In answer to a question she could begin 
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a sentence, but could not finish it, because she could not 
remember what she intended to say. She was very im¬ 
patient about it and would cry, but could not finish the 
sentence, but could signify her assent if it was finished by 
some one else for her. This continued for several days, 
or until she received Cannabis Indica, when she rapidly 
recovered her power to express herself. This is all the 
experience I have had with this remedy that is worth 
relating. 


AGARICUS. 

Ears, face, nose and skin in general, red and itch as if 
from chilblains. 

Twitching in eyelids (especially), face, extremities, 
even choreaic jerkings, which cease during sleep. 

Spinal column painful and sensitive to touch, aching 
extending into the lower limbs. 

:!e :(( 3fe ije 

Agaricus has some very characteristic skin symptoms. 
“Ears, face, nose, toes and skin in general are affected 
with a redness, itching and burning as if from being 
frozen.” This is a very valuable symptom and may lead 
to the choice of this drug in many very different diseases. 
I have used the remedy a good many years with very 
gratifying results for chilblains. I always use it intern¬ 
ally in the 200th. It is also a remedy of first importance 
for twitchings, from simple twitching in face, eyelids' 
(especially) and e.vtrcmities, to severe cases of chorea. 
In the latter disease the-twitchings cease during sleep. 
Again it has been found useful in spinal irritation. The 
symptoms indicating it here are best given in Allen’s 
Encyclopeedia. No doubt this remedy has been over- 
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proven, and, as a consequence many of its recorded symp¬ 
toms are unreliable. The best work that can be done 
with it now is to separate them, if possible, “proving all 
things and holding fast that which is true.” 

LITHIUM GARBONICUM. 

Chronic rheumatism connected with valvular heart 
troubles should call our attention to this remedy, for it 
has done good service in such cases. Symptoms: 
“Rheumatic soreness in the cardiac region.” “Violent 
pains in the heart when bending over.” “Pains in heart 
ivhen urinating or at menstrudl period.” “Fluttering of 
the heart with mental agitation” are all valuable guides 
to its selection. Then if we have the rheumatic symp¬ 
toms, swelling and redness with great tenderness of the 
small joints, the indications are very positive for its use. 

There are often heavy deposits in the urine of mucus, 
uric acid or pus. I have done some excellent work with 
it in such cases. 


SAMBUCUS NIGRA 

Is a prime remedy for “snuffles” in small children. It is 
of the dry variety, completely obstructing the nose, child 
must breathe through the mouth. It is also one of the 
best remedies for asthma millari. The attacks come on 
suddenly in the night; child turns blue, gasps for breath 
and seems as if almost dying. Then it goes to sleep and 
wakens with another attack again and again. I once 
relieved a very bad case of chronic asthma in an old lady 
having similar attacks of suffocation with the 200th of 
this remedy. The relief was followed, or rather accom¬ 
panied, by a profuse flow of urine which carried , off a 
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large amount of dropsical effusion in her legs and abdo¬ 
men. She has remained much better of all her symptoms 
since and is now very old. One very peculiar character¬ 
istic which should never be forgotten is ''dry heat" while 
asleep and "profuse siveat when awake” No other rem¬ 
edy has it, and it has been confirmed many times. Conium 
has “sweats as soon as he closes his eyes to sleep.” Thuja 
has sweats on uncovered parts. {Belladonna on cov¬ 
ered.) Pulsatilla, one sided sweats, and many of our best 
characteristics are found under the so-called fever symp¬ 
toms, including chill, heat and sweat, and as we are apt 
to have one or the other, or all of these three conditions 
in most diseases, it is well to have a ready understanding 
of them. It will save much time sometimes in hunting 
after the simillimum. 


SQUILLA 

Has been found useful in cough, with sneezing; watering 
of the eyes, and involuntary micturition. There may 
also be pleuritic stitches in the chest, with or without 
effusion. The cough is generally loose and rattling, with 
exjjectoration of much mucus, and the loose cough in the 
morning is more fatiguing than the dry one in the even¬ 
ing. 

Vcrbascum thapsus. Cough, deep, hollow, hoarse, with 
sound like a trumpet. I have cured many cases and al¬ 
ways used it low. I have never used the remedy for 
anything else. 

Senega. Cough, with great accumulation of mucus, 
which sems to fill the chest, with much rattling, wheez¬ 
ing and difficult breathing; especially valuable with old 
people, but works well with others. Have also cured 
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many cases of this kind and always use it low; no suc¬ 
cess with the high. 

Ilhtstrations .—Several years ago I was called to an old 
asthmatic, who was having a terrible paroxysm. After 
several days of intense suffering, which ordinary remedies 
did not relieve in the least, I gave him Senega three or 
four drops of tincture in one-half glass cold water, des¬ 
sertspoonful doses once in two hours until relieved, with 
a promise to call again in the evening. Imagine my sur¬ 
prise when I called as he ushered me in with a smile and 
bow, for he was perfectly free from hard breathing and 
cough, and remained so for a long time after. 

During September, 1900, I was called again to a lady 
50 years of age, suffering the same way. She had been 
suffering for over a month, at times very severely, but this 
paroxysm was worst of all. The dyspnoea was very 
great; had to sit propped up in bed; chest rattling and 
wheezing; filled with mucus which she could not raise; 
face and hand purple from unoxygenized blood. Ipecac., 
Arsenic and Antimonium tart, were of no,benefit. One 
evening after their failure I dropped seven drops of the 
tincture of Senega into one-half glass water, with direc¬ 
tions to give teaspoon ful once an hour until relieved, 
then at longer intervals. The next a. m. as soon as she 
saw me exclaimed, “O, doctor, I wish you could just 
realize how I slept. In one-half hour after the first dose 
I went right to sleep, and I have had a beautiful night.” 
I give these two cases to impress the value of this rem¬ 
edy upon the reader. I have used it many years in ob¬ 
stinate coughs with dyspnoea and difficult expectoration 
of mucus which seemed to fill the bronchial tubes. 
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Myrtus communis. Obstinate cough, mostly dry, with 
pain in upper portion of left chest, right through to left 
'shoulder-blade. This is a gem and has, I believe, cured 
more than one case of incipient consumption for me. 
Sulphur, Pix liquida, Anisum, Arum tri., and Theridion 
have a similar symptom, but Myrtus leads, unless there is 
decided psoric taint, when Pix liquida or Sulphur would 
lead. 

Droscra rotundifolia has a deep sounding, hoarse, bark¬ 
ing or trumpet-toned cough, something like that of Ver- 
bascum, but there is more laryngeal trouble with Drosera, 
for the voice in talking has a deep base sound. Drosera 
is also one of our leading remedies in spasmodic coughs, 
whooping cough. With the cough there is great con¬ 
striction of the chest and abdominal muscles, so that the 
patient holds them with the hands. The cough is worse 
after midnight. 

GAMBOGIA 

Is a very valuable remedy for diarrhoea, though not so 
often used, I think, as it should be. It resembles Croton 
tiglium in the suddenness of the desire for stool, and in 
the all coming out at one gush. Again, it resembles it, 
in that it is sometimes watery and yellow, but Croton tig. 
is aggravated by the lea.st food or drink, which is not the 
case with Gambogia. Again, Gambogia has all the way 
from yellow, watery, to almost formed stools, and in each 
case, the stool comes all at once in one prolonged effort, 
and there is a feeling of great relief after stool, as if an 
irritating substance were removed. Sometimes there is 
burning of the anus after the stool, similar to Arsenicum, 
Iris versicolor and Capsicum. It is curative in both acute 
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and chronic forms of diarrhoea. There is often much 
rumbling in the bowels. 

Gratiola officinalis is another remedy that has the yel¬ 
low, watery diarrhoea, gushing out with great force. It is 
sometimes especially useful in the summer complaints of 
children, especially where they have been drinking too 
much cold water, which frequently hapjiens.' Gratiola 
resembles Aloes in some points, but has not the ht-emor- 
rhoids. 

Oleander is one of our best remedies for diarrhoea of 
undigested food, and the best indication for it is involun¬ 
tary stool when emitting flatus. The least passage of 
flatus is always accompanied with stool, so that the 
clothes are always liable to be soiled. I cured with the 
200th of this remedy a case of three years’ duration in a 
child. It was my own child, and I had tried many reme¬ 
dies (it was in the beginning of my practice) and was al¬ 
most despairing that she would ever be well or strong, but 
after taking the Oleander she was cured, not only of the 
diarrhoea, but became perfectly strong and well and has 
always remained so, not having the slightest tendency to 
a return of the trouble. 

CONVALLARIA MAJALIS. 

I believe the lily of the valley is to become one of our 
very valuable remedies. It ought to receive a Hahne- 
rnannian proving. I have used it with much satisfaction 
in women who complained of great soreness in the uterine 
region and .sympathetic palpitation of the heart. It has 
also served me well in dropsies of cardiac origin, espe¬ 
cially in women who have at the same time the above- 
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mentioned soreness in uterine region. I once checked 
the progress of a very bad case of cardiac dropsy after 
the effusion in the chest had so increased that the patient 
could not breathe when lying down, and there was much 
bloody expectoration. I used the 30th potency in this 
case, though many times very fine results follow the use 
of the remedy in much lower preparations. The dropsy 
all disappeared and she was able to be around and enjoy 
life very well, though the organic heart trouble was not 
removed. 

Bovista has been of use to me in only one affection, but 
in that it is invaluable—menorrhagia. The flow is always 
worse, or sometimes flozvs only in the night in bed. I do 
not know of a more reliable symptom. It has helped and 
cured many cases, both acute and chronic. 

It has also sometimes a flow behveen the periods, like 
Ambra grisea, but the latter remedy has more nervous or 
hysterical symptoms. 

Ustilago maydis is also a remedy that is very useful in 
menorrhagia or metrorrhagia, and I think I have ob¬ 
served that it is best adapted to those cases where the flow 
is of a passive nature. (Thlaspi bursa pastoris.) There 
is apt to be more or less pain and irritation, at the same 
time, in one or both ovaries. It is especially useful in 
these cases at the climacteric. I have cured some very 
bad cases, and always use both this remedy and Bovista 
in the 200th potency. 

CARDUUS IVEARIANUS 

Is a so-called liver remedy, and I have seen good results 
from it in liver troubles, yet I do not know of any special 
indications for its use. I have known cases of habitual 
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colic from gall stones checked and the further formation 
of the stones prevented by this remedy. One of them 
was a very bad case, for which old Dr. Pulte, of Cincin¬ 
nati, prescribed Cardutis. Her daughter inherited the 
trouble, and I saw her, in consultation with another phy¬ 
sician, at one of these terrible attacks of gall stone colic. 
She could not lie down, but sat in her chair, bent over 
forward, for forty-eight hours, and during this time she 
passed two hundred gall stones, very hard and nearly the 
size and shape of a beech-nut, which were found by wash¬ 
ing the faeces. I have a dozen or so now in a little vial 
in my office. Cardnus was also a help to her, but she 
takes, right along for years at a time, olive oil, thinking 
that it dissolves the stones or keeps them from forming. 

When other remedies fail for pain in the region of the 
liver, with dizziness, bad-tasting mouth, jaundiced skin 
and the usual symptoms called “bilious,” if I have no 
special indications for other remedies, I have given Car- 
dmis, and several times with good results. But, as I 
said before, I can give no special indications for its use. 
I can do better for 

PTELEA TRITOLIATA 

Another liver remedy, for it has one very characteristic 
symptom, viz.: Aching and heaviness in the region of the 
liver, greatly aggravated by lying on the left side; turn¬ 
ing to the left causes a dragging sensation. (See Bryonia, 
which is also < lying on left side and has the dragging 
sensation. Remember, Bryonia is generally > lying on 
pain fid side.) Magnesia mur., you will remember, has 
all these symptoms, termed “bilious,” but like Mer- 
curius, it is worse when lying on the right side. Then 
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Mercurius is apt to have loose stools, while Magnesia 
mur. is greatly constipated. Ftclca may have either 
constipation or diarrhoea, or, like Nnx vomica, constipa¬ 
tion and diarrhoea alternately. I cured one bad case 
of liver trouble with Pte'lca after oedema of the feet 
and legs had set in; she had the symptoms, could not lie 
comfortably on the left side; her breathing was becoming 
oppressed, and I thought the case looked as if it would 
not be very likely to be much better. T used the 30th in 
this case. The trouble rapidly disap[>eared and never 
returned. I considered it a brilliant cure. 

MARUM VERUM TEUCRIUM. 

I have found this remedy one of the best for ascarides. 
Have cured many cases who had “tried everything” (so 
they said) without avail. I have noticed that people 
troubled with ascarides often have a great deal of tick¬ 
ling, tingling, etc., in the nose, which they are frequently 
rubbing. (Children troubled with ascarides have this 
symptom.) And it is notable that Tcucrium is one of the 
best remedies for polypus of the nose; will cure it, and 
that never to return. I have a preparation of the remedy, 
made on the Santee potentizer, 50m., whieh docs the best 
of any preparation I ever used. 

MEZEREUM. 

Pains in the long lx>nes, especially tibia. 

Facial neuralgia or toothache, when the pains are 
greatly < by eating or motions of the jaws, > by radiate 
heat. 

Nose; vesicular eruptions, with excoriations, forma¬ 
tion of thick scabs, < at night; zona. 
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Pains in the long hones, especially the tibia, are some¬ 
times greatly relieved by this remedy. I once cured a 
very obstinate case of facial neuralgia with it. The pains 
were brought on, or greatly aggravated, by eating, and 
the only relief he could get was to hold that side of his 
face as near as he could to a hot stove. Hot cloths, wCt 
or dry, or any other heat applied did not relieve. 

Zona. Skin diseases, etc. See Materia Medica. 

TELLURIUM. 

With this remedy I have had the pleasure of curing 
several cases of otorrhoea of long standing, generally fol¬ 
lowing scarlatina in childhood. I used the 6th in these 
cases. The high failed. 

EPIPHEGUS (Beech Drops) 

Cures headaches coming on after a hard day’s work, over¬ 
fatigue from work or excitement, what is often called 
“tired headache.” Such cases are very frequent, and the 
patients volunteered' to mention the fact that they always 
came on when they were “tired out.” Of course one 
swallow does not make a summer, neither does one symp¬ 
tom always make unfailing indication for a remedy, but a 
symptom often verified is always a valuable leader to the 
totality of symptoms. 

Epiphcgns needs further proving. 

LAUROCERASUS. 

% 

Suffocative spells about the heart, < sitting up, > lying 
down; cardiac cough; gasping, twitching and jerks. 

Lack of re-active power, low vitality, with blueness pr 
cyanoses, especially in heart troubles. 
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Drink rolls audibly down through the oesophagus and 
intestines; very low pulse. 

* ♦ ♦ * ♦ 

“Want of energy, of vital power; want of reaction, 
especially in chest and heart affections.” And there is 
another characteristic symptom under this remedy in 
heart troubles: “The cyanosis, dyspnoea, etc., are worse 
when sitting up.” Only one ether remedy has this ag¬ 
gravation, and that is Psorinum. “Want of nervous re¬ 
action ; the well-chosen remedy does not act.” 

“Capsicum, lack of reaction in persons of lax fibre.” 

Opium., in patients where there is no pain; stupidity and 
drowsiness. 

Valerian and Ambra in nervous affections, well chosen 
remedies fail. 

Car bo vegetahilis, collapse, coldness of knees, breath; 
perfect indifference. 

Sulphur juid Psorinum, where Psora complicates and 
hinders reaction. 

Each one of these remedies may be called for in de¬ 
fective reaction, and there may be many more, and in 
each case, as with all remedies elsewhere, symptoms must 
decide which one. 


LACTIC ACID 

Is a great remedy for diabetes mellitus. It is especially 
indicated if in addition to the thirst, voracious hunger 
and profuse urine loaded with sugar there are rheumatic 
pains in the joints. It is generally given low, but abun¬ 
dant experience has taught me that the high is much 
better, and it does not need frequent repetition. 

Oxalic acid has a very peculiar symptom which has 
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often been verified by myself. Palpitation and dypsncca 
in organic heart disease, 'worse when thinking of it, a 
very peculiar modality, but genuine. 

HYPERICUM 

Is the remedy "par excellence"’ for wounded or injured 
nerves; from simple punctures from nails, splinters, pins, 
rat bites, etc., to severe concussions of the spine and 
brain, and especially to parts rich in centient nerves. It 
is to this kind of injuries what Arnica, Ilamantelis, 
Ruta, etc., are to bruises, and Calendula to lacerated 
muscular tissue, and Staphisagria to cuts with sharp 
instruments. 

ABIES NIGRA. 

Severe pain in stomach after eating. Sensation of an 
undigested hard-boiled-egg in stomach. 

MANGANUM ACET. 

Cough better lying down. 

APOCYNUM CANN. 

Great thirst, but water disagrees, causing pain, or is 
immediately thrown off; sinking feeling at pit of stomach. 
( Dropsy.) 

APOMORPHIA.

Easy vomiting without previous nausea. 

DIOSCOREA VILL. 

Colic pain begins at umbilicus and radiates to all parts 
of the body, even extremities. 
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DOLICHOS FRUR. 

Violent itching over the body, without any visible erup- 
tion; jaundice; white stools. 

EQUISETUM HYEM. 

Frequent inclination to urinate, with pain in bladder as 
if too full, which must be relieved; normal quantity at 
a time, sometimes excess of urine. 

KALI NITRICUM. 

Great difficulty in drinking on account of short breath¬ 
ing ; drinks in sips. 

LACHNANTHES TING. 

Stiffness of neck, head drawn to one side; torticollis. 

GNAPHALIUM. 

Intense pain along the sciatic nerve, alternating with 
numbness.

GUAIACUM. 

Cough with expectoration of foetid pus. 

GRINDELIA ROB. 

When dropping off to sleep the breath stops, the pa¬ 
tient awakens catching for it, with a gasp, cannot get to 
sleep on this account. 

LOBELIA INFLATA. 

Nausea and vomiting with great relaxation of mus¬ 
cular system and profuse accumulation of saliva. 
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OLEANDER. 

Chronic diarrhoea, stools undigested; passes stool with 
the least emission of flatus. 

OXALIC ACID. 

Complaints < when thinking of them. {Hdon., 
Calc, phos.) 

OCIMUM CANUM. 

Great pain in renal region, with much red sand in urine. 
{Lycopodium.) 

MENYANTHES. 

Icy coldness of hands and feet with warmth of the rest 
of the body (intermittents). 

PABEIRA. 

Constant urging to urinate; goes down on his knees 
with straining; pain runs down thighs. 

ABROTANUM. 

Marasmus most pronouuced in lower extremities, from 
mal-nutrition; diarrhoea; diarrhoea alternating with 
rheumatism. 

ROBINIA PSEUDACACIA. 

Excessive acidity of the stomach; vomits substance 
that sets teeth on edge. 

ARALIA.

Loud wheezing breathing, with cough, < in evening or 
night, after the first sleep (asthma). 
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GALCAREA FLUOR. 

Indurated swellings, of a stony hardness; in glands, or 
fasciae, or ligaments.

Stops breathing when falling asleep; wakens with a 
start. 

NATRUM PHOS. 

Excess of acidity; yellow^ creamy coating at the back 
part of the roof of tlie mouth; sour eructations and 
vomiting.

ASARUM EUROP. 

Remarkable over-sensitiveness of the nerves; scratch¬ 
ing linen or silk or even thinking of it is unbearable. 

TARAXACUM. 

Tongue coated white, which peels off in patches, leav¬ 
ing dark, red, tender, sensitive spots; mapped tongue. 

BADIAGA. 

Spasmodic cough, which ejects viscid mucus, which 
flies out of the mouth. 

FLUORIC ACID. 

Diseases of the bones, especially the long bones, > 
from cold. Silicca, > by warmth. 

CARBOLIC ACID. 

Vesicular eruption all over the body, which itches ex¬ 
cessively; better after rubbing, but leaving a burning pain. 

CEDRON. 

Clock-like periodicity of complaints, in low, deep, 
marshy districts. 

CEANOTHUS. 

Deep-seated or cutting pains and fullness in region of 
spleen. 
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PHELANRIUM. 

Sticking pains through right breast, near sternum, ex¬ 
tending to back under shoulders. Cough with profuse 
fcetid expectoration, compels to sit up. 

RAPHANUS. 

Abdomen tympanitic; hard; no flatus up or down. 
(Dunham.)

PREFACE TO THERAPEUTIC INDEX. 


A few words of explanation in regard to this index seem 
necessary. 

There is no case in which all the remedies liable to be in- 

4 

dicated in any disease are mentioned; for instance, in scarla¬ 
tina only twelve are mentioned, while in Johnson’s Thera¬ 
peutic Key there are twenty-four, and even this list does 
not by any means cover the possible number. So in diph¬ 
theria there are eleven by myself and eighteen by Johnson. 

One of the main objects of this work is to give that knowl¬ 
edge (or the beginning of it) of the genius of each remedy 
which will enable us to prescribe for the patient, even if 
pathology has never yet coined a name for his malady. This 
is Homoeopathy. 

No remedy ever yet produced a case of scarlatina; but 
several remedies have produced a condition and symptoms 
similar to that found in different cases of this disease, and 
are, therefore, homceopathically curative for it. 

When names of diseases are mentioned it is always to be 
understood that the name counts for nothing unless the 
symptoms are covered with the remedy. If there were no 
names there would be no routinism, which so often stands 
in the place of good prescribing.
